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BO U the year 1668, AnTony Woop appears to have 
completed a long and elaborate work in Engliſh, which he 

had been compiling for ten years, entitled The Hiſtory and Anti- 
guities of the Univer/itie of Oxford. It was divided into two Parts. 
The Firſt Part contained a Hiſtory of the Univerſity in general, 
from its earlieſt inſtitution to the year 1649. The Second Part 
conſiſted of two articles, viz. I. A Hiſtory of the Antient Schools, 
Preſent Schools, Theatre, Lectureſhips, Offices of Public Orator 
and Keeper of the Archives, and public Libraries. II. A Hiſtory 
of the ſeveral Colleges and Halls, from their foundations to the 
year 1668. To the whole was ſubjoined an Appendix, called 
% FASTI OxONIENSES, or a Commentary on the ſupreame Magi/- 
traten of the Univerſitie of Oxford, namely of the Chancellours, 
« Commuſſaries, Prochancellours or Vicechancellours, and Prottors - 
« alſo of the High-Stewards, and Parliamentarie Burgeſſes of the 


« Untverfitie.” 


In 1670, the Delegates of the Oxford Preſs purchaſed this va- 
luable work of the author for one hundred pounds; with a deſign 
that it ſhould be publiſhed in a Latin tranſlation. It was accord- 
ingly tranſlated into Latin, under the auſpices, and at-the expence, 
of doctor Fell, Dean of Chriſt Church, and publiſhed in 1674, 
with this title, HIS TORIA ET ANTIQUITATES UNIVERSI= 
„ TATIS Oxon. Oxonii, e Theatro Sheldoniano, 1674.” The 
tranſlator was. Richard Peers, Student of Chriſt-Church; who 

was 
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was aſſiſted by Richard Reeve, ſometime of Trinity College, and 
then Maſter of Magdalen College School. But every ſheet was 


ſubmitted to the inſpection of doctor Fell, who made ſuch cor- 


rections and alterations as he thought neceſſary. While the book 
was in the,preſs, the author added to every College and Hall, a 
ſuccinct account of the lives and works of its reſpective writers. 
Theſe additions were alſo tranſlated and incorporated. | 


It appears, however, that our author was greatly diſpleaſed at 
the manner in which this Tranſlation was conducted. He com- 
plained, that it was by no means either exact or faithful: and that 
his Engliſh text was in many places groſsly miſrepreſented; not 
only by the miſtakes of the tranſlators, but by their frequent omiſſi- 
ons and interpolations. He therefore, after a careful and delibe- 
rate reviſal, began in Auguſt, 1676, fairly to retranſcribe the whole 
of his Engliſh copy; with a continuation of the general Hiſtory, 
or Firſt Part, to the year 1660, and other new inſertions and im- 
provements. The Hiſtory of the Colleges and Halls, in the Se- 
cond Part, was alſo enlarged, and continued down to almoſt the 
year of the author's death, in 1695. Yet in this part, he omitted 
the . ount of the writers belonging to each College and Hall; 
which never entered into his original plan, and was very properly 
reſerved for his other great work, the Ar HTN OxoNniensss. 
He certainly entertained hopes, that this manuſcript, which he left 
with every preparation for the preſs, would one day ſee the light. 
He bequeathed it on his death-bed to the Univerſity of Oxford, 


and it is now depoſited-in the Bodleian Ow” te conſiſts of two

This circumſtance has prevented the execution of a deſign 
which he had formed, although not mentioned in the Propoſals to 
his Subſcribers, of adding to the Hiſtory of the Colleges and Halls, 
the Appendix "abovementioned, called FasT1 OxXONIENSES; and 
which in this manuſcript is brought down, by the author, to the 
year 1695. But this Appendix, if the editor ſhould be favoured 
with ſuch communications as will complete its ſeries to the pre- 
ſent time, ſhall ſpeedily be publiſhed : together with a copious 
Index to this volume and to the Appendix. |

contributed to the Continuations. He thinks no apology neceſſ- 
ary, for beginning with the latter Part of Wood's manuſcript.

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Of this attempt, we apprehend, no better recommendation can 

be given, than the following paſſage in Mr. Warton's LIrE of 
Bathurſt. * I cannot omit this opportunity of lamenting, that Dr. 
Fell ever propoſed a tranſlation of Wood's Engliſh work, which 
% would have been infinitely more pleaſing in the plain natural 


dreſs of its artleſs, but accurate, author. The tranſlation in ge- 
neral, it is allowed, is full of miſtakes; it is alſo ſtiff and un- 
pleaſing, perpetually diſguſting the reader with the affectation of 
phraſeology. Dr. Fell's reaſon for procuring it to be tranſlated, 
was, that a complete account of the Univerſity might be circu- 
lated abroad. But there are many particulars, unavoidably ariſ- 
ing from the ſubject, which read ridiculous, and are ſometimes 
unintelligible, in Latin. Beſides, the circumſtantial minuteneſs 
of local deſcription, with which the work abounds, fo intereſt- 
ing and agreeable to an Engliſh reader, and to perſons familiarly 
acquainted with the ſpot, all appear ſuperfluous, inſignificant, 
and tedious, to foreigners.

II. That ſome, and thoſe many, were as ſecular Scholars educated in 
religious places, as in St. Frideſwyde's Priory, Oſney Abbey, &c. which 
places of education were much leſſened, as Co increaſed.  . 

III. That our ancient Colleges, as Merton, Univerſity, Balliol, Exeter, 
Oriel, &c. have had, in relation to building and room, bue very ſmall ori- 
ginals. For all, except Merton, have had their firſt beings in one Tenement 
or Hall only, Afterward by degrees they enlarged themſelves to what they 
are now, as you may ſee in 4 — of each. | 

IV. That they have anciently been written and called Halls, as Balliol 
Hall, Univerſity Hall, &c. Yet Merton was commonly written! Domus 
de Merton,” and now and then in the reign of K. Edw. Ill, * Domus five 
Aula,“ and“ Domus five Collegium de Merton.” : 

V. That each College hath a head or ſuperior to govern it, to be choſen 
for the moſt part from the Fellows of each place. But the Dean and Canons 
of Chriſt Church are nominated and confirmed by the King's Diploma. 

VI. That the members of each College, as alſo the head, are governed 
by Statutes, given either by Founders, or Benefactors. Chriſt Church 
has Statutes for the Dean and Canons, but none for the Students, for they 
proceed according to cuſtom, and Ya in an arbitrary wa - 3 

. at 
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VII. That in the ſaid Colleges live not only ſuch as receive ſuſtenance 
by the charity of their Founders, and Benefactors, which we call Foun- 
dation-men, but others alſo, viz, Gentlemen-Commoners, Commoners, and 
Batters, who live upon their own eſtates, and do undergo the diſcipline of 
their reſpective Colleges, as others do. There be alſo beſides theſe certain 
poor Scholars, called Servitors, who by their attending and ſerving ſuperiors, 
obtain a livelyhood, and fometimes become noted perſons either for learning, 
or preferment in the Church. ; 

VIII. That all the Colleges are very fairly built of ſtone, out of quarries 
near Oxford, (the worſt of them is as good as ſome Univerſities in _—_ 


- countries) and have belonging to them all conveniences that are fit for 


human life. If you except the Colleges and Halls, the City of Oxford, in 
relation to building, is a very inconſiderable place, and no better than an 
ordinary Market Town. And if ſo be they were quite gone (which God 
forbid it ſhould come to paſs) it would be one of the beggarlieſt places in 
England, it being not accommodated with a public road through, traffick 
in, or an eminent river by, it. (1) : 

Theſe matters being thus delivered, I ſhall ſpeak of each College in 
order; of which, though I have formerly put Univerſity firſt, and Balliol

HIS College, as I ſaid before, according to the time of its endow- 
ment, craves the firſt place of all Colleges in Oxford, The firſt 
foundation of it was at Meaudon, (now called Maldon) in Surrey ; laid 
and appointed (2) there by Walter de Merton, Clerk, (ſometime Lord Chan- 
cellor of England, and afterward Biſhop of Rocheſter) A. D. 1264; for the 
maintenance of which, and the Scholars therein, to the number of tweaty, 
beſides three Miniſters of the altar, or Chaplains, he gave the ſaid manor of 
Meaudon, and that of Farleigh in the aforeſaid county. Furthermore alſo, 
that the ſaid-Scholars-mi educated” in liberal arts and ſciences, he 
appointed for them an houſe in Oxford to which they might retire (as 
divers Religious places in England did to their reſpective houſes there) a 
and this he did, becauſe at that place, and no where elſe in England, ge- 
neral learning flouriſhed: for the very truth is, as 1 have before told you, if 
yn learning or ſtudies had- flouriſhed at Cambridge, he would without 
oubt have appointed his faid Scholars to go there, having then or ſoon 
after a houſe and mannor at that place, and other lands ſeven and ten miles 
diſtant. But little or nothing there ſavouring, as we may ſuppoſe, of ge- 
neral learning, he therefore appointed them to go to Oxford, and ſtudy 
there, “vel alibi ubi ſtudĩum vigere contigerit.“ Afterward the Founder's 
mind being aliened from Maldon, chiefly upon a peace made between the 
King and his Barons, (though it laſted not long) which was the cauſe that 
the Scholars of Oxford were called home from Northampton (who before 
had ſided with the ſaid Barons) and again ſettled; he firſt of all, in order to 
their tranſlation to Oxford, purchaſed (3) of the Abbey of Reading a tene- 
ment; viz. © totam placeam ex occidentali parte eccleſiæ S. Johannis Bap- 
tiſtz Oxon, quondam ædificatam, tune autem vacuam, ad quod quidem

tenementum pertinebat advocatio eccleſiæ ſupra dictæ:“ Then three tene- 
ments at the eaſt end of the church, viz. one of the priory (4)-of St. Frideſ- 
wide, another of Jacob (3), the ſon of Mr. Moſſey, a Jew of London; and 
the third of one Rob. Flixthorpe (6) : which laſt was not purchaſed till the 
year after the firſt ſettlement of the Mertonians at Oxford. But after 
the two firſt were obtained, which, with the third, ſtood on the place where 
the chiefeſt part of the forefront of the College now ſtands, in St. John 
Baptiſt's Street, the pious Founder was pleaſed to tranſlate his Scholars to 
the ſaid tenements, which he had new built and beaurified for their recep- 
tion, and by his foundation charter (7), dated in the month of January, 
1267, to eſtabliſh it for ever per nomen Domus Scholarium de Merton.“ 
Which charter, together with the ſtatutes contained therein, continuing in 
force till 1270, at what time others were given, and thoſe till 1274, another (8), 
with ſtatutes, which were the laſt, were then given by the Founder, and 
all matters of ceremony relating to ſuch a worthy work quite determined. 
After ſuch an excellent manner was this College founded and finiſhed, that 
the King gave leave (9) to Hugh, Biſhop. of 'Ely, to found Peter-Houſe 
(the ancienteſt place of learning in Cambridge) after the ſame model and 
manner. WITT 8-41 17 9 
Thus you have with brevity a narrative of the foundation of this College, 
of which much more may be ſaid, but foraſmuch as *ris intended that a par- 
ticular treatiſe will be written concerning it, the Founder and worthies 
thereof, as alſo of other matters of antiquity relating thereto, as far as record 
will permit, I ſhall now ſpare my labour in ſpeaking more of it, only ſo far 
as to give you the names of the Benefactors, Wardens, and Biſhops ; and 
after the recital of them, an account of the monumental and feneſtral In- 
ſcriptions in the Church. 4

V, (Ex MS Roflide 
Regib.) while a young Man, and ſtudied in 
Queen's College, ſelected him (being then 
but Fellow of this College] to be one of his 
familiar companions, and after admitted him 
to be one of his Chaplains at that time when 
he weat over-into France (an. 1417, ex vet. 
Alm. cum aliis MSS compacto: Bib. Merton 
in cod. Theol.) to the battle of Agincourt. 
(Auth. MS ut ſu ra) He was Preb, of Hor- 
ton in the church of Sarum June 18, 1419. 
(Auth. MS Nor. ad Godwin. Aſhm. Mul. p. 
612.) He was after D. D. and admitted War- 


den about the year 1420; then Archd. of 
Sudbury, and Bp of St. David's; [1433 
from which place the King [ Hen. VI} woul 
have preferred him to be Bp of Ely, ſo great 
was his love towards him, but could not 
effect it. (Auth. MS ut ſupra.) [He died 
about the year 1442.] 

(17) [Robert Gilbert, D. D. admitted War- 
den about the year 1416. By computation of 
time I find that he was Warden before Rod- 
burne, though in the Regiſter it is otherwiſe. 
He was Dean of the Chapel to K. Hen. V, 
and attended him in voyage over to France 
at the battle of Agincourt, (ex vet.

In 1415 he had 
the Church of Alhallows, Lombard-ftreet, 
and the year following exchanged it for the 
rectory of Norburg, in the dioceſe of Lin- 
coln, In 1418 he exchanged the Preb. of 
Chermiſtre and Bere, in the church of Sa- 
rum, [for the Precentorſhip of the ſame 
church.

Oxon. was to diſ- 
cuſs a queſtion there riſen betwixt the En- 
gliſh and Spaniſh nations, whether of the 
two ſhould give the word Placet vel non 
t firſt to him that was ſupreme in the 
Council, which he copioſe et graviter pro 
inclytz nationis ſuæ prærogati va perorabat, 
oſtendebat quoque quantis privilegiis Sedes 
Apoſtolica antiquifimum Oxonienſ. ſtudium 
ſupra Salamant. exornaſſet, in Clementina- 
rum conſtitutionibus præpoſuiſſet; ex quo 
etiam totius Conſtantienſis Confilii defini- 
tione, Anglicz nationis primatum ab Hiſ 
nis obtinuit.

He gave divers MSS to the Library, 
wherein were painted in moſt theſe arms, 


viz. blue, a dolphin naiant arg.. between -

Theſe arms, quartering thoſe 
of Draycot, are engraven on ſtone over 
the north door leading from the School- 
ſtreet to the lower end (on the north fide) of 
St. Mary's Church, to the building and fi- 
niſhing of which he was a benefactor.

After Q. Eli» 
zabeth was ſettled in the Throne, he became 
Chaplain to Dr. Parker, Archbp. of Canter- 
terbury ; who, having a reſpect for him, did 
put him in Warden of this College 1562, 
upon a diſſent among the Fellows in an elec- 
tion of one for that office.

VI he became the 
King's Chaplain or Preacher at Windſor, to 
which he was elected according to cuſtom 
by the members of the Univerſity of Oxford, 
In the beginning of Q. Mary's reign he was 
forced to leave the College, being then

his time at Paris and Orleans during her 
reign. After Q. Elizabeth came to the crown 
he returned, and became Chaplain to Dr. 
Parker, Archb. of Canterbury, Archd. of 
Stafford, and Reſidentiary of the church of 
Lichfield. In the beginning of 1569, bein 
one of the three perſons that was elected 
Waden of this College by the fellows 
thereof, he had that place conferred upon 
him by the Archb. beforementioned, and 


Apr. 7 was admitted, and in the next year 


he proceeded Doctor of Divinity. He re- 
ſigned the Wardenſhip Mar. 7, 1585; and 
in the ſame year had the biſhoprick of Chi- 
cheſter conferred upon him. He died Apr. 
30, 1596, and was buried in the north aile 
zoining to the choir of his Cathedral ; where 
there was a monument erected to his memory 
with an inſcription on it. I find by his 
laſt will and teſtament that he gave to Magd. 
Coll. 4ol. to be beſtowed on the Grammar 
ſchool joining to the ſaid College, for the 
cicling and paving it.

Kent, Apr. 2, 1578, admitted at 14 years of 
age at Gonvil and Caius Coll. in Camb.

Charles I, (having, as it is ſaid by ſome, been 
Phyſician to K. James I) and adhering to 
him in the beginning of the troubles, he 
attended him at Edghill battle. Thence 
coming with him to this Univerſity, he was 
incorporated Doctor of Phyſic, Dec. 7, 1642. 
In 1645 he was elected Warden of this Col - 
lege by virtue of the King's letters ſent to 
the Society of this houſe for that purpoſe ; 
but in the year following, when the city was 
ſurrendered. for the uſe of the Parliament, he 
left this office and retired to London. In 
1654 he was choſen Preſident of the College 
of Phyſicians, but refuſed to accept of that 
honourable office on account of his and 
weakneſs, But he ſoon after ſettled his pa- 
ternal eſtate in Kent upon the College; hav- 
ing before built them a Combination room, 
a Library, and a Muſæum; and having com- 
pleted theſe munificent benefactions upon 
the verge of his eightieth year, he reſigned 
his Lecturer's place, and dying in June 1657, 
was buried at Hempſted in Hertfordſhire,

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TO let paſs other conſiderable matters of this College, I ſhould proceed 


to ſpeak of the increaſe and enlar 


t of this College in ſeveral ages, and 


the benefactors to the buildings thereof, (67) but time being requirable for 


(67) e College conſiſts now, as it ori- 
inally did, of three Courts, and a very large 
and handſome Gothic Church or Chapel. 
The front of the firſt or outer Court to the 
ſtreet, which is the lodging or chamber part, 


was rebuilt by the College in 1589, all but 


the Tower and Gate, which 1s of earlier 
date, and as an embattle Tower, or Tower 


with battlements, was erected under licenſe 


from the Crown by Bp Rudburne, (Tazs. 
Coll. pix. Ar, 33) Warden of the Coll. in 1416, 
and Chancellor of the Univ. in 1420. The 
Warden's Lodgings, on the eaſt fide of this 
court, are, in ſome part of them, taken to be 
as old as the foundation of the College, but 
in the chief or dwelling part were built by 
Wardens Sever and Fitzjames, 1 0 
The larger or inner Court, and ſouth of 
the firſt, is a better building, __ better ſi 
tuated, with v and pleaſant t- 
ments to the field, Lop - It is — 
110 feet long, and 100 broad, and was com- 
pleated at the College expence in 1610. 


The third or ſmall court, is ſouth of the 
Chapel, and in the way to it from the two 
ather Courts. Its date or time of building 
may be referred to that of the Library (about 
1376) which makes fo t a part of it; as 
ſee in what follows of the Library. Dr. 
Plot in his Natural Hiſtory of Oxfordſhire 
(c. 9. par. 137.) takes notice of the roof of a 
building in this court, called the Treaſury, as 
a very odd and particular piece of ſtone work. 

The Hart is between the firſt and inner 
courts, Which _ into each other, by a 
very wide and handſome arch adjoining to 
the Hall, and connecting it with the War- 
den's Lodgings. In the roof of this arch - 
2 are repreſented the twelve figns of the 
zodiac, with the arms of the King in the 
centre, 'The Hall is a large and plain 
building, erected as it ſhould ſeem before 
the chapel, and at the common expence. 
It was repai in 1540 , as appears by the 
date on the wainſcot, at the upper end of it, 
where are likewiſe cut and painted the arms 


of the College, and of the then King, Henry 
VIII. And in the windows, though very 
lately new glazed, ſome of the ancient arms 
are ſtill preſerved: and ſo in the principal 
rooms in the Warden's Lodgings, | 

The Lis ART, as before noted, is in the 
ſmall old court, or quadrangle, and forms 
in a great degree the Sach and weſt ſides of 
it. It was the benefaction of William Rede, 
Fellow of the College in 1349, and Biſh 
of Chicheſter in 1369, as before mentioned. 
The time conſidered, as before the invention 
of printing, it was a great and noble repoſi- - 
tory, for Manuſcripts only; it being now no 
inconſiderable one, as a College Library, for 
them and printed books, with each of which, 
by various beneficence, it is now handſomely 
provided. | 

The Cuae zt is at the weſt end of the firſt 
court, and is likewiſe the pariſh church. The 
Author himſelf gives the following account of 
it. * The pariſh church of St. John Baptiſt, 
ſituated in the ſtreet called St. John's ſtreet, 
was a Church of an ancient erection, and be- 
longed in old time to the Abbey of Reading ; 
who, for the great reſpect they bare to Wal- 
ter de Merton; and his foundation going on · 
ward at Oxon, freely by their charter (ex 
Archiv. Coll, Mert. in pix. A. 1, 17. X. 598. 
M p. 6.) gave and granted it to him (Rich. 
being then Abbat) A. D. 1265 z together 
with. a void plot of ground, lying at the 
welt end of it, whereon before was an an» 
cient, edifice, and to which the advowſon of 
the ſaid church did belong : ſo that the ſame 
being thus given, was confirmed to him 
and his aſſigns by Henry III, to the end that 
his Scholars might celebrate divine ſervice 
therein, and confirmed alſo by the biſhap 
and chapter of Lyncoln. (ut in pix.

care, that before relied on the Rector thereof, 
was now tranſlated to them ; who, accord- 
ing to the injunctions ſpecified at the time of 
its appropriation, were to find a Chaplain. 
who was to .perform all thoſe church offices 
to the pariſh as the Rector ney tos to = 
viz. in baptizing, marrying, burying t 
dead, and Fe like, 2 to theſe I times 
orderly continued, 

This church in proceſs of time being ru- 
- nous, or rather too little to contain the 
number of Students and pariſhioners, was by 
the College pulled down to the ground, and 
by them on the ſame place was erected this 
comely and decent church, now ſtanding, 
conſiſting of a fair choir or chancel, with an 
outward church, and a ftately well built 
tower; half of which church, containing the 
north ifle, was allotted for the pariſh for the 
fepultare of their deceaſes. Aﬀer its to- 
tal erection, twas rededicated (Ibid. in A 
1, 72, M. 6.) to the ſame ſaint as before,

Alexander Fiſher, ſometime fenior Fellow 
of this College, and who died fuddenly in 
His new houſe in Holiwell, OR. 23, 1671, 
paved the Chapel with black and white 
marble at his own charge, a mort time be- 
Fore his death. (Wood's Lies, p. 246.) 
See his epitaph in the Chapel. He alfo 
wainſc and ſeated it with oak in 1671; 
and when he died left money for adorning 
the caſt window in it with painted glaſs. He 
made Dr. Lydall, Phyſician, and afterward 
Warden, one of his executors ; who was not 
only faithful to the truſt, but alſo generouſly 
contributed to the expenſe of the window,

The public baildings of this College, 
though ſome of the oldeſt, are ftill ſeen 
to be ſome of the largeſt : And of the build- 
ings which preceded, our Author has in ge- 
neral intimated; that they exceeded thoſe of 
the other five moſt early Colleges ; a matter 
of which there can be no doubt, with thoſe 
who know the difference of the numbers 
contained in them. —The Hall for inſtance, 
to judge by this difference, may be preſumed 
not only to have exceeded the other Halls, 
but not to have been in itſelf a ſmall one. 
The Library, before the preſent very ancient 
one, we know no more of, than that it was a 
Room, at firſt with one Cheſt for books, and 
afterward, as books increaſed, with more 
Cheſts in it. And of all theſe places, 
there are ſome notices ſtill remaining, in the 
wills and gifts, and other memorials of mem- 
bers and bene factors. 

No certain number of Scholars were ap- 

1 by the Founder, only that it ſhould 

according to. the revenues of the Houſe, 
(Auth. MSS Ballard) And hence there has 
been no ſmall variation in this reſpe&. It 
now conſiſts of a Warden, 24 Fellows, 2

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HAVE obſerved in my reading, that thoſe printed authors that occaſion- 
ally make mention of the Univerſity of Oxford, and the ſeveral Houſes 
of learning therein, do attribute the Foundation of this to the piety of 
King Alfred, and ſome alſo the Reſtoration, making thereby the place more 
ancient than irs time. So that ſeveral having been poſſeſt with a belief of it, 
have been ſo ſtedfaſt in, as to maintain a public controverſy about it. But at 
length, after my curious ſearch into obſcure ok to ſatisfy myſelf in this 
matter, (having been carried away alſo with the like perſuaſion). I find that 
the origin of this report, that hath ſo much deluded authors, is no ancienter 
than the time of K. Richard II; for then it was that this Hall or College 
being much entangled in law ſuits with one Edmund Frauncis, a citizen of 
London, concerning divers lands and tenements in and near Oxford, the 
members thereof did (as *tis ſaid) put up a petition (1) in French to the 
parliament, firting in the ſeventh year of the ſaid King, to the end, as I 
ſuppoſe, that they might find mercy and relief. And that they might ef- 
fectually 'bring their defigns to paſs, they tell the members of parliament 
in their petition, that foraſmuch that St. John of Beverley, St. Bede, Ri- 
chardus Armachanus, and many other famous Doctors and Clerks, had been 
Students or Scholars of the ſame Hall, of which their petitioners were, they 
would for that reaſon favour them and the ſtate of their Houſe the more; & c. 
The copy of this petition, which is in the Tower of London, I have not 
yet ſeen, but another, written in parchment, remaining in this College 
Treaſury, I have, and ſeems to me to be authentical; I mean, to be written 
in the fad King's reign; but for the truth of that paſſage therein, that St. 
John of Beverley, St. Bede, & c. had been Scholars of this Houſe, I altoge 
ther deem it to be a fable, knowing very well (as I have elſewhere told you) 
that no part of the ſite or precincts of this College now in being, was 
bought in for the uſe of the Schalars' of , Maſter William of Durham, or 
any elſe, till the reign of K. Edward HI, and chat the Univerſity had no 
intereſt within the ſaid precincts, only ſo far as to put in or out certain 
Principals of Halls or Townſmens” houſes that ſtood therein. | 
This then being the report of this imagined piece of antiquity, {which 
was by many, not knowing in Hiſtories, received for a truth) it followed, 
that when this College was built quadrangular, in the time of K. Henry VI, 
that order ſhould be taken to ſet up in ſome of the windows thereof the 
icture of St. John of Beverley, with an inſcription under him to ſhe that 
was of this Houſe : Alſo that the picture of K. Alfred ſhould be placed 
in them, and an inſcription under him, to ſhew that he was either the 
Founder or Reſtorer bee |

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So that in after times theſe monuments being obſerved by ſtrangers, gave 
occaſion to authors to ſpeak, in the ſeveral books that they publiſhed, of the 
great antiquity of this place; namely, among the reſt, William Harriſon in his 
«* Deſcription of England,? (2) in the beginning of Q. Elizabeth, Thomas 
Key in his Aſſertion of Oxford's Antiquity* (3), Brian Twyne in his 
Apologie (4), and others; and withal to make them conclude, that if St. 
John of Beverley had ſtudied here, it, muſt needs follow that K. Alfred did 
rather reſtore than found this Houſe. Nay, and to carry them and others 
away with a belief, that after K. Alfred's time, this Houſe, ſuffering great 
miſery by the often incurſions of the Danes, laid in a manner deſolate till it 
was recovered with the benefaction of Mr. William of Durham. 

It muſt alſo be remembered, that theſe opinions having been ſettled in 
the minds of ſome men, it pleaſed the Univerſity (probably upon the ſame 
account) in an Epiſtle (5) to Pope Eugenius IV, written in commendation 


of Mr. Richard Wytton, lately Maſter of this Houſe, about the year 1441, 
to ſtile it © Collegium antiquius Univerſitatis Oxon,* and in two or three 


more (6) to other perſons, their Senior Filia,* but whether upon an opinion 
of its great antiquity beforementioned, or that it was the firſt endowed houſe 
among them, (which is alſo falſe) I cannot at preſent reſolve. "ip x 
But all theſe matters, with many more, being not able to convince a cu- 
rious ſearcher into venerable antiquity, eſpecially one that decides all memo- 
rables by time and agg. + whereby he diſcovers authors to trip in their 
connexion of things, we muſt proceed to Record that lies not, from which 
I do not doubt but that we ſhall eaſily find, that this Houſe had its origin 
from the benefaction of William of Durham, (7) and that the preſent ite 
of this place was moſtly bought in, when Edward III reigned. | : 
However, before I proceed to make mention of theſe matters, I muſt 
firſt tell you that John Stow and Ralph Holinſhed are pleaſed to ſay in their 
reſpective Chronicles, (8) that one William Caerliph, Biſhop of Durham, 
was the original Founder of this place, about the middle of the reign of 
Willie he Conqueror, which perhaps may be the reaſon why ſome have 
written chat it was frequented by Scholars about the Conqueſt time; of 
which matter I having ſeen nothing elſewhere, either in public authors or 
rivate writings (notwithſtanding the former of the ſaid authors ſaith that 
e had ſeen it written in a manuſcript containing the Acts of the Biſhops of 
Durham; which book (g) alſo (I know not whether the very ſame) I have 
peruſed, but cannot find any ſuch matter) I ſhall not aver it for a truth. 
Secondly, that we have had divers authors, and thoſe of good repute

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among ſome, that have attributed the Endowment or Reſtoration of this 
place to two Perſons ; that is to ſay, to William of Durham, Archdeacon 
of Durham, and to William Shirwoode, Chancellor of Lincoln, which 
breedeth no ſmall confuſion among hiſtorians; as for example, firſt, John 
Rouſe the Warwick Antiquary, who ſaith (10) that the ſaid William of 
Durham or Deorham, Archdeacon of Durham, ſometime Fellow of this 
Hall, endowed it; which William, according to Matthew Parys, (as he 
further ſaith) who names him Williamus de Dunelm, died in his return 
from Rome an. 1249: Secondly, John Leland, who attributes (11) this 
work to the charity of William Shirwoode, and that after he had ſpent a 
certain time in foreign ſtudies, as at Paris and elſewhere, was after his return 
into England, made Chancellor of Lincoln, but yet miſtruſting ſomewhat 
of his ſirname, doth apologize for himſelf, by telling us that ancient wri- 
ters were moſt negligent in delivering the ſirnames of men, by writing either 
the chriſtian name only, or the dignity they enjoyed, confounding thereby 
poſterity in the enquiry after the hiſtory of men. In which part (as he fur- 
ther adds) Roger Bacon hath erred, (12) who applauding the worth of the 
ſaid Shirwoode by ſaying that he was wiſer than Albertus magnus, and that 
nobody was greater in philoſophy than he, tiles him William, Chancellor 
of Lyncoln. He alſo — ſhews unto us that Matthew Parys tells us, in 
the reign of Hen. III, that William of Durham (Rector of Weeremude) 
was at Rome, and that he was elected to the Archbiſhoprick of Roũen, but 
in his return thence died an. 1249, and was buried in the church of his ſee. 
But him our author is not ſo bold as to affirm the ſame with William Shir- 
woode ; for the reſpective year of their deceaſe meeting together cauſcrh him to 
believe (though but upon a naked conjecture) that Matt. Parys mutually took 
(though leſs proper) his ſirname from Durham, of which he was Archdeacon. 

Thus in effect Leland. John Bale (13) ſaith nothing of this work in the 
life of William Shirwoode, only that he ſnewed great piety by endeavouring 
to recall the Scholars of Oxford, that were excommunicated and diſperſed 
upon the outrage committed againſt Otho the Pope's Legate; neither alſo 
doth Jo. Pitſeus, becauſe Bale is ſilent in it, for whatſoever Bale doth deli- 


ver, he hath unreaſonably ſtolen, without any acknowledgement (but rather 


ſcorn) to the author. However this I muſt note, that in his Appendix (14) 
to his book De illuſtribus Angliz ſcriptoribus, he doth ſay ſomething of 
William of Durham, but nothing of his benefaction to this place, being the 
ſame that he writes (if equally viewed and compared) with that which he de- 
livers of William Shirwoode in the body of his work, making them thereby 


one and the ſame perſon. 5 


Thus you have briefly the minds of ſeveral authors concerning the perſon

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beforementioned, and more in all probability you might have, if the leaſt 
ſearch were made; but, omitting them at this time, I ſhall proceed to that 
which is found recorded among the Muniments of this Houſe, which ge- 
nerally ſtile this perſon, that we have mentioned, WILLIAM of Duran, 
and William, Archdeacon of Durham, without the leaſt hint of Shirwood, 
or any other name. | | | l 

The ſaid William therefore deceaſing aa. 1249, left in the hands of his 
executors three hundred and ten marks, to the end that with the revenues 
iſſuing thence ten or eleven or twelve Maſters, or more, ſhould be ſuſtained 
and relieved (13) in the Schools of Oxford. The executors delivered the 
ſaid ſum thereupon to the Chancellor and Maſters of the Univerſity, that 
they might diſpoſe of it according to his will ; the which, after they had 


received, they lent it out to Scholars upon pledges given in, and uſe paid at 


the return thereof, to the end that with the intereſt the ſaid number of Ma- 
ſters might be ſuſtained. 

-T his way of improving - continued. ſeveral years, as divers ſcripts ſhew, 
One is an Epiſtle (16) of Adam de Mariſco, Archdeacon of Oxford, to 
Richard de S. Agatha, Chancellor of this Univerſity, abour the year 1256, 
whereby the ſaid Adam intreateth him, that he would lend forty pounds of 
the money of Mr. William of Durham, bequeathed by him for charitable 
uſes, to Mr. Simon de Valencinis, or Valentinis, Canon of the cathedral 
church of Lincoln; which, as *tis probable, they did, and received intereſt 
for it, as they did from other perſons. 

But in the mean time they, the Chancellor and Maſters, purchaſed, as op- 

rtunity ſerved, certain tenements in Oxford, eſpecially ſuch that were 
inhabited by Clerks, becauſe the rent proceeding from them was far larger 
than that from ordinary houſing. They were not wanting alſo to advance 
the revenue of the ſaid money, and though ſometimes the ſum that they lent 
was ſmall, yet they never abated one farthing for the intereſt. | 
The firſt tenements that they purchaſed. with the ſaid money were Little 
Univer” Hall, Braſenoſe Hall, Drowda Hall, and fifteen ſhillings an- 
nual rent iſſuing from two tenements in the pariſh of St. Peter in the eaſt, 
and no other, that I can yet find, till after ibs 7th of Edw. I, Dom. 1279, 
as an inquifition (17) then taken, concerning the giving and fale of 1 
and tenements in and near Oxford ſneweth. ; 

At length the Chancellor and Maſters of the Univerſity, being deſirou 
to have the will of the ſaid benefactor ſettled, and they and their ſucceſſors 
freed from the care which was incumbent upon them, and likely fo to be 


till a ſettlement was made, reſolved out of hand to put a concluſion there- 


unto. Wherefore certain Maſters, deputed by the venerable Regents, (18) 
meeting together, an. 1280, (8 Ed. I.) or thereabouts, being the year when

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Mr, Henry de Stanton was Chancellor, to make inquiſition into the will of 
the ſaid Mr. William, Archdeacon of Durham, how the money was be- 
ſtowed, and what was become of the remainder (for it was thirty years ſince 
the ſaid William died); they found, that he had left the aforeſaid money for 
the number which is before mentioned towards their relief; that the Univer- 
ſity had borrowed part of the remainder, being then an hundred pounds and 
ten marks, for their own affairs, and the other part let out to certain perſons, 
of which nothing was then reſtored. | 
Theſe matters the deputed Maſters (or Delegates) taking into their conſi- 
deration, ordered, that of the goods or revenues which had been already 
bought of the aforeſaid 310 marks, four Maſters of good learning and man- 
ners, who had ruled in arts, ſhould be elected under this form following: (19) 
„ The Chancellor, with the Maſters in Divinity called to him, ſhall, after 
they have firſt conſented together, call certain Maſters of other faculties, 
whom they think fit to be called; and thoſe Maſters, with the Chancel- 
lor, ſhall by the faith and truth that they are obliged to the Univerſity, 
chooſe, from thoſe that ſhall offer to live by the revenues aforeſaid, four 
Maſters whom they think moſt apt, according to their conſciences, to pro- 
fit in the holy church, and ſuch that have not, from elſewhere, wherewith 
they might live honeſtly in the ſtate of Maſterſhip ; and for the future the 
ſame way of election ſhall be obſerved, unleſs the ſaid four, who are ſuſtained, 
be called from the ſaid charity to election with the aforeſaid Maſters. Of 
which four, one ſhall be a prieſt at the leaſt, and each ſhall receive annually 
for their ſuſtenance fifty ſhillings of the revenues that are already bought. 
One of the ſaid four alſo, together with a Maſter ruling in arts aſſiſting him, 
ſhall keep and overſee the revenues already bought, and procure the buying 
of others, and order the affairs, advance and execute them, and ſhall be a 
Procurator, and ſhall receive fifty ſhillings yearly, more than the fifty ſhil- 
lings allowed him, if the ſaid revenues can by his good huſbandry ariſe to 
ſo much.” | 
The ſaid four Maſters alſo inhabiting together, ſhall hear Divinity, and 
if they can, or it ſeemeth expedient to them, the Decrees or Decretals. Qui 
etiam quantum ad modum vivendi et addiſcendi ſe gerent, ficut eis per ali- 
uos idoneos et expertos viros (ſo goes on the form) a Cancellario deputatos 
— Si vero aliquem a po perceptione amoveri debere contingat; 
ſuper hoc Cancellarius cum Magiſtris Theologiz habeat poteſtatem.“ The 
ſaid Procurator, with his aſſiſtant the Regent Maſter, ſhall with the faith and 
truth aforeſaid, take care about the reparation of the ſaid Maſters“ houſes, 
and give all diligence he can that the money not reſtored, viz. the 100l. and 
ten marks, be collected, which. he ſhall cauſe to be put into one cheſt ap- 
pointed for the keeping of the ſaid money; of which cheſt the Chancellor 
ſhall have one key, the faid Procurator another, and the third a Maſter 
which the Proctors of the Univerſity ſhould decree moſt fit. And the money

being 
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being collected, it ſhall not be lawful for any to depute it to other uſes than 
to that which was in the laſt will of the teſtator ; and as ſoon as other rents 
ſhould be bought, the number and exhibition of Maſters ſhould be encreaſed. 
And this moreover the ſaid deputed Maſters ordained, that the houſes be- 
longing to the faid four Maſters, ſhould not become Schools, unleſs with 
their conſents.” | 

Thus far in effect the ſaid form or orders (under the Univerſity ſeal of 
green wax) which for ſeveral years were carefully obſerved, till mixed with, 
and remitted chiefly into certain ſtatutes or orders afterwards given to them. 

This then being the firſt ſettlement that was made for the Exhibitioners 
of Mr. Will. of Durham, who before lived in ſeveral halls, and received the 
faid benefaction, as an accidental exhibition, to encourage them in their 
ſtudies ; the Univerſity about that time (namely 1280) did appoint for them 
a place to live in and inhabit together; but where it was, or by what name 
it was called, I find not as yet, or whether they lived in Little Univerſity 
Hall in School-ſtreet, Braſenoſe, or Drowda Hall, or in a private tenement 
hired at a cheap rate. | 

But whereſoever this place was, it matters not much, for their revenues 
were not only increaſed within a few years after the ſaid orders were publiſhed, 
by the purchaſing of other rents in Oxford, and the ſuburbs thereof, but 
alſo with the benefaction of one GiL.BeRT YNGLEBERD, who, as a memoir 
(20) in the Statutes of this College now in uſe ſaith, endowed the College 
with certain poſſeſſions about the year 1290, whoſe charge and ordination 
doth not bind the College to elect Graduats Fellows, as from the charter 
alſo of his benefaction is evident. 

Two years after that gift, namely an. 1292, the Univerſity gave to the 
faid Maſters or Scholars formal (21) Statutes, whereby they ſhould be go- 
verned, which continuing in uſe till an. 1311, the Univerſity then gave to 
them others (22) under their common ſeal (this little Society having not a 
ſeal of their own, nor had they as 1 gueſs, till about the 40th Edw. III, 
they ained the ſeal of the Dean of Chriſtianity, or the Court Chriſtian (23), 
of Oxtord to be put to them) which Statutes, with certain ordinations, (24) 
made about 3 Rich. II, continuing in force till the year 1475 ; (by which 
time the number of Fellows and Scholars was increaſed) the Univerſity then, 
and three years after, (25) added more ; moſt of all which continue in force 
to this day. | 

In the year 1319, which was about eight years after the ſecond Statutes 
were given to them, one PIII BeveRLey, S. T. P. Rector of Kangham or

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| Cayngham, (ſometimes (26) written Phil. Yngleberd) gave to this Society 
lands in Paghel in Holderneſs, one Rood in Kangham, and lands in other 
laces, for the maintenance of two Fellows more, who were to be of the 
hook of Beverley, or of Holderneſs, or of the towns adjoining the ſaid 
places. And if there were none thence capable, then were _ to be 
choſen according to the diſcretion of the Society. This perſon ſeems to 
have been one that did formerly partake of the charity of Mr. William of 
Durham, and to be the ſame that was in his time accounted the moſt ſubtle 
Ariſtotelian in the Univerſity. (27) a 

The King's mortmain, with liberty given to Ph. de Beverley to give lands 
to the College, bears date 11 Edw. III, 7 Feb. 1336. (28) 

In the 7 Edw. III, one RoserT DE ReeLyYNGHAM, Chancellor of Tork, 
gave 3ool to purchaſe lands for the maintenance of other Fellows, who were 
to receive {ix marks annually for their diet, and the reſt for cloathing and 
ſhoes. But theſe gifts have been long ſince loſt, eſpecially this laſt, which 
one Peter de Langton undertook to recover but could not. 

As for the beſtowing the remainder of the money, of which certain ſums 
were yet left, the Procurator was not wanting to obtain advantageous pur- 
chaſes for the ſaid Maſters or Scholars. The chiefeſt of which (after the 
ſaid Statutes in 1311 were given) was that large tenement of Richard de 
Tekene, and others, (29) purchaſed in the 6th-of Edw. III, Dom. 1332, 
being then called Selverne Hall, before (and ſometimes about that time) 
Spycer's Hall, and in the reign of Hen. III, called Durham hall, ſituate 
and being, in the Great Street in St. Mary's pariſh. This tenement, 
the reader muſt underſtand, to be the firſt of thoſe that the Society took, 
to make and enlarge a manſion for them to live in; which being pur- 
chaſed, and they ſettled therein, *twas called the Great Univerſity Hall, be- 
cauſe the Univerſity were patrons of it, and bigger than the little Univer- 
ſity Hall, which they had before bought, and ſometimes the Great Hall of 
Mr. William of Durham, becauſe purchaſed with his benefaction, and at 
length the Great Hall of K. Alfred, upon a ſuppoſal of ſome extravagant 
and ambitious perſons that he had ſettled there in his time a Society of Clerks, 
Not long after, this College purchaſing other tenements joyning to this, 
called Selverne Hall, did at length pull them down, and built their College 
quadrangular, which ſtood for the moſt part till an. 1668. 

Now therefore ſeeing that theſe things are ſo, from infallible record, con- 
cerning Mr. William of Durham, and the endowment of the ſaid Maſters

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or Scholars, I cannot but call to mind (for without guilt of conceal- 
ment can I omit it) that matter which hath miſled divers antiquaries and 
hiſtorians, relating unto us the donation of this place by the ſaid Mr. Wil- 
liam. The thing that I mean is, that ſpurious charter kept to this day in 
the Treaſury of this houſe, (a copy of which is alſo among the Statures (30) ) 
which maketh the ſaid Mr. William to have been dead before the year 1220; 
and that in the ſame year and before, this College or Hall had purchaſed all 
the revenues, which the Scholars thereof now enjoy by his benefaction; 
whereas a memoir (31) in the ſaid book of ſtatutes. belonging thereunto 
tells us, that the ſaid Mr. William was Archdeacon of Durham (32) an. 
1280, and did then endow it with poſſeſſions. 

The charter begins, Omnibus Chriſti fidelibus ad quos preſens ſcriptum 
pervenerit Magiſter Lodovicus de Chapyrnay, Doctor S. Theologiæ, Can- 
cellarius Univerſitatis Oxon” &c. and dated 10 July, 4 Hen. III, which is 
the year of our Lord 1220. The former and latter part of which you may 
ſee in our Antiquary's Apology (33) for the antiquity of the Univerſity of 


Oxford: but how falſe it is may not only appear from the premiſſes, but 


by the charter itſelf, and the matter therein contained. 

Firſt for the charter, which I have ſeveral times ſeen and peruſed ; the 
hand-writing therein is not older than the time of Richard II at fartheſt, and 
I doubt not but that it was written ſince his time. Second, that the ſeal to it, 
which is that of the Univerſity, is of red wax, whereas at the time when 
this was dated and after, the ſeals to charters were generally of white paſte 
thickened, or of green wax, Third, that the membrane on which the char- 
ter is written, ſeemeth not to have been worked and wrought in thoſe times; 
my reaſon for this is, becauſe it is coarſe, thick, and greaſy, whereas in the 
reign of Hen. III parchment was not ſo, but fine and clear. Fourth, that 
the ink wherewith it is written is whitiſh, and ſeemeth to have been made 
after printing was invented {which then the true way of making it began 


| to | 'oft) tor whatſoever was written in the reign of Hen. III, and be- 


fore, .cems generally, eſpecially charters and evidences, to have been writ- 
ten of late, ſo good and well made was ink in thoſe days. Fifth, that it is 
dated, which plainly ſhews it to be in a manner falſe, for moſt, if not all, 
charters, eſpecially of fiefment, were not from the Conqueſt time till about 
the beginning of Edw. II dated, as Sir Edw. Coke doth in ſome book of his, 
as I remember, note. 

As for the matter the ſaid Charter contains, [it] is altogether repugnant to 
the time when dated, and nothing therein mentioned (either of the Chancellor 
of the Univerſity, or Maſter of this Houſe, or the ſeveral Halls therein re- 
membered) was ſcarce then in being. Firſt, for the Chancellor, and Maſter, 
Dr. Lewis Chapyrnay, and Mr. 3 de Caldwell, neither the writer 
hereof, or any elſe in Oxford, that he knows, ever ſaw their names in any

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ſcript belonging to the Univerſity or this College, or the name of Doctor of 
Divinity in books, or evidences, of thoſe times, and therefore may well be 
ſuppoſed to have been deviſed. Second, that none of the laid meſſuages were 
then purchaſed, as you may partly ſee before in what I have ſaid in Univer- 
ſity College ſchools, where mention is made of Braſenoſe, and Little Uni- 
verſity Hall, and alſo in what I have delivered before of this place. Nei- 
ther were the Halls of Staunton, St. Thomas, Ludlow, &c. purchaſed for 
the uſe of theſe ſcholars till many years after, as it ſhall be fully ſhewed in 
my Survey of the antiquity of the Town of Oxford. 

But ſome may ſay, notwithſtanding theſe allegations, that there might be 
a miſtake in its date; which ſuppoſe there had been, either for the 4th of 
Rich. II, or the 4th of Hen. IV, or of ſome other King, why then have 
not the names of the ſaid Chancellor and Maſter occurred in the writings of 
the Univerſity, or this College? And why is it faid that the executors of 
William of Durham did then give the ſaid ſum of money beforementioned 
to the ſaid Chancellor and Maſters, when they had been dead an hundred 
years and more before the time of Rich. II? Again alſo, ſome may ſay, 
why ſhould the authenticalneſs of the ſaid Charter be ſcrupled, ſeeing that 
the public ſeal of the Univerſity is hanging to it ? To this I make anſwer, 
that in the time of John Wycleve, and atter, nay in the reign of Hen. VIII, 
the ſeal being not carefully kept, as now it is, *twas no difficult matter for 
any officer or perſon of account of the Univerſity to make uſe of it, as Peter 
Payne had done in relation to the Teſtimony of Wycleve, and certain Doc- 
tors in the reign of Hen. VIII, as to the divorce from his Queen Katharine, 
as you may ſee in the Annals. f 

Truly I fear that there have been ſome perſons that have been too igno- 
rantly buſy in driving up the antiquity of this place as to K. Alfred, and 
eſpecially as to the endowment thereof by William of Durham, thinking 
thereby to make it the moſt ancient Houſe, and the firſt that hath been en- 
dowed in the Univerſity; yer, methinks, had they well conſidered with 
themſelves, they would never have attempted fuch an abſurd matter, ſee- 
ing that their deſign might in time be diſcovered, either from their own 
or other writings, (as now it is) notwithſtanding a conſiderable number con- 
cerning William of Durham, and of other matters, which would not unlikely 
have ſpoken truth concerning the buſineſs now in hand, haye been long 
ſince (perhaps purpoſely) conveyed away and loſt. 

1 muſt here let the reader underftand that that writing which I have men- 
tioned in Univerſity College Schools, wherein *tis ſaid that Andrew, fon 
of Andrew of Durham, being in poſſeſſion of Braſenoſe Hall, was put out 
of it by Mr. Adam Bilet and his Scholars, ſeems to be forged; for in that 
which I take to be true (written about 1270) tis ſaid that the beforemen- 
tioned Andrew held that hall or tenement of the Chancellor and Maſters 
of the Univerſity; but in that which I ſuppoſe to be forged, which is writ- 
ten on parchment alſo, I think that © Cancellarius et Magiftri Univerſitatis” 
is ſcratched out, and © de Magiſtro et Sociis Collegii vocati Magna Aula 
OBEY Univerſitatis 
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Univerſitatis Oxon.” put into its place; which Hall was then called Durham 
Hall, and not known by the name of Magna Aula till many years after. 
The next matters alſo that the reader muſt know are, 1. that in many 
writings, belonging to this college, and to other places, written 46th Edw, 
III, and after, the Maſter and Fellows write themſelves “de Aula vel Col- 
legio Willielmi de Dunelm.“ 2. That in the old Calender or Rationale 
of this College, Mr. William of Durham is ſtiled the Founder thus: “ Iſto 
die” (meaning the 2d of the ides of January) © fiat miſſa pro anima M“. 
Willielmi de Dunelm. fundatoris hujus Collegii, et eodem die legantur Sta- 
tuta, &c.” and at the 8th of the ides of October thus, © Iſto die fiat miſſa 
pro anima M.. Will. de Dunelm. Fundatoris hujus Collegii, et eodem die, 
&c.“ 3. That not a word in the ſaid Calender is mention made of King 
Alfred, but what Mr. B. Twyne wrote at or againſt the 4th of the ides of 
Nov. being the vigil of St. Martin, Biſhop and Confeſſor, ſignifying, that 
there ſhould then be a commemoration for the ſaid King, founder of the 
Univerſity, and of this College. See more in the Annals, an. goo. 
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BUT to omit theſe and other matters relating to the antiquity of this 
place, I ſhall proceed to ſpeak of other Benefactors that have given either 
Fellowſhips or Scholarſhips, and then to others of ſmaller account, as they 
occur in various writings. 

WALTER SKIRLAw, Biſhop of Durham, procured to be given (34) to 
the College the Manor of Rothyng Margaret (35) in the county of Eſſex, 
5th Hen. IV, Dom. 1403, for the maintenance of three Fellows, always to 
abide and to be educated in the ſaid College. In the election of whom the 
Society is not bound to have a regard only to Graduates, (as the ſtatutes 
command them in the election of W. of Durham's Fellows) but Undergra- 
duates, whom they know to be of honeſt and virtuous reputation, and ſuch 
alſo tha ave been born in the dioceſe of York or Durham. Beſides this 
he gave (36) ſeveral Manuſcripts for the common uſe of the Students, viz. 
the three volumes of Doctor de Lyra, and the three volumes called © Dic- 
tionarium,” together with (as I conceive) his book of his own compoſition, 
intituled (37) De generatione et corruptione,” as alſo many other books of 
good eſteem in his time. He died the ninth of the cal. of April 1406, and 
had a ſolemn maſs yearly celebrated in this College Chapel for the health of 
his ſoul, by a deacon and ſubdeacon on the ſeventh of the cal. of March. It 
does appear by a certain note (38) that I have ſeen, that this Walter Skir- 
law was born at Skirlaw, or Skirley, in Yorkſhire, and the ſon of a Sevier

there, 
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there, but being very untoward, ran away from his father's houſe, and went 
to the Univerſity ; where, being received by ſome good ſcholar, arrived to 
ſuch learning, that he became noted for it, and through various prefer- 
ments was made Biſhop of Lichfield and Coventry, then of Wells, and ar 
length of Durham. At which laſt place being ſettled, he ſent his ſteward 
to enquire at Skirlaw, whether his father and mother (who had given him 
over For a loſt ſon) were living; and having received notice that they were 
alive, ſent for them, and ſupplied their wants. Soon after, in memory of 
his being born at Skirlaw, he built a fair Chapel at Swine, within the limits 
or proceſſion of Skirlaw, where in every window he ſet up his arms, viz,

knowledgment from whence he came. 

HENRY Percy, Earl of Northumberland, and lord of the honour of Cock- 
ermouth did, at the requeſt (39) of the Univerſity, (after this College had 
ſuffered ſo great impoveriſhment that the chief revenues of the Maſterſhip- 
and Society, while Dr. Burton was Maſter, were (40) allotted by the Chan- 
cellor of the Univerſity to pay its debts, and repair the- houſes belonging 
thereunto) give (41) them three acres of land in, and the advowſon of the 
Rectory of, Arncliffe in Craven in the county of York, 21 Hen. VI, Dom: 
1442; to the end that they the ſaid Fellows ſhould always have in, and 
chooſe into their College three Bachelors, or Maſters of Art, of the Dioceſe 
of Durham, Carliſle, and York, to make proficiency in divinity among 
them, and be accounted as Fellows, and enjoy all privileges as they do. 
About the ſame time the College entertained thoughts of having the ſaid 
ReRory appropriated, that thereby the gift might be improved, and the ſaid 
College, and its ruinated houſes, might be enriched and repaired. The ſaid 
thoughts of theirs being imparted to the Univerſity, and approved, the 
members thereof wrote two epiſtles the ſame year, that is to ſay, one to the 
Archbiſhop, (Joh. Kempe (42) ) and another to the Dean and Chapter of 
York, (43) that they would give leave for its appropriation. Which being 
by them granted, was the fame year brought to paſs according to their de- 
ſires, and a reſerve of twenty marks per an. iſſuing thence to be paid to the 
Vicar that ſhould ſerve there. This great Earl died in, or juſt after, the 
battle at St. Alban's, on the eleventh of the cal. of June 1455, (44) and 
had afterwards a maſs called Salus populi celebrated yearly in the chapel by 
the Fellows and Scholars, for the health of him, his Counteſs, and for his 
children, on the Feaſt of Corpus Chriſti, (as alſo for Maude (45) the wife of his 
ſon Henry) as the obligation of the College (45)to perform the ſaid ſervice, 
dated 28 Nov. 13 Edw. IV, doth in ſome part ſhew. There was alſo a maſs 
performed for them on the feaſt of the holy Trinity, as-in the old Calender 
is manifeſt, So that by this appropriation, and forty marks, which the

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College received about the ſame time by the (46) gift of Henry Beav- 
rok r, Biſhop of Wincheſter, (as appears under the College ſeal) it recruited 
ſo much, that within few years following, the Society adorned their manſion 
with a new Refectory, and other edifices adjoining. 

Joan Davys, with of Roger Hewet, a Citizen of Oxford, gave (47) cer- 
tain tenements, lands, meads, and paſtures, ſituate and being in the pariſhes 
of St. Martin and St. Thomas in Oxford; conditionally, that the College 
would pay yearly for ever, out of the revenues iſſuing from them, forty 
ſhillings a-piece to two Logick Lecturers, or to one of Logick and another 
of Philoſophy. Alſo 57 10s towards the increaſe of the diet of the Maſter 

and Fellows, and 10s to be laid out for a refection on the obital days 
of the ſaid Roger and Joan. Two Shillings and four-pence alſo to be given 
yearly to the priſoners in the Caſtle on the feaſt of the Nativity and Paſſo- 
ver, and to the priſoners in Bocardo one ſhilling at the ſame feaſts. The 
ſaid Joan had, before her marriage with Hewet, been a widow, and was 
born at Burgh under Staynſmore in the county of Weſtmoreland, and in her 
laſt years ſettled this gift, 2 Jan. 9 Eliz. Dom, 1566. 

Fraxcis RusseLi, Earl of Bedford, gave twenty pounds per an. to be 
beſtowed on two poor Students in Divinity, to be called the © Earl of Bed- 
ford's Scholars,* and to be named, and appointed by his heirs for ever, &c. 
by will dated 7 Apr. 26 Eliz. Dom. 1584. 

RoserT DuDLEy, Earl of Lyceſter, gave lands in Montgomeryſhire for 
the maintenance of two «Scholars, each to have 20/ a- piece yearly, to be in 
the nomination of the Lady Lettice (his wife as *tis ſaid) during her life, 
and afterwards by her heirs for ever, &c. 1587. 

Orno Hur, ſometime Fellow, afterward parſon of Metheley in York- 
ſhire, gave all his free and copy hold lands in the ſaid town for the finding of 
one Scholar, to be choſen from Swinton in the pariſh of Wath, or from any 
places in the ſaid Pariſh, or in the pariſhes of Metheley or Kirkburton, or 
in any place within the county of York , or, in default of all theſe, then 
from next places adjoining to the ſaid county, &c. an. 1590. 

Joan FrevsTON, of Altofts in the ſaid County, Eſq. gave lands in Pon- 
tefract for the maintenance of one Fellow or Exhibitioner, to receive 10ʃ. 
per an. with his chamber and decrements free, and for two Scholars alſo, 
who ſhould receive gl. a- piece annually with the like emoluments, condi- 

tionally they be all Yorkſhire men, &c. 1592. Beſides which he gave mo- 
ney to buy an houſe on the welt ſide of the College, to be employed as 
chambers for Scholars, as alſo money for the reparation of it. But the ſaid 
houſe was pulled down about the year 1633, and on part of its ſite, and 
back part belonging thereunto, was built ſome of the fore-front, and the 
weſt part of the quadrangle now —_ The other part was left for a 
paſſage to convey carts and drays behind the College. This John Freyſton

alſo founded a free ſchool at Normanton in Yorkſhire, and gave rol, yearly 
for ever, for the teaching of thirty poor children of the pariſhes of Norman- 
ton, Snithall, and two or three more adjoining, &c. ſettled about 1392. 


Jonun Browne, B. D. and Vicar of Baſingſtoke in Hampſhire, ſometime

RonexT GunsLey, ſometime a Student in this Houſe, and after- 
ward Rector of Titteſley in Surry, gave the impropriation of Flamſted in 
Hertfordſhire, out of which was, and is to be always, paid threeſcore pounds 
zany to a Curate, and as much to four Scholars, to be choſen into this 

ouſe from his name or kindred, and in defect of ſuch, from the ſchools 


of Rocheſter and Maidſtone, &c. 1618. 

The ſame year Mr. CHarLes Gazznwoop, ſometime Fellow, afterward 
Rector of Thornhill in Yorkſhire, gave by his will 1ool. per an. (to be pur- 
chaſed with monies raiſed from his eſtate, valued then to be worth 400l. 
"ng for the maintenance and finding of certain Fellows and Scholars ; 

ut a certain perſon called .... Foxcroft, one of his executors, (from whoſe 
blood, as I have been informed, the ſaid Fellows and Scholars were in the 
firſt place to be choſen, if any ſuch, but if not, then from others, as in his 
will he had appointed) hath acted ſuch foul play in the matter, that little or 
nothing, after divers ſuits of law, hath been obtained of it. All that the 
College hath yet been improved by Mr. Greenwood's benevolence, is fifteen 
hundred. pounds, which by his appointment was to be paid towards the 
raiſing of the College new buildings. However, though his will hath not 
been performed, yet by his example, one that was ſometime his pup 
in this College, hath become the greateſt benefactor ſince the foundation o 
Mr. W. of Durham. His name is Not { 


Sir Sido BexnerT, Baronet, who, in an. 1631, queathed lands in the 


county of Northampton, for the maintenance of eight Fellows and Eight 
Scholars, to be reſpectively admitted into all privileges, profits, and preter- 
ments, which an Fellow or Scholar of this Houſe ought to enjoy. But 
thoſe lands alſo falling ſhorter than was expected, are therewith now main- 
tained but four Fellows, and four Scholars. So that at this time there. are 
in the College twelve Fellows, that is to ſay, two of W. of Durham, (the 
other two make the Maſter, as it was ſeveral ſince ſo ordered) three of 
Walter Skirlaw, three of Henry Percy Earl of Northumberland, and four 
of Sir Simon Bennet, beſides the Scholars beforementioned, which are in

BUILDINGS. 
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THE original of this College was, as I have told you, no more, than a 
tenement, or an ordinary Hall for the reception of Clerks, which continu- 
ing no other for ſome years, was added unto it Whyte Hall, ſituate and 
being on the ſouth ſide of it, and whoſe front abutted on Kybaldſtreet; and, 
this the Society thought at that time convenient, becauſe it ſhould be a place 
for the reception of their commoners or ſupernumerary ſtudents, At length 

other tenements near to their ſaid Hall (which from the name of Selverne 
came to be called the Hall of the ſcholars of Mr. Will. of Durham, and after- 
ward Great Univerſity Hall) being by the ſaid Society purchaſed, and particu- 
larly that belonging to Stodeley Nunnery in this county, which laid on the 
welt ſide thereof, they began, in hopes of bencfactors, to pull down their 
buildings, which ſtood without any method, and to reduce them, about 
the beginning of Hen. VI. into a quadrangular pile. The names of thoſe 
that contributed to its erection were divers, eſpecially ſuch that had been 
Students of this Hall, as many arms and rebuſſes formerly in the windows 
thereof did ſhew. The ſaid fabrick built of free ſtone, though it was low 
according to the mode of thoſe times, yet it was not uniform in its windows 
which ſhews that the quadrangle was not built all at one time, but at ſeveral, 
as they could procure benefactors. The chiefeſt were HENRY Percy, Earl 
of Noa THUMBERLAND, Jonx CHAaDwor TH, Biſhop of LyncoLy, and ſome 
of the noble family of the HuncGerrorDs, with others. Which building 
was afterward, with the help alſo of ſome charitable perſons, adorned with a 
Tower over the public gate thereof by Mr. RaLea HamsTERLEy, about 
the beginning of K. Hen. VIII, and afrerward repaired by Mr. Key one of 
his ſucceſſors in the Maſterſhip. 

But the forefront and moſt part of the welt ſide of the quadrangle, which 
were ancienteſt buildings in the College, being fallen into decay, (and the 
pitchi,,y or pavement of the Highſtreet raiſed by often reparations much 
higher than that of the College, for thereunto the paſſenger went down ſe- 
veral ſteps) thoughts were had of beginning another quadrangular pile. 
Wherefore upon the receipt of the moneys of Mr. CARLES Greznwoop, 
beforementioned, the Society began the weſt fide, now ſtanding, 14 Apr. 
1634, not on the ruins of the old weſt part, but on the weſt ſide thereof at 
ſome diſtance. Which being finiſht about two years after, the forefront 
next to the ſaid ſtreet was pulled down alſo, and this now ſtanding was erected 
with the monies chiefly of Sir Sion BENNET in the year 1638. The eaſt fide 
of the College, wherein was the old Refectory, and Tome chambers adjoining, 
was partly pulled down 1669, and the reſt five years after; which being ſo 
done this new eaſt fide was built anſwerable to the reſt of the College an. 
4675, partly upon the limits of the old quadrangle, and partly on the foun- 
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dation of the ſaid refectory and chambers. Towards which work, as alſo the 
finiſhing of the new Hall and Chapel, and for the making of a new kitchen, 
with a Library over it, very many benefactors beſtowed various ſums of 
money; the chiefeſt of which (not that I ſhall name all, for a page will 
hardly contain them) were, Sir ORLANDO Ba DboMAN, (afterward Lord 
Keeper of the great Seal) who in the year 1657 oo fifty pounds: Dr. G. 
SazLDoN, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 30; Mrs. KaTHerINE READ, 
daughter of Giles Read of Mitton in Worceſterſhire, bequeathed about the. 
year 1663, 200/: Leonard Birsox, of Mapledurham in Hampſhire, Eſq. 
ſometime a Commoner of this houſe, ſon of Sir Tho. Bilſon of the ſaid 
place, Kt. gave 4o/. Dr. Jonx DorzEx, Biſhop of Rocheſter, 20/. Tho- 
Mas Tüv of Drayton Baſſet, Eſq. one of the Burgeſſes of the Univer- 


ſity, 20/. Thomas WiLL1s, Dr. of Phyſic, 20. Dr. Ricyuarp CLA Vr YH , 


Maſter of this Houſe, and Kector of Shillingford in Berkſhire, 40l. Tnomas 
LAW RENE, Maſter of Arts and Fellow, 20l. Mrs. BENNET, a 
widow of Cambridgeſhire, 20l. Joun WoLver1pce, of Odyham in Hamp- 
ſhire, Eſq. 201. Tnou as RapcLiree, ſometime Fellow, 20. James Hen, 
of Oxford, Gent. a tenant to this Coll. 40/. RoszxT Packer of Shillingford 
in Berks, Eſq. 20l. at leaſt; Paitie Packer his brother, of Gromebridge in 
Kent, Gent. 201. both ſometime of this Houſe, and ſons of John Packer of 
Weſtminſter, Eſq. formerly ſecretary to Geo. D. of Buckingham, the father. 

In moſt of the chamber windows of the little old quadrangle, which was 
pulled down to make room for this that is ſo uniform, were divers inſcriptions, 
arms, and rebuſes, put up in memory of the benefactors thereunto, but moſt of 
them having been long befork my time quite broken or taken away, I could 
never (though much I have endeavoured) retrieve more than what follows. 

In a'chamber, ſometime on the weſt fide of the ſaid quadrangle, in a win- 
dow therein, looking towards the weſt, were the pictures of K. Alfred kneel-- 
ing, and St. Cuthbert fitting ; the former with a crown on his head, the other 
with a mitre, and the King thus beſpeaking the Saint in a Pentameter, hold- 
ing the picture of the College in his hand; 


Pit in honore tui Collegium ſtatui, 
to whom the Saint made anſwer in a ſcroll coming from his mouth:

Dr. Clayton, ſometime Maſter of this Houſe, hath told me, that the ſaid 
PG and inſcriptions were repreſented in the windows of the little old 

ibrary, but ſuch in my time I could never ſee. Others have told me, 
which 1s moſt true, that they were in a chamber in the ſouth eaſt corner of 
= uadrangle, but the repreſentations of the figures were not altogether like 

ormer. 

In another chamber, at the eaſt end of the old Chapel. was in the window 
there, the picture of St. John of Beverley, in his Archiepiſcopal robes with

Halt or Refectory, being no other at firſt than what was in Selverne 
Hall, was pulled down, and that ſometime ſtanding on the eaſt ſide of the 
old Quadrangle, was built about the year 1450, (72) partly at the College 
charge, and partly by the benevolence of well-diſpoſed people. In the win- 
dows of which hall, plucked moſtly down, an. 1669, (and the reſt in 1675) 
have been theſe inſcriptions and arms following,

But this old Hall being uſed by the Society till about the time of the 
reſtoration of K. Charles Il, was then deſerted, becauſe the new Hall now 
ſtanding on the ſouth fide of the quadrangle, (began to be built an. 1640, 
but intermitted for the ſpace of 17 years, by reaſon of the civil diſtractions 
of the nation) was much about that time finiſhed by the benefactions of 
well diſpoſed perſons, of whom ſome I have before mentioned. ; 


LiBzary. At firſt the Society kept thoſe books they had (which were 
but few) in cheſts, and once, ſometimes twice in a year, made choice for 
the borrowing of ſuch as they liked, by giving a certificate under their hands 
for the reſtoring of them again to their proper place. At length when their 
firſt quadrangle was built, they appointed a place of ſtowage for them in 
an upper room at the weſt end of their Chapel, and what they procured 
afterwards, whether MSS or printed books, they added to the former. - The 
benefactors to it having been of no great account I ſhall paſs them by, and 
only tell you that Dr. George Abbot, ſometime Maſter of this College, 
did, about the year 1632, give an hundred pounds for the uſe of this place; 
with which divers books were bought, others repaired, and the Library itſelf 
adorned. In one of the ſouth windows was ſometime this inſcription :

But this Library being plucked down at what time the old Chapel ad- 
Joining was demoliſhed, the books were for a time tranſlated to another 
place. At length the new Library over the Kitchen, on the ſouth ſide, and 
beyond the quadrangle, being finiſhed, an. 1669, by the benefaction of 
ſeveral perſons, of whom ſome I have named before, the faid books were 
put there, and had then, and ſoon after, many added to them by the gift 
of ſeveral Students of this College. . 


CnAPELI. The places wherein the Society have celebrated ſervice have 
been divers. The firſt was in the Church of St. Mary, or St. Peter in the 
eaſt; in the former of which pariſhes Selvern Hall was ſituated. The ſe- 
cond was within an Oratory or Chapel ſituated within their own houſe; in 
which, after it was erected, (whether in a lower or uppet ſtory it appeareth 
not) the Society obtained licenſe (76) of the Dioceſan, about the year 1369, 
to perform ſervice, and had afterward, 1 390, an altar conſecrated therein(77). 
The third was in the Chapel ſometime ſtanding on the ſouth fide of the old 
quadrangle ; which being by the College, and ſeveral benefactors, finiſhed, 
was conlecrated to the memory of St. Cuthbert on the ſecond of the calends 

4 of April, 1476, which was the 16th of Edw. IV. (78) But -the ſaid Chapel 
0 being too ſmall for the number of Students in this Houſe, a lower chamber 
joining to the weſt end thereof, and under the Library, was added to it to 

make the outer Chapel larger. 


In tne middle, on a ſmall marble ſtone, was the effigies of a man in a 
gown with this inſcription under him, engraven on a plate of brals :

1665, (though began to be built 26 
years before, but intermitted in the beginning of the war, and Jaid till 
till 1657) was the ſame year on St. Cuthbert's day, (2oth March) conſe- 
crated with ſolemnity to that Saint, by Dr. Walter Blandford, Biſhop of Ox- 
ford in the preſence of the Maſter and this Society, Heads of Houſes, di- 
vers Maſters, and other degrees of the Univerſity.

Dr. RavpcLiree alſo contributed more 
than 1100/, toward encreafing Exhibitions, 
&c. beſides what he advanced for books and 
other neceſſaries, to this College. And by 
Ris will gave gcool. for building the reſt of 
the front of this College, dow to Logic 
lane ; anſwerable to that part already built, 
and for building the Maſter's Lodgings there- 
in, and Chambers for his two travelling Fel- 
lows. He alſo bequeaths his manor of Linton, 
and all his lands in Yorkſhire, in truſt, to pay 
thereout 600/, per annum, to two perſons, to 
be choſen out of the Univerfity, when they 
are Maſters of Arts, and entered on the phy- 
fic line, by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
Lord Chancellor or Keeper, the Chancellor 
of the Univerſity, the Biſhops of London 
and Wincheſter, the two principal Secr-ta- 
ries of State, the two Chief Juſtices, and the 
Maſter of the Rolls, all for the time being, 
or the major part of them ; for the mainte- 
nance of the {aid two perſons for ten years 
and no longer; the half of which time, at 


leaſt, they are to travel in parts beyond ſea, 
for their better improvement, and the vacan- 
cies to be filled up in fix months. The yearly 
overplus of the rents of the ſaid Yorkſhire 
eſtate to be paid to this College for buying 
perpetual advowſons for their Members. 
He afterwards wills his Yorkſhire eſtate to be 
conveyed and ſettled by his executors on this 
Society of Univerſity College for ever, in 
truſt, and for the performance of the uſes. 
and truſts, as before declared. He further 
wills, that his living of Headborne Worthy 
in Hampſhire, (which he had- bought, and be- 
ſtowed a few years before on a Fellow of this 
College) and all other livings that ſhall be 
— 415 by him, to be beſtowed on a mem- 

r of this College; and if they ſhould be 
deficient there, then on a Fellow of Lincoln 


-College, aud after they have preached two 


or more laudable ſermons at St, Mary's. The 
perſons that are to be preſented from time to 
time are to be nominated by the Vice-Chan- 
cellor, the two Divinity Profeſſors, the Ma- 
ſter of Univerſity College, and the Rector 
of Lincoln College, for the time being, or 
the major part of them.

III. BALLIOL COLLEGE. 


AVING delivered what I have to ſay of Univerſity College, I ſhall 
proceed to the next according to antiquity, and that is Balliol, ſituated 
in the North Suburbs, on the north fide of a ſtreet ſometime called Horſe- 
manger ſtreet, but now Canditch. Of the Foundation and Hiſtory of which 
there being a (1) Book extant, I ſhall now ſay the leſs of it, notwithſtand- 
ing I had compoſed a larger diſcourſe ſeveral years before the ſaid Book was 
ubliſhed. $5 
J Concerning the time therefore when this Houſe or Society had its origin, 
divers authors differ. Some ſay it was in 1262, others 1263, 63, 73, &c. 
but all, whoſoever they are, have been very much miſtaken: for what was 
done in order to it by Sir John Balliol, Kt. (2) While he was living, was an. 
1268, or 1267 at leaſt, and then no more but to exhibit to certain poor 
Scholars of Oxford till ſuch time he could conveniently procure an habita- 
tion for, and ſettle lands on, the Scholars thereof. But he dying in the be- 
ginng of the year following, viz. a few days before Pentecoſt, an. 1269, left 
his deſign altogether unſettled, yet with an ardent deſire on his death- bed 
made to his Lady and executors, that they would continue that charity to 
thoſe his Eleemoſynaries, as he had begun, and not let it fall to nothing. 
After his death a demur was made among them whether to continue it or 
not, becauſe the preſent ſuſtenance was to be received from his perſonal 
eſtate, which was chiefly in other mens hands, and the uſe thereof ſcru- 
— In the mean time, while theſe matters were debating, Richard Slick- 
ury (3), a Minorite Fryer, Confeſſor to the Lady Dervorgille (4), the 
widow of the ſaid Sir John Balliol, 1 John Balliol King of the 
Scots) was not wanting to perſuade (5) her with all godly motives to under- 
take to orm the buſineſs herſelf, ſettle it, and not in the leaſt to ſuffer 
her huſba..u's Charity to come to nothing. Which perſuaſions were backed 
by another Minorite Fryer, Confeſſor to the Counteſs of Pembroke, who 
out of a real zeal to the public, did (6) exhort the ſaid Counteſs to build and 
endow Pembroke Hall in Cambridge, and another in the Univerſity of 
Paris for poor Clerks.

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Upon which perſuaſions then, that noble and virtuous Lady Dervorgille 
roceeded firſt to hire them a houſe in Horſemanger ſtreet (7), in St. Mary 
Ma dalen's Pariſh, belonging to the Chancellor and Scholars of the Uni- 
verſity of Oxford, that ſhe might ſettle them therein, and with the help 
of the Executors continue to them their ſuſtenance with the perſonal eſtate 
of the ſaid Sir John, which he left at his death, till ſuch time that the lands 
that had been deſigned for them could be ſettled on their Houſe. In the 
next place (after they had ſpent certain years there) ſhe gave them (8) Sta- 
tutes under her ſeal, whereby they were to be governed, and each to know 
his duty, .as thoſe Statutes ſhould preſcribe. In them, among ſeveral matters, 
I obſerve, Firſt, That ſhe directed them to Hugh de Hertipoll, and Mr. 
William de Menyll, one a Minorite Fryer, the other a Scholar of Oxford, 
which ſhe had appointed before to be her Procurators for the government 
of the Scholars. Second, That ſhe bound her Scholars to be preſent at di- 
vine Offices on Lord's days and principal Feſtivals, and alſo to ſermons on 
thoſe days, unleſs urgent occaſions diverted them. And as for other days, 
that they frequent the Schools, and follow their Studies according to the 
Statutes of the Univerſity. Third, that the Scholars obey her Procurators 
in all things which ſhe had granted and appointed for them for their go- 
vernment and profit. Fourth, That the ſcholars from among themſelves 
chooſe a Principal, to whom and by whom all ſhould do obeiſance, and be 
ruled, chiefly in thoſe things that are according to ſtatutes and cuſtoms 
approved and uſed among them. And that the ſaid Principal after he is 
lawfully elected, be preſented to the Procurators, to be approved and con- 
firmed by them, till which time he ſhould not exerciſe any authority, Fifth, 
That the Scholars procure three Maſſes to be ſolemnly celebrated every year 
for the ſoul of her huſband Sir John Balliol (9), for the ſouls of her Prede- 
ceſſors, and all faithful, deceaſed at ſeveral times, according to the diſpoſi- 
tion of her Procurators, &c. Sixth, That every day, before and after dinner 
and ſupper, they ſay a benediction, and pray eſpecially for the ſoul of her 
huſband, and for her Procurators according to a form ſometime before uſed 
by them. Seventh, That the maintenance of the poor be provided, (for 
whoſe profit ſhe endeavoured to labour) ſhe willed that the richer ſort amon 
the Scholars ſtrive to live ſo temperately, that the ſaid poor be not griev 
by burdenſome expences. And if it ſhould chance that the whole ſociety of 
the Scholars do exceed in common expences in any ſeven-night the portion 
by her allotted, then her will was, that for the payment of thoſe expences, 
nothing at all ſhould be received beyond a penny in a ſeven- night from 
them, who according to the diſcretion of her Procurators, are judged unable 
and inſufficient to make payment, &c. Eighth, That if it ſhould happen 
that one or more of her Scholars ſhould murmur againſt the faid order, or:

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make any ſign of diſpleaſure againſt it, then ſhe willed that the Scholars by 
the oath that they had performed, do reveal the names of them to her Pro- 
curators, who, upon ſufficient proof of their murmuring, ſhall be removed 
immediately without any hopes of returning. Ninth, That the Scholars ſpeak. 
Latin in common, and whoſoever acts any thing againſt it, ſhall be rebuked 
by the Principal, and if he or they mend not after twice or thrice admoni- 
tion, ſhall be removed from the common table, and eat by themſelves, and 
be ſerved laſt. And if they remain incorrigible for a week's ſpace, they ſhall 
be ejected by the Procurators. Tenth, That every other week there ſhall be 
a ſophiſm diſputed and determined in the Houſe among the Scholars b 
turns, ſo that they both oppoſe and anſwer; and if any ſophiſter profite 
ſo much that may deſerve in a ſhort time to determine in the Schools, then 
ſhall the Principal tell him, that he ſhall farſt determine at home among his 
Fellows. At the end of every diſputation the Principal ſhall appoint the, 
next day of diſputing, and ſhall moderate and correct the loquacious, and 
ſhall appoint the ſophiſm that is next to be handled, and alſo the opponent, 
reſpondent, and determiner, that ſo they may the better. provide themſelves 
for a diſputation. In the like manner alſo ſhall he a& every other week con- 
cerning the queſtion. 11th, That the Scholars faithfully keep the porta- 
rium, (or corporeis caſe, wherein the Body of Chriſt, or the hoſt, is kept) 
which ſhe gave them for the health of her huſband's ſoul, and not ſuffer'it 
to be any ways pawned or alienated. 12th, That they have a poor Scholar 
aligned to them by the Procurators, to whom the ſaid Scholars ſhall be 
bound to give every day the leavings or broken meat of their table, unleſs 
the Procurators think it fit to be omitted. 

Thus far the ſaid Statutes, dated at Botel (10) in the Octaves of the Aſ- 
ſumption of the Virgin Mary, an. 1282, 10 Ed. I. On her ſeal, which is 
affixed to them, free from any defacing, is her Image, in full front, dreſſed 
in a Dowager's habit, viz. a looſe gown over her cloſe dreſſing, reaching to 
her heels, ſomething like (except the dreſſing of her head) the habit of a 
nun, ay be ſeen at large in the picture of her hanging in the ſchool Gal- 
lery. Her arms alſo being expanded, ſhe holds in her right hand the arms 

Balliol, or enſigns of Balliol, (11) and in her left the arms of Galloway, which are a

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As for the ſaid Statutes tbey were for divers years kept inviolable, yet - 
not ſo much but that divers of the ſaid Scholars, abour forty years after, 
having raiſed ſome doubts from them, would not content themſelves to 
ſtudy the liberal arts, only ſuch that were performed in the ſchools of Arts 
by Artiſts according to the apteſt ſenſe of the ſtatutes, but alſo would afcend 
to higher faculties, though prohibited ſo to do by the then extrinſic Ma- 
ſters or Procurators, named Rob. de Leyceſtre, D. of D. a minorite, and 
Nicholas de Tingewyke, D. of Phyſick, and Bach. of Divinity. At length, 
this matter being controverted (14) among them a conſiderable time, was in 
the year 1325 referred with the Procurators conſent to two Doctors, (15) 
and two Maſters (16) that were formerly Fellows of this Houſe, (of whic 
Maſters, Richard the ſon of Ralph, ſtiled afterward Ricardus Armachanus, 
was one) who then, after both parties were heard, (17) decided the marter 
in the common Hall thus, That no fellow of this houſe, whether Maſter 
or Scholar, hear any faculty, or give his mind to it, either in full term or 
vacation, beſides the liberal arts that by artiſts are read and practiſed in the 
Schools of Arts, &c.” 

Two years after the ſaid Statutes were given by the Lady Dervorgille, 
that is to ſay, in the year 1284, ſhe then purchaſed a (18) tenement of 
John de Ew, a Burgher of Oxford, then and before called Mary's Hall, 
ſtanding between the land ſometime of Jeffry le Saucer, on the weft, (which 
Joined on the eaſt part to the tenement of the Univerſity aforefaid) and the 
land of Walter Feteplace on the eaſt. Which being confirmed (19) at the 
fame time by Thomas de Exe, ſon of the ſaid John, did (after (20) licence 
was obtained from the King) (21) give the ſame year, in the month of May, 
the ſaid tenement with three acres of land on the eaſt and north fides of it 
to Walter de Foderyngey the Principal, and Scholars of the Houſe of 
Balliol, to ſettle themſelves therein as a perpetual manſion for them and 
their ſucceſſors. - Which tenement the Lady Dervorgille afterwards repairing, 
and joining to it neceſſary edifices, the ſaid Principal and Scholars removed 
from the tenement belonging to the Univerſity, (which from their abode 
therein was afterwards called Old Balliol Hall(22)) to that which ſhe purchaſed 
of John de Ewe, ſoon after called New Balliol Hall. So that nothing now 
being wanting but a formal Foundation to ſettle her Scholars, and this their 
Houſe to them for ever, and alſo allot them lands whereby they might be 
ſuſtained, did the fame year, in the preſence of Anthony Biſhop of Durham, 
Oliver, Biſhop of Lincoln, Mr. Roger Rowell Chancellor of this Univerſity,

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and Simon de Gandavo, Archdeacon of Oxford, and ſeveral knights and 
other perſons, give (23) it with lands in Stamfordham, or Stanworthham, 
and Howgh in the county of Northumberland, (purchaſed by her huſband's 
executors) to them and their ſucceſſors for ever (24). And this ſhe did, as in 
the Charter itſelf is ſaid, to the honour of the Holy Trinity, Virgin Mary, 
and St. Catherine the martyr (25); and that alſo the charity which her hut- 
band had begun in Oxford ( ubi viget ſtudium generale,“ as 'tis there ſaid) 
might be ſettled and continued. | 

Furthermore alſo that the ſaid foundation might ſtand firm againſt all op- 
poſition, it was, upon the Foundreſs's deſire, confirmed (26) the ſaid year by 
the ſaid Oliver, Biſhop of Lincoln, and by her ſon (27) Sir John Balliol, 
afterwards King of the Scots, and three years after, viz. 1287, (all which 
time her good work ceaſed not, but trod on her heels even to heaven gates) 


did with her huſband's executors, make a releaſe (28) to the ſaid Principal 


and Scholars of all debts between them from the beginning of the world to 
that time. And therefore, ſeeing that ali theſe things are ſo from record that 
lieth not, thereby may be confuted certain Hiſtorians and Antiquaries, who 
have either reported that this College was not founded by Sir John Balliol 
and Devorgille kis wife, but by Sir John their ſon, nay, Sir Edward their 
grandſon, or that it was founded in the year 1262, or 1263, or 65, &c. 
When from thoſe matters before delivered, it appears to have been an. 1284 
or 1282 at the leaſt, | 

As for the allowance each Scholar had (the number of whom were ſix- 
teen) was but eightpence a week ; that is, a penny every week day, and 
two pence on Sunday, which, as a certain hiſtorian (29) tells us, was gi- 
ven to and allowed them by Sir John Balliol, who died 1269 ; but whe- 
ther it was encreaſed after the Statutes were given, and when lands were 
ſetled on them, I find it not to appear. However, if they had no more 
at that time, which by computation amounts but to 271. gs. 4d. yearly, yet 


in few years after, they found benefactors to encreaſe it, as it ſhall be forth- 


with ſhewed (30).

THE firſt benefactor after this n the laſt hands. put to it by 


the Lady Dervorgille, was one Huang os WycHENRROkx, commonly called 
Hugh de Wyer, who, having bought a (31) ſoke of land and ſeveral houſes 


in the pariſh of St. Laurence in the Jewry in London, with the advowſon 


of the church of one Henry Facet (which Henry had them by the gift of 
Will. Facet, (Facetus) and he by (32) purchaſe of the Abbat and convent 


of Monſtreul or Montreuil in Picardy, (who obtained licenſe of the King to 


do it) gave (33) them to this Houſe or College 22 Edw. I, with all appurte- 
nances belonging to them; which then being ſettled, was the year following 
appropriated (34) to the College, with the conſent of the Biſhop of London, 

an and Chapter of St. Paul, and the then incumbent, by allowing to the 
Vicar, according to a (35) compoſition then made, an hundred ſhillings 
yearly, which was to ariſe from oblations, and the leſſer tithes. | 

Mr. Huch ve Warkxensy and Mr. WILL. ps GoTHam, (36) the firſt 
lately Principal, the other Fellow, of this Houſe, gave (37) four meſſuages 
in School-ſtreet, to find a Chaplain that ſhould ſay ſervice every day in St. 
Catherine chapel, within the precincts of this place, according to the form 
and force of the King's Charter of Mortmain granted to them, &c. 
given 1310 (38). | | 

By their example, one Mr. Ricyazr pe HunsinGcore became alſo a 


benefactor, for he not only gave (39) them a tenement in Oxford, but lands 


alſo in the county, &c. 13 Edw. II. (40) After him followed other bene- 
factors, who in 55 ſaid King's reign gave ſeveral meſſuages in Oxon, which 
being then Halls or Schools, I have partly already, and ſhall more fully 
mention them elſewhere. | 

Hitherto, as it now appears, the Scholars of this Houſe had each of them 
but eightpence a week allowed them, and that no longer than till they were 
Maſters of Art: which degree being taken by them, they were ſequeſtered 
from that allowance, and had no gratuity at all given to them to ſet them 
forth into the world. So that divers of tho 
of parts, either expoſed to beggary, or forced to relinquiſh their ſtudies and 


m being poor, were, if deficient .

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ſeek a maintenance by mechanick profeſſions. Which great inconvenience 
being beheld by many and pitied, it. pleaſed one Sir WILL. FELTON, Kat. 
in the 14th Edw. III, or therrabouts, to (4t) give to the College the Rectory 
of Alboldeſly, with the manor thereof, in the connty of Huntingdon, to 
— their number, and encreaſe their commons to twelvepence a week, 
and ſupply them witch books, clothes, and other neceffaries ; which Rectory 
Pope Clement VI did not only appropriate to the College, (a competency . 
| — — the ſupport of a Vicar there) but confirmed that which 
Sir Wilkam Felton had begun, viz. that the Fellows of this Houſe might 
keep their places, notwithſtanding they were Maſters or Doctors, till they 
had got an-Ecclefiaſtical benefice. As for the encreafe of the diet and num- 
ber the next benefactor as it ſeems performed it. 

About the ſame time that Sir William Felton's gift was beſtowed, one 
Sir PIII SomeRvYLE, Lord of the manor of Wykenore in Sraffordſhire, 
became a conſiderable benefactor by giving (42) the church of Mikell Ben- 
ton, with lands in that pariſh, in the Dioceſe of Durham, and county of 
Norhumberland, for the maintenance of ſix Scholars, above the ancient 
number of ſixteen Fellows that had been before in the Houſe, from which 
Chureh the Society were to pay to the Prior of Durham an annual penſion 
of ten ſhillings, and becauſe they ſhould be all under one government, and 
not altogether confined to Dervorgille's ſtatutes, he was pleaſed to proceed 
ſo far as to give them a new body of Statutes, (43) much croſſing thoſe of the 
ſaid Lady Dervorgille) among which he ordained, firſt, That his fix Scholars 
which were to be choſen by the ſixteen Fellows, were to be natives of thoſe 
places neareſt to the ſite of the lands by him given, and thoſe the pooreſt 
relating to abilities of purſe, but the beſt and greateſt proficients. Second, 
That they ſhould chooſe a Maſter by a formal election, who ſhould govern 
all in the Houſe, whether Fellows, Chaplains, Scholars, or Servants, and 
by that name ſhould he and his ſucceſſors be always written and called, and 
that alſo immediately after election certain of the Fellows ſhould preſent 
him, to the Lords of the Manor of Wykenore, if of the poſterity of 
Sir Philip Somervyle : ſecondly, at his return, to the Chancellor of the Uni- 
verfity, or his Commiſſary : thirdly to the Guardian or Warden of Dur- 
ham College in Oxon, and laſtly to the extrinſick Maſters of this College 
who without any contradiction are to confirm him and give him an oath to 
obſerve all the conſtitutions given by Sir Philip Somervyle. Third, That 
they ſhould elect out of their whole number fix for the ſtudy of Theology, 
of which they were to be capable as ſoon as they had begun to rule in Arts. 
And the perſons ſo elected, were ſix years after to oppoſe, and nine or ten,

Fourth, That the weekly allowance of the Fellows and his Scholars be eleven- 
pence a week, and if victuals were dear fifteenpence, if it pleaſed the Maſter 


and Society. And among divers other things obſervable, (which I ſhall 


omit) one was, that they were to have a perpetual Chaplain in the Houſe, to 
be preſented by Sir Philip and his heirs, and to be admitted by the Maſters 
and Fellows without contradiction, (ſo that he was fit and of honeſt conver- 
fation) to receive all thoſe privileges and profits which any of the aforeſaid 
Scholars enjoyed, &c. Which ſtatutes being given by him, 18 October 1340 
were firſt confirmed by Richard, Biſhop of Durham, ſo far as they belonge 
to his cogniſance, and afterwards 1 Edward Balliol, K. of the Scots (44). 
Two years after the gift of Sir Philip Somervyle, one THomas Cave,(45) 
of Welwyk in the county of Vork, left in the hands of William Brokleſby 
Clerk, an Hundred pounds to buy in benefices in Lincolnſhire z that out of 
the profits of them (in caſe they might be transferred to this Houſe) the 


number of the Scholars +» nt encreaſed. Which benefices, named Fy- 


lyngham, Ryſome, and Brokleby being ſold, (46) with licenſe of the owner 
Gm, ſcil. the Monaſtery of the Holy Trinity of Leſſay (Exaquium (47)) 
in the Dioceſe of Conſtance in Normandy, to the ſaid William Brokletby, 
an. 1343, were the year following ſettled on this Houſe' for the encreaſe of 
Scholars aforeſaid, but to what number I know not, having not as yet ſeen 
any thing that ſpeaketh particularly of it (48). But whatſoever that, or the 
former number was, ſure I am that it was ordered twenty years after, that 
is to ſay, in the year 1364, by Simon, then mA of London, (deputed 
Commiſſary in the buſineſs by the Apoſtolical ſee) that the number of Scho- 
lars ſhould be no more than could well be maintained according to the re- 
venues of the Houſe, as in the new body of the ſtatutes given by the ſaid 
Biſhop (after he had corrected the firſt and ſecond, namely thoſe of the 
Lady Dervorgille and Sir Philip Somervyle) appears. Which number there- 
fore continuing no more or leſs till an. 1507, the Maſter and Scholars then 
of this Houſe, obtaining letters from Pope Julius II, to be directed to the 
Biſhop of Wincheſter and Carliſle, that they make a new body of ſtatutes 
(upon very good conſiderations, as 'tis expreſſed in the ſecond chapter of 
them) the number of Fellows was ordained to be bur ten, and a Maſter 
to govern them; all which were bound to apply themſelves to the ſtudy 
of Divinity, and to take holy orders upon them at four years ſtanding in the

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ree of Maſter. Each Fellow alſo was to have the preſentation of one 
Scholar, and the Maſter two, and every of them to be approved by the 
Maſter and the two ſenior Fellows. Their buſineſs alſo was to ſerve the 
Maſter and Fellows, by whom they were preſented, provided that they were 
not ſo much oppreſſed with employment as to hinder their ſtudies. Of the 
ſaid number of Fellows alſo, two were to be prieſts, though but Bachelors of 
Arts, whoſe peculiar office was to ſay daily ſervice in the Chapel, and not 
to be as conductitii, but perpetual. Allo of the ſaid number were to be two 
Deans, and two Burſars, whoſe. offices were to be annual, and the whole 
number to encreaſe or diminiſh according to the augmentation or diminution 
of the revenues of the College, whoſe ebbings and flowings have formerly 
been ſuch, as gave ſufficient grounds for that proviſo. So that now having 
brought the number of this Houſe that had maintenance to one Maſter, ten 
Fellows, and twelve Scholars, I ſhall proceed to give you an account how that 


number ſince hath been encreaſed by the munificence of BenzracToRs, 


But, by the way, I muſt remember a certain Benefactor, whoſe memory 
it altogether loſt in this Houſe, and his name is THomas Har ROPE, (ſome- 
times written Harrowe) Rector of Haſcly in. this County, ſometime either 
Scholar or Fellow of this College, who ordered his Feoffees in all his lands 


and tenements in New Woodſtock, Old Woodſtock, Wotton Nethercote, 


Tackley, Banbury, and Oxford, (all in com. Oxon) from the feaſt of our 


Lady day, an. 1 522, to be Feoffees in truſt, to the intent to ſuffer the Maſter 


of Ballio] College, and the Scholars there, and ſucceſſors, to receive and take 
the iſſues, revenues, and profits of all the ſaid lands, to the exhibition and find- 
ing of his Scholars within the ſaid College, (according to a note of a compoſi- 
tion drawn between Mr. Richard. Stubbs, Maſter of the ſaid College, and 
the Fellows on the one part, and he the ſaid Thomas Harrope on the other, 
for the term of 99 years then next following, &c.) by will dat. 22 Dec. 
1521, proved 24 July, 1522 : Wherein he ordered his body to be buried in 
the chancel of Haſely church near Oxon. _ 

But proceed: the next Benefactor, after the ſaid ſtatutes were ſettled 
and coli med, (which continue in force to this day) was 

Dr. Joan BELL, ſometime Biſhop of Worceſter, who a little before his 
death, which was in an. 1556, gave his tenements, lands and moveables, 
which he then had and poſſeſſed within the precincts of the cloſe, church- 
yard, or pariſh of Clerkenwell in the ſuburbs of London, for a ſtipend to be 
given to two Exhibitioners, born within the Dioceſe of Worceſter. The 
next benefactor was 
WILIA Hammond of Guildford in Surrey, Eſq. ſometime Mayor of 
that Corporation, who gave lands to the value of -100/. per an. to take 
place after his deceaſe. Which lands were upon one if not more mortgages 
at that time, of which the chief was upon the lands of one John Apſley, 
Eſq. in the county of Suſſex, to whom Hammond had lent 1100l. But all 
yet that appears that was received of the benefactor's gift was only *

with which was bought that tenement at firſt called Hammond Hall, now 
Hammond's Lodgings, on the weſt ſide of the College. (49) 
PeTrer BLuUNDELL of Tiverton in the county of Devon, Clothier, dyi 
about the latter end of Queen Elizabeth, gave 2000). for the founding — 
eſtabliſhing ſix Scholars in the Univerſities of Oxford aud Cambridge, to 
be ſupplied from the Grammar School of Tiverton of his erection. The 
third part of which ſum being laid out to purchaſe lands in the county of 
Oxford, for the maintenance of one Fellow and one Scholar, to be ſucceſſively 
choſen thence into this College, (the Fellows of which had before procured 
that benefaction to be ſettled on them) was in the 13th year of King James 
eſtabliſhed by an agreement then made between the College and his Feoffees, 
Mrs. Mazxy Duncn, wife of William Dunch, of Brightwell in Berkſhire, 
gave an annuity of 100. for the maintenance of one Scholar, &c. 1665. 
Joun BROwNE, Bach. of Div. and Vicar of Baſingſtoke in Hampſhire, 
ſometime Fellow of this Houſe, but afterward Fellow of Univerſity College, 
gave 21, 125, yearly for ever, as a rentcharge out of certain lands in the faid 
County for an Exhibitioner from Baſingſtoke, &c. by indenture, an. 1607. 
The Lady ErizaseTH PERIAMu of Greenland in Berkſhire, widow of Sir 
William Periam, Kt. ſometime {[ Ld. Ch.] Baron of the Exchequer, gave main- 
tenance for one Fellow and two Scholars, the Fellow to have all the privi- 
that the old have, and the Scholars to enjoy their places three years 
after they have proceeded Bachelors of Arts, &c. 18 Jacobi, Dom. 1620, 
Which gift was far more equitable than that of Blundell's, and more ſuit- 
able to the Statutes of the College, which ordain that the rents decreaſing, 
the maintenance of the Fellows ſhould alſo decreaſe, even as the ſaid L 
appointed in her compoſition for her kellow and Scholar, whereas in that of 
Blundell's is no ſuch thing, neither proviſion for diminution of rents. She 
died 3 May, 1621, and was buried in the Chancel of Henley church in Ox- 
fordſhire; over whoſe grave is a fair marble monument with an inſcription. 
Joun WARNER, D. D. [ſometime Fellow of Magdalene College] Bi- 
ſhop of Rocheſter, gave 800. per an. to iſſue out of his manor of Swayton 
in Lincolnſhire, for the maintenance of four Scholars of the Scotch na- 
tion, to be choſen from time to time by the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
and Biſhop of Rocheſter, each to have 20. yearly till they were Maſters 
of Art, and then they were to go back to their own country, and there be 
miniſters of the Nee of God, Ke. This gift was made an. 1666 (30), at 
which time the donor died: but the overſeers for this matter, being not wil. 
ling to place the ſaid Scholars in this College, neither the Maſters and Fel-

for them, and ſome of them thereupon were placed there. At length 
when Dr. Good became Maſter of this College [in 1672] he took order that 
they ſhould be tranſlated hither, and here they yet continue, 


Having now done with the chief Benefactors, I ſhall proceed to ſpeak of 
the Governors of this Houſe, whom I find to have been written under va- 
rious names, and their authority to riſe and fall, The firſt that ruled were 
Procurators, which by the Lady Dervorgille were appointed, and one of 
them always to be a minorite Fryer, and the other a Scholar of Oxford, 
and ſuch alſo that had not been of this Houſe, but afterward neglected, 
when Richard Roderham, who had been of this College, was one of the 
Reftors in the time of Hen. VI. Under them was the Society ruled till 
ſtatutes were given, an. 1282; and then a power being allowed to the Scho- 
lars to chooſe a Principal, as they upon the publiſhing of them did, (ugh 
never written by that name, but Cuſtos only) the domeſtick care of 
Procurators was taken away, and the power as it were of Viſitors allowed 
to them to redreſs all things relating to controverſy, either between the Prin- 
cipal or Scholars, or the Scholars themſelves. That Officer therefore laſted 
till the year 1340, and then Sir Philip Somervyle giving new Statutes the 
name of the Governor was changed from Principal to Maſter, and ſo it con- 
tinues to this day (51).

veyed (96) by John the ſon and heir of Jeffrey le Sawcer a Burgher of Ox- 
ford, to Walter de Foderingey the firſt Principal, and William de Bonkis, 
Clerk and Fellow, an. 1291, or thereabouts) which now contains all the 


forefront of the College and void piece of ground on the weſt ſide of it (on 


which ſtood St. Margaret's Hall) and moſt of the land behind the ſaid fore- 
front (which reached to that portion beforementioned, bought of John le 
Sawcer, which was as a head-land to it) the College enlarged their buildings 
for the reception of their ſtudents, having ſo many that they were forced to 
lodge in Halls or Hoſtles adjoining: but enlarge them they did, void of all 
unitormity, notwithſtanding the College found ſufficient benefactors towards 
their erection; ſo that ſome being pulled down in the reign of H. VI, moſt 
part of the preſent quadrangle was built. The oldeſt part of it that now 
itands is the eaſt fide of the quadrangle, built chiefly with the monies, as I 
ſuppoſe, of ſeveral of the nobility and biſhops that had been educated here, 
but their particular names I know not. (96* 

The north part (except the Chapel) was ſome of it built then, (viz. temp: 
Hen. VI.) and ſome afterward, as I ſhall tell you when I come to ſpeak of 
the Library, which taketh up the chief part of that fide. | 

The weſt fide, which containeth part of the lodgings belonging to the 
Maſter, Buttery, and Refectory, or common hall, was built with the monies

part of the ſouth adjoining it, were rebuilt 
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of William Grey, Biſhop of Ely, George Nevill, Archbiſhop of York, and 
others, as their arms on the ſtone walls, and in the windows of the ſaid 
building do ſhew (97). | 
The ſouth part, which is the forefront of the College, was not, as it ſeems, 
built till the time of Hen. VII; to which what benefactors were had, I can- 
Ken. not yet learn, unleſs two; and thoſe are Thom. Kemp, Biſhop of London, 
(whoſe arms, with others belonging to benefactors of the College, are cut 
in ſtone on the roof of the vault or gate-houſe leading into the College) and 
Mr. William Bell, who was then Maſter; for on the top, over the gate are 
carved in ſtone, under the ridge which parts the upper chamber and roof, 
Bell. two bells, and another at the top of the tabernacular works over the pede- 
ſtal, ſhewing that the ſaid William Bell was cither a benefactor to that 
building, or elſe that the chiefeſt part was erected in his time, though began 
in that of his predeceſſor Mr. Robert Abdy, who probably might have been 
a benefactor alſo, as he was to the Library. Py 3 
To theſe buildings muſt be added thoſe called Cæſar's Lodgings, ſtand- 
ing on the north ſide, and beyond the College, purchaſed moltly with the 
money given thereunto by Dr. Abbot, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, in the 
beginning of K. Charles I, as I ſhall tell you more at large in Pembroke 
College. They were ſo called from Henry Cæſar, (brother to Dr. Julius 
Cæſar, ſometime Maſter of the Rolls) who lived and ſtudied in them as a 
member of this Houſe temp. Elizab. and taking his degree of D. D. an. 
1595, was about that time made Dean of Ely, One Aug. Czfar ſtudied 
alſo in the ſame College 1582. | 
Thus in brief concerning thoſe buildings that are now for the moſt part 
employed as lodgings for the Maſter, Fellows, and Scholars, As for the 
Hall, Library, and Chapel, I ſhall ſpeak of in order.

Lina ARVY. As for the Library (which is reputed one of the beſt in Ox- 
ford, that is Collegiate, eſpecially ' if you have a regard to its buildings, 
beautiful windows that are not too light, wich other conveniencics) it was 
built by ſeveral perſons. The lower or weſt part, containing half of the whole, 
was built by Dr. Thomas Chace, an. 1431, and the upper half, which is the 
eaſt part, by Mr. Robert Abdy, ſometime Maſter of this Houſe, about the 
year 1477, aſſiſted with the monies of Grey, Biſhop of Ely. Which part of 
Dr. Chace being finiſhed, and afterwards that of Abdy, the ſaid Biſhop 
enriched them with choice and precious manuſcripts, amounting to the 
number of about aco; on moſt of which, if not all, his arms, painted on Gy. 
vellum, were faſtened, and over the vellum were nailed pieces of thin horn 
to prevent the taking away or tearing off the reſpective inſcriptions on them, 
ſome of which do yet remain. The ſaid, Manuleripts, and alſo thoſe (as 1 
conceive) that he (98) gave to Peter Houſe in Cambridge, or at leaſt the 
major part of them, were by him bought and procured from certain Libra- 
ries that he met with in England and Italy; for in his travels through the 
laſt, and particularly at Florence, Venice, and other places, he or his factors 
ſpared neither coſt or labour to obtain them, But with great reſentment 
let it be ſpoken, divers of them which ſmelled of ſuperſtition, or that treated 
of School divinity, or of Geometry, or Aſtronomy, were taken away in that 
ignorant time of Ed. VI, wherein people, under pretence of reformation, 
pilfered and made havock of thoſe things which poſterity hath ſince much 
deſired to ſee. As for the reſt that remained, which with the former had 
their initial and great letters limned with much curioſity, and many of their 
margins painted with ſeveral fancies, and adorned with florage, (all which 
was maſterly performed by that exquiſite painter Antonius Marius, the ſon,

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one of the chiefeſt of his profeſſion, while this noble Biſhop was at Florence, 


who alſo tranſcribed ſeveral exemplars for him there) have been by idle, 
childiſh, and impertinent People, either cut out from their reſpective books, 
or elſe ſhamefully abuſed ; ſuch hath been the negligence of thoſe that were 
obliged by oath to take care of them. 


What other benefactors this Library hath had, have been many, and thoſe 
chiefly that were Fellows or Students of this Houſe ; but their gifts, which 
were books only, having been inconſiderable, I ſhall omit them, and only 
remember the benefaction of Dr. Thomas Gaſcoigne, ſometime Chancellor 


of the Univerſity, who gave ſeveral MSS, and money towards its building; 


not that he ever had been Fellow or Scholar of this Houſe, (that I can yet 
find) though reported by ſome late (99) writers to have been ſo, but merely 


out of a generous mind, as he had done about the ſame time to other places. 
Next after him, finding none that have ſcarce merited the name of benefac- 
tors, (except Dr. John Warner, ſometime of this Houſe, afterward [Fellow 
and then Warden] of All Souls College, who gave 20l. an. 1564) I ſhall 
deſcend to the reign of K. James, wherein I find many ; the chief of whom 
was Dr. George Abbot, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, who in the year 1619 
expended divers ſums in repairing and enlarging the number of books, after 
it had laid in a careleſs manner from the time of the Reformation of reli- 
gion, or rather before, to that time. | | + {Q JH 
After him ſeveral benefactors followed, which for brevity paſſing by, I 
ſhall only tell you of the generous gift of Sir Thomas Wendy of Haſeling- 
field in the County of Cambridge, Knight of the Bath, who having been 
educated in this Houſe, as a Gentleman Commoner, did, at the time of his 
death (17 Nov. 1673) bequeath, with ſome conditions, his whole library, 
valued to be worth at leaſt 600]. to be repoſed in this of Balliol : which be- 
ing received by the Society in an. 1677, was ſet up in the beginning of the 
year following. By which addition, conſiſting moſtly of choice books, this 
Library is accounted one of the beſt in Oxon. |

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Thus far concerning the Library that now ſtands. What this College 
had before, I find little or no mention, (the Society, as it is probable, repo- 
ſing their books in cheſts, as other ancient Societies did) only ſo far that ſe- 
veral, that had been Oxford Students, left in their wills ſeveral books to the 
College, without any mention of a Library. Among them was Mr. SMO 
de Bxevon, the worthieſt mathematician of his time, who in the year 1372

CARL. As for the Chapels or places wherein the Society have cele- 


brated ſervice, and the memories daily of their pious benefactors, have been 


ſeveral. The firſt was in an iſle adjoining St. Mary Magdalene's church, in 
whoſe pariſh the College is ſituated. 

The ſecond went by the name of an Oratory only, dedicated to St. Ka- 
therine, built by the Society about the year 1293, (with the monies chiefly 
of the Lady Dervorgill, which ſhe left at the time of her death) for then, as 
it appears from record, (112) the Society after much ado procured licenſe of 
Oliver, hop of Lincoln, that they __ no more celebrate in their pa- 
riſh church, but in the Oratory built within their own College, ſo that they 
viſit the ſaid church on the greater ſolemnities of the year, as other Students 
were obliged to do in the churches of thoſe pariſhes wherein they lived, 


In which licenſe no permiſſion was allowed for the celebrating of the ſacra- 


ments, which was the matter they chiefly deſired, not only as a great con- 
venience, but alſo an advantage, to them ; though afterward granted to them 
by the authority of the Pope. In this Oratory, known afterward by the 
name of St. Katherine's Chapel, did Mr. Hur WarKeNnELy, Mr.

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WiLLiam Gornau (113) (whom I have mentioned before) ſettle (114) a 
Chaplain 1210. So that chat duty which lay upon the Fellows, was then 
taken away. Afterward the College being minded to make the ſaid Chapel 
more elegant, or elſe enlarge or re-edity it, having been encouraged thereto 
by benefactors, one Apam le PoLETER, a burgher of Reading in Berks, 
who had delivered twenty pounds into the hands of NicnorLas de QukRr- 
LaDe, Abbat of the Monaſtery at that place, to be beſtowed by him on 
pious uſes for the health of the ſaid Adam's foul, was by the ſaid Abbat, at 
the entreaty of certain perſons, (115) given to this College, an. 1327, for 
the building of the Chapel of St. Catherine there, with ten marks of his 
own, a gl s window worth ten pounds, and ſome timber beſide at the ſame 
time, with a deſire alſo that what he had done might be recorded, that it 
was not his utmoſt charity to the world, but had intentions far more and 
greater. And now as the College, who had before obtained licenſe from 
Oliver, Biſhop of Lincoln, to celebrate divine offices within their own Ora- 
tory becauſe of the frequency of diſputations and lectures, which hindered 
them from attending divine offices in the pariſh church, and the ſame ob- 
tained from, and approved by, his ſucceſſors, John Dahlerby, Henry Bur- 
waſh, and Thomas Becke, as 2 in a writing (116) under the ſeal of 
the ſaid Thomas, an. 1346: ſo alſo was the like licenſe, upon the ſame con- 
dition as the former were, granted (117) by John Bokyngham, Biſhop of 
Lincoln, an. 1368; in which their Oratory is ſtiled a Chapel, and in none 
of thoſe going before. But as in the former there was a tacit, ſo in this laſt 
licenſe an expreſs exception of adminiſtering the Sacraments; in which the 
Society acquieſced, till upon their petition Pope Urban VI, in the ſecond 
year of his Pontificate, granted licenſe (118) to perform the ſame. 

The place where this Chapel or Oratory I know not: ſome of this 
Houſe think it was the large Hall over the Buttery, belonging to the Ma- 
ſter, built as I have told you betore, in Biſhop Grey's time, as his arms cut Gry. 
in ſtone under the great bay window looking eaſtward, ſhews. The which 
if ſo, then cannot it agree with that delivered before concerning the Chapel, 
becauſe the ſaid Maſter's Hall was built in the reign of Henry VI. Bur 
howfoever it is, ſure. I am that the ſaid Chapel continued in uſe till the reign 
of Hen, VIII : and then this comely and — Chapel, which now ſtands 
on the north ſide of the quadrangle, was built. | 

It being the third that the Society hath had, was begun in the 13th year 
of the ſaid King's reign, Dom.

HE firſt foundation of this place was at Herthall, as I ſhall further 
ſhew when I come there; but the Founder, WALTER de STAPLE- 
DON, Biſhop of Exeter, (who before had been a Student in this Univerſity, 
and afterward Chaplain to the Pope, and Chanter of the ſaid church of 
Exeter) diſliking that place, as being not in a poſſibility of obtaining more 
room to enlarge it, changed his mind in an year's ſpace by entertaining 
thoughts of a more convenient ſne in St. Mildred's pariſh, under and a- 
gainſt the north wall of the City, that is to ſay, in the lane going from the 
place where Turl or Thoralt gate now is, to the north end of School-ſtreer. 
There it was that one Mr. PETER de SkxeLTONE, Clerk, having certain te- 
nements both free and for term of life, did, at the Founder's requeſt, firſt

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oaths of twelve men, whether it would not be prejudicial to the King, or 
other perſons, if Walter de Stapledon ſhould give to the Rector and Scho- 
lars of the Houſe of Stapledon thoſe tenements, which was returned in the 
negative) being repaired or new built, a fair enlargement was added to their 
Houſe. Among which, if I am not miſtaken, that tenement was one, ſtiled 
in ancient (6) ſcripts Palatium prope cameras Aulz Stapledonianæ, on 
which divers reparations were made by the Rector and Scholars of Staple- 
don Hall, an. 1329, and afterward. 

Now that the Scholars might be truly and equally governed, the Foun- 
der, like a prudent Governor, gave them (7) Statutes, wherein among 
other matters, I find that the number that he appointed to receive mainte- 
nance from his liberality ſhould be thirteen, of which one ſhould be con- 
verſant in Theology or Canon Law, and the reſt in Philoſophy. Eight of 
them alſo were to be of the three Archdeaconries of. Devonſhire, namely 
Exeter, Totneſs, and Barnſtaple, four of the Archdeaconry of Cornwall, 
and one who was to be a prieſt, to be nominated and elected by the Dean 
and Chapter of Exeter from any place which they deemed moſt fit. 

As for the revenues which he gave them, were only certain meſſuages in 
Oxford (which were, except one, taken into the limits of the College) and 
the advowſons of the Churches of Gwynnier in Cornwall and Weſtwhittenham 
in Berkſhire. The laſt of which, being by the endeavours of John Polyng 
(whom (8) ſome ſtile Biſhop of Saliſbury, though none of that name occur 
in the hiſtory of Biſhops) and Edmund de la Beche appropriated to the 
College about the year 1350, were two Scholars or Fellows of the Dioceſe 


of Saliſbury placed afterward in the College by Epmunyd STarrorD, Bi- 
ſhop of Exeter.

The next was King CaaRLes I, who gave divers lands in truſt to the 
Univerſity, to the intent, that they with the iſſues and profits of the ſaid 
lands maintain for ever one Fellow here (as alſo one in Jeſus, and another in 
Pembroke Coll.) born in the Iles of Jerſey and Guernſey; who after he had 
been ſufficiently inſtructed in Academical learning, ſhould upon fit occaſion 
of promotion offered to him, return thither to the ſaid iſles again, &c. This 
gift was made in the year 1636, and Joh. Pointdexter was the firſt Fellow. 

The next year after Mr, (ſince Sir) Joux Maynard ſettled 40l. per 
an, on the College; of which 20/. was for the maintaining a Divinity Lec- 
ture, 121. for a lecture of the Oriental Languages, and the reſt for the in- 
creaſe of the Fellowſhips. The former continueth, but the 121. nat. This 
was given in 1637. 

As for the Governors of this Houſe, they have been from the firſt foun- 
dation called and written Rectors, but their office was not made perpetual, 
or for term of life, till Sir Will. Petre his benefaction to the College; for 
before they being annually choſen, were then authoriſed to be perpetual. 
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I. Jonx Nax, M. A. created the firſt perpetual Rector after Pentecoſt, 
an. 1566, having been ſix years before annual only. He was ejected 
by the Queen's Commiſſioners, becauſe of his long abſence from the

fuſed, and nothing of method in them. The Gate which looketh north- 
ward, ſometime the principal entrance, before Exeter lane was ſtopped up, 
was built about the year 1432. Thoſe buildings alſo between it and the new 
Chapel (which are ſince become the Rector's Lodgings) were then alſo built, 
to which, the Tower, and others then going forward, Mr. WILLIAu PaL- 
MER, Fellow at that time of this Houſe (26), gave 100l. and more. On the 
north ſide of the ſaid Rector's Lodgings Dr. Ax rRHUx Bury added a ſtone 
fabrick of three ſtories, an. 1671, purpoſely for a convenient enlargement for 
him and his ſucceſſors. In an upper window of thoſe Lodgings looking 
into the Quadrangle I ſometime ſaw theſe arms following, that had been for- 
merly ſet up, viz.

EpMunD STAFFORD, Biſhop of Exeter, (27) built a new Gate in the weſt 
end of the College long ſince demoliſhed. Part of the Buildings on the eaſt 
ſide of the north gate were, as I ſuppoſe, built with the monies of Mr. Ri- 
CHARL «ENFIELD beforementioned, or elſe by ſome of his name, for as I 
remember there was an ancient coat of arms, Gul. three Sufflues or Clarions 
Or, belonging to that family not long ſince in a window of a middle cham- 
ber there.

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HALL or RerecToRyY, was no other at firſt, as it plainly appears, than 
what the Scholars found in St. Stephen's Hall, which in few years after be- 
ing pulled down, another was erected in the middle almoſt of the upper 
Court, half (30) roofed afterward by Biſhop STarrorp beforementioned. 
To which Hall a fair Kitchen was (31) added about the year 1483 at the 
charge of ſeveral people; the chief was Joux PriLieez, ſometime Fellow 
and Rector of this Houſe (afterward Dean of Crediton) who (32) gave 
21. 65. 84, towards its erection. As for the ſaid Hall it ſtood till the year 
1618, and then it being pulled down, that which now ſtands on-the South 
fide of the upper Court with a fair Cellar under it, (without doubt not the 
ſame made 1390, of which I find mention elſewhere) was built by Sir Jonx 
AcLanD, a Devonſhire Knight, who beſtowed towards its building 800/.

LisBrarny. As for the Library it was at firſt, as J ſuppoſe, built by the 
Founder, but in what place I know not. He gave ſeveral books thereunto, 
and would, if his life had been ſpared by the giddy multitude, have enriched 
it with the rarities of his time. Afterward Joun GRAN DISON, Biſhop of 
Exeter, gave divers (35) theological books to it, an. 1368, as he did at the ſame 
time to other places, and Mr. Simon de BREDON, the Mathematician, di- 
vers (36) of Aſtronomy and Mathematicks, an. 1372. But the ſaid Library 
falling to ruin in the reign of Edw. III, about the year 1374, WILLIAM 
Reve, Biſhop of Chicheſter, gave towards its reparation twenty pounds, and 
twenty-five manuſcripts to be put therein, beſides what he gave (35) in his 
will, an. 1382. Which money being referved till other Benefactors came in, 
of whom TrHoMas Buwurywonan, Mae of Exeter, and Mr. Joux More, 
ſometime Rector of this place, afterward of St. Peter's in Exeter, were the 
chiefeſt, (who, as it appears, gave (38) ſeveral ſums of money) a comely 
Library was built on the eaſt ſide of the upper Court that now is, about the 
year 1383; which being afterwards found too little to receive the books given 
by divers Benefactors, Epmunp STAaFFrorD, beforementioned, repaired and

The ſecond was-in St, Mildred's pariſh Church, after the tranflation of 
the ſaid Students to Stapledon Hall, ſituated in that parifh. 

The third, in a Chapel within their own Houſe, erected within few years 
after their coming to Stapledon Hall: for the Founder, finding it trauble- 
ſome to his Scholars to attend divine offices in the pariſh Church, which

with convenient rooms under it, was finiſhed before the year 1326; for then, 
as I find, (45) upon the deſire of the Founder, licenſe was granted to him by 
the ſaid Biſhop of Lincoln, that he might conſecrate the greater Altar of the 
Chapel of Stapledon Hall, then lately built, to the honour of the Bleſſed 
Virgin Mary, St. Peter the Apoſtle, and St. Thomas the Martyr.

1404, to the end that a lobby 
or avenue might be made both to it and the Library. Beſide which alſo 
(and a little Chamber under the ſteps in the ſaid porch, which he then cauſed 
to be made) he gave ſeveral books, and a Chalice to be uſed in the ſaid 
Chapel. Afterward Mr. WiLLiam PALMER, before mentioned, made this 
Chapel longer at the eaſt end, and put up a fair window there, as alſo did 
Mr. Jon WesTLAKE, another on the north ſide about the year 1488.

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The fourth place in which the Society have celebrated ſervice, and do now, 
is that fair and comely Chapel ſtanding on the north ſide of the upper Court. 
The firſt ſtone of which was laid March 11, 1622-3, and finiſhed by Dr. George 
Hakewill, ſometime Fellow [afterward Rector] of this Houſe, an. 1624, ex- 
pending in the work (belide what the College did, which was about 200.) 
1200. The ſame year Oct. 5, it was conſecrated to the memory of St. James 
by the Dioceſan, at which time Dr. Prideaux [ then Rector] preached the Con- 
ſecration Sermon on Luke xix, verſe 46: My Houſe is the Houſe of Prayer.” 
Further alſo that the ſaid conſecration day ould be always remembered by 
the Students of this Houſe, the ſaid Dr. Hakewill gave afterward 3ol/. for 
the uſe of the College ; conditionally, that on the ſame day ſhould be prayers 
and a Sermon performed every year in the ſaid Chapel between the hours of. 
nine and eleven in the morning; which continuing in that manner till 1632, 
the Rector and Fellows then ordered that the penſion of forty ſhillings per an. 
iſſuing out of a tenement belonging to them in Magdalen pariſh in Oxford, 
(which Luke Eaton their head-Cook gave them 18 Jacob.) ſhould for the 
greater ſolemnity of that day be thus diſpoſed ; that is to fay, twenty ſhil- 
lings to him that preacheth on that day, two ſhillings - to the Bible-Clerk, 
two ſhillings to him that ſhould make clean the Chapel and walls thereof 
againſt that day, and ſixteen ſhillings to be beſtowed in wine for the dinner 
in the Hall after the Sermon, which continueth to this time.

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INGEvpwaso II, called Edward of Carnarvon, a learned prince, and 
in the time he lived an excellent poet, as certain authors (1) report, 
(who further tell that he made feveral poems) had fo great a veneration for 
Religion and the Muſes, that for the encouragement of them, not only 
founded the College of Carmelite Fryers in Oxford, the Black Fryers at 
raf in Hertfordſhire, and ſeveral other places, but alſo this af the Vir- 
gin Mary, called afterwards Oriel. To the erection of which Houſe, though 


at firſt he gave only his aſſiſting hand, yet ſoon after became Founder of it 
by affuming (upon certain conſiderations) that title upon him.

1324, 
that he might gurt meſſuage in the Town or Suburbs of Oxford, and 
in the ſame meſſuage inſtitute and found, to the honour of the Virgin Mary, 
a certain College of Schelarg ſtudying in divers Sciences “ per Rectorem“ 
(as he ſaith) “e de eiſdem Scholaribus elegendum, perpetuis temporibus ſub 
nomine Rectoris Domus Scholarium B. Mariz, Oxon, &c,“ to be ruled alſo 
and governed according to the form of the ordination of the faid Adam then 
to be made, notwithſtanding the ſtatute-of Mortmain lately publiſhed. 

Furthermore alfo at his inſtance, the King granted to the Rector and Scho- 
lars of the ſaid Hauſe, that they, e dieg the ſaid ſtatute, might 
purchaſe lands, tenements, and revenues, with advowſons of Churches to the 
yearly value of thirty pounds, (except ſuch as were held of him in capite) 
and to appropriate o themſelves and ſucceſſors the faid Churches for their 
ſuſtenance. NEL PE een 

Thie 1.icenſe being granted, the faid Apam br Brom, Clerk, purchafed 
(3) th. .me year of one Roger Mareſchall, Parſon of the Church of Tack- 
ley in the county of Oxon, a Tenement in St. Mary's pariſh, which he be- 
fore had new built : of which meſſuage, divers Shops, Selars, and Solars next 
to the ſtreet, he had let to farm to Laicks, but. the Refectory and Chambers 
which were backward, he had demiſed to certain Scholars of the Univerſity 
to be inhabited by them in a ſcholaſtical manner. This being done, he did, 
by his foundation (4) Charter, dated on the Feaſt of St. Nicholas, Biſhop ' 
and Confeſſor, (which is the 6th Decemb, } an, 1 324, found therein a College 
of Scholars, ſtudying and converſant in divinity and logic, and gave and

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cohfirmed it with its appurtenances to John de Laghton, Reckor elect, and 
to the ſaid Scholars and Succeſſors for ever. | 

They therefore being ſettled, and their foundation confirmed (5) by King 
Edward II, on the 2oth of the faid month and in the ſame year, A. de Brom 
upon confidence had of the _— liberality to the ſaid Houſe, and of the ſure 
and perpetual ſettlement thereof, reſigned, with conſent of the Scholars, all up 
into his hand to be ſo ordered as he ſhould think fit. After it had continued 
ſo for ſome time, he by his Charter, (6) dated 21 Jan. in the 19th year of his 
reign, Dom. 1325, made and appointed it a College of Scholars in Divinity, 
or at leaſt ſome of them (if it might ſeem fit) in the Canon Law. For which 
faculties, that they might be the more apt and diſpoſed, they ſhould for ſome 
time, according to a convenient ordination then to be made, ſtudy in the Uni- 
verſity Logic and Civil Law. The King then alſo appointed the faid Col- 
lege or Houſe to be always governed by a Provoſt, for whoſe, as alſo for the 
Scholars maintenance, he gave them one meſſuage, five ſhops, five ſolars, and 
one ſelar, in St. Mary's pariſh, which were ſometime belonging to Roger Ma- 
reſchall, Parſon of Tackley aforefaid, and alſo a meſſuage in the ſuburbs called 
Perillous Hall: both which Tenements he a little betore had obtained by the 
gift of A. de Brom. Furthermore alſo he gave them the advowſon of St. Mary's 
Church in Oxford, conditionally, that ſhould find four Chaplains to ce- 
lebrate ſervice in the ſaid church every day for ever. And that alſo the num- 
ber of Scholars in the ſaid Houſe might be increaſed, he then granted them, 
that they might purchaſe lands and tenements to the yearly value of ſixty 

unds. 

Thus far King EDwARPD II, who by theſe his good deeds was deſervedly 
ſtiled and written the Founder of the Houſe of the Virgin Mary in Oxon. 
Afterwards that the faid Scholars might be rightly governed, the firſt Provoſt 
Apam de Brom gave them ſtatutes 23 May 1326, (confirmed three years after 
by Henry Burgaſh, Biſhop of Lincolf) wherein among ſeveral things, it ap- 
pears that he appointed to be always maintained in the College, one Provoſt 
and ten Fellows or Scholars ſtudying in Divinity; of which three were after- 
ward allowed by the Viſitor to ſtudy the Canon Law if they pleaſed. That 
being done, he beſtirred himſelf to procure other maintenances for his Scho- 
lars, leſt (if he ſhould up > die) they might be left deſtitute of a com- 
fortable ſubſiſtance. The firſt thetefore about that time which he obtained 
was the Church of Aberforth in Yorkfhire, given (7) afterward by him and 
one Will. Harleſton (who had intereſt therein) to this his Houſe. Then 
King Epward III, who beſtowed (8) on them a largs meſſuage, ſituated 
for the moſt part in the pariſh of St. John Baptiſt, then commonly called 
and written La Oriole, in the firſt year of his reign, Dom. 1327. To which, 
after Mr. James of Spain, Clerk, had (9) releaſed alt his right therein to the

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Scholars of the Virgin Mary, (which was in the 3d of Edw. III) granted to 
him by Queen Elianor, the ſaid Scholars tranſlated themſelves, leaving their 
old habitation, then called Tackley's Inn, and afterward Bulkley Hall, to 
other Scholars of the Univerſity, who became tenants to them. 

The next year (1328) the ſaid Apam de Brom procured of the King the 
Hoſpital of St. Bartholomew near Oxford, with all its appurtenances, to be 
annexed to this Houſe, to the end chiefly that the Provoſt and Scholars of 
the ſaid Houſe may in times of infection, and when peſtilential diſeaſes be- 
gin to increaſe, retire thereunto. Which Hoſpital, though then it was no 
great Benefit to the ſaid Scholars, yet ſince the act of Proviſions for the Uni- 
verſities was made, hath been a convenient addition to their revenues, 

Theſe were all the incomes, if I miſtake not, that the Kid and Aran de 
Brom gave and procured; for - whoſe benefaction, as alſo for that of Ev- 
WARD III and of Henry Burcasn, Biſhop of Lincoln, (the laſt of which 
appropriated the Church of St. Mary to the uſe of the ſaid Scholars) were 
two Students of this Houſe that were prieſts, or elſe two Chaplains whom 
the College ſhould appoint, ordered (10) to celebrate maſs at certain times 
for the welfare and good eſtate of Sir Robert Burgaſh and Mawde his Wite, 
parents of, and for Robert and Stephen, brethren to, the ſaid Biſhop ; for 
which ſervices the ſaid Prieſts or Chaplains were to receive eighteen ſhil- 
lings yearly, beſides what they could get from the good will of others. 


EEE FACTOR 


As for thoſe Benefactors, that have either given Fellowſhips or Scholar- 
ſhips, I ſhall in order recite. The firſt, as I conceive, was | 

Jonx Franke, Clerk, Maſter or Keeper of the Rolls in Chancery, and 
afterwards Keeper of the Great Seal, temp. Hen. VI, who dying in the 19th 
year he ſaid King's reign, or thereabouts, ordered that his executors 
ſhoulu pay out of his goods and revenues 1000l. to this place, to purchaſe 
lands for the maintenance of four Fellows of the Counties of Somerſet, Dor- 
ſet, Wilts, and Devon. Which money being paid, was bought by them of 
the King the reverſion of Wadley Manor in Berkſhire, then poſſeſſed for 
term of life by John Norrys and Alice his wife. Out of the revenues of 
which, beſides the maintenance of four Fellows, the College was to pay 
twelve marks yearly to the prieſt of the Chantry in the Church of Trent in 
Somerſetſhire, (the native place of the Benefactor) which Chantry was or- 
dered by the will of the Benefactor to be founded, and this College to be 
perpetual patrons thereof. 

Joann CARPENTER, firſt Fellow, then Provoſt of this Houſe, and at length 
Biſhop of Worceſter, gave in his laſt will lands in Oxfordſhire for the main-

tenance 
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tenance of one Fellow, ſucceſſively to be choſen out of the Dioceſe of Wor- 
ceſter, &c. about the year 1476. He alſo gave (11) an annual Exhibition 
ro ſix poor Scholars, after the rate of eightpence a week, to be paid by the 
Provoſt and Fellows, who were to receive the ſaid money from St. Anthony's 
Hoſpital in London (of which the ſaid Benefactor had been Maſter.) But 
that Hoſpital (12) being afterward annexed to the Collegiate Church of St. 
George in Windſor, the faid Provoſt and Fellows received it thence, He 
alſo gave (13) Bedell Hall, an ancient receptacle for Scholars, ſituated 
between St. Mary's Hall on the north, and the garden belonging to this 
College on the South: For which benefaction the ſaid donor, together with 
Mr. Henry prom of this Houſe, Executor to the ſaid Biſhop, had a Com- 
memoration (14) with a Placebo and Dirige celebrated for them on the feaſt 
of 11000 Virgins by the Students of this place; to which ſervice the Scho- 
lars of Bedell Hall were bound to be preſent. | 

WiLL1aM SMYTH, Biſhop of Lincoln, the worthy Founder of Braſenoſe 
College, gave 3ool. to purchaſe lands for the maintenance of one Fellow, 
ſucceſſively to be choſen out of the Dioceſe of Lincoln, &c. 1507. 

RIcHARD DupLey, D. D. ſometime Fellow of this Houſe, afterwards 
Chancellor of the Church of Saliſbury, gave a certain Manor near Bath, cal- 
led Swaynſwyke in Somerſetſhire, for the maintenance of two Fellows and 
ſix Exhibitioners, &c. 1529, In memory of whom the Provoſt and Fellows 
oblige themſelves to celebrate yearly a Commemoration with a Placebo end 
Dirige on the feaſt of St. Luke the Evangeliſt. 

Joux JacxMan, M. A. ſometime Fellow, gave to the College his houſe 
and lands in St. Giles's pariſh in the ſuburbs of Oxford, to the end that the 
rent of them might be employed upon ſome honeſt poor Scholar of the 
County of Worceſter (wherein the ſaid Jackman was born) to be porter here, 
and keep the gate, &c : given by will bearing date 13 March 1599, proved.

BUILDINGS. 
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THE Buildings of this place were at firſt no other than the great Meſ- 
ſuage called Oriole, or Oriel Hall, whoſe weſt fide ſtood in Schydyard-ſtreer, 
and ſouth ſide in that of St. John Baptiſt. But afterward when certain meſ- 
ſuages were purchaſed that laid on the north fide of the ſaid Hall, the So- 
ciety began to frame their edifices into a quadrangular pile about the latter 

end of K. Edward III, partly with their own, and partly with the money of 
certain Benefactors. hich buildings being erected at ſeveral times, ſome 
of ſtone, and others of timber and plaiſter, continued for the moſt part till 
an. 1620; and then the ſouth part and moſt of the weſt fide were pulled 
.down, and that fabrick, now ſtanding in their place, which reacheth from the 
welt end of the Chapel to the place called Oriel College corner, and thence 
to the buildings on the north fide of the common Gate, was erected. To- 
wards the finiſhing of which AnTawony BIEN cow, Doctor of Civil Law, 
ſometime Provoſt, gave 1300l. As for the reſt of the College which re- 
mained, that is to ſay, the north and eaſt ſides, were pulled down an. 1637, 
and within three or four years after, the eaſt, north, and part of the weſt ſides 
were built anſwerable to the former, making the quadrangle then far bigger 
than the old, and the neateſt and moſt uniform as any in Oxon. To 
the erection of which ſides ſeveral well-diſpoſed perſons gave monies; among 
which were Dr. Joan Torson, the Provoſt, and the Fellows then in the 
Houſe, who gave gol. apiece, amounting to 950l. Dr. W. Lewis, [ſome- 
time Provoſt,] Maſter of the Hoſpital oY St. Croſs, and Chaplain domeſtic 
to his Majeſty, gave 100]. RIHARD KnicaTLEy, of Preſton in Northamp- 
tonſhire, Eſq. ſometime Fellow Commoner of this Houſe, 100], RoßERT 
P1zrpoINT, Earl of Kingſtone, ſometime Fellow Commoner alſo, 100l; 
with ſeveral others that had been Fellows and Commoners of this College, 
who e, ſome 40l. others 20l. and ſome 10l. apiece. Beſides which alſo 
Dr. To.son bequeathed afterward toward the uſe of the Fabrick 1150l. 
beſides monies for the uſe of the Provoſt's lodgings, and divers books to 
the Library. | 


[Joun Ropinson, ſometime a Member of this College, and afterwards 
Biſhop of London, erected in his life-time the building which ſtands on the 
eaſt ſide of the garden. He gave alſo in his life-time an eſtate for the foun- 
dation of three Exhibitions for Bachelors, in the year 1718. On the front 
of this building is the following inſcription :

Hall or Refectory was no other than what the Scholars found in Oriel- 
Hall, which being pulled down when their buildings were made quadran- 
gular, a fair Hall was built, as it ſeems, on the north ſide of the old quadran- 
gle, by the contribution (34) of ſeveral that had been of the College. In 
which Hall, as the vain tradition of people goeth, the Mayor of Oxford 
was (35) hanged when the great conflict happened an. 1354, and that alſo 
part of the rope was in the memory of man hanging on one of the beams 
there; but how falſe it is may be ſeen in the Annals in the firſt book. The 
ſaid Hall remaining (as it ſeems) in uſe till 1637, was then pulled down, and 
this that is now ſtanding on the eaſt ſide of the quadrangle was two or three 
years after built, x

LIBRARY. As for the Library, which ſtood on the eaſt ſide of the old 
quadrangle, was built about the year 1444; to the erection of which Mr. 
Tro. Gascoicne, D. D. and Commoner ſometime of this Houſe, (36) gave 
fave marks, beſides ſeveral volumes to be chained therein for the {3 of the 
Students in the ſaid College. What Library they had before I find none:

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for their books, given by ſome of the Provoſts and Fellows, with others that 
had been ſometime of the Univerſity, (namely Simon BREDon, William 
Revs, (37) &c.) were repoſed in Cheſts, and by the Fellows of the Houſe 
were borrowed thence upon certain pledges given in to the keepers of them. 
Avpam de Brom gave to his Scholars books to the value of gol. which he 
had bought of the executors of Thomas Cobham, Biſhop of Worceſter : 
which Biſhop had bequeathed them to his Library on the north ſide of St. 
Mary's Chancel, for the uſe of the Univerſity, in caſe his debts and funeral 
expences could be cleared without the ſale of them, but being they could 
not (as the executors pretended) Adam de Brom bought them for the uſe of 
his Scholars of the Houſe of the Virgin Mary, as is before mentioned. 
Which books, after they had laid for ſome time in Cheſts in their poſſeſſion, 
the Scholars of the Univerſity took them away by force, and carried them 
to the ſaid Library of Thomas Cobham, where they remained till their 
tranſlation to Duke Humphry's Library: ſo that they being deprived of 
their books (I ſpeak all this ſrom their (38) Declaration in defence of them- 
ſelves againſt the Univerſity's right to them) they had no conſiderable num- 
ber till their Library before mentioned was built. To which, when finiſhed, 
Mr. HEN. Sameson, Mr. Thom. Hawxvns, Mr. Joux TavLovur, Mr. 
James More, Provoſts, and ſeveral of their ancient Fellows gave books. 
So that the -ſaid Library continuing till an. 1637, was then pulled down, 
and this that now is on the north ſide of the quadrangle in the third ſtory, 
was afterwards built; for the furniſhing of which with pews or ſtudies, Mr. 
EpwaRD Coms, ſometime Fellow (who died 1629) left 100. | 


CHAPEL. As for the places wherein the Society have celebrated ſervice, 
have been firſt in St. Mary's pariſh Church, which proving troubleſome to 
the Scholars, as alſo very inconvenient, becauſe of the daily and ſometimes 
hourly meetings there of the Univerſity, they obtained (39) licence of John 
[Bokyngham] Biſhop of Lincoln, 2 March 1372, to celebrate divine offices 
in a Chapel in the ſaid College, conſtrutta vel conſtruenda;“ for then, as 
it plainly appears, Ricyarp Earl of ArunDELL had at his own charges 
begun and pretty well carried on a Chapel on the ſouth fide of the College; 
but being not in a capacity to ſee the work ended, becauſe taken off by civil 
affairs, his ſon THOMAS ARUNDELL, Biſhop of ELy, (ſometime a Student in 
this Houſe) finiſhed it, and made it complete for uſe. (40) So that whether the 
Society made advantage of the former Licenſe, becagſe the Chapel was not 
finiſhed till ſeveral years after it was granted, ſeems. to me nor, foraſmuch as 
they obtained (41) another Licence from the Biſhop of Lincoln, dated 3 Dec. 
1437, whereby it was granted to the Scholars of St. Mary of Oriel, that they

This little Chapel being uſed till 1620 or thereabouts, was then pulled 
down to make room for the raiſing of the ſouth fide of the preſent quadran- 
gle.

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Hrs concluded what I have to ſay of Oriel, I muſt proceed to 
ſpeak of Queen's College, ſituated in the pariſh of St. Peter in the eaſt, 
and near to the Church thereof. The Founder was one RopterT oe EcLes- 
FELD of the county of Cumberland, Bachelor of Divinity (as 'tis ſaid) of this 
Univerſity, Chaplain to Philippa, the wife of K. Edward III, and Rector of 
the church of Burgh under Stayneſmore in Weſtmoreland. 

He, it ſeems, beholding the encouragement due to the men of his country 
to be wanting in this Univerſity, and that no place had been yet deſigned 
for them ; did, for that reaſon, and for the propagation of good letters, ex- 
ed therein by the Queen) as to purchaſe for 
them ſeveral tenements in the ſaid pariſh of St. Peter, wherein for the pre- 
ſent time they might live, and afterward when others were bought in, build 
an Hall or College thereon. 11335290 

The firſt that was purchaſed was that (1) with its appurtenances of the 
Maſter and Scholars of Univerſity Hall, ſituated between the tenement of 
Margaret the daughter of Philip de Stockwell, (lately the wife of Thomas 
de Wynneſbury) on the eaſt, and a-tenement (2) of Oſney Abbey on the 
weſt, 19 May, 14 Edw. III, Dom. 1340. The next were two Selds (3) of 
John de la Chaumbre of Oxford, Lockyer, lying between the tenement of 
the Hoſpital of St. John Baptiſt in Oxford on the [North] ſide, and the te- 
nement ſometime of Richard de Beſſingby on the [ſouth,] 14 June, 14 
Edw. III. The third tenement was bought (4) of Mr, Richard de Eveſham, 
Clerk, known before by the name of Temple Hall, which then laid between 
the tenement of Oſney {called Dendamour halle] on the ſouth fide, and [a 
tenement] of the houſe or Hoſpital of St. John Baptiſt, [called le Hamer 
halle, (3) on the [north], 17 Dec. 14 Edw.

8. Mr. Robert de Hardley of the ſame College. g. Mr. William de Heigh- 
tilbury (10) of Merton College. 10. Mr. Reynold de Stratton. 11. Mr. 
William de Wantyng of Merton College. 12. Mr. Hugh de Mollyngton; 
of the dioceſes of Carlifle, York, Lincoln, Norwich, Worceſter, Saliſbury, 
Hereford, and Exeter. 

To theſe, which he inſtituted in reference to Chriſt and his twelve Apo- 
ſtles, the Founder intended to add ſeventy poor young men, with reference 
to the ſeventy diſciples, to be nurſed up and educated in good arts and 
ſciences, to ſupply the Fellows” places when they ſhould become void. Them 
alſo he intended to have been ſummoned to refection, as it elſewhere appelrs,

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by the ſound of a trumpet; and the Fellows on the one fide of the table in 
robes of ſcarlet, (the Doctors in Divinity and Decrees to have them faced 
with black furs) to oppoſe in philoſophy the poor Scholars, kneeling on the 
other ſide; but he dying immaturely, left the ſaid deſign very imperfect. 
As for the formality of ſcarlet it continued many years, till the charge 
thereof, and trouble in wearing it at times of refection, cauſed it to be laid 
aſide; but as for the oppoſing of the poor Scholars, (or Children as they 
are called) which are but very fe conſidering the Founder's intention, conti- 
nueth to this day. | 

Now that the ſaid Scholars and their ſucceſſors might be equally governed, 
and each know his duty what to do, the Founder gave them Statutes under 
his own hand and ſeal, dated at Oxford, 10 Feb. 1340. Therein, among 
ſeveral things, I find that the Provoſt is to be always elected from the num- 
ber of Fellows, and to be one of the clergy, or in orders. The Fellows 
(who are to increaſe and decreaſe as the revenues of the College do) are to be 
of the counties of Cumberland and Weſtmoreland, and chiefly thoſe of the 
Founder's kindred, if any ſuch there be, he being brother to John de Egles- 
feld, who was his heir, and both the ſons of John de Eglesfeld and Beatrice 
his wife, and grandſons of Tho. de Eglesfeld and Hawiſia his wife,

aired, or who were benefactors anciently thereunto, only ſo far that Mr. 
Wau before mentioned, bought a meſſuage with a cottage annexed, at 
the weſt end of the Chapel, which haply was to make room either for the 
building the outer Chapel, or elſe this Library. Howſoever it is, I am certain 
that ſeveral panting gore books to the College without any mention made of 
having them repoſed in the Library : which makes me think that they were 
put into Cheſts, according to the manner before the invention of deſks or 
pews came up. (97) Mr. Simon de Brzpon, an eminent Mathematician, 
Canon of the Cathedral of Chicheſter, Rector of Bydingdon, and Warden of 
Maidſtone Hoſpital, gave in his will (98) to this College, an. 1372, ſeveral 
books of Aſtronomy and Mathematics. Mr. WILLIAM Rept, Biſhop of Chi- 
cheſter, gave ten books (99) an. 1382, beſide 10. and a filver Chalice for 
the College. Mr. Roczx CoTyncaam before mentioned, all (100) his books 
at the time of his death. Mr. R. WazLeDALE a conſiderable number (101) 
an. 1422. All which, with many others, were without doubt kept in Cheſts 
till the Library was built. What I have to ſay of this place (not that I 
ſhall take notice of divers benefactors ſince) is, that all that maketh for the 
—_— of this Library is the effigies of a man kneeling, in a purple gown 
in the ſouth window, with the crown of his head tonſured, os probably 
gave in his lifetime; or bequeathed at his death, monies for the building or 
repairing of this place.

CuAPET. Concerning a Chapel or place in this Houſe where the Society 
might celebrate ſervice, I find theſe matters following : | 

1. That the Founder being willing to have a Chapel in this College while 
he lived, ſupplicated Pope Clement VI for leave to build one, which being 

anted, the ſaid Pope ſent his Bull (104) to the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 

ated 4th cal. of May an, Pontif, 1; that he give way for the building of 
one for the Scholars of Queen's College; viz. © Cujuſdam Collegii (as he 
words it) eminentis numeri Magiſtrorum, Studentium et Capellanorum, &c. 
2. That being done, the King, upon the deſire of his Conſort Q. ow a, 
2 (105) leave to the Provoſt and Scholars, that they might build a 

hapel within the limits of their Hall or College, to the end that they might 
ray for the good eſtate of him the ſaid King, his Queen, and all his children, 
or his predeceſſors and heirs, and for the benefactors to the College. At 
the ſame time alſo (this being granted 28 Jan. 1348) the ſaid King gave 
leave to John de Stowford before mcntioned, that he might give to the Prior 
and Convent of St. Frideſwyde's the Advowſon of the Church of Shaw 
(which was taxed at fix marks and an half, and held of the King in capite) 
with this condition, that they the ſaid Prior and Convent would grant to the 
Provoſt and Scholars certain plots of ground contiguous to their habitation, 
to the end that a Chapel might be built on them. 

3. That Mr. William Muſchamp beforementioned (who died 1355) built 
(106) a great part of the Chapel. 

4. That Pope Urban (the Vth I think) (107) granted to the Provoſt and 
Fellows cal. Feb. an. Pontif. 2; that whereas there was neither Church nor 
Chapel built within their Houſe, wherein they might celebrate divine ſervice, 
they might build one to the honour of God, the bleſſed Virgin Mary, and 
All Saints. 

5. That Mr. Roger de Cotyngham, who was Fellow of this Houſe in the 
reign of K. Rich.

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Diſtinguiſhed for his learning, eloquence, politenefs of manner, piety and charity, He, 
with great prudence and judicious moderation, prefided over his College to its general 
happineſs. Its intereſts were the conſtant object of his attention, He was himſelf a 
good BenefaQor to it, and was bleſt with the ſucceſs of obtaining for it, by his reſpeR- 
_ — ſeveral ample donations to the very great and perpetual increaſe of its 

iſhment. 


Having acquitted himſelf in the ſeveral ſtations in which Providence had placed him, with 
ſingular eminency of character and reputation, he died November 23, 1750, aged 86. 


He married Mazy the daughter and eo. heireſs of Henry Lowther. Eſq, of Ingleton 

hall in the county of York, and of Lowther in the county of Fermanagh in Ireland, and

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EFORE I come to ſpeak of the Foundation of this College, 1 ſhall 
mention ſome things of the worthy Founder thereof. 

He therefore (to paſs by the falſe and ſcandalous (1) report of Dr. Lon- 
don, ſometime Warden of this 1 concerning him and his parentage) 
known commonly by the name of William of Wykeham, was born (2) in 
the county of Southampton an. 1324. His parents names were John and 
Sybill, bur as for the ſirname of the former, divers authors differ about it, 
as they do, about the ſirname of him we are now ſpeaking, John Leland 
(3) ſirnames them (eſpecially the ſon) Petott; Nich. Harpesfield, an eminent 
hiſtorian, and ſometime Fellow of this Houſe, Wicam, and others Long. 
The firſt was his original name; becauſe his Father's was ſo, the ſecond he 
took from the place of his birth, and the third from his ſtature : and as it 
has been obſerved, it was nothing more common than for Clergymen (nay, 
and for Laics too) to take their names from the places of their birth, 
and others alſo (or elſe given to them) from their properneſs or defects of 
| body, as Long, Short, Cromp, &c. common names then and in theſe times. 

Which of theſe firnames, authors that are the ancienteſt, acknowledge is 
Long. Robert Heers of this Houſe, at or within few years after the death 
of the Founder, in his little treatiſe concerning his life, (4) which he, toge- 
ther with the book of Statutes, gave to Wincheſter College, delivereth of 
his pedigree to this effect. William Stratton begat of Amicia, daughter of 
the Lord of Stratton, near Selbortie, four ſons, namely, Richard, Stephen, 
Robert, and John, who all died without iſſue. Beſides theſe he begat of 
her three daughters, Alice, Julian and Eleanor. Alice was taken to wife 
by John Bowade, of whom he'begat a daughter named Sybill, who was af⸗ 
terward married to John Long, from which John and Sybill came William, 
who was afterward Biſhop os Wincheſter,- alſo a daughter named Agnes, 
who had a daughter by her huſband called Alice, that was married to Wil- 
liam Perott, from which William and Alice deſeended three ſons, c{triſtened 
by the names of William, John, and Thomas, The laſt was firnamed 
Wykeham, and took to his wife the daughter of William Wilkenis Eſq. of 
whom were begotten ſons and daughters. Thus R. Heers, ſeconded by 
certain Heralds; whereby it appears that the ſirname of Perott is not allowed

C. ers there are that deny the name of Long, and allow only Wykeham, 
as being not only born at that place in Hampſhire, but alſo deſcended from 
ſuch a name that had anciently inhabited there, or in thoſe parts, as parti- 
cularly Harpesfeild, who ſaith (8) that in the reign of King John there was 
one Ralf de Wykeham, and in the time of King Hen. III, Robert de 
Wykeham, Knt. out of whoſe ſtock, family and kindred came the Founder 
of this College, W. de Wykeham. And without doubt had his name been 
Perott or Long, he would have ſued out his pardon by either of thoſe 
names. But to let theſe things paſs, notwithſtanding there is not wanting 
ſufficient matter that might be further produced in relation to his birth, de- 
ſcent and kindred, which is not yet publickly known, I ſhall paſs forward.

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William de Wykeham was bred up in the rudiments of grammar among 
ſeveral children of quality at Wincheſter, by the care and charge of one Sir 
Nicholas Wodall, or (9) Udall of Wykeham, Kt. (10) From thence he went 
to the Univerſity of Oxford, (11) where in his firſt years he ſtudied Logic, 
Mathematics, and Arithmetic, and afterward, that which he chiefly aimed 
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at, the Civil Law. In the Mathematics he heard Lewis Charlton, (bro- 
ther to Humphry Charlton, Chancellor of this Univerſity) afterward Bi- 
ſhop of Hereford, and in the Civil Law William de Drogheda, (as tis by 
one (12) reported, notwithſtanding it partly appears elſewhere that the ſaid 
Drogheda lived in the century beforegoing) who among ſeveral books 
that he wrote was one intituled De judiciorum ordine. 

About that time W. de Wykeham, by the commendatory letters of Sir 
Nich. Udall, became familiar with two great perſons here in Oxford, namely, 
William Courtney, and John Bokyngham, very well ſeen in the Canon Law 
and Divinity. The former was afterward Chancellor of Oxford and Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, the other Archdeacon of Northampton, and, as ſome 
ſay, Biſhop of Lincoln. 

After he had ſpent five years and an half in Oxford, he was called away 
by his Patron Sir N. Udall, at that time Conſtable of Wincheſter Caſtle, 
and Lieutenant of the county of Southampton ; where applying himſelf to 
his ſervice, and aſſiſting him in his affairs, eſpecially in writing and diſpatch- 
ing away letters to the King's Council and ſeveral of the Nobles, acquired 
to himſelf great fame and repute, and that not ordinary, if you conſider the 
immaturity of his years. In the ſaid employment he behaved himſelf with 
ſo great prudence and diſcretion, that he was not only thought worthy to 
undergo the office of Secretary to his patron, but to other more worthy 

erſons, as it afterward in a ſhort time came to paſs, when he was received 
into the retinue of William Edyngdon, Biſhop of Wincheſter, Lord Trea- 
ſurer afterward to the King. 

In theſe employments he continued for ſome time. At length when 
K. Edward III came from Portſmouth to Wincheſter (where he made his 
abode ſome days) taking then great delight in him, as well from the come- 
lineſs of his perſon as commendations which Sir Nicholas then (13) gave 
him of his ingenious parts, beſtowed (14) preferment on him; among which

A prieſt he was not as yet; therefore the King, who knew that greater 
and better preferments belonged to that function than the employment that 
he followed, commanded him to take the prieſthood on him; (17) which 
being no ſooner obeyed, an. 1361, was firſt made Rector of St. Martin's in 
London, then Dean of St. Martin's le Grand, Archdeacon ſucceſſively 
of Lincoln, Northampton, and Buckingham, (18) with divers other promo- 
tions; among which was a Prebendſhip in the Collegiate Church of Be- 
verly, and another called Laghton in the Church of York. (19) 

At length he became Biſhop of Wincheſter, an. 1 367, (20) and ſuddenly 
after, viz. 17 Sept. 1368, confirmed Chancellor of b 
office he kept ſcarce four years; for in the beginning of 1372 (22) it ap- 
pears that he delivered up the great ſeal to the King at Weſtminſter, which 
was forthwith delivered to Sir Rob. de Thorp, Kt.

After he was Biſhop, he was truſted with all the weighty affairs of the 
realm, diſpoſed of the king's money, and governed all things at his pleaſure. 
Nothing paſſed but he had a finger in it, or elſe at leaſt came to his know- 
ledge. But ſo it was, that the favour of his Prince did not in ſometime after 
fmile on him in that meaſure as before; for what by the inſtigation of ſome 
of his enemies to the King, that he did defraud him of his treaſure, and that 
he acted many things under hand, he was deprived of his temporalities, and 
forbidden to come near the Court. The-manner how and for what cauſe 
this happened; and to what iſſue it came, I ſhould here recite, but it being 
ſo commonly handled by divers hiſtorians already, I ſhall forbear and 
proceed, (25) - | | | 

After two years (26) deprivation and abſence, he was, through the media- 
tion of Alice Piers, (27) a gentlewoman entirely beloved of K. Edw. III in 
his laſt days, reſtored to all again. After which he behaved himſelf ſo diſ- 
creetly in that dangerous time, when ſuch private hatred and emulation paſ- 
ſed between the king and his nobles, that both parties ſeemed to approve of 
him before another in his place. | 

Things being thus ſettled with him, and wealth daily increaſing, thoughts 
were entertained to procure to himſelf friends of the unrighteous Mammon, 
Wherefore ſettling his mind on Oxford and Wincheſter, the two places of 
his education, refalved by God's aſſiſtance to found in the ſaid places ſome 
permanent monuments to the glory of God, the benefit of the church, and 
the eternal memory of his own name. His monument at Oxford, New 
College, (28) ſuppoſed to have taken its name from an ancient Hoſtle, ſome-

At Wincheſter he appointed the number of an hundred and five perſons, 
viz. one Warden, ten Fellows that are prieſts, three Chaplains, three Clerks, 
fifteen ( 33) Choriſters, who are daily to perform divine offices in the Chapel 
there, ſeventy Scholars to apply themſelves to grammar, and a Maſter and 
an Uſher to inſtruct them. All which, except the Clerks and Choriſters, are 
to come to, and go from, New College ; that is to ſay, the Warden, Maſter, 
and Fellows by election from, and the Scholars by choice and approbation 
to, the ſaid place. What his benefactions to the public and church 
were, beſides the former, as alſo his charity in maintaining fifty (34) Scholars 
at Oxford for ſeven years ſpace before his College was founded there, I need 
not particularly recount, being remembered by ſeveral already. So many were 
his worthy actions, both public and private, throughout the moſt part of the 
courſe of his life, treading upon his heels even to the laſt, that they deſerve 
more the praiſes of an elegant writer, than a remembrance by my ſimple pen. 

He ſpent the moſt part of his days in great quietneſs and content, ſate 
Biſhop of Wincheſter thirty-ſeven years, lived in health, and ran the courſe 
of a long, happy, and moſt honourable life. He (35) died 20 (36) Sept. 
1404, and was buried (37) in the body of his own church (which from the 
ground he had [re]built) under a fair monument remaining to this day. In his

Among which were ſeveral plots of ground belonging to the Town 
of Oxon, and a common lane, in which alſo they had intereſt; ſo that the 
Warden and Scholars of his College, forthwith to be ordained, bind them; 
ſelves and ſucceſſors to keep in reparation ſo much of the north and eaſt wall 
of the ſaid Town that ſhould include the ſaid College; and that alſo they make 
a gate or poſtern on each ſide of the ſaid wall at the extent of the College li-

The ſaid jury alſo delivered, that © the ſaid common way, or lane, and plots 
of ground beforementioned, and others which the Biſhop of Wincheſter was 
about to procure, were not built on or included for a private uſe, but were 
full of filth, dirt, and ſtinking carcaſes, brought from ſeveral places in the 
Town, which were to the great annoyance of the Town, and Univerſity of 
Scholars, and to the detriment of all men that paſſed that way; and that 
alſo there was a concourſe of malefactors, murderers, whores, and thieves, to 
the-great damage of the Town, and danger of Scholars and other men paſ- 
ſing that way; and that Scholars and others were there often wounded, killed, 
and loſt ; and that all the ſaid plots of ground lay waſte, and had been for a

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long time deferted from the inhabiting of any perſon, and that it vd a place 
as *twere deſolate, and not included, or by any occupied.” 

They ſaid alſo, that to ere buildings on the ſaid ground, and include the 
ſaid land, would prove profitable to future times, a relief and recovery of 
the whole Town, and would redound much to the honour and fecurity of 
the Scholars in the Univerſity that ſhould in times to come inhabit therein, 
and alſo to the profit and relief of the Town, and all men dwelling therein.” 

They delivered alſo, that the faid meſſuages and plots of ground were 
worth in all profits according to the true value ten ſhillings yearly, and no 
more, becaufe that nobody ever cared to enter upon,. or have any thing to 
do with them, &c. 9 

So far the Jury: though as to this laſt thing that they delivered, it ap - 
pears to the contraty; when as the Burghers of Oxford made che Biſhop pay 
for their eight plots of ground, and their ſhare in the common lane, before- 
mentioned (all which were deſolate, and were afterwards included wichin the 
limits of the College) eighty pounds, as it evidently ars (54) elſewhere.

Which being performed, and he finding it high time to get other lands 
for the enlargement of his Coll which he had not yet according to the 
model procured, did purchaſe (56) of the Miniſter and Brethren of the order 
of the holy Trinity two plots of ground, containing one acre of land, on 
the firſt 4 Auguſt the ſame year beforementioned, which they before had 
of the Mayor and Commonalty of Oxford. It contained as I elſewhere (57) 
find, threeſcore perches in length, from the weſt to the eaſt end, that is to 
ſay, un Smyth- gate within the walls, to the north-eaſt corner of the ſaid 
wall ar to Cro Well; and in breadth one perch and an half.

Another confirmation (60) of the eight plots of ground, containing two 
acres of land, and a common lane containing three roods, of the Mayor and 
Commonalty of Oxford, 2 Aug. the fame year. For which purchaſe, as I told 
you before, they made the Biſhop pay 8u. 0 K 
Another confirmation (6t) of a meſſuage ſituated between the tenement 
of William Spaldyng, called Spaldyng Couch, on the weſt, and a certain plot 
of ground which (while it had edifices thereon) was called Bole Hall, on the 
eaſt, 4 Aug. 3 Ric. II. Which meſſuage John de Bokingham, and John de 
Rouceby had before purchaſed of the Vicar and Pariſhioners of St. Peter 
in the eaft, as is told you before under the fourth head. Theſe ceremonies 
the Founder was the more willing to do, becauſe the purchaſes of the faid 
lands and tenements were made before his deprivation, and knew' not bur that 
the ſaid purchaſes, without confirmation, _ be looked upon as invalid, 
ſeeing that his temporalities' had before been ſeized into the King's hands. 
| The ſaid lands being obtained, beſides other parcels and tenements (for 
all which he had the King's licenſe) iſſued forth his Charter, (62) for the 
foundation of his College dated 26 Nov. 1379. Wherein (after he gives 
divers reaſbns why he founds it, the chiefeſt of which was becauſe of the 
ſcantity of Scholars in the nation, having been ſwept away by great peſti- 
lences (63) and wars) I find that his intentions were, that one Warden and 
threeſcore and ten poor and indigent Scholars ſhould: always be ſuſtained by 
his liberality, and that his College ſhould be called the College of St. Mary, 
commonly, Seit:te Patie-College of Muncheſkre in Dxenford, - 
After this was done, and letters (64) of Attorney granted to Mr. John de 
Campden, and Mr. Nicholas de Wykeham, Warden of this College, to take 
feiſm of all lands, tenements, plots of ground, &c. which were before obtained 
(his Scholars in the mean time being tor the moſt part maintained in certain 
halls and hoſtles, chiefly in Hert-hall, and that of Black (64 adjoining) the 
time for laying the firſt ſtone was (65) appointed, viz. 5th of March 1379480; 
which day approaching, the Biſhop came to Oxford, and for the greater ſolem- 
nity of the work, laid the firſt ſtone himſelf, in the preſence of his Scholars and

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conſecration. After which was performed, followed with great paſtime and 
mirth, the whole was finiſhed; 1386, in the ſame manner in effect as it now 
ſtands, built very ſtrong in every particular, and for the moſt part encom- 
paſſed with an embattled wall; out of deſign, as ſome have thought, to hold 
out a ſiege if need required it; which in the year 1631, when K. Charles II 
came out of Scotland to Worceſter, had like to have come to paſs, to the 
great damage of this place, and the Students thereof. In ſo admirable a 
condition did he complete it, as well in its ſtructure as government, that 
examples thereby were given to ſeveral in following ages to imitate, that is 
to (66) ſay, to William de Waynfleet, when he erected his College at Ox. 
ford, K. Hen. VI his College at Cambridge, and his other at Eaton, and to 
others (67) in ſucceeding times in this Univerſity, eſpecially as to govern- 
ment, when their reſpective ſtatutes given to them by their Founders, 
were for the moſt part the ſame with Wykeham's, a few words only 
changed. t.

On the 14th of April the ſame year (1386) being then the vigil of Palm 
Sunday, the firſt Warden and Fellows (68) entered the College at three (69) 
of the clock in the morning with ſolemn proceſſion and Litanies, commend- 
ing then themſelves and their ſtudies to the care and protection of the Al- 
mighty. Which being done, and the Scholars ſettled in their chambers, (as 
it was before appointed) the Founder proceeded to enlarge the ſite of his 
College, to the end that all neceſſary Par MIGHt,Ve procured and built for 
their uſe. For this end obtaining of the Nunnery of Stodley a meſſuage 
called Sheldhall (70) 12th of Ric. II, of Univerfity College, another (71) 
called Mayden Hall, and a third of (72) Oſney, ſtiled Great or More Hamer 
hall, the ſame year he pulled them, down, and in their places built part of 
the weſt, and moſt part of the ſouth, Cloiſter, as alſo; made that way leading 
from the eaſt part of Hart hall to this College gate. As for the north Cloi- 
ſter, it was built on the common way which led from Smythgate to the 
north eaſt corner of the Town wall, included before by the Trinitarians. 
All which being finiſhed (I mean the Cloiſters) were, with the area within, 
(app ed by the Founder to be a burial place or churchyard for the College, 
according to the authority (73) he had for that purpoſe from Pope Bonitace 
IX) as alſo three of the bells, conſecrated by Nicholas, Biſhop. of Dunckeld 
in Scotland (73*), 19 Oct. 1400. . or ifs $orv3iu 
After this was done, and other lands obtained by him of Queen's Col-

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ſide of them) he proceeded in his work at Wincheſter ; which being finiſhed, 
he gave ſtatutes to both his Colleges; in which, for this, I find (74) that 
the number he appointed were one Warden, ſeventy Clerical Scholars, ten 
Chaplains, three Clerks, and ſixteen Choriſters. Ten of the ſaid Scholars 
were to hear and ſtudy the Civil, and ten more the Canon, Law. The other 
fifty are to ſtudy Arts, or Philoſophy, and Divinity ; two of which notwith- 
ſtanding were permitted to- apply themſelves to the ſtudy of Medicine, and 
two of Aſtronomy. The Chaplains and Clerks, who are flipendiaries, and 
to have ſufficient voices in reading and ſinging, are to perform ſervice daily 
in the Chapel. The Choriſters alſo, who are to accompany them, are to be 
ſufficiently knowing both to read and ſing; for whom afterward a Grammar 
and Muſic School were erected between the eaſt Cloiſter and weſt end of 
the Chapel, wherein they might be inſtructed in the ſaid arts, (75) as it is to 
this day. The Founder alſo took (76) care, by way of ſpecial prerogative, 
that he or they of his conſanguinity, whereſoever they are born or live, 
ſhould, if competently learned in Grammar, be admitted perpetual Fellows, 
without ſerving any time of probationſhip ; whereas all others are, according 
to the ſtatutes, to ſerve two years, ſo that they come from Wincheſter 
College. | 

Thus was this noble work finiſned and completed in the ſame manner as 
you have heard, by the bounty of the ſaid thrice worthy, and never too 
much admired prelate; not ſo much for the eternizing of his own name, but 
chiefly for the public good, /c:/. that the holy writ, and all other ſciences, 
might the freer be dilated ; that Chriſt might be preached, and the true wor- 
ſhip of him augmented and ſuſtained ; that the number of Clerks might be 
increaſed, which were before ſwept away by peſtilences, and other miſeries of

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by one John Readyng of the town of Oxford, whether he would fell to one 
William Fleſhmonger Doctor of Law, his lands and tenement in Birchanger, 
and other places in the counties of Eſſex and Hertford, the ſaid John Smyth 
demanded of John Readyng for what intent Dr. Fleſhmonger would buy the 
faid lands of him? He — that he would give them to this College 
to be remembered in their prayers. * If ſo (ſaid Smyth) I can as well find 
in my heart to give my lands to be ſo remembered as Dr. Fleſnmonger'; and 
thereupon did give the ſaid lands to this College, of the yearly value of 
twelve pounds, to be. given in exhibition to three Fellows that are prieſts, 
two of Diviaiy or Arts, and one of Law Canon or Civil, each to have 
twenty ſhillings yearly, and to be named or choſen by the Warden. This gift 
was ſettled 20 Oct. 20 Hen. VIII, Dom. 1528. 

WILLIAM FLESHMONGER, before mentioned, Doctor of the Canon Law, 
ſometime Fellow, afrerward Dean of Chicheſter, beftowed upon the College 
the manor of Sheringhall in Tackley in the county of Eſſex, 20 Hen. VIII, 
Dom, 1528, (then worth eight pound yearly) to be given in exhibition to 
cight Fellows ; that is, four of Divinity or Arts, and four of the Law Canon 
or Civil, of which laſt number one is to be a prieſt. He gave alſo to the 
College towards the purchaling of the manor of Staunton St. John in com. 
Oxon. two hundred pounds, conditionally, that they beſtow yearly in exhi- 
bition upon twelve Fellows twelve pounds. Of which number fix areto be of 
Divinity or Arts, and ſix of the Law Canon or Civil, of which laſt one again 
is to be a prieſt. If in the former exhibition (meaning Smyth's) the prieſt 
was an Artiſt, then in this he was to be a Lawyer, &c. 21 Feb. 26 Hen. VIII, 
Dom. 1534. He was alſo a moſt ſpecial benefactor to Wykeham's College 
by Wincheſter, as a writing there dat. 10 Mar. 21 Hen. VIII, doth evidently 
ſhew. For which he was daily commemorated by the children there. 

Tromas MyYLLyNwG, ſometime Fellow, gave towards the purchaſing the 
manor of Staunton St. John, before mentioned, two. hundred pounds, ap- 
pointing that an annual exhibition of four pounds ſhould yearly be beſtywed 
upon two Fellows that are graduated and prieſts, the one of Divinity or Arts, 
and the other of the Law Canon or Civil, and that each of them ſhould have 
forty ſhillings per annum; to be choſen by the Warden and two eldeſt Deans. 
Given 10 Apr. 25 Hen. VIII, Dom. 1533. This Thom. Myllyng was then 
Rector of Heyford Wareyn in this county ; of whoſe name, beſides a Re- 
bus, is a memory of divine diſtichs, remaining yet in the parlour windows of 
the Parſonage houſe there. 

Joun Wu vrE, Maſter of Arts and Fellow, afterward chief Maſter of 
Wincheſter School, Warden of Wincheſter College, and at length Biſhop of 
that place, gave the manor of Hall-place in the county of Southampton, 
conditionally, that every Scholar of this College ſhould have delivered to 
him on the day of his admiſſion to the ſtate of Fellow, thirteen ſhillings and 
tour pence for his relief, 1I Dec. 1 Eliz. Dom. 1558. | 

CHRISTOPHER RAWLINS, born in St. Ebb's pariſh in Oxford, Fellow of 


this Houſe, afterwards Bachelor of Divinity, and Vicar of * 
A a this 
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this county, bequeathed all his lands in divers pariſhes in Lincolnſhire unto 
certain feoffees in truſt, obliging them firſt, that with the revenue of the ſaid 
lands they ſhould build a Free School in Adderbury aforeſaid, To which 
ſchool, being finiſhed, they were to make over in — all the lands be- 
fore mentioned unto the Warden and Fellows of this College, conditionally, 
that they ſhould pay to the Schoolmaſter of the ſaid School twenty marks 
yearly, and from time to time repair the ſaid School-houſe. The reſidue of 
the profits of the ſaid lands were to be diſtributed by the Warden and Deans 
to the pooreſt Fellows and Scholars, ſo that the greater number of thoſe who 
receive the exhibition be rather of Arts than of Law, This gift was made 
17 Aug. 1589, being the year of the benefactor's deceaſe. 

Georce Ryves, firſt Fellow of this, and then of that by Wincheſter, 
afterward D. D. and Warden of this College, left an annuity of ten pounds, 
of which three were aſſigned for the maintaining of a Sermon in this College 
Chapel on Trinity Sunday every year, and the reft to be aſſigned to the Mo- 
derator, Reſpondent and Opponents in the Act of Dr. Ryves (as *tis called) 
on every Monday in the College Chapel next going before that of the Uni- 
verſity of Oxford, &c. 14 Apr. 1613. 

LeTTice WILLIAM, ſole executrix of the laſt will and teſtament of Tho- 
mas Williams, did by the joint conſent of her huſband deceaſed, purchaſe 
with two hundred pounds twelve pounds yearly, and gave the revenue to 
the two St. Mary Colleges; conditioning firſt, the preaching of three ſer- 
mons, two of them by two prieſts of St. Mary College of Wincheſter, in 
Oxon, the one at Paul's Croſs in London, the other in the Chapel of the 
ſaid College on the 5th of November, and the third on the 5th of November 
the Chapel of the College by Wincheſter. Secondly, the making of five

AS for the Buildings of this College they were all, that now ſtand, erected 


in the Founder's time, without the aſſiſtance of any benefactor. What hath 
been done to them ſince hath been the making of a third tory ; began, as I 


conceive, in Dr. Colepeper's time, but had no ample or uniform windows 


made to them, looking without the College, till the beginning of King 
Charles I; which being looked upon as an ornament, others followed, and 
at length in an. 1675 the Society at their own charge, hath made windows 
to the ſaid third ſtory, looking into the quadrangle, ſuitable ro thoſe windows 


in the firſt and ſecond ſtory. Which addition hath added a great advantage 


to the beauty of the quadrangle.

The Libraries which are on the eaſt ſide of the quadrangle, 
diſtinguiſhed by the names of the Arts Library, Law Library (over the 
Checquer), and Manuſcript Library (over the Arts) were all built by the 
Founder without the aſſiſtance of any benefactor, only as to the furniſhmens 
of them with books and glaſs- windows. Of which benefactors, being too 
many to be here remembered, have among the reſt been theſe following; that 
is to ſay (ſet aſide the Founder's gift) WiLL1am REeve, Biſhop of Chicheſter, 
who gave fifty books, beſide 20]. in gold to the College: alſo fifty other pre- 
cious books of Divinity and Canon Law, as alſo one ſilver cup, an. 1385. 
RoggRT HeeTe, LL. B. beforementioned, gave his works concerning the 
Civil Law, and others, an. 1418. Joan WALTER, M. A. and Fellow, af- 
terward Rector of Materdown, others, 1393. [ THomas CRanLey, Warden 
of the Society, and afterward Archbiſhop of Dublin, gave more books alſo 
in the ſame year (101).]

Beck- 
ington, Biſhop of Bath and Wells, gave a ſilver Croſs of ten pounds weight, 
a far Bible in four volumes, (which probably was put into the Library) a 
ſilver baſon of ten pounds weight, certain copes, and other things, an. 1465. 
What further is obſervable of this Chapel is, that it remained in the ſame 
condition that the Founder left it, till about the year 1636, and then the old 
ſtalls and deſks being pulled down, theſe that are now ſtanding were ſet up, 
and the wainſcot adorned with curious painting, containing the figures of 
Apoſtles, Saints, &c. At the ſame time alſo a very fine ſcreen curioully- 
painted and ſumptuouſly gilt, was erected, and the floors of the inner and 
outer Chapel being taken up, were paved with black and white marble of a 
diamond figure, as they nil remain. Laſtly, that there might be nothing 
wanting for the farther enobling of this curious Chapel, was a large and 
ſtately organ ſet over the ſcreen, parting the outer from the inner 
Chapel, an. 1663. hich organ, being accounted the beſt at this day in 
England, containeth, beſides the ordinary ſtop, a cornet, hautboy, flagellet, 
and a trumpet, ſtop. (103) In ſeveral windows of the Chapel is this In-

in the upper, twelve of the Prophets. Mr. 
Rebecca gave the deſigns for theſe. In the 
two other windows are our Saviour, the Vir- 
gin Mary, and the twelve Apoftles. Fourthly, 
the great weſt Window, containing in the 
lower compartments ſeven allegorical Fi- 
gures, which repreſent the four Cardigal 
and three Chriſtian Virtues ; and in the up- 
per part, a repreſentation of the Nativity of 
Jeſus Chriſt, For this work, which was be- 
gun about the 1777, finiſhed Cartoons 
were furniſhed by Sir Joſhua Reynolds ; and 
theſe were copied by Mr, Jervais.]

Further alſo, for coſt and curious workmanſhip, that may be ſaid of ic 
which the Sexton of Diana's Temple at Epheſus was wont to ſay to them 
who beheld the ſhining marble ftatue of Hecate, parcite oculis, that you 
hurt not your ſight by too much looking on it. A College alſo it is, by the 
comely form of its government, ordered like a little common weal. The en- 
dowments thereof are ample and honourable, and many in ſeveral are 
decently and competently provided for. It hath always been a fruittul nur- 
ſery of learned and able men, by whom both Church and State hath been 
partly furniſhed, and it is hoped that it will always fo continue.

VIII, LINCOLN COLLEGE. 


AVING now done with New, I ſhould proceed to ſpeak of Lincoln, 

College, being the next according to ſtanding to be mentioned; but 
certain matters relating to the Founder of it preſenting themſelves to my 
hands, I ſhall lay them before your view, and then ſpeak of the Foundation, 
Benefactors, and other things, as I have done already in other Colleges. 

The Founder therefore, 1 FLEMMYNG, was born, as tis ſaid, at 
Crofton in Yorkſhire, and deſcended there from a worſhipful family, Vir 
illuſtris genere“ (as (1) one hath) * ſed literis atque amore in patriam mul- 
to illaſtrior.” From ſchool literature in his own country, he was ſent to 
[ Univerſity College (2) ] Oxford; where after ſome time ſpent in Logicals 
and Philoſophicals, he attained to thoſe Academical d which were in 
his time not common; that is to ſay, the degree firſt of Bachelor, then of 
| Maſter of Arts; and at length became Proctor of the Univerſity, (3) as you 
may ſee in the Catalogue of them at the end of this Work, ſub. an. 1407. 
But being yer but Incæptor, or at fartheſt Regent, became fo great an Agi- 
tator in the holy cauſe of Wyclive, drawing thereby a conſiderable party after 
him, that had not his mouth been ſtopped with preferment the buſineſs would 
then have proved pernicious. Further alſo, upon the perſuaſions of ſome of 
the chief men of the Univerſity, he entertained other thoughts, relinquiſhed 
his doctrine, and became afterwards ſo violent againſt it, that he purpoſely 
ee this his College to nurſe up able men to confute it and its fol- 

owers. . | | 

After he had ſpent ſome years in Oxford in the degree of Maſter, he was 
called into his own country; where, and in other places adjoining, he had ſc- 
vera] preferments beſtowed upon him: (4) Among which was the Rectory of 
Boſ n the county of Lincoln one. After which, growing into favour w.th 
King tlenry:V, and ſome of the chief nobles, was at length preferred to the 
Biſhopric of Lincoln [in 1420], (being then Profeſſor (3) of the holy writ) 
wherein after he had ſate four years, went as an Ambaſſador or Orator to 
the Council of Sens, (one hath of Conſtance) where he ſpoke ſo eloquently, 
(Pope Martin V being preſent) and made ſuch a learned proteſtation againſt 
the calumnies that the Spaniards, Frenchmen, and Scots had caſt upon his 
country, that he thereby procured to himſelf very great credit and repute; 
(6) ſo much, it ſeems, both there, and by his zeal againſt the Wyclevites

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A note that I have ſeen tells nee, that this Epitaph was compoſed by R1- 
chad FLEMMYNG himſelf, which if well conſidered (though made accord- 
ing to the humour of that age he lived in) cannot I ſuppoſe be attrit ted to 
his making. Of this I am ſure, that one Stoon, a Carthuſian of Sheen in 
Surrey, tranſcribed, and added to it divers verſes by way of explanation, en- 
titling (8) them Metrificatio Stoone Monachi ordinis Carthuſienſis ſuper 
verſus Richardi Flemmyng, quondam Epiſcopi Lyncoln:ꝰ Wherein he inſiſt- 
eth much on the honour, learning and piety of thar worthy Biſhop. 

After he had fate in the See of Lincoln about ſeven years, proceeded, ac- 
cording to his former intentions, to erect ſome place wherein certain perſons 
might be educated to write, preach, and diſpute againſt the damnable doc- 
trine (ſo was it accounted in his time) of the Wycleviſts. The firſt matter in 
order to it was his licenſe (9) from K. Hen. VI, in the ſixth year of his 
reign, Dom. 1427, Oct. 12; whereby it was granted to him to © found a cer- 
tain College or Society of one Warden, or Rector, and ſeven Scholars in the 
Church of All Saints in Oxford, which then was of the patronage of the ſaid 
Biſhop ; and to unite, annex, and incorporate the ſaid Church of All Saints, 
and the Churches of St. Mildred, and St. Michael at the north gate, which 
were in his patronage alſo in right of his Biſhopric; and the ſaid Churches 
ſo united, annexed and incorporated, to name them the Church of All Saints; 
and the ſame Church to ere& and change into a Collegiate Church or Col- 
lege; and to the ſaid Church ſo erected, or changed, to unite, annex, and 
incorporate a certain Chantry in the Chapel of St. Anne within the ſaid 
Church, of the patronage of the mayor of the Town of Oxford for the time 
being; provided that daily Maſs and other Suffrages be duly performed in 
the Chapel, according as the foundation thereof requireth, for the ſouls of 
the Founder and others. That there ſhould be alſo two moveable Chap- 
lains, to be put in and out at the pleaſure of the Rector, that ſhould ſerve 
in the ſaid Church, and undergo the cure of ſouls there. That the ſaid Col- 
lege be called THE CoLLEGE or THE BLESSED VirkGin Mary AND ALL 
SAI _, LYNCOLN, IN THE UNIvERSITY of OXFORD. That the ſaid Rector 
and Scholars be perpetual Parſons of the ſaid Church, and capable to pur- 
_ lands, rents and poſſeſſions whatſoever of any perſon to the yearly value 
of 10]. &c.“ | 

After this was obtained, the Founder employed certain perſons to pur- 
chaie tenements, with their appurtenances; whereon he might erect his 
College ; and thoſe were John Bayſham, Nicholas Wynbuſh, and William 
Chamberlayn, Clerks, who were, or elſe were intended to. be of the number 
of his Scholars. The firſt Tenement, or meſſuage that they purchaſed, was 
of St. John's Hoſpital in Oxon, called (10) Deep Hall, ſituated in St. Mil- 
dred's lane, between St. Mildred's Church on the weft, and a certain garden, 
belonging to St. Frideſwyde's Priory on the eaſt.

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That being procured, they were not wanting to obtain others; but before 
they could be conveniently gotten, the — died, left his College un- 
founded, and all things relating thereunto without any maturity: So that 
nov all things being at the diſpoſal and ordering of certain ov of the 
work, which upon his death-bed he had appointed, they in ſome things ſet- 
tled it; that is to ſay, ſo far as to place in the ſaid Meſſuage à Rector, and 
ſeven Scholars, and two Chaplains, to be ſuſtained with the revenues iſſuing 
from the ſaid Churches, and confer on them thoſe monies and goods, which 
the Founder had left them, towards the building and furniſhing for them a 
Manſion, which is all that I can yet learn. As for Statutes they had none 
finiſhed, only conceived, but were governed in an arbitrary way, as the Rec- 
tor thought fit and meet.

Not long after this, ſeveral pious perſons, looking on theſe Orphans as ob- 
jects of charity, beſtowed upon them both money and lands, either for their 
relief, or augmentation of their number. The names are (1 1) 

Jonx ForxesT, Dean of Wells, and Preb. of Banbury, belonging to the 
Cathedral of Lincoln, gave 51. yearly revenues (beſides what he expended in 
building, as anon ſhall be ſhewed) for which gift the Rector and Society 
obliged themſelves and ſucceſſors to obſerve his anniverſary, and certain rites 
to his memory, &c. 6 June 1437. So conſiderable a Benefactor he was that 
they eſteemed him a Co-Founder. 

Jon Sourgau, Archdeacon of Oxford, and Reſidentiary of Lincoln, 
gave 40s. yearly rent, a large ſum of money, and certain precious things: 

or which alſo he had his anniverſary performed, &c. 23 May 1436. 

WILLIAM Finperwe, Eſq; gave lands in Seckworth, near Botley in Berk- 
ſhire, an. 1444, beſides a conſiderable ſum of money, which he before had 
given toward the building of the College. 

Hzx&y BeaurorrT, Cardinal, Biſhop of Wincheſter, gave an hundred 
marks, &c. 1447. | | 

Joann Bux ETor, Prieſt, gave the Manor of Little Polycote in Aſhingdon 
in com. Buckingham. The year when he gave it is uncertain, becauſe the 
compoſition hath long ſince been loſt. All the record of it remaining is, that 
the ſecond Founder, Thomas Rotheram, appointed in his (12) Statutes a fit 
prieſt, to go there yearly to celebrate ſervice, and preach a ſermon, in me- 
mory of the ſaid Benefactor, on the feaſt of St. Matthew the Apoſtle. 

Thus far briefly concerning the firſt Foundation and Benefactors there- 
unto, Now by what means the other foundation was added, and both 
united, with the Benefactors that followed, you ſhall have as I find them.

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At what time TroMas RoTHER aw, alias ScoT, Biſhop of Lincoln, vi- 
fited his Dioceſe, came to Oxford, and among other places therein, to this 
College: where againſt his coming, John Triſt Rector thereof, had 
(13) provided a viſitation ſermon for him, taking his text out of the Pſalm - 
iſt, (14) running thus: Vide et viſita vineam tuam, et eam perfice, quam 
plantavit dextra tua.“ In the handling of which, he did exhort the Biſhop 
in ſuch manner to good works, and to perfect this his College, which then 
lay imperfect, both in its edifices and government, that when he concluded 
his Sermon, the Biſhop ftood up and anſwered the preacher with great love 
and affection; © fafturum ſe quod peteret,” i 

The next year therefore, viz. 1475, he firſt of all finiſhed it, as to its ſtruc- 
ture, as I ſhall anon tell you: Then augmented the number of Fellows to 
twelve; for whoſe maintenance he appointed the benefices of Twyford and 
Long Combe, the former in the county of Bucks, the other in that of Oxon. 
Furthermore alſo, that they ſhould have rules adminiſtered to them, accord- 
ing to Triſtropp's deſire, he gave them Statutes, ſubſcribed with his own 
hand, 11 Febr. 1479. Wherein among divers things he (15) ordained, that 
the ſaid Rector and twelve Scholars, or Fellows, ſhould, according to the 
places of their nativities, be thus ordered ; viz. all to be born within the Dio- 
ceſes of Lincoln, York and Wells, ſo that from the laſt there be but one. 
As for the eleven (from whom the Rector is always to be elected) eight of 
them are to be of the dioceſe of Lincoln, and four of thoſe eight to be of 
the county, but chiefly of the Archdeaconry of York, always preferring the 
pariſh of Rotheram in the firſt place, if ſo many might be found capable, or 
fit there. Thus in brief this worthy Biſhop, Tyomas RoTHeRam, then 
Chancellor of England, and afterward Archbiſhop of York [in 1480;] who 
in the year 1463 was (16) incorporated Profeſſor, or Doct. of Divinity of this

1518: with which were purchaſed hk in Buckinghamſhire, for Liveries 
for the Fellows, obliging them thereby and their ſucceſſors to ſolemnize his 
anniverſary (beſides other duties) for the health of his ſoul, and the fouls of 
James Tuchet, Lord Audley, and Alianore his wife, parents of the faid Bi- 
ſhop.

THE ſeveral parts of the ſtructure of this College, and the Benefactors 
thereunto, I ſhall in the ſame order recite, as I have done in thoſe preced- 
ing. And firſt, for thoſe buildings that are employed as Lodging rooms for 
the Fellows and Scholars, the forefront of the great quadrangle which looketh 
to the welt, craveth the firſt place. It is the ancienteſt building that now 
ſtands, having been erected ſoon after the Founder's death, partly with the 
money which he bequeathed to them, and partly with the benefaction of 
other perſons; of whom WILLIAu Finverne, Eſq. beforementioned, was 
one. The names of the reſt, though they do 'not appear, yet may they be 
collected from the Arms on the top of the Tower, over the common Gate. 
That part between the ſaid Gate and corner joining to St. Mildred's lane, 
was built on the Church-yard of St. Mildred's, and the gate itſelf, and

cheſtre, which ſtood where the Ball court now is, in St. Mildred's lane, or there- 
abouts, the Scholars of this place had then granted and (34) confirmed to them 
by the Prior and Convent of St. Frideſwyde, 2 Jan. 17 Hen. VI. Dom. 1438, 
it being after the ſaid forefront was finiſhed, as is atteſted in the grant. 

The Rector's Lodgings, which are at the ſouth end of the common Hall, 
and take up part of the ſouth ſide of the great quadrangle, were built with the 
monies of TxoMas BecKyNncTon, Biſhop of Bath and Wells, who gave to the 
College 200]. for that purpoſe. For which benefaction the Society (35) en- 
gaged themſelves to his Executors, Mr. Hugh Sugar, Mr. John Pope, and 
Mr. Richard Swan, by a certain compoſition dated 12 Nov. 1465, to celebrate 
his Anniverſary, and other ſervice to his memory. A token of this his gene- 
roſity is yet remaining on the walls of the ſaid fabrick, as well next to the 
quadrangle as the common Walk or garden on the eaſt ſide of the ſaid Lodg- 
ings: which token is a Beacon over or on a tun, being a Rebus or name-de- 
vice for the Benefactor, and commonly uſed before arms became frequent.

The forefront, or welt part of the little Quadrangle, was built about 
the year 1612, with the 3ool. that one Sir THoMAS RoTHERAM, Kant. (a Bed- 
fordſhire man, and Fellow in the reign of . Elizabeth) gave, in recom- 
pence of the wrong he did to the College while he was Burſar. For at that 
time, as 'tis commonly reported by ſome of this Society, he conveyed him- , 
ſelf away with much of the College treaſure into Ireland ; where obtaining a 
fair eſtate, and Ir in the end his former fraud in beguiling the College, 
requited it with the ſaid ſum of money, and other gifts. As for the eaſt 
part of the ſaid quadrangle, I find it to have been built about the ſame time 
that the new Chapel was erected, partly by the College coſt, and partly by 
Benefactors, of whom Sir PETER Maxwoop, who gave 3ol. and Sir Ri- 
CHARD FRANKLIN 20l. (much about the time that the weſt fide was built) 
were two. 

IIn 1759, a new building, containing ſix rooms, was erected in the place 
commonly called the Grove, at the expenſe of the Society.] |

L1BRARY, (with a Chamber under and another over it, joining to the old 
Chapel, and both making the north ſide of the great Quadrangle) was alſo 
(39) built at the ſame time by the beforementioned Join ForEesT, an. 1436. 
Which being finiſhed, thoſe books that were bequeathed by the Founder 
were therein repoſed. Afterward thoſe of Mr. THOMAS Gascoicwe, which 
he had (40) given an. 1432, were added, making up, (both put together) 
a conſiderable number. Next to him followed ſeveral Benefactors, who 
gave many choice MSS and rarities: All which, though for the moſt part 
loſt and conveyed away, yet ſome of the donors names I ſhall here men- 
tion; viz. Mr. Joun SouTHAam, beforementioned, who gave (41) ſeveral 
about the time of its foundation. RoptrT FLeEMMYNG, Kinſman to the 
Founder, and Prothonotary of the Apoſtolic Seat, gave many very fairly writ- 
ren, (ſome with his own hand) and limned in their margins with gold, and 
ſeveral colours, but ſince taken away, and eraſed by childiſh hands. All 
which books, as one atteſteth, (41*) he induſtriouſly gathered together in his 
travels through Italy, and at length in his laſt will gave them to this place, 
having before had his arms impreſſed on them. 

About the ſame time, or elſe not long after, followed the gifts of Mr.

Aub, Biſhop of 
Saliſbury, this place was very nobly enriched wich choice rarities, according 
to the eſteem of thoſe times wherein they were given. But what by one age 
is admired, by another is deſpiſed ; that which was eagerly ſought after and 
purſued in times when the Catholic Religion took place, was upon the Re- 
formation accounted by a prevailing party ridiculous, ſuperſtitious, and 
by ſome pernicious in a high degree: and then it was that this and other 
Libraries were viſited and purged, ſuffering thereby ſuch an incredible da- 
mage that poſterity have curſed their proceedings. 

To paſs. by the gifts of Mr. Jox Es and Mr. Hun WesTon, who gave 
(44) ſeveral books in the reign of Hen, VIII, and ſome other conſiderable 
Benefactors, (among whom muſt not be forgotten Ros. Dion roa, ſome- 
time Fellow, who gave by will, 1579, the 0 of St. Auguſtine, St. Gre- 
gory, St. Ambroſe, St. Jerome, St. Chryſoſtome, &c.) we mult take notice 
of what Dr. KIL BVE hath done to this place; who as ſoon as he became Rec- 
tor, beholding it to lay neglected, as it had done moſt part of Queen Eliza- 
beth's reign, reſtored it, made eight new Repoſitories for the books, viz. four 
on one ſide, and as many on the other, and gave divers good books there- 
unto ; which being done, others by his example gave alſo; of which, thoſe 
that were moſt conſiderable, were Sir Thou. RoTHERam, Kt. Dr. Epu. 
Wirson, a Phyſician of Windſor, Dan. Houcn, B. D. who gave gol. and 
Mr.) r SANDERSON, [| Fellow, ] afterward Biſhop of Lincoln, by whoſe 
bounty chis place began to re-flouriſh. To theſe gifts muſt be added that 
of Dr. Gil BEAT WarTTs, ſometime Fellow, who dying 1657, left as many 
books of his own ſtudy (for he had a very choice collection) that were valued to 
be worth Gol. moſt of them having this written before the title-page, © Ruit 
hora G. Watts,” and on their covers three Bucks or Stags trippant, which 
he aſſumed for his arms, as being of kin to Rotheram the ſecond Founder. 


What elſe remaineth to be ſpoken of this Library is, that it continuing in 


the ſtate of a Library. till 1656, was then converted into fair Chambers and 
Studies, and at the ſame time the old Chapel oppoſite to it, and on the ſame 
ſide of the Quadrangle, was then converted into a Library: All done at the 
charge and coſt of Joun CR EM of Steane in com.

CHaPeL. The firſt place wherein the Society did celebrate ſervice was 
in St. Mildred's Church, wherein they conſtantly met, unleſs at certain times 
in the year in thoſe of All Saints and St. Michael's, as their ſtatutes enjoined 
them. But that of St. Mildred's being in great decay was pulled down, and 
an Oratory, with two. Chambers underneath, was built with the ſtones 
thereof, near or partly on the place where the ſaid Church ſtood, by the be- 
forementioned (46) Jon FortsrT, Dean of Wells, an 1436. For the erec- 
tion of which, and the Buttery with the Chamber over it, at the eaſt end of 

the ſaid Oratory, a piece of ground, which ſeems to have been part of St. 
Mildred's lane, was (47) purchaſed of the Burghers of Oxford by this Society

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was granted to the Sdciety: to celebrate in it, (which; was 10 Feb. 1444). it 
was conſecrated to the memory of St. Mildred, or St. Hugh, Biſhop of Lin- 
coln; or both, for by the-firſt name it was for the moſt part called and writ- 
ten ever, even till the reign of Hen, VIII, and by the other, though ſeldom, 
yet his effigies was painted in the glaſs windows thereof, and ſet up carved 
in ſtone on. a pedeſtal over the lower door next to the Quadrangle, which 
in former times was not a little eſteemed by-peeple addicted to religion. 

To this Oratory!or Chapel divers have beſtowed their liberality for the 
furniſhing thereof, with hit Utenſils: among which have been theſe, namely 
Joan SouTHam, before mentioned, who gave (49) ornaments. for the Altars 
and Miniſters about the time of its foundation. Rob RT FLUNMVY N, Dean 
of Lincoln, gave a table for the high Altar ſome years after. Mr. WILLIAM

1409; (8) where ſitting five 
years, and increaſing much in the favour of the king, and his ſon the Prince, 
(afterwards Hen. V) by the approved performance of public actions, had the 
Arbiſhopric of Canterbury bofhoward upon him by the laſt, when he was 
King. | 

Shortly after he received his pall from the Biſhop of Wincheſter with great 
ſolemnity 29 Jul. 1414. In which place waxing wondrous rich, did, while 
living, beſtow his wealth on the public, witneſs (beſides his foundations at 
Oxford, and that at Higham Ferrers, of which more anon) the ſum of mo- 
ney which he gave to this Univerſity, amounting to 1231. 6s. 8d. repoſited 
afterward in a cheſt called Chicheley's hutch, or cheſt, from whence the Uni- 
verſity was (9) enabled to borrow gl. for the uſe thereof for one turn, and 
every College then in being five marks. The like alſo he gave to New Col- 
lege, which being wa into a cheſt, and ſtatutes made for the ordering of it, 
that College was then by his appointment diſenabled from borrowing any 
money from the Univerſity cheſt, that he had founded. 

As for his benefaction to the Univerſity, and his care in obtaining and 
beſtowing benefices for, and on, the Scholars; the members thereof did 
highly congratulate him, and in one epiſtle, (10) if not more, written 
and ſent by them to Pope Martin V, did make very honourable men- 
tion of him, partly for his favours, but chiefly in vindication of him, when 
he laid under ſuſpenſion of his Legateſhip in England, and the Biſhops un- 
der excommunication, for (11) not reprehending and preaching againſt cer- 
tain evil cuſtoms and ſtatutes of the kingdom, tending, as I ſuppoſe, to the 
diſhonour of the State, of the Clergy, (12) or Apoſtolic Seat, or both, &c. 

After Dr. Chicheley had fate 29 years in the See of Canterbury, more than 
any of his predeceſſors had done for 300 years, died 12 Apr. 1443, and was

As for thoſe Foundations and Structures, which this Arch prelate erected, 
I ſhall now recite. *Tis ſaid that when he conſulted with his friends what 
great matter of piety he had beſt. perform to God in his old age, was adviſed 
by them to build an Hoſpital for the entertainment of the wounded and ſick 
ſoldiers, that daily returned from the wars then had in France with the 
French King; but diſliking thoſe motions, and valuing the welfare of the 
. deceaſed more than the wounded and diſeaſed, refolved with himſelf to pro- 
mote his deſign at Hicnam FzrreRs, the place of his birth. Wherefore 
making his mind known to the King, got his (14) licenſe dated at South- 
wyke 2 May, in the tenth year of his reign, Dom.

defective; ordained (36) then alſo that they ſhould be divided into two pro- 
feſſions, viz. four and twenty to be always converſant in Philoſophy and Di- 
vinity, which were to be ſtiled Artiſts, and the other ſixteen to profeſs the 
Canon or Civil Law, and they to be called Juriſts. But as they were to be 
ſo diſtinguiſhed according to their profeſſion, ſo were they to be according to 
their nativities, that is, to be legitimate, and not ſpurious, or natural, to be 
born alſo in the dioceſe (37) of Canterbury, namely, in the Counties of 
Oxford, Suſſex, Northampton, Buckingham, Bedford, Middleſex, Surrey, 
Berks, Wilts, Dorſet, Somerſet, and ſo in the reſt of the counties within the 
ſaid diocefe ; but with this proviſion, that thoſe of his alliance ſhould be 
regarded in the firſt place, if for learning capable, and thoſe were to be ſuch 
that were deſcended from the loins of Robert and William Chichele, be- 
forementioned, for ſiſters (as tis ſaid) he had none: and though William and 
Thomas Chichele, Archeacons of Canterbury, [and John Chichele, Rector of 
Hadſtock in Eſſex, ] were his near kinſmen, yet being Clergymen, it is to be 
ſuppoſed they had no lawful iſſue. [See the Pedigree p. 259. ] 

The ſaid Statutes being given, and certain other Scholars appointed, 
namely, Chaplains, (38) Clerks and Choriſters, (not ſtinted to a particular 
number) the next thing to be done was to make a clear purchaſe of thoſe 
renements whereon the College was then built, being before bargained for 
that is to ſay, the two (39) tenements of St. Frideſwyde's Priory, one in the 
High-ſtreet, between the tenement of the pariſhoners of St. Mary's Church 
on the eaſt, and the tenement called Bereford Hall, ſometimes Cherlton's Inn, 
on the weſt. The other in Cat-ſtreet, between a tenement of St. John's Hot- 
pit a the north, and Tyngewyke Inn on the ſouth, 17 May, 20 Hen.

The firſt that yet appears is James Gol DpWEII, [ ſometime Fellow of the 
College, afterward] Bilhop of Norwych, who, beſides divers ſums of money 
given in his life-time, bequeathed 146]. 13s. 4d. [for the foundation of a 
Chantry in the Chapel.) Which being delivered to the College by his execu- 
tors Mr. Rob. Honywode, Nicholas Goldwell, Clerks, James Hobart Attor- 
ney to the King, John Jullys, Clerk, and John Toke, Gent, [ 4 Jun. ] 17 Hen. 
VII, it was then by an indenture (59) compounded between them, that the 
Warden and Fellows, and their ſucceſſors for ever, find an honeſt prieſt, that 
is a Fellow of the College, that ſhould every month throughout the year cele- 
brate ſervice for the health of the ſouls of the ſaid James Goldwell, and Ni- 
cholas his brother; for which the fellows, who were to take it by ſeniority, 
ſhould receive each 48. &c.

Ro rr Hongywoop LL. D. ſometime, 
Fellow, purchaſed an eſtate called Langley 
Marreys or Marſh in Buckinghamſhire, and 
granted it by deed, 23 Jul. 10 Hen. VIII, 
to William Broke, and others, in truſt, that 
they ſhould pay to the Warden of this Col- 
lege the profits, in order to find a Fellow in 
Prieſt's orders to perform divine ſervice for 
his ſoul.

Ricyary BarTLETT, M. D. ſometime 
Fellow, purchaſed lands in Edgware in the 
county of Middleſex, and granted them to 
the College by his deed, dated 7 May 2 and 
3 Phil. and Mar. in conſideration that daily 
maſſes ſhould be celebrated in the Chapel for 
the ſouls of himſelf, of his wife Anne, &c. 
The ſalary of the celebrating prieſt was 20d 
per week, or 5s.

Richard Bartlett was admitted a Fellow of 
the College in 1495, took his degree in Phy- 
fic, and about the year 1508 was admitted 
into the College of Phyſicians, of which he 
afterwards became Preſident. He is ſaid to 
have been a very learned man, and very emi- 
nent in his profeſſion. (ATH. Oxon. FasT1 
1, 13.) He died in 1556-7, at his houſe in 
Blackfriers, London, in the 87th year of his 
age, and was buried in the church of St. 
Bartholomew, Smithfield. (Ibid. and Strype's 
Ecci., Mem. 111, p. 389.) He left a baſon 
and Ewer of filver to the College, and not 
long before his death was a contributor with 
Sir W. Petre, Sir J. Maſon, Biſhop Pole and 
others, to the building of the Warden's new 
Lodgings. (Ibid. and Axcn Coll.) 

Upon the Reformation the ſuperſtitious 

urpoſes for which theſe Chanteries were 
founded, being done away, the money was 
given to the Fellows appointed to read 
rayers, Their names were changed into

4d. was 
to be paid by Exeter College, and the re- 
maing 21, 18. was the releaſe of a rent charge 
formerly payable to the monaſtery of Oſney, 
but which had been granted to him by

2 people, and the remainder to the Col - 
ege.

Wirriau PounceTT was a c*nfiderable 
Benefactor, though the benefaction derived 
fr m him may with greater propriety be at- 
tributed to Sir William Petre. Pouncett re- 
fided at Barking, and was in all probability 
the anceſtor of the Pouncetts who were own- 
ers of Loxford in the ſame pariſh. (Morant's 
Hisr. of Eſſex, 1, p. 5+) He left his eſtate 
to Sir Wm. Petre, William Cooke, and Edw. 
Napper, his executors, in truſt, to beltow it 
on pious and charitable uſes. In the 3d and 
4th of Philip and Mary, they purchaſed of 
Thomas Baron, alias Barne, the appropria- 
tion of the Rectory, together with the Vicar- 
age, of Barking; both of which had lately 
belonged to the convent of Benedictine Nuns 
of that place. On Jul. 1, 1557 theſe truſtees 
conveyed them to this College, and among 
other conditions impoſed the tollowing : 


That the College ſhould pray for the foul of- 


William Pouncett, and ſhould celebrate his 
obit annually on the eighth of March, diſtri- 
buting at that time 6s. 8d. to twenty poor 
people: that the Vicar ſhould receive all the 
profits of the ſaid Rectory, paying to the 
College the annual rent of 61. 13s. 4d. That 
this ſum ſhould be beſtowed for the mainte- 
nance of two poor, Fellows of the College, 
each receiving 21. 135. 4d. and that the re- 
mainder ſhould be applied to the uſe of the 
College. This donation ſtill exiſts, and is 
called Pouncett's Exhibition. ] (Arca. Coll.)

Maſter of Arts, and ſometime Fel- 
low of this College, gave by his will (63) made 8 Aug. 1558, all his lands 
in South Petherton in the county of Somerſet (lately belonging to the chantry 
of St. John at that place) worth 41. [ 1]6s. per an. and a tenement in Wheatly 
in this county worth 11. 11s. per an. conditionally, that they keep his obit 
yearly, and give to three of the pooreſt Scholars (being Fellows of the ſaid 
College) to be choſen by the Warden 26s. 8d. a- piece yearly, ſo that they 
were actually prieſts, or elſe within three years after they had firſt partaken of 


t he ſaid exhibition. (64)

Biſhop Burnet ſays that he 
is expreſsly called his brother in one of the 
Cardinal's com miſſions to him; but notwith. 
ſtanding this ſtrong evidence, Mr. Strype 
alerts that he was not his brother, nor yet a 
baſtard, becauſe there is no bull of diipenſa- 
tion in his favour to be found among thoſe 


which were at that time ſent over. (Bur- 
net's His r. of Reform. II, p. 326, and III, 
p. 766.) It is, perhaps, ſome proof in fa- 
vour of Mr. Strype's opinion, that by the 
Statutes of this College a baſtard cannot be 
choſen a Fellow of it. The words of the 

Statute are—* in legitimo matrimonio nati.” 
David Pole took his degrees in Law, was 
Archdeacon of Salop, and of Derby, Dean 
of the Arches, Chancellor of the dioceſe 
of Lichfield. (Arn. Oxon, Vol. I, p. 697.) 
He was afterwards in the year 1557 raiſed 
by the intereſt of the Cardinal to the See of 
Peterborough, at that time one of the pooreſt 
in England ; and this is mentioned by many 
hiſtorians as a proof of the Cardinal's great 
continence and unbiaſſed conduct in the diſ- 
poſal of eccleſiaſtical preferments. (Burnet's 
HisT. Il, p. 326, and Philips's L1rz of Card. 
Pole, p. ) It appears by the writ for 
the reſtitution of the temporalities of that 
See, (waich paſſed in 1558, thoogh Pole was 
elected Biſhop in 1556) that he had been pro- 
vided to it by the Pope's Ball. (Rymer Fœd. 
T. VI, par 4. p. 50, and62.) Strype indeed 
fays that he was ſufficiently bleſſed and for- 
tified with papal bulls, having many adapted 
to the different ſtages of his promotion, 
(Ecci. Mem. III, p. 390.) He was deprived 
of his biſhopric in 1559 for denying the 
Queen's ſupremacy, but being a grave man, 
of a humane unperſecuting ſpirit, and a quiet 
ſubject, thongh he was impriſoned, yet he

I. RichARD ANDREW, LL. D. Chancellor to the Founder, and one of the 
Executors of his laſt will, created the firſt Warden an. 1437. He was 
born at Abberbury, commonly called Adderbury, in this county, bred 
in Wyncheſter ſchool, then in New College, where he became familiar 
with the Founder. He ſoon after [in 1442] reſigned his Wardenſhip, 
and not only became Secretary to the King, and Keeper of the Privy 
Seal, but by a falſe and turbulent election (by two Canons only, and 
the Prior of St. Oſwald's) Dean of York, by the death of Will. Felter, 
an. (66) 1451, the reſt of the canons having truly choſen one John Ber- 
nyngham to that office. Much trouble there was about that election, 
as it evidently appears elſwhere (67) which I ſhall paſs by as needleſs to 


was ſoon releaſed : he was at firſt confined withia 
the compaſs of three miles round the city of 
London, but was afterwards permitted to re- 
tire to one of his own farms, where he lived 
much reſpected, till the time of his death, 
which was not till the latter end of May, or 
beginning of June, 1568. (Aru. Oxon, I, 
697 ; and Strype's Annals I, p. 275.) He 
left a legacy in money, and a conſiderable 
number of books to this College. Some diſ- 
pute probably aroſe concerning this legacy; 
for a receipt was not given to his executor, 
Sir Thomas Fitzherbert, till the year 1576. 
(Lz1Gzx Coll.) 

TrHomas GwYwXxe, (born in the iſle of 
Angleſea, admitted a Fellow of this College 
in 1597, and proceeded regularly to his de- 

ree of LL. D.) by an indenture, dat. 20 
fon 7 Car. I, granted to the College certain 
lands in Penhow in the county of Monmouth, 
in traſt to diſpoſe of the profits thereof in 
the purchaſe of the perpetual advowſon of 
churches to them and their ſucceſſors for 
ever, to be given to the Fellows of the Col 
lege. The fund ariſing from this benefac- 
tion has been, at different times, conſiderably 
augmented by the purchaſe of a ſmall piece 
of land in the Wardenſhip of Palmer, and 
by the pecuniary gifts of ſeveral members 
of this Society, Among the reſt may be 


mentioned the names of STETEXW NiBLET, 
D. D. the laſt Warden, and of Joun Saxd- 
FORD, D. D. ſometime Fellow, and late Rec- 
tor of Chellesfield, in Kent; and it may be 
obſeryed, that out of this judicious fund have 
been purchaſed many of the beſt livings now 
in the preſentation of the College. Dr. 
GwyYNNE gave alſo to the College four filver 
Salts, and the brazen Eagle, which not lon 
ago ſtood in the centre of the Chapel. (Ax cn. 
Coll.) He was a Benefactor to Jeſus College 
in this Univerſity, and Chancellor of Lan- 
daff, He lived till about the time of Oliver 
Cromwell, Protector. (Aru. Oxox. F. I.)] 

(65) [It had been granted to the College 
by Cardinal Pole, as Queen Mary's Commiſ- 
ſioner to grant certain Impropriate Parſon- 
ages then belonging to the Crown, to pious 
uſes, as mentioned before, On the Queen's 
death, the Biſhop of Winton claimed it, (it 
having been exchanged by his Predeceſſor) 
but he was prevailed on by Lord Burghley 
to grant it to the Queen that ſhe might re- 
ſore it to the College. It was with great dif- 
ficulty however that the Queen was induced 
to part with it.] |

before given ſeveral ſums of money to the College. (6g)

(68) In 1465 J find him to be Vicar Ge- 
neral to William, Archbiſhop of Vork. : 
(69) [Richard Andrew was admitted Scho- 
lar of New College in the year 1419. Ric. 
Andrew Lincoln. Dicec. de Villa de Abborby.” 
He was afterwards Fellow for ſome years. In 
1437 he was Chancellor of the dioceſe of 
Canterbury. And before he undertook his 
journey to Florence, as mentioned before, 
Archbiſhop Chichele collated him to the 
Rectory of St. Vedaſt, alias Foſter, in Lon- 
don, July 24, 1438. He reſigned it two years 
after. (Newc. Reyexr. I, p. 565.) In 1440 
he was Prolocutor of the Synod, then held 
in London, (Wilkins Coxci. III, p. 533.) 
and in the ſame year was one of thoſe per- 
ons to whom the King granted the cuſtody 
of the alien Priories belonging to the Crown, 
(Rymer Fœd. V. P. 1, p. g1.) Io the following 
year he was collated to the Archdeaconry of 
Saliſbury, (on the promotion of Adam Mo- 
teyns to the Deanery thereof) which he re- 
ſigned in 1444 (Le Neve's FasT1, p. 275.) 
He reſigned his Wardenſhip of this Society 
in 1442, the College then being ſufficiently 
finiſhed for the reception of its members. 
In 1443 he was appointed the King's Secre- 
tary, and was employed, in that capacity, in 
an embaſly of great importance, and in its 
conſequence productive of ſtrange and won- 
derful events; being one of the Ambaſſadors 
ſe France to treat concerning a peace 
be. un the two kingdoms, and of a mar- 
riage between King Hen. V, and the Princeſs 
Margaret of Anjou, (Rymer's Feed. ut ſup. 
p. 130, 133.) Both which being effected, 
Andrew was appointed to attend the new 
Queen in France, and to conduct her to Eng- 
land. In conſideration of theſe his ſervices, 
the King by his writ of Piivy ſeal, confirmed 
by Parliament, and dated May 15, 1445, 
(Rymer Fœd. ut ſop. p. 142) granted him 
an annuity of rool. He was afterwards em- 
ployed in various treaties with Scotland, by 
Hen. VI, as well as Edw. IV. (Ibid. T. v, 
Par, II, p. 10, 12, 13, 15, 16, 25, 32, 34, 41, 
47, 85, 86, 127, 131.) *Tis not certain he 
was ever Keeper of the Privy Seal: At the 


time he was Secretary Adam Moleyns en- 
joyed this office. (Ib. P. 1, p. 133.) In 1451 he 
was inſtalled Canon of Windſor. (Le Neve's 
FasT1, 379.) And in the ſame year was 
elected Dean of York. The three Electors 
abovementioned lodged an appeal againſt the 


election of Bermyngham. The reaſon of 


this diſunion cannot be diſcovered, nor the 
grouuds upon which the appeal was founded, 
as the authors quoted in the preceding Note 
(67) are totally ſilent upon theſe points, Per- 
haps it was in conſequence of the King's re- 
commendation, but this is conjecture ouly, 
H. VI, after this vicious and unjuſt election, 
as it is called, pranted Andrew a licenſe to 
accept of this Deanry by the Pope's Bull of 
Proviſion. This he obtained from Nicho- 
las V, who at the ſame time made void the 
election of Bermyngham : Gaſcoigne attri - 
butes this to the brjbery of Andrew: * Et 
fic fatum fuit Rome per pecunias prædicti 
Ricardi: a charge probably founded upon 
bare ſuſpicion, and the notorious venality of 
the Court of Rome, The Canons refuſed to 
pay obedience to the Papal Bull, and would 
not admit Andrew into the Deanery. The 
Pope was now obliged to launch the thun- 
ders of the Church, many of the Canons 
were excommanicated by his Bulls, and the 
Cathedral Church of York was iuterdicted for 
ſeveral weeks; * ita quod nec matutina nec 
aliqua Miſſa fait in ill Eccleſia per plures 
ſeptimanas nec Veſperæ.“ But at laſt they 
were reduced to obedience, and Andrew was 
confirmed Dean of York Jan. 21, 1451. 
(Le Neve, 315) It is ſaid by Drake, in his 
His r. of York Cath. p. 564, that he was not 
perſonally admitted till June 1454. On 
Nov. 8, 1462, he was poſſeſſed of the Arch- 
deaconry of Buckingham, but when he was 
preferred to that dignity does not appear. 
(Le Neve, 163, Willis's Surv. of Cath. I, 
p. 68.) He had been a great Benefactor to 


this College, not only by his advice and al- 


ſiſtance at the time of its foundation, but by 
various gifts of Copes, and other ecclefiaſti- 
cal veſtments, of Chalices and of Books. 
Beſides theſe he had expended 100 mares at 
different times on the Buildings of the Col- 
lege, particularly the Kitchen, In confide-

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II. Roozr Keyes, LL. B. ſucceeded Dr. Andrew, but the year when ap- 
peareth not. He was Chantor of Exeter Cathedral, (70) and there was 
buried as *tis ſaid in the Cathedral church. (71) | 
III. WritiamKELE, M. A. of the dioceſe of Wells, ſucceeded in the month 
of July 1445, and died about Oct. 22, an. 1459. (72) 


ration of theſe benefits, the College admit- 
ted him * quoad ſuffragia,” a Brother of this 
Society, The inſtrument of this admiſſion 
is dated Apr. 20, 1469. They alſo engaged, 
by Indent. dat, OR. 26, 1471, to celebrate 
his obit annually, and to give on the day 
preceding four pence to the bellman of the 
city, to invite by proclamation all good 
Chriſtians to offer a prayer for his ſoul, (RSG. 
Coll. 1, 24, a) Before his death he reſigned all 
his eccleſiaſtical preferments: in 1474 his 
Archd. of Bucks, and on June 2, 1477, his 
Deanry of York. (Le Neve, 168, 315. Willis, 
I, 68.) Soon after this laſt reſignation he made 
his will: It is dated Sept. 12, 1477. He left 
various legacies, and among others one to the 
poor of Adderbury, and another to the Ca- 
thedral of St. Aſaph. Willis (Suzv. I, 68.) 
makes no doubt but that he was either Canon 
or Dean of this Church; but his opinion 
ſeems to be founded upon no other ciccum- 
ſtance than this bequeſt. He left alſo to this 
College two filver gilt Lavatories, and the 
ſum of 4ol. on condition that they ſaid every 
day after dinner in the Hall, certain Pſalms 
and Prayers for the ſafety of his ſoul. 'The 
College, on the receipt of this legacy, bound 
— to perform theſe conditions, &c. 
by an obligation bearing date Nov. 30, 1479. 
(Res. Coll. I. 32, a) Ovr Author fixes the 
day of his death in 1479, and probably from 
the date of this obligation. The:MSS alſo 
of the College, though erroneouſly, have 
the ſame date. He died in 1477, ſometime 
between the date of his will, Sept. 12, and 
Nov. 5, following ; for on that day his will 
was proved. He was buried in the ſouth 
Croſs aile of the Cathedral of York, where he 
had founded a Chauntry, and there was an 
Inſcription on his Graveſtone now periſhed, 
(Willis, as before.) 

(70) One John Keys was Chantor of Exe- 
ter, and died there 11 Nov. 1470. So the 
*memorials of Exeter, p. 88. 

(71) [ Roger Keys was nominated with Tho- 
mas Moore in 1442, on the reſignation of 
Richard Andrew, to ſucceed him in the of- 
fice of Warden, They were returned to the 


Archbiſhop, who appointed Keys. (MSS. 
Coll.) On Mar. 6, 1443, he was collated by 
the Archbiſhop to the Rectory of St. Dun- 
ſtan in the eaſt, in London, which he reſigned 
ſometime in the year 1452. (Newc. REr-x r. 
I. 333.) About the year 1445 or 6, he was 
appointed one of the Prebendaries of St. Paul's 
Cathed. This he reſigned in 1448, (Ib. 149.) 
and Jan. 25, 1449, was collated to the Arch- 
deaconry of Barum in the dioceſe of Exeter. 
Ihe time when he reſigned this office does not 
appear ; only that in 1462 Will. Folford was 
in poſſeſſion of it. In 1469 Keys enjoyed the 
dignity of Præcentor of Exeter, but how long 
before or after is not known. (Le Neve, gs, 
87.) During the time of his Wardenſhip he 
atteſted the Founder's Statutes, and from 
thence it appears that he was a Bachelor ot 
Canon Law. (MSS. Coll.) He is ſaid to 
have reſigned the office of Warden July 15, 
1445, probably on his appointment to the 
Prebend of St. Paul's. He died at Exeter, 
but the time of his death is uncertain, though 
it was in all probability in 1477 ; for in that 


year John Stubbs, his apparent ſucceſſor in 


his Præcentorſhip, was collated to that dig- 
nity. (Le Neve, 88.) He made this College 
a preſent of a Cup with a Cover, double gilt, 
upon which was a figure of St. Michael: it 
weighed 36 ounces. ] 

(72) [Vlaan Kele was Archdeacon of 
Bath and Wells; for under that title we find 
him preſented by the College May 25, 1454. 
to the living of Elmly. (Res. I. p. 13.) 
Though he is not mentioned as ſuch by Le 
Neve. He reſigned this Church in 1457, 
when William Lawrence was preſented in 
his room. In Newcourt (RęrERT. I, p.;15.) 
a W, Kele is mentioned to have been pre- 
ſented to. the Vicarage of St. Olave Jewry in 
London, in 1445 ; but if James Hatton was 
his immediate ſuccei!or, as he appears to be, 
he was not the ſame with our Warden. By 
his will he left all his goods for the paymeur 
of his debts, and for pious uſes, having ap- 
pointed William Walker and David Wil- 
liam his executors. This appears from an 
inſtrument dated at Lamebith Aug. 16, 1460;

VI. Tous Honpys, M. A. made Warden by a devolution in the election 
an. 1494. He was afterward Doctor of Divinity, and from a Canon 
inſtalled Dean of the King's chapel of Windſor, an. 1507. He died 
there, and was buried an. 1510, having before alſo (as it ſeems to me) 
been Dean of St. Stephen's Chapel at Weſtminſter. (74) 

VII. WIILIAu Broke, Doctor of Decrees, lately Principal of St. Mildred's 
Hall, and Principal or Moderator of Canon Law School, was elected 


by which Thomas, Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, on the complaint of the ſaid executors, 
commands all ſuch perſons who had con- 
cealed any of the effects of W. Kele, to re- 
ſtore them to the executors: He particularly 
mentions a Miſſal. In a ſuit brought by the 
executors againſt ſeveral perſons for takin 
away the goods, &c. of the teſtator Kele, he 
is called Parſon of Weſton Turville.

(73) [William Poteman was preſented by 
the College Feb. 7, 1459-60, to the Rectory 
of Elmeley, which he reſigned in 1464. 
(Rec.1, 15 b. 16 b. 19 b.) In 1460, Aug. 
21, he was preſented to the Rectory of Ro- 
ding Alta in Middleſex, which he did not 
hold long, and probably ſoon after, to the 
Rectory of Chelmsford in Eſſex. He was 
all of the Preb. of St. Paul's. (Newc. 
REe+-&T. I, 210: II, 129, 501.) In 1465, 
Feb. , he was collated to a Preb. in the 
church of Linc, which he afterwards quitted 


for one in York. (Willis's Surv, III, 182) 


Jan. 2, 1466, he was preſented by the Col- 
lege to the Rectory of Trenge; at which time 
he is ſaid to have reſigned his Wardenſhip in 
favour of his ſucceſſor, John Stokys. (REG. I, 
20 b. In the margin are theſe words; © Et fic 
| colligi poteſt W. Poteman officio receſſiſſe.“) 
In this year he reſigned his Prebend of St. 
Paul's, and the Rectory of Chelmsford. He 
ſeems now to have no other eceleſiaſtical 
preferment than his Prebead of Lincoln, for 
the patronage of Trenge was diſputed be- 
tween the College and the Archbiſhop of 
Can z the former claiming it from the 
giſt of Chichele, the latter Jure Archiepiſco- 


patus. The Archbiſhop recovered it. (MSS. 
Coll.) In 1470 Poteman was collated to the 
Archdeaconry of Cliveland in the province 
of York, (Newc. ReyzzrT, I, 210: Willis's 
Surv. I, 102.) He was often employed by 
Edw. IV as Commiſlary in ſettling diſputes 
between England and Scotland. (Rymer 
Feed, V, par. 111, p. 18, 29, 59.) In this 
laſt Commiſſion he is called Canon of York, 
and Provoſt of Beverley, For his ſervices 
he was made a Prebendary of York Jan. 29, 
1474, and Jan. 16, 1484, he was inſtituted 
to the Archdeaconry of the Eaſt Riding of 
York, at which time he reſigned that of 
Cliveland. He died Mar. 25, 1493, and by 
his will appointed to be buried in the Cathe- 
dral of York, near to the ſepulchre of Geo. 
Neville, Archbiſhop of that See, (Willis's 
Surv. I, 99, 167: Le Neve's FasT1, 327.) 
He left a legacy to this College. (Rec. I. 


40 a.)] 

(74) [Thomas Hobbes in 1491 was the 
Northern Proctor of the Univerfity, and his 
Proctorſhip was attended with great diſturb- 
ances. (Sce the Annals, and alſo the Faſti 
under that year.) About 1494 he was made 
one of the Preb. of St. Paul's, which he kept 
till near the time of his death, reſigning it 
in 1809. (Newcourt's ReyPERT. js 191.) 
Sometime in the year 1503 he refigned his 
office of Warden, — the exact time does not 
appear. This year is drawn from the entries 
in the College Regiſter, The laſt entry dur - 
ing his Wardenſhip is dated Dec. 20, 1502, 
and the firſt in the Wardenſhip of his ſuccel- 


ſor is Sept, 10, 1503.]

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Warden an. 1503. He reſigned 1524, and dying the next year, or 
thereabouts, was buried in ſome church or other in Kent. (75) 
VIII. Joan CoaLE, M. A. one of the King's Chaplains, elected £1524. He 
built and endowed a ſchool within the lite of the monaſtery at Faver- 
ſham in Kent, 18 Hen. VIII, making and appointing the Warden and 
Fellows of All Souls the electors, and the Abbat of the place the ad- 
mitter, of the Maſter thereof. (76) About the ſame time, or a little 
after, one John Incent, LL. D. Fellow of this Houſe, and afterward 
Dean of St. Paul's in London, built and founded another ſchool at Ber- 
chamſtede in Hertfordſhire, (77) which ſchool divers of this College have 


verned. 

3 Woopwaxp, Doctor of Decrees, elected and admitted an. 1527. 
He reſigned into the hands of the Archbiſhop of Canterbury 1533, and 
died at Northmore near Oxtord, and was there buried. [He probably 
was Rector of that Church.) 

X. Roo ER SrokEL EV, M. A. elected [10 March] 1533, reſigned into the 

Archbiſhop's hands 1536. (78) 

XI. Joun WARNER, Doctor of Phyſic, and Regius Profeſſor of Phyſic in 
this Univerſity, [ being the firſt appointed in 1535] elected [22] May an. 
1536, reſigned into the hands of Dr. Nicholas Wotton, Dean of Can- 


terbury, 14 Jan. 1555, that See being then void. (79) 


(75) [William Broke was Vicar of Elmly, 
and Rector of Harrietſham, on the preſenta- 
tion of the College: and in 1520 became 
Commiſſary of the Univerſity. He founded 
a Chantry in this College Chapel ; made his 
will Sept. 7, 1525, and died before the Nov. 
following. In his will he calls himſelf Vi- 
car of Preſton, beſides Faverſham, and Parſon 
of Harrietſham and Ightham, in Kent. He 
was probably buried at Harrietſham.] 

(76) [On the diſſolution of the Monaſtery 
of Faverſham, the ſchool expired, but was 
revived by _ Elizabeth, who veſted the 
nomination of the Maſter in the Warden and 
fix ſenior Fellows of this College. The Ma- 
ſter's ſalary was increaſed in 1742 from 4ol. 
to 60l. per annum. ] | 

(77) [It was confirmed by an Act of Par- 
liament 2 and 3 Edw. VI. The Warden of 
this College is the Viſitor of this School, but 
the appointment of the Maſter is in the 
Crown. Warden Coale alſo gave 100 marcs 
to this College for the building of a new 
Quadrangle, The time of his death does 
not appear; but it is ſaid that he was buried 
at Faverſham. (MSS, Coll.) 

(78) [ Roger Stokeley lived ſeveral years af- 
ter his reſignation; for in 1553 it appears 
that he ſabſcribed 40s. towards the building

(79) [John Warner in 1529 was the Senior 
r of the Univerſity, and, what was 

very unuſual, he retained his office duri 
the following year, in conſequence, as tis 
ſaid, of letters tranſmitted by Cardinal Wol- 
ſey. After he was elected Warden, the Col- 
lege preſented him to the living of Elmley, 
robably on the eeſſion of Nicholas Bulling- 
afterwards Biſhop of Worceſter: on 18 
May, 2 Edw. VI, he leaſed it. (Res, II, 10, a.) 
On 19 Nov. 1549, they preſented him to 
Harrietſham, vacant by the death of Richard 
Mugge. (lbid. 20, a.) Sir John Maſon, his 
co-temporary at College, was his great pa- 
tron, who, Apr. 20, 1547, gave bim a Pre- 
bend of St, Paul's, he being the patron of it 
pro illa vice. (Newe. REER Tr. I. 149.) In 
1550 it appears that he went to France with 
the King's Ambaſſador, but in what employ- 
ment is not certain. (REG. I, 21 a.) In 1554 
he was appointed Vice-Chancellor of he 
Univerſity ; (FasT1) and OR. 27, 1555 he 
was inſtalled a Preb. of Lincoln, (Willis's 
Surv. III, 264.) It is faid that he was de- 
prived of his office of Warden by Q. Mary; 
(Bentham's H1sT, of Ely.) but that is not 
true. It is, however, moſ probable, that a

XIII. Jonn Pope, LL. B. Archdeacon of Bedford, and Canon Reſiden- 
tiary of Lincoln, [ele&ed by the Coll. June 27, and] put in Warden by 
Cardinal Pole in Sept. 1558, but never came to the College for admiſ- 
ſion. He died at Lincoln 11 Nov, 1558, and was buried in the nave of 
the Cathedral there; over whoſe grave was a large ſtone laid, with an 
inſcription thereon, but defaced an. 1643, or thereabouts. (81) 

XIV. Dr. Joun WARNER created Warden again by a devolution made in 
the election of a Warden by the Fellows, in the month of Nov. or be- 
ginning of Decemb. an. 1558. He was Archdeacon of Ely, and of 
Cleveland, and Dean of Wincheſter 1359. He died at his houſe in War- 

wick lane, London, 21 March 1364, (82) and was ſucceeded in the 
Deanery of Wincheiter by Francis Newton, D. D. an. 1565. 


ſecret affection to the Proteſtant Religion, 
and a dread of perſecution might induce him 
to quit ſo conſpicuous a ſtation, He cer- 
tainly did not openly oppoſe the religion of 
his Queen, for he not only kept his old ec- 
cleſiaſtical preferments, but obtained OR. 1 4, 
1557, the Rectory of Norwood Chapel in 
the pariſh of Hayes in Middleſex. (Newc. 
RExPERTr. I, 640.)] 

(80) {Serb Holland was about the ſame 
time Rector of Biſhops Cleeve in Glouceiter- 
ſhire, upon his refignation of the Rectory of 
Fladbury.

He was alſo Rector of Newington in Ox- 
fordſhire. In Oct. 1559 he was e by 
Queen Elizabeth of all his ſpiritualities for 
non liance, and his deprivation was 
ſoon wied with impriſonment.]

Nov. 11, 1559, 
he was made Dean of Wincheſter, of which 
place, it is ſaid, he had before obtained a

or 4, and his Preb. of Lincoln in 1561.

In 1559 the Queen appointed him with 
others to viſit the Univerfity—to remove

to ſubſtitute the greateſt part of thoſe made 
in her Brother's reign, and to expel ſuch as 
were not of the Proteſtant religion. "Fheſe 
were very large and ample powers; but the 
Univerſity herſelf bore teſtimony to the mild 
and prudent manner in which they were ex- 
erciſed : for in a letter to the Queen the

BUILDINGS. 
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DB UT LE DTI N: 


THE Buildings of the College, which are all of fair free · ſtone, (x00) were 
erected at the firſt foundation thereof, and hath had ſince theſe added: 

I. The Claiſter, of which more anon. (101) 

II. The Lodgings (102) belonging to the Chaplains and Clerks joining 
to the north Cloiſter, erected moſtly with the monies of thoſe that gave to- 
wards the building of the Cloiſter in the time of Hen. VII. 

III. The fair pile of building of free ſtone, ſtanding at the farther end of 
the common 9 on the north ſide of the College, containing two Rooms 
with chambers over them, finiſhed an. 1675, towards the building of which 
RooER GILLINGHAM, Eſq. ſometime Clerk, gave 250l. and the College 
added to it 200l. or more, to finiſh it. (103) 

IV. The addition to the Warden's Lodgings, on the eaſt fide of thoſe 
built in the Founder's time, were erected, it I miſtake not, by Dr. Hove- 
DEN, the firſt married Warden, at the College charge. (103*) 


[In ſubſequent times theſe Lodgings received conſiderable improvements. 
In 1606 a ſtudy, &c. was built, and in Warden Hovzepen's time he added 
a garden to them, which garden was ſometime the Roſe Inn.

Theſe continued to be the habitation of the Warden till the beginning of 
the preſent century. In 1703 Georce CLARKE, D. C. L. ſometime Fel- 
low, intending to build a houſe for his own reſidence, agreed with the Col- 
lege, that upon condition of their granting him a ſpot of ground within the 
limits of it, the reverſion of the Houſe afrer his death ſhould remain to the 
College. Several ſpots of ground were in contemplation, but at laſt the Col- 
lege, by the help of a benefaction of 2001]. given for that purpoſe by Ralrn 
Snow, Eſq. Treaſurer of the Houſhold, at Lambeth Palace, and Regiſtrary 
of the dioceſe of Canterbury, purchaſed an houſe adjoining to the old Lodg- 
ings, of one Joanna Frye for 1901; 101. more being given to the tenant for 
his removal. | 
Upon the ſite of this, together with a piece of the Warden's garden, Dr. 
Clarke built his Houſe, which is now the Lodgings of the Warden : At the 
ſame time, at the expenſe of the College, was built that ſingle pile of build- 
ings joining the old Lodgings to the new. The former are now converted 
into Chambers for the Fellows. Dr. Clarke died in 1736 (Sce his Epitaph in 


the Chapel) and left by his will ſeveral glaſſes, pictures, &c. for the uſe of 


the Lodgings; and the preſent Warden, hath much improved them by the al- 
terations which he made in them on his entrance into his office. 

The College lately purchaſed of Magdalen College the Houle &c. adjoin- 
ing to theſe new Lodgings. It was pulled down, and the ſite of it is now 


added to them. 


] aorth or new Quadrangle was built in the beginning of the preſent 
century, chiefly at the expenſe of ſeveral generous benefactors.

London, and was educated at St. Paul's 
ſchool. From thence he became a Com- 
moner of Lincoln College in this Univerſity, 
and in the year 1689 was admitted into a 
Fellowſhip of this College. He took his de- 
| ang in Civil Law, and purſued the profeſ- 
on of it in the courts at Doctors Commons 
with great reputation and emolument. He 
was Official of Surrey, appointed Advocate 
General to Q. Anne, 4 
ſen Maſter of Trinity Hall in Cambridge in 
1710, and for ſome time kept his abovenamed. 
Fellowſhip with his Maſterſhip, which laſt, 
together with all his other preferments, he 
voluntarily reſigned in 1735, when he retired 
to Richmond in Surrey, where he died at the 
of 70, March 30, 1741, and was bu- 
ried in the Chapel of Trinity Hall. By his 
will, dated on the day of All Souls, 1740, he 
left, among many other legacies, his books 
and 3oool. to Trinity Hall, to be expended 
in the new Buildings of that Society. He 
left alſo to the College of All Souls the ſum 
of 1000l. which conſtituted a part of the 
12001. above mentioned. 

It appears from a letter of Biſhop Tanner, 
that he was a very worthy honeſt man, but 
full of innocent particularities, and liable, to 
uſe the Biſhop's own term, to impreſſions.

And the building between that and the Library was undertaken by the 
celebrated PIII Duke of WaarTon, who agreed with certain architects 
for the ſum of 1183]. to complete it, but the Duke dying in circumſtances 
much involved, it was with great difficulty, and not till many years after his 
death, that the debt was totally recovered. (105)

Souls, the two Towers over the Gate of which 
are copies of his own Steeple of St. Ann's 
Limehouſe.” Nor was there any blundering 
in the work: what was done was done in- 
tentionally, The new Library was built in 
conformity to the Chapel, and it was the in- 
tention of the architeRt of the new buildings to 
build them in the ſame ſtyle with theſe, viz. 


in the Gothic, The plans of theſe buildinge 


are engraved, from which it appears beyond 
doubt that Hawkeſmoor was the ArchiteR. 
His name is to them. And there are many 
letters that paſſed between Dr. Clarke and 
Hawkeſmoor relative to theſe buildings, and 
many receipts for money paid to him on their 
account. (Agzcurv. A. S. C.) | 

It is probable that a fight of ſome of theſe 
plans has led Mr. Walpole into another mif- 
take concerning the two Towers over the 
Gate.“ It was the intent of the College to 
have ornamented the old Front towards the 
ſtreet. Hawkeſmoor gave a plan, and in 
that plan there are two Towers. It was ne- 
ver executed. 

With regard to the Duke of Wharton's 
Buildings, the Author of Dr. Young's Life _ 
ſays, that his Grace's regard for Young,

LiBRARY, which is part of the ſecond ſtory of the eaſt ſide of the Qua- 
drangle, was built at the ſame time alſo, (106) and by the Founder partly 
furniſhed with Manuſcripts : among which, as 'ris thought, were his learned 
Commentaries on the Conſtitutions of England, a work then in much 
eſteem, and ſince ſought after, and deſired. [Henry VI alſo gave a few MSS.] 
About the ſame time HENRY PPNWORTHAu, one of the firſt Fellows, and 
Regiſtrary to the Founder as Archbiſhop of Canterbury, (107) gave as many 
books that were worth 40 marks. RIcHARD AN DREwalſo, the firſt Warden, 
LJ. Nox roll xx, the firſt Sub- Warden, Biſhop Goldwell, &c.] gave others. 
After whom Joann SToakes, Warden, Davip Pork, Biſhop of Peterbo- 
rough, Sir Jon Mason, Knt. and others, [ſometime Fellows, and W1L- 
Liam WaRHam, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and Viſitor, ] that gave many 
more; among which Dr. Mos 1s, [ſometime Chaplain of this College, after- 
ward King's Hebrew Profeſſor, and as ſuch, the firſt who was appointed]

(108) [CyrisToOPHER ConkinGTON was 
born in the iſland of Barbadoes in the year 
1668, Coming over to England, he 2 
his education firſt at a private ſchool, and af - 


terwards removed to Chriſt Church in this 


Univerſity in 1685; where having taken one 
degree in Arts, he was admitted Fellow of 
this College in 1689. Quitting the Univer- 
ſity, but retaining his Fellowſhip, he entered 
into the army, and ſoon recommended him- 
ſelf to the notice of K. William, by whom he 
was honoured with pramotion. On the con- 
clufion of the peace at Ryſwick he was ap- 
pointed Captain General and Governor in 
Chief of the Leward Carribbee Iſlands ; in 
which he met with ſome trouble; for in 
1701 ſeveral articles were exhibited againſt 
him to the Houſe of Commons in England, 
but he was honourably acquitted from all 
imputations. In 1703 he was at the attack 
upon Gaudaloupe, belonging to the French, 
in which he ſhewed great bravery, though 
that enterpriſe happened to be unſucceſsful. 
Some time before his death he reſigned his 
government, and retired to the enjoyment of 
a ſtudious and learned courſe of life, which 
ended at his ſeat in Barbadoes, on Good 
Friday, Apr. 7, 1710. He was buried firſt 
in the Church of St. Michael in that Iſland; 
but his body was afterwards brought over to 
England, and interred in the Chapel of this 
College June 19, 1716. Two Latin Orations 
to his memory were ſpoken by two Fellows 
of this Society; the one by Digby Cotes, 
M. A. the Public Orator of the Voiverkity, 
at his interment ; the other the next day by 
Edward Young, B. C. L. at the laying the 
foundation ſtone of the new Library, (Both

(109) [Two tenements and an orchard, 
which the College had holden for ſeveral 
years by leaſe, were purchaſed for it; on the 
fite of which it was erected. All theſe were 
veſted in the Mayor of Oxford, the Provoſt 
of Oriel, and other Truſtees, for the uſe of 
the church and poor of the pariſh of St. Ma- 
ry's. An AQ of Parliament, paſſed 1 Geo. I. 
1715, enabling the Truſtees to ſell the premi- 
ſes to the College, and as they are all accu- 
rately deſcribed in it, I ſhall tranſcribe the 
words of the Act. The firſt tenement is 
there deſcribed as ſituate on the eaſt fide of 
Cat ftreet, abutting north on the backſide of 
Hart Hall, ſouth, on a tenement late in the 
occupation of Sarah Fulke, and eaſt on an 
orchard in the poſſeſſion of All Souls Col- 
lege. The ſecond tenement was Sarah Fulke's, 
then in the poſſeſſion of Charles Thurwell, 
the ſame as juſt mentioned. For the former 
the College gave 3951. for the latter 1361. 
15s. 6d. The orchard had been frequently 
leaſed to the College, and is thus deſcribed ;: 
« All that Orchard mounded with a ſtone 
wall, containing in length from the garden 
of the Warden of New College, on the eaſt, 
to an alley leading from Cat-ſtreet to the or- 
chard on the weſt 44 yards, and in breadth 
at the weft end from the 22 of the Prin- 
cipal of Hart Hall on the north, and the 
garden of All Souls College on the ſouth, 17 
yards and three quarters; at the eaſt end 
from the ſtable yard of New College to the 
garden of the ſaid College of All Souls 11 
yards and an half, and in breadth about the 
middle 17 yards and an half. Theſe two te- 
nements and Orchard are by the Act veſted 
in the College of All Souls for ever, paying 
to the abovementioned Truſtees and I 
Nun 2 r 
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The building commenced on May 3, 171 5, but was not wholly com- 


pleted in its interior part till 1756. 


On June 21, 1716, the Foundation ſtone was laid with great ceremony, 


with the following inſcription on it :

Out of part of Codrington's legacy, the intereſt of which was ſuffered to 
accumulate for ſome years, an eſtate was purchaſed at Lewknor in Oxford- 
ſhire, and its profits amounting to near 200l. per ann, are applied to the uſe 
of the Library, as for repairs, books, and the like.

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CHaPeL on the north fide of the Quadrangle, erected [on the ancient 
ſite of St. Thomas's Hall] by the Founder with (112) licenſe from Pope 
Eugenius IV, dated 11 Cal. Jul. Pontif. 9, Dom. 1439, to the end that 
his Scholars ſhould not only celebrate ſervice therein, and other duties, bur 
alſo bury their dead. After it was finiſhed the Founder came to Oxford, 
and with the aſſiſtance of William, Biſhop of Lincoln, Thomas, Biſhop of 
Worceſter, and Tho. Biſhop of Norwich, it was conſecrated to the memory 
of All Souls faithfully deceaſed, &c. he having before agreed with Oriel 
College (Parſons of St. Mary's church) for 200 marks given to them to free 
this College fiom indemaities, and to acquit the Fellows and their ſucceſſors 
for ever from all dues to be paid to the ſaid church, and alſo from being bound 
to celebrate there in any part of the year, as in a compoſition between Oriel, and 
this, College, which was afterwards made (viz. 1 Nov. 1443) appears, (113)

An- 
drew, the firſt Warden, was therefore ſent to 
Florence to obtain the Pope's Bull for this 
purpoſe ; which was probably granted with- 
out much difficulty. By this Bull the Pope, 
Eugenius IV, permits the College to build a 
Chapel, or houſe of Oratory; to eret a 
churchyard within its limits for the burial of 
its own Members ; to obtain the conſecration 
of them by any Catholic Biſhop; to perform 
ſervice therein as well in times of inter- 


diction as at all other times; to receive and 
adminiſter the Sacraments in it; and to pu- 
rify it, whenever it ſhould become by any 
means polluted. He then exempts all the 
Members of the College from attending di- 
vine ſervice, or from receiving the Sacra- 
ments in St. Mary's church, and from the 
payment of any offering or contribution to- 
Oriel College, or to the Vicar of the ſaid. 
church. . 

This agreement was executed by an inden - 
ture made between Walter Lyhert, the Pro- 
voſt, and Fellows of Oriel College, on the one 
part, and Roger Keys, the Warden, and Fel- 
ows of this College on the other: by this, 
the former acknowledging the receipt of the 
above ſum, give their full aſſent to the Pope's 
Bull: the latter agree, that the exemption 
ſhall not extend to any ſervant of the College,

The following is Biſhop Goldwells, placed 
over one of the Chapels, which he repaired, 
and where he was buried, in the Choir of 
Norwich Cathedral: Az. a Chief Or, over 
all a Lion rampant Arg.

(Sol. J. Maſſingham locat. cum famulo ſuo 
ad faciend. magnas ymagines ſuper ſummum 
altare 8s. Idem. Another entry ſhews them 
to be two.) The windows were all glazed ; a 
work of conſiderable expenſe, as glaſs was 


neither a cheap nor a common commodity at 


the diſtance of more than a century from this 
time. (Warton's Lies of Sir T. Pope, p. 
195, Note d.) From two entries in the Rat. 
Fun. ut ſupra, it appears, that eight windows 
were glazed in the body of the Chapel, and 
fix in the nave, and that the expenſe was 
12d. per foot. The Chapel was dedicated 
(on St. Editha's day, viz. the 16th of Sep. 
tember, which was long celebrated in the 
College by an annual feaſt, as appears from 
the old Books of the Stewards) to the four 
Fathers, Jerom, Ambroſe, Auguſtine, and 
Gregory. (Stat. de modo devote dicendi &c. 
They are there called“ Loci Patroni.”) The 
firſt Maſs celebrated in it was in May, 2oth 
Hen. VI; at which time, according to uſual 
cuſtom, an entertainmEnt was given in the 
choir of it. (Pro expenſis unius Jentaculi 
fact. in Choro Capellz in celebratione pri- 
mz Miſſæ ibidem ex mandato Domini 6s. 
11d. Rationar. Fund. in quinto anno.) It 
had eight Altars, viz. the High Altar, fx 
in the Nave, called Secunda Altaria, and one 
in the Veſtibule, In the year 1444 Arch- 
biſhop Stratford, Chichele's immediate ſuc- 
ceſſor in the ſee of Canterbury, granted forty 
days indulgence to all Chriſtians within the 
province of Canterbury, who would viſit this 
Chapel, and devoutly ſay a prayer therein, 
* cum ſalutatione angelica,” tor the ſouls of 
the faithful perſons at reſt with Chriſt. It is 
dated at Lambeth Oct 4, 1444, and is among 
the College Archives. The Founder cer- 
tainly furniſhed his Chapel with veſtments, 
plate, and other neceſſary ornaments, which 
were augmented by the Warden Andrew, 
and probably by many other BenefaQors ; 
but there are ſcarce any remains of them ex- 
iſting at this day. The cauſe of this was, that 
ruinous devaſtation of every thing belonging 
to the Romiſh Church, which the jealous 
Reform ſts deſtroyed with a zeal, actuated by 
a ſuperſtition, perhaps, as great as = of

It muſt be noted, that at the upper end of the Chapel, in the eaſt wall, 
were coſtly Statues (ſome ſay of ſilver) ſet up in the Founder's time, (115*) 
which continuing till the reformation of religion, were then taken down. 
The niches remained till an. 1664, at what time the Chapel was adorned 
with painting, being then ſtopped with ſtones and mortar.

[The interior part of the Chapel has been totally altered ſince the time 
of the Founder, by the means of many grateful contributions from thoſe 
who had been Fellows of the College. In 1633 the College intended to 
have eſtabliſned a Choir with an organ, but the troubles ſoon after breaking 
out, the deſign was dropt. After the Reſtoration, they repaired and beauti- 
fied the Chapel. Rob. Streater, Sergeant Painter to King Charles II, a very 
celebrated Artiſt, painted the Ceiling, which is now covered over by painted 
canvaſs, (116) If he painted any other part it is deſtroyed. Early in the 
preſent century, Dr. CLARKE, beforementioned, a man of great taſte in ar- 
chitecture, and a conſiderable benefactor to the Society, promoted by his 
liberality the adorning of the Chapel. He generouſly gave the preſent 
marble Altar- piece, furniſned it with two large gilt Candleſticks, a pur-

the Founder's Reſurrection in his Archiepiſcopal Robes. Mr. PorT- 
MAN, whoſe Arms are under this Painting, viz. a Fleur de lis, Azure, 
gave 200l. and Mr. Jon WeBs, M. A. ſometime Fellow, and afterward 
Rector of Breedon in Worceſterſhire, 2cl. towards it. Hon. DopincTow 
GREviILLE, Eſq. alſo engaged Sir James to paint the cieling, the urns on 
each ſide of the ſteps, (the bas relief of which repreſents the inſtitution of 
the two Sacraments) and the figures between the windows, repreſenting the 
four Fathers beforementioned, K. HENRY V. Recinato Por, Archbi- 
ſhop of Canterbury, K. HENRY VI, and the Founder, Tnouas Duke of 
CLaRENCE, and Humen. Duke of GLoucesTER, The benefaction amounted 
to 2621. 10s. The Screen and the other ornaments were finiſhed at the ex- 
penſe of the College, amounting to 400l. Sir James Thornhill planned 
theſe alterations; though Sir CHRISsro HER Wren, Kt. ſometime Fellow 
of this Society, and D. C. L. had probably been conſulted, as there is among 
his Drawings, preſerved in the Library, a beautiful Screen, which from the 
arms of Chichele upon it was in all likelihood deſigned for the College. 

The Chapel has very lately received great additional ornament by the pic- 
tare which adorns the Altar; called the Noli me tangere, repreſenting our 
Saviour's appearance to Mary Magdalene in the garden. It was painted by 
Raphael Antonio Mengs at Rome ; for which he received 300 Guineas, and 
the ſubſequent expenſe amounted to nearly 100l, more. The windows have 


been alſo painted by Lovegrove of Marlow, Bucks.

After he had ſpent his years of childhood in the firſt grounds of learning 


in his own country, was ſent to Wincheſter School, and from thence to the 


Univerſity of Oxford; but to what College therein is ſomewhat doubtful. 


Common fame we know allots him New College, though his name occurs

But in whatſoever place he was educated is 
not now to be diſputed, becauſe the general vogue is for the College of 
William of Wykeham. 

He being Prieſt was admitted to the Rectory of Wraxall in the dioceſe 
of Bath and Wells, by the reſignation of Nich. Sturgeon 17 May, 1433, by 
the preſentation of Theobald Gorges, and, being Chaplain, became Rector 
of Chedſey in com. Somerſ. on the death of Simon Brayles in June 1469, 
by the preſentation of Alice, Ducheſs of Suffolk: in the beginning of March 
following reſigned it; whereupon Thomas Northwyke, Prior of Eye of the 
Order of St. Benedict, in Norwich Dioceſe, ſucceeded him 21 March 1469, 
per preſentat. Aliciz &c. 

From theſe then (if it be ſo) he ſtept through divers preferments to the 
Biſhoprick of Wincheſter, being then, always after, no more (5) than a Ba- 
chelor of Divinity, a degree not common in his time. Among the ſaid pre- 
ferments the (6) Maſterſſiip of Wincheſter School was one, where he conti- 
nued twelve years and upward ;(7) and then he was advanced by the King 
to be Provoſt of Eton College, by Windſor, in memory of which he added Parr, 
to his paternal coat (Lozengy Erm. and Sab.) the Arms of that College— Elen Call.

Being ſettled in the Biſhoprick of Wincheſter, and thereupon growing 
rich and honourable, gave him great encouragement for the erection of ſome - 
monument to his name in Oxford, as firſt an HALL, then a CorLtece, to the 
memory of ST. MARY MAODALEN, of which in order. t 

For the foundation of the firſt he obtained (8) licenſe of K. Hen. VI, 
dated 6 May, an. reg. 26, Dom. 1448, enabling him withall to ſettle therein 
a Preſident and fifty Graduat Scholars, or more or leſs, to be augmented or 
diminiſhed according as the revenues either increaſe or decreaſe, to endow it 
with an 1001. per an. and to give the ſaid Preſident and Scholars a common 
ſeal to perform the buſineſs of their Houſe. This being done, the Founder 
employed one John Godmanſton, of Eſſex, Eſq. to obtain a ſite, whereon he 
might erect it; and having had conference with the Maſter and Brethren of 
the Hoſpital of St. John Baptiſt, without the eaſt gate of Oxford, they at 
length (9) made a long leaſe to him of all their tenements and lands, laying 
between the lane that leadeth from the eaſt gate to St. John's ſtreet on the 
eaſt, Horſmull lane, now called Logic lane, on the weſt, the High ſtreet on

So that now all the ſaid ground 
being obtained, and the reſt near and about it in a poſlibility to be pro- 
cured, John Godmanſton, the firſt of Aug. following, gave to the Founder 
Boſtar and Hare Halls, and the gardens belonging to them, to the end that 
he might employ them to his deligned purpoſe. 

No ſooner he had taken poſſeſſion of them, but ſets them apart for a Scho- 
Jaſtic uſe, making them then one Hall, and conſecrates them to the me- 
mory of St. Mary Magdalen; a Saint always moſt wonderfully adored by 
him; and further, by his foundation Charter (12) dated 28 of the ſame 
month of Aug. ſettles in them theſe perſons following; namely, 

John Horley, Bach. of Div. Preſident, Robert Calthorpe, William Langh- 
ton, John Ekys, Robert Kareſwell, William Strenger, Thomas Smyth, Wil- 
liam Elys, Thomas Chapleyn, John Ingleby, Robert Mayn, William Rugg, 
Thomas Mathew, and Thomas Sutton, Maſters of Arts, to be Fellows or 
Scholars of the ſaid Hall. John Forman, Simon Godmanſton, William De- 
kyn, William Herward, John Bradwey, Richard Berne, and Philip Rogger, 
Bachelors of Arts, to be Fellows or Scholars of the ſaid Hall. | 

As for the ſaid Hall of Boſtar, it contained in length 135 feet, and in 
breadth 37 feet, and was ſtanding till Dr. Rawlinſon (as I take it) Principal 
of Edmund Hall, pulled it down, and in its place built that fair tenement 
now ſtanding on the weſt fide of the ancient Inn called the Saracen's Head, 
in St. Peter's pariſh in the eaſt, Hare Hall contained 75 feet in length, and 
66 in breadth, and did ſtand on the ſouth fide of Boſtar Hall, that is to ſay, 
on the garden plot that now belongs to the ſaid tenement, having had its 
fro. oking into Hare hall lane. : | 

All this being done, the Preſident and Scholars of the ſaid Hall made a 
farther purchaſe of tenements (for years only) for the enlargement of the 
ſite ; namely, four (13) tenements of Univerſity College, two of which ſtood 
next on the eaſt ſide of Magdalen, alias Boſtar Hall, one excepted called the 
Saracen's head, which was rented alſo by the ſaid Scholars of the Proctors 
of our Lady's Chapel in St. Peter's church in the eaſt, for forty ſhillings 
annual rent. The other two ſtood between Horſmull lane and Univerſity 
College, of which little Univerſity Hall was one. This being dane, the 
Founder was even upon the point of pulling down moſt of the ſaid tene- 
ments to enlarge the ſite of his Hall, and to make additions to it, but his

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hand being ſtaid upon a fair promiſe of a better manſion for his Scholars, de- 
ſiſted and waited till it could take effect. 

Thus much may be ſaid of MAODUALEN HALT, the firſt foundation that 
Founder made for for literature in Oxford. Which place all writers, and 
others, hitherto have taken to be Magdalen Hall, ſtanding near the com- 
mon gate of Magdalen College, but all much deceived, as may not only ap- 
pear from the premiſes, but from that which ſhall be ſaid of Magdalen Hall 
hereafter, this having been the tenement next on the weſt fide of the Sara- 
cens head, as I have before told you. 


As for the foundation of the College, tranſlation of the Scholars of Mag- 
dalen Hall, and other matters relating thereunto, muſt be my purpoſe now 
to mention ſo far, and no farther than record allows me. The Founder 
therefore, having had full intentions to ſettle and eſtabliſh the faid monu- 
ment, as well to the memory of his own name, as good of the realm, ad- 
dreſſed himſelf to K. Hen. VI, and declared his mind more fully to him. 
The King in the mean time ſeeming willingly to hear him, did endeavour 
(as tradition goes) to have perſuaded him to build his College at Cambridge, 
but the Founder, deſiring to be excuſed, told him, that his deſigns were, 
with his good leave, and partly by his promiſe, to convert St. John Bap- 
tiſt's Hoſpital in Oxford, of his Predeceſſor's foundation, into a College for 
Students. Well, Maſter William, (replied the King) © if it be ſo in good 


deed, I am glad to hear of your godly intentions. What aſſiſtance in this 


matter you would that I ſhould do, Maſter William, I will forthwith 
do it. &c.“ | 

Soon after, viz. 27 Sept. in the 35th year of his reign, Dom. 1456, the 
King (14) gave licenſe to the Hoſpitallers to-make a ſurrender of their Hoſ- 
pital into the hadns of the Preſident and Scholars of Magdalen Hall, and the 
27 OR, following the advowſon thereof to the Founder. Which licenſe 


they receiving, and afterwards making an agreement with the Preſident and 


Scholars for their maintenance during their lives, ſurrendered their (15) Hoſ- 
pital and advowſon thereof into their hands 5 July following, and at another 
(16) time, in the year 1457, all their manors, lands, poſſeſſions, whether 
ſpiritual or temporal, with meſſuages, tenements, &c. and whatſoever be- 


longed to them. 


So that the ſaid Hoſpital being ſurrendered, and a little while after united 


to Magdalen Hall, the Founder obtained licenſe (17) 0f K. Hen. VI, dated 
18 July, an. reg. 35, Dom. 1457 ; whereby it was granted to him to found 


and eſtabliſh a College on a certain plot of ground (18) without Eaſt Gate,

having the river Cherwell on the eaſt ſide, the way leading from the Eaſt 
Gate to the Eaſt Bridge on the ſouth, the highway leading from the Eaſt 
Gate to Holywell and Canditch on the weſt, and certain lands of the manor 
of Holywell on the North; with leave alſo to ſettle on the ſaid College 
100l. yearly revenues. Theſe things being alſo done, the Preſident and 
Scholars of Magdalen Hall granted and confirmed to the Founder St. John's 
Hoſpital, ſtanding on the ſoil before expreſſed, by ſeveral (19) conveyances, 
dated in June 36 Hen. VI, Dom. 1458; and being ſo done, and the Founder 
having it in his hands, did the 12th of the 1ame month in the ſame year (20) 
create and eſtabliſh the ſaid Hoſpital a College for Students, and at the ſame 
time placed and appointed therein Mr. William Tybard, Bach. of Divinity, 
Preſident of it, Mr. Robert Calthorpe, Mr. William Langhton, and Mr. 
Henry Fiſher, Maſters of Arts, Fellows ; Simon Godmanſton, Rich. Bernes, 
and Robert Rous, Bachelors of Arts, Fellows alſo, with leave then given 
them to ele& and admit other Fellows to make up a full number. 

Two days after this was done, the Preſident and Scholars of Magdalen 
Hall ſurrendered (21) up their Houſe with its appurtenances to the College, 
and tranſlated themſelves (perhaps by election) and theirs to them. All 
which, and divers ceremonies of law belonging thereunto being done, and 
the foundation of the College {22) confirmed by the Bull of Pope Calixtus 
III, (and afterward by Sixtus IV) wherein the College was quitted from all 
juriſdiction of the See of Lincoln, and tranſlated to that of Wincheſter, &c. 
and enabled alſo to prove the wills of thoſe of their own body, that die in 
the College; the Founder began to build, while his Scholars in the mean 
time abode in part of the Hoſpital, or in Magdalen Hall, and employed in 
that work one William Orcheyerd, Maſter of the Maſonry of the ſaid Bi- 
ſhop, with whom (after he had for the moſt part raiſed the great Quadrangle, 
Hall, and Chapel) he (23) bargained in the 15th, 18th, and 19th of Edw. 
IV, to finiſh the great Tower over the gate, and to make a ſpier of ſtone, in 
altitude from the corbet table 16 feet; to make alſo the Pinacles of ſtone 
upon the Hall and Church, and to embattle thoſe places, and the Library, 
a! r work alſo to be done about the Cloiſter, chambers, and other places, 
for che making alſo the weſt window of the Church or Chapel, and finiſhing 
the windows of the Chambers, according to the mode of thoſe of all Souls 
College. 

All 1 which being done (chiefly with a ſupply of ſtone from Hedington 
quarry) and the College finiſhed before the Founder's death, I mean all 
that building which makes up the great Quadrangle, the full number of

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Fellows and Scholars which he deſigned were reduced under one roof; whereas 
before they were not, but lived in ſeveral places. As for the Hoſpitallers, 
there was proviſion made for them, both for lodging and diet within the 
limits of the College, till ſuch time they were all worn out and dead. And 
as for Magdalen Hall, which after the foundation of the College returned to 
its old name (viz. Boſtar Hall) was inhabited by Students of the Univerſity 
for divers years after, (Mr. John Seymour, and Mr. John Collys (24) occur- 
ring Principals of it) even till the beginning of K. Edw, IV, and then de- 
caying, as ſeveral places of literature did in the Univerſity, was let by the 
College to one (25) Thomas Brown, Taylor, and afterward to (26) Roger 
Backſter, Vintner, who made it a common tavern. | 
In the year 1479, which was ſome years before the College was quite 

finiſhed, the pious Founder, after due conſideration had of its government, did 

ive to the Preſident, Scholars and the reſt, Statutes, whereby they and their 
— ſhould be equally governed. In them, in the firſt place, he appoints. 
the ſaid foundation to be a perpetual Coll. of poor and indigent clerical Scho- 
lars, ſtudying in the Univerſity of Oxford in divers Arts and Sciences, to be 
commonly called Seinte Parie Paugdalene Colledge, to the honour and 

raiſe of the bleſſed Virgin (our Saviour's Mother) St. Mary Magdalene, St. 
John Baptiſt, the Apoſtles Peter and Paul, the glorious Confeſſor St. Swy- 
thune, and other Patrons of the Cathedral of Wincheſter. The number of 
Scholars that he appointed to be always reſident in the ſaid College, were 40 
Fellows (of which three were before given by John Ingledeu and John For- 
man, as anon ſhall appear) thirty poor Scholars called Demyes, four Chap- 
lains that were Prieſts, eight Clerks, and ſixteen Choriſters, beſides ſeveral 
ſervants that were to attend. All which, beſides other poor Scholars that 
were daily fed with the broken meat from the tables in the public Refectory 
(continuing ſo till 1667, at which time they were ſtinted) as alſo the enter- 
tainment of ſtrangers, in lieu of that which was performed while it was an 
Hoſpital, receiving daily ſuſtenance, with other ſupplies, in ſuch meaſure, 
that I think it exceedeth any foundation for ſecular Scholars in Europe. 

Furthermore alſo, as the Founder ordered that there ſhould: be ſome di- 

ſtinction among the Fellows by profeſſions, that is to ſay; two or three to 
ſtudy the Canon Law, and two or three Medicine, and the reſt Divinity, ſo 
likewiſe according to the places of their nativity ; namely, =

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As for the Demyes, they were not to be reſtrained to any County, neither 
in any other reſpect but their age. However they were to be converſant in 
the ſtudies of Grammar, Logic and Sophiſtry, and ſkilled in plain ſong. The 
Chaplains and Clerks are to ſerve at the altar, to be ſufficiently ſkilled' in 
ſinging, and to have good voices for reading of Service. The Choriſters alſo 
to be perfect in plain ſong, and daily help the Choir with their ſinging.

AS for the aforeſaid three Fellowſhips, which made up the number of 40, 
Joann IncLEeDev, Clerk, (27) gave two of them an. 1461, with lands for their 
maintenance in Yorkſhire, (of which county he was a native) appointing 
them and their ſucceſſors, with leave from the Founder (to whom he was 
Chaplain) that they ſhould be born within the dioceſe of York or Durham, 
and profeſs Divinity. They were at the time of their election to be Gra- 
duats in Arts at leaſt, and to pray for the foul of him the ſaid Ingledeu, and 
John Bowyck, A. M. alſo for their parents, and for the ſouls of Elianor 
Aſke, and others. 

The other was given, (28) about the ſame time, by Joun Forman, of the 
Dioceſe of York, who alſo, with leave from the Founder, ordained that he 
ſhould be of his own kindred, /cil. ro be deſcended from John Forman, his 
Father. In defect of which, the Preſident and Fellows were to make a choice 
of one that was a native of, or neighbour to, Rothwell and Ruſton near 
Wakefield in Yorkſhire, in the firſt of which this benefator was born, and 
of the other vicar. As for other Benefactors that have followed after the ſettle- 
ment of the ſaid number of Fellows and Scholars are theſe : 

WILLIAM Firz-AlL Aux, Earl of Arundel, (of whoſe name I find often men- 
tion in the College writings) between whom and the College an (29) in- 
denture was made, dated 10 Oct. 1 Ric. III; whereby the Preſident and 
F zs did grant to the ſaid Earl, for them and their ſucceſſors, that imme- 
diately upon the real poſſeſſion. of the Hoſpital of St. James in the Lordſhip 
of Aynho in Northampton. (appropriated and united to the ſaid College) they 
ſhould perpetually keep a morrow maſs in the ſaid Coll. called Arundel maſs, 


(26% [Sir Jon FasToLtty, Knut. was ſo 
bountiful to this 2 through the affec- 
tion he had for his friend William Wain- 
fleet, the Founder, that his name is comme- 
morated in an anniverſary ſpeech: and though 
the particulars of his bounty are not now re- 
membered, becauſe he enfeoffed the ſaid 
Founder in his life-time, it is yet known, 
that the Boar's head in Southwark, now di- 
vided into tenements, yielding 1'5ol; Jars

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at an Altar called Arundel Altar, to pray for the good eſtate of the' ſaid Earl 
of Arundel, and Thomas Lord Maltravers, his ſon, their Anceſtors and ſuc- 
ceſſion for ever. And after the life of the ſaid Earl, and of the faid Lord or 
any of them, the ſaid Preſident and Fellows or Scholars and ſucceſſors ſhall 
keep yearly an Obit, Dirige and Maſs in à ſolemn form for their ſouls, and 
their noble anceſtors. And every Doctor or Maſter, being Fellow of the 
aforeſaid College, ſhall in their ſermons before the Univerſiry of Oxford, and 
at Paul's Croſs in London, recommend in their prayers the proſperous eſtate 
of the ſaid Earl, &c. _ 

James PrtesToON, D. D. WiLLiam and RonrerT PxrxEsTON, Maſters bf 
Arts, all three of the County of Lancaſter, and Dioceſe of York, gave (29*) 
monies for the purchaſing of lands toward the ſuſtenance and increaſe of four 
Fellows that were of the order of Prieſthood, or Graduats in the faculty of 
Arts at leaſt; each to have four marks annually, conditionally, that they pray 
for them while living, and after they were dead, and alſo for the ſouls of 
Thomas Preſton, Ralph and Cecily their parents, &c. 24 July, 1487. 

Ricnard Fox, Biſhop of Exeter, afterward Founder of Corpus Chriſti 
College, gave monies for a Chaplain to celebrate daily ſervice for the 
welfare of his ſoul, &c. 4 Hen. VII. He alſo (30) procured a mortmain of 
1001, for the College. | 

Ricuard Baronys, or Barwes, or BERN, ſometime Fellow of this 
College, gave lands in Hedington near Oxford, for an annual penſion to be 
paid to the Vice-Preſident. hich office the ſaid Kichard for many years 
did undergo, and after his death *twas ſettled according to the donor's mind 
by the Preſident and Society. | 

Rich ARD GutLpeorD, ſon and heir of Edward Guildford, Warden of 
the Cinque Ports, (31) gave 200]. with which were purehaſed lands at Swa- 
bie in Lincolnſhire, conditionally that the revenues iſſuing thence ſhould 
be diſtributed to four Fellows, that are Maſters and Prieſts, and in the year 
of their probation, if any ſuch, &c. The three firſt to have 53s. 4d. a- piece 
every year, and the junior 40s. &c. Thefaid ſum of money was delivered to 
the College by Edw. Lee, Archbiſhop of York, Executor to the ſaid Rich. 
Guildford, and fertled for the ſame uſe abour'the year 1531, Mr. Thomas 
Knolles being then Preſident. About which time it was appointed, that they 
ſhould be always called Guildford Scholars, and to pray for the ſoul of the 
ſaid Richard; and that if any of the family of the Guildfords ſhould here- 
after happen to be of the Society, they ſhould (if fit) be firſt choſen to parti- 
cipate of that Exhibition. 

Roß EAT MorwenrT, ſometime Fellow, afterward Preſident of Corpus 
Chriſti College, (32) gave 80l. with which were purchaſed lands in Stanlake 
in this county to the yearly value of 41. for an exhibition of 2cs. every 
quarter, to be paid to four Demyes, each to have five ſhillings a- piece, or 
at leaſt to two, and two Fellows in their year of probation, &c. ſans date. 

Jonx CLaymonp, ſometime Preſident, gave (33) divers lands and tene-

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ments in Oxfordſhire, and in the county-of Southampton, conditionally, that 
certain ſervice ſhould be annually performed in the Chapel for him, 
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and the ſouls of John and Alice his parents, and John his Stepfather. Khat 
allo four of the pooreſt Fellows ſhould each of them (being firſt appointed 
by the Electors) receive five ſhillings every quarter, three of the pooreſt 
Demyes forty pence, &c. ult. Sept. 1532. 

Joux Hycpex, D. D. ſometime Preſident, (34) gave 180l. with which were 
purchaſed lands at Horſington, in the county of Lincoln, worth 81. yearly, 
together with the advowſon of the church there, to the end that four Proba. 
tioner Fellows, and four Demyes of the pooreſt ſort ſhould receive 38. a- piece 
every quarter in Exhibition, &c. laſt of Sept. 1532. 

The ſaid three perſons alſo immediately before going, viz. R. Morwent, 
J. Claymond, (35) and J. Hygden, gave at another time as much money thar 
5 31. yearly in Stanlake, conditionally, that every firſt monday in 

ent, after exequies and Maſs were performed for them, the Preſident ſhould. 
receive 18. 4d. every Fellow 8d. every Probationer 6d. every Chaplain 6d. 
every Clerk 4d. every Demy 4d. and every of the ſixteen Choriſters 2d. (35*) 

To theſe I muſt add the charity of one Mr. Tromas PrrLiees, ſometime 
Fellow, who leaving ſeveral lands to the College, the Society by a decree 
made Dec. 9, 1547, ordered the revenues of the ſaid lands ſhould be beſtowed 
on fix of the pooreſt Fellows, (ſuch that ſhould be choſen by the Electors) 
and that each of them ſhould have 20s. yearly apiece, &c. 

Simon PERroT, alias ParReT, Gentleman, (ſometime Fellow) and Alice 
his wife, (36) having given into the hands partly of Owen Oglethorp, and 
partly of Thomas Coveney, lately Preſident, 1241. to buy lands worth 61. 
yearly ; which accordingly was done in Stanlake in this county. The Preſi- 
dent and Fellows, by their deed of compoſition, bearing date 1 Dec. 22 Eliz. 
Dom. 1579, did oblige themſelves and ſucceſſors, that firſt, that one of their 
Fellows, who is a Miniſter of God's word, ſhall (after he hath been nomi- 
nated by the Preſident) preach a ſermon on the day of St. Mark the Evange- 
liſt yearly in the College Chapel, for which he ſhall receive 408. at four 
t _ of the year. Seoondly, that the monday going before St. Mark's day, 
ti. ſhall celebrate their commemoration. Which being done, that 20s. ſhall 
be diſtributed between the Preſident and thoſe Fellows that are preſent, (the 
ſick or abſent (36#*) excepted) 5s. and 4d. among the Choriſters, or their De- 
puties, and 18. 4d. to be given to the Organiſt or Maſter of the ſaid Choriſters, 

becauſe Robert Perot, alias Parret, father of the ſaid Simon, did ſometime 
undergo that office. Thirdly, that the College allow out of the ſaid reve-

I. Joun Hos LEV, or HornLey, Bach. of Divinity, made Preſident of Mag- 
dalen Hall, 28 Aug. 1448; which office he reſigning into the hands of 
the Founder, lived afterward at Dartford in the Dioceſe of Rocheſter, 
and there died and was buried an. 1477. 

II. WILLIAM TyBarD, Bach. of Divinity, ſometime Principal of Haber- 
daſher Hall in St. Mary's pariſh, now Miniſter of Craucombe 1n the 
Dioceſs of Bath and Wells by the gift of the Prioreſs and Convent of 
Stodley in Oxfordſhire, ſucceeded 12 July 1458.

CHAPEL. The Society at firſt (while they abode in Magdalen Hall) 
celebrated ſervice in the pariſh church of St. Peter, but after their tranſlation 
to the Hoſpital, they commonly celebrated in an Oratory belonging there- 


unto. Which Oratory was in a ſecond ſtory in that row of building on the 


ſouth ſide of the College Chapel that now ſtands, and was in being till 1665 ; 
at what time it was converted into two chambers. At length this Chapel 
that now is (on the ſouth ſide of the quadrangle) being finiſhed, in the reign 
of Edward IV, the Society made uſe of it, as they do at this day ; and as 

Founder left it, ſo did it remain till an. 1635 ; at what time great care being 
taken to adorn. Churches and Chapels in moſt places, eſpecially in the Uni- 
verſity ; this then was altered to what it now is; that is to ſay, the floor of 


the inner Chapel was pulled up, and paved with black and white marble, 


the old wainſcot and ſtalls taken away, and theſe in being ſet up with curious 
painting thereon. A new organ alſo provided, a comely Hoes, painted 
windows, and what not, to adorn the houſe of God, Dr. Frewen being then 
Preſident, &c. (72*)

© SamvzL PARKER, D. D. Archdeacon of Canterbury, and Lord Biſhop of 
Oxon, as alſo Preſident of this College, died in his Lodgings ſituate and, : 
being within the ſaid College, on tueſday Mar. 20, about 7 of the clock in 
the evening, an. 1687-8, aged-47 and ſome months; and was buried on ſa- 
turday the 24th of the ſame month, on the north fide of the outer Chapel. 

He was the ſon of John Parker of Northampton, educated in the Common 
Law in one of the Temples, who being an active man in the time of the 
Rebellion, was made Sergeant at Law by Oliver Cromwell. 5 


This Dr. Sam. Parker married Rebecca, daughter of —— Pheſant of London, 
by whom he had ſons and daughters; of which only two ſons were living at

On the ſouth ſide of the Chapel ſtands a beautiful and well-built Tower, 
the firſt ſtone of which was laid (85) by Dr. Mayew, Preſident, 9 Aug. 1492, 
finiſhed an. 1498, at what time Mr. Thom. Wolley, [afterward Cardinal 
and Archbiſhop of Vork, ] was Burſar of the College. (86) From the top of 
which, the choral Minifters of this Houſe do, according to an ancient cuſtom, 
ſalute Flora every year on the firſt of May at four in the morning, with vocal 
muſic of ſeveral parts. Which having been ſometimes well performed, 
hath given great content to the neighbourhood, and auditors underneath, 


I have no more now to ſay of this Houſe, but what may be applied to the 
moſt noble and rich ſtructure in the learned world, that is to ſay, that if you 
have a regard to its endowment, excelleth (all things conſidered) any Society 
in-Europe; or to thoſe honourable, reverend and learned Perſons it hath pro- 
duced, what place more? Look upon its buildings, and the lofty pinnacles 
and turrets thereon, and what ſtructure in Oxford or elſewhere doth more 
delight the eye ? adminiſtering a pleaſant ſight to ſtrangers at their entrance 
into the eaſt part of the City: upon the ſtately Tower, which containeth the 
moſt tuneable and melodious ring of bells in all theſe parts and beyond : 
Walk alſo into the Quadrangle, and there every buttreſs almoſt of the Cloi- 
ſter beareth an antick : (87) Into the Chapel, where the eye is delighted 
with ſcripture hiſtory and pictures of Saints in the windows, and on the eaſt 
wall: (88) Into the Library, and there you'll find a rare and choice. collec- 
tion of books, as well printed as written, Go without it, and you'll find it a 
College ſweetly and pleaſantly ſituated, whoſe Grove and Gardens, encloſed 
with » embattled wall by the Founder, are emulous with the gardens of 
Hipp. s Cardinal d'Eſte, ſo much famouſed. and commended by Franciſ- 
cus Scholtus in his Itinerary of Italy: (89) Go into the Water-walks, and 
at ſome times in the year you will find them as delectable as the banks of 
Eurotas, which were ſhaded with bay trees, and where Apollo himſelf was 
wont to walk (90) and ſing his lays. And of the Rivers here, that pleaſantly 
and with a murmuring noiſe wind and turn, may in a manner be ſpoken, that 
which the people of Angouleſme in France were wont to fay (91) of their 


river Touvre, that © it is covered over and chequered with ſwans, paved and

What can be more ſaid ? The pious Founder did not only make proviſion 
for theſe, but alſo for a nurſery for the education of the youth of this his 
College; wherein not only many eminent perſons have taught, as Cardinal 
Wolszv, STANBRIDGE, Tho. RoBerTsON, HARLEY Biſhop of Hereford, 
Coor Ex of Wincheſter, and divers others, but alſo many have been educated 
for the ſupply of this, and other Houſes in the Univerſity.

The Altar- piece in the Chapel, re- 
preſenting the Reſurrection of the Founpes, &c. was painted by Iſaac Ful- 
ler, about the middle of the laſt Century; and is celebrated in an elegant 
Latin Poem by Joseen App1son, Eſq. M. A. ſometime Fellow of this So- 
ciety, and afterward Secretary of State to King George the Firſt. The Altar 
has been adorned with a neat wainſcot, and particularly with a painting ſup- 

poſed to have been done by Guido; the ſubject of which is our Saviour 
bearing his Croſs. Having been taken at Vigo in 1702, and brought into 
England by James, the laſt Duke of Ormond, it afterward came into the 
poſſeſſion of WILLIAM FREMAN, Eſq. beforementioned, who preſented it 
to the College. A new Organ alſo was erected at his expenſe. 

In the time of the Great Rebellion the original painted windows in the 
Choir were taken down and concealed ; but being unluckily diſcovered by 
Cromwell's Troopers, they were all demoliſhed by thoſe ignorant fanatics, 
Thoſe now in the Choir, in Clair Obſcure, containing the Figures of the 
Apoſtles, the primitive Fathers, Saints and Martyrs, were removed from the 
Ante Chapel in 1741, except the two next the Altar, which have ſince been 
added, They are in the ſame ſtyle, and probably were painted about the 
ſame time as that in the great weſt window. This laſt repreſents the Reſur- 
rection, and is generally ſuppoſed to have been done after a deſign of one 
finiſhed by Schwartz, above 200 years ago, for the Princeſs of William 5 
Duke of Bavaria, and engraved by Sadelar. But it being now very much 
defaced, MonTacu CHOLMELEy, D. D. who died ſenior Fellow in 1785, be- 
queathed 3ool, towards adding a new weſt window.

Being trained up in grammar learning in his own'country, was ſent to Ox- 
ford, and there ſettled in Otiel or Lincoln College, ſucceſſively in both. 
In the former I have reaſon to ſuppoſe ſo, becaule ſeveral of his name and 
kindred were of "inp Society ſoon after, if not in his own time; and in the 
other, becauſe that among their Burſars or Treaſurers (g) accompts I find 
one Mr, William Smyth to have been a Commoner there, before, and in the 


year, 1478, being the ſame, without all doubt, with this perſon that we now 
ſpeak of. But howſoever it is (though I am not ignorant that he was a Be- 


nefactor to both the ſaid Colleges, eſpecially the laft) ſure I am that he, with 
divers other Scholars of Oxford, being fearful of a peſtilence raging in Ox- 
ford in their time, receded to Cambridge 1 where he became Fellow, and af- 
terward Maſter of Pembroke Hall.

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Coventry, an. 1492. At the firſt of which places he (3) founded an Hoſpital 
for a Maſter, two Prieſts, and ten poor men, as alſo a Free- School; upon the 
laſt of which K. Hen. VII beſtowed an Hofpital called Denhall, in Wyrehall 
in Cheſhire, and the impropriation of the Church of Burton. 

After he had fat three years in the See of Lichfield, he was tranſlated to 
Lincoln, and became a great man in the King's favour, Counſellor to Prince 
Arthur, and Preſident of Wales, (5*) being the firſt of all that bore that office. 
About the ſame time he was choſen Chancellor of this Univerſity, which 
place he keeping two years, reſigned, and finding himſelf waxing impotent 
in body, conſidered how he might further beſtow his wealth for the public 
good. At length conſulting with a worthy Gentleman, Rien arp SuTToONn, then 
Eſquire, 2 a Knight) deſcended from the houſe of Sutton in the 
pariſh of Preſbury in the county of Cheſter, and about this time Steward (if I 
miſtake not) to the houſe of Nuns at Sion near London, and one of the 
King's Council, reſolved to join their monies together for the erection of 
ſome monument, as well for the honour of their Mother the Univerſity of 
Oxford, as the perpetual memories of their names. 

They therefore, to make preparations for ſuch a monument, obtained of 
the Maſter and Fellows of Univerſity College, a (6) leaſe of two ancient 

Hoſtles for learning, ſituate on the weſt ſide of School-ſtreet, called Braſenoſe 
Hall, and little Univerſity Hall, (7) for the ſpace of 92 years, paying yearly 
for them 3], and at the end of the ſaid 92 years the Maſter and Fellows pro- 
miſed for themſelves and ſucceſſors to make them a leaſe for the ſaid term of 
years again. This was done 20 Oct. 24 Hen. VII, Dom. 1508, at which 
time the ſaid Richard Sutton, and others, to whom the leaſe was made, did 
then covenant to diſcharge the ſaid Maſter and Fellows of twelve ſhillings (8) 
yearly rent iſſuing out of Braſenoſe, payable to the Wardens or Proctors of 
St. Mary's church; and that alſo there ſhould be expended in new building 
and reparations in the ſaid Hall 40], within one year following the date of the 
iaid leaſe, 

] - things being done, the ſaid perſons obtained a (9) dimiſſion of 
Orie: _ollege, 20 Feb. 1 Hen. VIII, Dom. 1509, of their tenements or Halls, 
called Saleſury, (10) and St. Mary's Entry, with their gardens, ſituated be- 
tween Braſenoſe on the north, and little Edmund Hall on the ſouth, in re- 
compence of 13s. 4d. which the Prior and Convent of St. Frideſwyde releaſed 
to the ſaid College at the inſtance of William Smyth Biſhop of Lincoln. (11)

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Theſe tenements being procured, and building and reparations done on 
Braſenoſe Hall, iſſued out, upon the deſire of the Founders, the King's (12) 
licenſe 25 Jan. 3 Hen. VIII, Dom. 1511. Whereby it was granted to them, 
their Executors and Aſſigns, to erect and eſtabliſh a College in a tenement in 
the Univerſity of Oxford, called Braſenoſe, for one Principal and ſixty Scho- 
lars, to be inſtructed in the ſciences of Sophiſtry, Logic and Philoſophy, and 
afterward in Divinity, by the name of the PaIxcIrAL AND SCHOLARS OF 
THE Kinc's HALL and CoLLEGE of BRASENOSE IN OxFoRD, and that they 
might ſettle thereon lands, tenements and revenues to the yearly value of 300l, 
beyond all burdens and repriſes. 

The next year after the ſaid licenſe, viz, 4 Hen. VIII, Biſhop SMrTw made 
a purchaſe (13) of the ſite of Coldnorton Priory in the County of Oxford, 
with all lands, tenements, and other revenues belonging thereunto of Thomas 
Hobbys Dean, and the Canons of St. Stephen's Chapel at Weſtm. as they 
had done of K. Hen. VII, in the 22d year of his reign. ' Which King had 
It by eſcheat in defe& of a Prior and Convent to inhabit therein; the firſt, 
named John Wotton, dying the 11th of Hen. VII, and the Convent ſome 
time before fled, or executed (14) for certain robberies and other felonies 
committed on the highways joining to the limits of the ſaid Priory. So that 
the Founder being poſſeſſed of it, conveyed it to the Coll. 5 H. VIII, having 
before had thoughts of founding the ſaid College on the ſite of that Priory. 

As for the lands which Rienanxp SuTToONn gave, equal almoſt to thoſe 
which Biſhop SMmiTa beſtowed, being ſituated in Oxfordſhire and other 
Counties, I ſhall paſs them by for brevity ſake, and proceed. 

After the College was finiſhed in its Buildings (albeit for ſometime ſtopt 
becauſe of the Bp's death (14+)) and lands ſettled thereon by the Founder, as 
alſo dedicated to the memory of St. Hugh and St. Chadd, Confeſſors, Sir 
R1cHarD SuTToN ſigned the Statutes 1 Feb. 13 Hen. VIII, Dom. 1521; 
(Biſhop SmiTHn and he having before given them) wherein, as it appears, are 
appointed a Principal and twelve Fellows ſtudying in Philoſophy and Divi- 
nity. All which are to be natives of the Dioceſe of Lichfield and Coventry, 
ſo that thoſe that are born in the Counties of Lancaſter and Cheſter (both 
then in that Dioceſe) and chiefly in the pariſhes of Preſcote and Preſtbury in 
the ſaid counties be, if fit for manners and knowledge, firſt preferred. And 
if it ſhould happen that none of the ſaid dioceſe be eligible, then in defect of 
ſuch the Society is to chooſe out of the dioceſe of Linc. and if there neither, 
then the moſt fit and learned that may be found in the Univerſity of Oxford.

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To the ſaid number of twelve, ſuſtained in the College before the Statutes 
were given, Sir RicHARD SUTTON added three Prieſts, who, according to an 
indenture between him and the Society 18 July 11 Hen. VIII, were, every 
year after his death, to ſay a ſolemn Dirige and Maſs, each to receive five 
marks yearly ; and on the day when the ſaid Maſs is performed, the Scho- 
Jars are to receive 138. 4d. to encreaſe their fare, and 25 Prieſts that are pre- 
ſent, are to receive gd. apiece above the ſaid ſum of 138. 4d. &c. 

The ſaid places of Prieſts being ſupplied, and the ſaid ſervice per- 
formed, for divers years following, were at length taken away, and the ſti- 
pend given to three of the Fellows, as it continues to this time.

Joycs FRAnKLanD, of London, Widow, daughter of Robert Trapps, 
Citizen and Goldſmith of the ſame place, (having had by her firſt huſband, 
Henry Saxy, a fon named William Saxy, who died without iſſue) did by her 
laſt will, dat. 20 Feb. 1586, give ſeveral lands and tenements (17) for the en- 
creaſe of the Principal's diet, Fellowſhips, and for the addition of one Fellow 
more, (making thereby the number twenty) to be of her own kindred, [eſ- 
pecially of the kindred of the Trapps and Saxies] or in defect of ſuch, of 
any county in England, &c. ſettled 40 Elizabeth. She was ſo liberal a Be- 
nefactor that her name hath been and is ſtill repeated in the common Grace 
after meat in the Hall, and the Society alſo have, in gratitude to her memory, 
erected a monument over her grave in St. Leonard's Church, in Foſter lane, 
London : Which monument was demoliſhed (as I conceive) by the great 
fire that happened in London in Sept. 1666. 


Thus far for thoſe that have given Fellowſhips: As for the Scholarſhips

From 
Oxford, where he was educated, or at leaſt from that county, &c. 6 June 28 
Hen. VIII, Dom. 1536, Which gift being then ſettled, the Scholars after- 
ward that received the ſaid Exhibition were called Claymondines, and at this 
day corruptly Clemmondines. Of this Benefaction a certain poet (22) living 
in Mr. Claymond's time thus wrote :

1686, the manor of Thornhill in Wiltſhire, 
to the Principal and Fellows, to encreaſe the 
number of her Scholars; which encreaſed 
number ſhe orders likewiſe to be called So- 
merſet Scholars. They are to have the ſame 
allowance, and to be under the ſame regula- 
tions as the former; but are to be elected 
from the Free Schools of Mancheſter, Marl- 
borough, and Hereford alternately. The 
Scholarſhips are to be encreaſed in number, 
proportionably to the encreaſe of the eſtate ; 
that is, a new Scholarſhip is to be added con-

She further gave her leaſehold farm in the 
ſame manor for the eſtabliſhment of fix other 
Scholarſhips. The whole profits are to go to 
the ſix Scholars, no others are to partake with 
them, nor are they to receive any part of the 
rents of the manor of Thornhill. They are 
to be ſons of ſuch perſons as cannot afford to 
beſtow much upon the education of their 
children, and therefore the larger ſtipend is 
allotted them; are to be deſigned for the 
miniſtry ; and to ſtudy divinity. In all other 
reſpects they differ nothing from the other ad- 
ditional Scholars. 

By a codicil annexed to her will, dated 
1691, ſhe likewiſe gave the advowſon of the 
living of Wotton Rivers in Wiltſhire, to the 
Principal, Fellows and Scholars of Braſenoſe 
College, Oxford, and to the Maſter, Fellows 
and Scholars of St. John's College, Cam- 
bridge; who are to preſent alternately .one 
of the Scholars upon her foundation, who has 
been educated in the College whoſe turn it 
ſhall be to preſent. 

RosBerT Joxes paid to the Burſars by the 
hands of Dr. Charlett, the ſum of 10l. of 
which he defired that eight pounds might be 
ſtanding caution for the two Philpottine, 
Langfordian Exhibitioners &c. 

N. B. The Philpottine, Langfordian Ex- 
hibitioners are ſo called from their Founders, 
CnARLESs LancFrorD, Dean of Hereford, 
who gave 81, and Georce PailLeoTT, who 
gave 41 per annum, amounting in the whole 
to 121. which is equally divided between 
them, They are nominated and paid by the 
Dean and Chapter of Hereford. 

A. D. 1680. Thomas Yare, D. D.

pital at Etwall for twelve men, and a School at Repton in the ſaid county

John Lightfoot was Maſter, afterward Head of Catherine Hall in Cam- 
bridge, and eminent for the Oriental tongues, 

Ricuard HarPur, of Swarkſton in the county of Derby, one of the 
Juſtices of the common Bench, ſettled a Greek Lecturer, and for his pains 


purchaſing lands for the augmentation of 
Church's Scholarſhips: and alſo one meſſuage 
called Willoughby Houſe in the pariſh of St. 
Clement Danes in Middleſex to be let for 
a term of years at the rent of 4ol ; of which 
241. are to be equally divided among his 
three Scholars, who are to be choſen of the 
lineage of his father; or, in default of ſuch, 
out of the pariſh of Middlewich in Cheſhire; 
or, in default of ſuch, out of the counties of 
Northampton and Wilts.— The remainder of 
the ſaid 4ol, is to be diſpoſed of in the fol- 
lowing manner; viz. to the Principal on St.

I. MarrRHEw SMYTH, of the Dioceſe of Lichfield and County of Lancaſter, 
elected Probationer Fellow of Oriel College, an. 1506, Principal of 
Braſenoſe Hall, 1510. About which time taking his degree of Bachelor 
of Div. (42) became Principal of this College at its firſt erection by the 
appointment of the Founders. He died 6 Febr. 1547, and was buried 

St. Mary's Church. He gave to his nephew, Baldwyn Smyth, lands 
nd tenements in Sutton in the pariſh of Preſcote, conditionally, that he 
and his heirs pay an annuity of 20 ſhillings to the Uſher of Tamworth 
School in com.

As for the places wherein the Society have celebrated ſervice, 
have been firſt in a little Chapel, or rather Oratory, over the Buttery on the 
ſouth fide of the Quadrangle, never conſecrated as I can yet find (53). Which 
continuing in uſe till an, 1666, was the next year following converted into 
Chambers. The other place is the fair and beautiful Chapel now r 
beyond the Quadrangle, on the ſouth ſide, built on the ground where Litt 
Edmund Hall ſometime ſtood. The firſt ſtone of which was laid 26 June 
1656, and being, with the Cloiſter. adjoining, totally finiſhed, was conſecrated 
to the memory of St. Hugh and St. Chadd, 17 Nov. 1666, by the Biſhop of 
Oxford. The chiefeſt Benefactor thereunto was Dr. SamveL RAperirrE, 
ſometime Principal, who gave as much land in Pidington, in the county of 
Northampton, that was ſold for a thouſand, eight hundred and fifty pounds, 
for its firſt erection.

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AVING made an end of what I have to ſay of Braſenoſe College, I 
ſhould proceed to ſpeak of that of Corpus Chriſti, being the next ac- 
cording to time to be mentioned, but certain matters concerning the Founder 
thereof preſenting themſelyes to my view, I hold myſelf in a manner 
obliged to impart them to you before I ſpeak of the Foundation, and other 
matters relating thereunto. 


Ricaarp Fox therefore, ſometime Biſhop of Wincheſter, was born (1) in 
an- obſcure village in Lincolnſhire called Ropeſley, four miles diſtant from 
— in an ancient houſe known to ſome by the name of Pullock's 

anor. | | | 

He was the ſon of Thomas Fox and Helena his wife, both well eſteemed 
for their honeſt life and converſation. Others alſo there were of his name and 
alliance in and about the ſame place, who were either his brethren or uncles, 
afterward Citizens of London, fome of whoſe children were preferred to 
this College, as in particular Thom. Fox, (his nephew as it ſeems) of whom 
he took eſpecial care in letters (2) written to Mr. John Claymond, the firſt 
Preſident, to have him ſettled among the original Scholars, as he did alſo for 
John-Fox, another Londoner, then Archdeacon of Surry. 

The ſaid Place where the Founder was born, being well known to the an- 
cient Fellows of this Houſe, according to the tradition they had received of it, 
were wont, when they went their progreſs to keep Courts at their reſpective 
manors, to viſit and do their devotions to it, as the very place where their 
father and great patron had received his firſt breath. | 

To the ſaid manor. houſe. did anciently belong (3) land worth, beyond all 
repriſes 261, yearly ;z which, whether it belonged as an inheritance to the Foxes 
could be learned by them. It came afterward into the hands, as it 
ſeems, t Richard Kelham, father of Ralph Kelham living in the reign of 
K. James. From him it came into the hands of Richard Hickſon, who 
built a new houſe upon it, and the old houſe where the Founder was born, 
he ſold to one Thomas Raſkall of the ſame town. 

In the latter end of Q. Elizabeth, lived in part of the ſaid old houſe a Wi- 
dow well ſtricken in years, who with the moſt ancient of the town were wont 
to tell the ſaid Fellows, that their Founder was born at that place,” and one 
among the reſt told them, as he had received it from his father, that © Richard 
Fox went away very meanly from his parents into France when he was young, 
and after ſome time ſpent there, returned to his parents again in very good

he muſt over ſea again, and if one thing hit out right, all Ropeſley ſhou 
not ſerve him for his Kitchen, &c.* D 

His parents, perceiving him to be of a towardly wit, intended, according to 
their abilities, to beſtow that upon him which ſhould prove a comfort to 
them in their old age, and to himſelf in the future a livelihood. Wherefore 
they ſent him to be trained up in Grammar at Boſton, till ſuch time that he 
might prove capable of the Univerſity. Thence they (4) ſent him to Mag- 
dalen College in Oxford, where for the time he continued he profited io 
much in literature that he went beyond moſt of his cotemporaries. | 

From thence, becauſe of a plague that broke out in Oxford, he went to 
Cambridge, where, as ſeveral Authors report, he became Maſter or Head of 
Pembroke Hall [1507]; but long there neither did he abide, for obſerving that 
long (5) continuance in an Univerſity was a ſign either of lack of friends or 
of learning, and that it was ſacrilege for a man to tarry longer there than he 
had a deſire to profit,” took a reſolution to travel and ſee the faſhions of other 
nurſeries of learning : and this the rather he did becauſe at that time K. Rich. 
III, did uſurp the government, and that the ſtate thereupon was in an unſet- 
tled condition. To Paris therefore (6) he journeys, where to complete that 
Divinity which he had already obtained, ſtudied the Canon Law, without 
which Divinity was eſteemed in thoſe days imperfect. 

From thence he thought to have travelled to other parts; but happily 
meeting ſomewhere with John Moorton, Biſhop of Ely, ſometime an Ox- 
ford Man, who had fled the kingdom becauſe of the ſaid uſurpation, his in- 
tentions were at that time ſtopped : and whether his learning and policy 
were ſo much perceived by this Biſhop as to make uſe of him as an inſtru- 
ment to eſtabliſh Henry Earl of Richmond in the throne (to whom Biſhop 
Moorton faithfully adhered) or whether the Earl himſelf, who was then at 
Paris, had acquaintance with him, or before had known him to be a man of 
wiſdom, I am in doubt : -Howbeit an author (7) that lived in few years after, 
tells us, that as ſoon as the Earl had knowledge of him, received him as a 
man of great wit and no leſs learning, 8 familiarity, and in brief 
time erected and advanced him to high digRities and promotions, as it ſhall 
anon be ſhewed. 

But howſoe ver the matter was, I ſhall not now diſpute it; ſure I am that 
at what time the Earl was at Vannec in Little Bretagne, contriving to furniſh 
himſelf for his ſetting forth to obtain the crown of England, determined to 
crave aid of the French King; and ſo coming to Paris to proſecute his deſign, 
left the (8) whole management thereof to the ſaid Rich. Fox, then Doctor 
of the Canon Law or Decrees, who, according to the truſt repoſed upon him,

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followed the matter with ſo great diligence that in ſhort time all things were 
accompliſhed to the Earl's pleaſure. So that ſoon after the ſaid Henry obtain- 
ing the crown upon the victory gotten in Boſworth field, was not unmindful 
of Dr. Fox; for he not only made him one of his Council, and Keeper of his 
privy ſeal, but-alſo{g) employed him with Sir Richard Edgecombe, Kr. [ 1487] 
as Ambaſſador for truce to K. James III, of Scotland, In which employ- 
ment ſhewing himſelf to be a perſon of great prudence, for that he obtained 
a truce between the two kingdoms for the ſpace of ſeven years, (9*) made 
the King have ſo great reſpect for him that the Biſhopric of Exeter falling 
void, before his retura from Scotland, as I conceive, immediately conferred 
it upon him an. 1486-7. 

Being now ſettled in that See, he behaved himſelf in all reſpects befittin 
a true Prelate, as well in office as life and converſation. The effects of whoſe 
deeds there, being partly mentioned by another (10) pen, I ſhall now paſs 
them by and proceed. In the year 1491-2, when Robert Stillington Biſhop 
of Bath [and Wells] deceaſed, the King gave that Biſhopric to him, and 
was tranſlated thereunto by the authority of the Bull (11) of P. Innocent 
VIII, dated 6 Id. Febr. the ſame year. In all which time none was in more 
favour with the King than he, and none whoſe counſel was more relied upon 
than his, eſpecially in thoſe matters relating to the privilege and intereſt that 
K. Hen. VII challenged in the kingdom of Scotland. And that he might 
advantage himſelf in the knowledge of them, he left no Hiſtory or Chroni- 
cle of this nation of England unconſulted, and particularly one of John 
Rowſe the Warwick Antiquary, of which, and the lending it out to Dr. Fox, 
he maketh mention in his book (12) de Regibus Angliæ, with an excuſe 
concerning the omiſſion of ſome particulars therein“ hic multa alia inſeru- 
iſſem (ſaith he) fi quendam librum meum habuiſſem plenarie hanc materiam 
tractantem, quem mutuo pro tempore tradidi reverendo in Chriſto Patri et 
Domino Dom. Richardo Fox in decretis Doctori, Epiſcopo Exceſtriæ, Cuſ- 
todi privati tunc figilli ſub metuendiſſimo Principe Henrico vi rege 
Angl+. &c. T? 

Bi » return: After he had continued in the See of Bath and Wells for 
the ſpace of three years or thereabouts, he was preferred by the ſame hand 
to that of Durham an. 1494: and as he ſtill aſcended from a poorer to a 
richer, or from a worſe to a better, Biſhopric ; ſo he made the places themſelves 
in relation to their edifices; for he (13) made ſeveral alterations in the Hall or 
public Refectory of the Caſtle of Durham, that is to ſay, that whereas there 
were but two ſeats of Regality, one in-the upper and another in the lower 
part of the ſaid Hall, he left the upper only, and in the place of the lower he 
made a ſtorehouſe or pantry for proviſions, and over the faid work made two

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ſeats or pews for the Wind-muſic, or other muſicians in the time of fervice, 
or refection. He built there alſo an accompt or checquer-chamber, a large 
Kitchen, and all houſes of office over it, as alſo all the new work on the weſt 
75 of the Hall and Kitchen. Furthermore he began to build a Hall, 

itchen, and other edifices in the high tower of the ſaid Caſtle, but before 
they were perfected, he was tranſlated to Wincheſter by reaſon of the con- 
troverſy that ſprang between him and the Eart of Cumberland concern- 
ing the right of Hertlepole The ſaid Caſtelle of Durham ſtondith (as Le- 
land (14) ſaith) ſtately on the north eſt ſide of the Minſter, and Were rennith 
under it. The Kepe ſtondith aloft, and is ſtately buildid of vii ſquare faſ- 
cion and four highes (or ſtories) of logginges. Biſshop Fox did much repara- 
tion of this dungeon: and he made beſide in the Caſtelle a new kychen with 
the offices and many praty chaumbers, &c.“ 

What were his actions while he fate in this See, either in relation to his 
government, of tranſactions between the Clergy and Gentry of his Dioceſe, 
know not; for Durham hath been ſo ungrateful in that reſpect, that ſhe 
hath not endeavoured to preſerve any monument or writing (except that be- 
fore mentioned) in her regiſters or public records of acts done by this worthy 
Prelate. | | 

While he was Biſhop of the ſaid place, the Scots, it elſewhere (15) appears, 
had like to have broken the truce and revived wars between the two nations 
again; for they coming to Norham Caſtle, the Biſhop's habitation, intended, 
it poſſible, to ſurpriſe it; to which end they came ſeveral times in private to 
view it, but the ſoldiers therein, ſuſpecting ſome evil meaning, ſallied out 
and made them fly. The Scottiſh King being advertiſed of this matter, 
was highly diſpleaſed, and in all haſte ſignified to the Engliſh King, how 
his ſoldiers, who had no intentions for a ſurpriſal, were treated, and therefore 
he had violated the truce. The King to excuſe the matter, relied upon 
Biſhop Fox, owner of the Caſtle, to perform what ſeemed g in ſuch a 
matter. He thereupon by letters written to him, interwoven with expreſſions 
tending to a reconcilement, did at length appeaſe his diſpleaſure, and brought 
all things to ſuch a paſs, that the Scottiſh K:ng wrote courteouſly to the 
Biſhop again, ſignifying, that beſides the matter then in hand, he had certain 
ſecrets to impart unto him, and deſired forthwith that he would come 
unto him. The Biſhop therefore with his retinue journeyed into Scotland, 
where he was kindly received by the King in the Abbey of Mailroſs, and 
after much talk concerning the truce that was violated, the King at length 
told him, that all things would never go right, until a firmer bond of peace 
was made ; and for the accompliſhment thereof, he thought of no better re- 
medy than that he ſhould match himſelf to the Lady Margaret, the King of 
England's eldeſt daughter, which thing he would the ſooner do, if he knew 
of the Biſhop's mind therein. (16) After this communication was ended,

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the Biſhop returned into England, and going forthwith to the Court, de- 
clared to the King all the diſcourſe that had paſſed between them. The 
King therefore ſeeming to like well of it, conceded at length to the match, 
Afterward to the great joy of both nations they were ſolemnly married, and 
from their iſſue King James the VIth of Scotland, and the firſt of that name 
in England, cook th lineal deſcent, and by virtue thereof obtained the 
Engliſh crown after the death of Queen Elizabeth ; confirming thereby both 
kingdoms with an everlaſting peace. 

Having had an happy ſucceſs in this match, he was adviſed in the maki 
up that between Prince Arthur and the Lady Catherine, fourth daughter 
Ferdinando and Iſabella, King and Queen of Spain, an. 1502. Which being 
concluded, her entry into London, and the celebrity of the marriage was 
ordered and contrived by the ſaid worthy Biſhop, * who was not only a grave 
Counſellor for war or peace, (as (17) one faith) but alſo a ſurveyor of 
works, and a good maſter of ceremonies, and any thing elſe that was fit for 
the active part, belonging to the ſervice of Court or State of a great King.“ 
Further alſo I am to tell you (which is a matter of obſervance) that the laſt 
act of State, that concluded the temporal felicity of our King Henry VII, was 
the glorious match between his daughter Mary and Charles, Prince of Caſtile, 
afterwards the great Emperor. hich treaty was perfected by this worthy 
Biſhop Fox, and other Commiſſioners, at Calais, the year before the death of 
our King. And this with other things I thought fit to let you know, be- 
cauſe thence you might underſtand what great truſt the King repoſed on the 
ſaid Biſhop, what love he had for him, and how ready the Biſhop always was 
to ſerve his lord and Maſter to the utmoſt. 

It was now the 16th year of the reign of K. Hen. VII (1500) : at which time 
Thomas Langton, Biſhop of Wincheſter deceaſed, in whoſe room the King 
immediately put Richard Fox; where being ſettled, ſpent the remainder of 
his time 1n great proſperity and plenty, beſtowing much money in buildings, 
reparations, and charitable uſes: witneſs, beſides his College at Oxford, (of 
wh'-- more anon) his new Chapel in the Cathedral of Wincheſter, (wherein 
he - afterward buried) appointing (18) that daily maſs ſhould be celebrated 
for his foul. Then his erection of a Free-School at Taunton Caſtle, and 
convenient Lodgings near it for the School-maſter to dwell in. The like he 
performed at Grantham in Lincolnſhire, albeit his intentions were ſometimes 
to have (19) builded the fame at Ropeſley, in a little Grove joining to the 
houſe where he was born; but that place being but a village, and therefore 
unfrequented, altered his mind and built it at Grantham aforeſaid, which 
was then, as now, a place of commerce and trading. 

As for his charity in exhibiting to ſeveral poor Scholars, was (while he was 
Bp of this See) very (20) much. Among them were thoſe under the tuition 
of Richard Stubbes, and Leonard Huchinſon of Balliol College; the firſt

great love and amity which the Biſhop had for him, ſaluted him in his letters 
directed to him, © Brother” and dear Brother*. He alſo extended his charity in 
a large manner to the Abbat and Monks of Glaſtenbury ; for when John the 
Abbat in a letter to him complained much of the miſerable and poor eſtate 
that he and his Convent were in, (as indeed they were) voluntarily (21) lent, 
or rather as it ſhould ſeem gave, them an 100l. which was paid to them by 
Mr. Claymond. Furthermore alſo it muſt not be forgotten, that in the 3d 
Hen. VII, when Richard Fox fate Biſhop of Exeter, he gave very largely 
towards the re edification of St. Mary's Church in Oxford, then ready with 
age to fall to the ground: for the Chancellor and Scholars, then undertaking 
that matter, ſent divers epiſtles for that purpoſe to all thoſe Biſhops and great 
men that were their © old friends? (as they then (22) ſtiled them) and ſuch that 
had been Students of this Univerſity ; among which I find an (23) epiſtle 
to the ſaid reverend Prelate for his benefaction, who, if he had been a ſtranger 
to them, and not bred up in this Univerſity, would never have had the con- 
fidence to be petitioners to him for a boon. | 

What farther is worthy of obſervation is, that after he had ſate ſome years 
in the See of Wincheſter, and before, ſeveral bobks were dedicated to him as 
a worthy patron of learning ; 'among which is that (24) entit. De caſu ani- 
me, written by Aubrey Mantuan, a Student of the Univerſity of Paris; 
whoſe epiſtle dedic. being dated at Paris on the kalends of Jan. 1509, hath 
ſeveral matters therein in commendation of this venerable Prelate; all which 
for brevity ſake I now paſs by. One Rich. Collingwood alſo, who writ an 
Arithmetical cel did dedicate it to him ; the original whereof being in 
MS. was given to this Library, on Mr. Twyne's deſire, by Mr. Tho. Allen 
of Gloceſter Hall. "Y 

In one only miſchance he was unfortunate, and that was, that he lived divers 
years blind before he died, (24*) ſo that finding thereby his end to approach, 
conſidered how he might beſtow his riches, as well for the public good as 
continuance of his memory. At length, after all things had been well conſi- 
dered and caſt up, he proceeded to perform his bounty at Oxford; to the 
end that ſome place there might be erected, wherein for the future might be 
educated perſons in Academical learning; and having before had a promiſe of 
certain tenements whereon this work might be erected, and particularly from 
the Warden and Scholars of Merton Coll. (to whom he had paid ſeveral (25)

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ſums of money by the hands of the ſaid Mr. Claymond) he began to build, 
employing in that work one William Vertue, Free-maſon, and Humphrey 
Cook, Carpenter, Maſters of his works. | 

In ſhort time after, being in conſiderable forwardnels, an indenture (26) 
dated the laſt of June, 5 Hen. VIII, Dom. 151g, drawn between Richard 
Fox, Biſhop of Wincheſter, on the one part, and Thomas Silkſtede, Prior, 
and the Convent of the Cathedral Church of St. Swythune in Wincheſter on 
the other; whereby it was covenanted, that in conſideration of certain gifts 
of the ſaid _—_ made to the ſaid Prior and Convent, viz. ſeveral parcels 
and pieces of Silk, Cloths of Gold, parcels of Plate, Altar Clothes, Copes, 
Veſtments and Books for the Choir, Croſſes, Images, Chalices, Candleſticks 
for the Altar, Ornaments, Jewels, Stuff, &c. that they permit and grant to 
the ſaid Biſhop, that the ſaid Prior and Convent or their ſucceſſors, ſhall ob- 
tain and purchaſe for them and their ſucceſſors certain places and parcels of 
ground in Oxford, of Merton College, Nunnery of Godſtow, Priory of St. 
Frideſwyde, &c. Wherein alſo *tis further ſaid, that the Biſhop had began 
to build on the ſaid parcels a College for a Warden, and a certain number of 
Monks and ſecular Scholars; that alſo he intended to give and appropriate 
tenements, rents, and penſions, to the yearly value of 160). to the ſaid Prior 
and Convent for the uſe of the ſaid College ; of which 281. yearly revenues 
were then purchaſed by virtue of the King's licenſe contained in his letters 
patent : that the ſaid Prior and Convent were to maintain four monks from 
the ſaid revenues, to be called the Biſhop's Scholars, every of them profeſſed 
within the ſaid Monaſtery of St, Swythune, and every of them alſo being of 
convenient age to learn and ſtudy in the ſciences and faculties enſuing, viz. 
at 18 years of age at the leaſt, to ſtudy and profit ſucceſſively in Sophiſtry, 
Logic, Philoſophy and Divinity. That one of the ſaid four ſhould be War- 
den of the ſaid College; that four Monks more alſo be maintained there by 
the ſaid Prior and Convent, one to be called the Prior's Scholar, and the other 
three the Convent's Scholars, and all four to come from the ſaid Monaſtery 
of St. Swythune. That alſo they were to give certain maintenance to officers 
or ants in the ſaid College, as a Manciple, two Cooks, Pantler, Laven- 
der or Laundreſs, Barber, a ſervant that ſhould ferve the monks at the table 
in times of refection; and ſtipends to the Readers of Logick, Sophiſtry and 
Philoſophy, to a Bible-Clerk that ſhould read in the Hall at times of refec- 
tion, and a Clerk that ſhould ſerve in the Chapel, &c. 

Thus far the contents of the ſaid indenture; by which we are given to un- 
derſtand, that Biſhop Fox did intend to make this College a Nurſery for the 
Monks of the Priory or Cathedral of St. Swythune in Wincheſter, as Canter- 
bury and Durham College, were for the like uſe; namely, one for the No- 
vices or young Monks of the Priory of Canterbury, and the other for thoſe 
of the Priory of Durham. And ſo it was, and for that purpoſe had on the 
12th of March, 4 Hen. VIII, obtained (27) licenſe of the King to give to

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the Prior and Monks of Wincheſter revenues to the yearly value of 100}, 
beyond all repriſes, conditionally that they. maintain the number 'of Monks 
before expreſſed. But before his College was a quarter finiſhed, his mind 
was altered; and upon conference had with Huan OLpHam, Biſhop of Exe- 
ter, concerning his propoſals of being a Benefactor, conditionally, that he 
would make the ſaid College a place for ſecular Students, (as other Colleges 
in Oxford were) cauſed the ſaid licenſe of ſettling 100l. per an. on the ſaid 
Priory of St. Swythune to be brought into the Chancery and cancelled, Af- 
terward he proceeded in his buildings which he had began; the which, had 
the foundation intended at firſt been equal to his ſecond thoughts, it had 
been larger, but being begun, it could not well be altered, which in all pro- 
bability was the reaſon why he enlarged it afterward by building the Cloi- 
ſter Chambers. 1106018 

This being done therefore, partly upon the propoſals of Oldham, but 
chiefly by his perſuaſions (who often anſwered the (28) Founder, when they 
diſcourſed of making this work a College for Monks, What, my lord, 
ſhall we build houſes and provide livelihoods for a company of buſling 
Monks, whoſe end and fall we ourſelves may live to ſee ? No, no, it is more 
meet a great deal, that we ſhould have care to provide for the increaſe of 
learning, and for ſuch as who by their learning ſhall do good in the Church 
and Commonwealth”) the deſign was utterly rejected, though he was much 
ſollicited to the contrary. And being now fully convinced, he proceeded to 
obtain the ſite of his College, which he before had bargained for, and had 
paid ſome of the money for its purchaſe. The firſt part which he, as it 
ſeems, procured, was a Tenement, (29) with a Garden, called Corner Hall, 
and another, with a Garden, called Nevyll's Inn. Alſo about the ſame time 
a Garden which belonged to the Bachelor-Fellows of Merton College, called 
Bachelors' Garden, which before was included within the limits of the ſaid 
College, containing now the molt part of the Gardens or walks belonging to 
the Maſters and Bachelors of this College, granted 10 Febr. 7 Hen. VIII, 
Dom. 1515 : for which ground Merton College was always to receive 41. 6s. 
8d. per an, from Witney Church in Oxfordſhire ; of which church the Foun- 
der, as Biſhop of Wincheſter, was Patron. - 

After this was done, the Biſhop obtained (30) licenſe of King Hen. VIII, 
dated 26 Nov. an. Reg. 8, Dom. 1516 : whereby it was granted to him that 
he might found a perpetual College for the learning of the Sciences of Di- 
vinity, Philoſophy and good Arts, for one Preſident and thirty Scholars, gra- 
duat and not graduar, or more or leſs according to the faculties of the place, 
on a certain ground between the Houle or College of Merton on the eaſt fide, 
a lane near Canterbury College, and a garden of the Priory of St. Frideſwyde

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on the weſt, a ſtreet or-lane of the Houſe or College of Oriel on the north; 
and the Town-wall on the ſouth ; and withal that he might endow the ſaid 
College with 3501. yearly. ; | 

The ſame year, Jan. 15, he purchaſed (31) another tenement of the Nun- 
nery of Godſtow, called Nun-Hall, for which the College was to pay to the 
ſaid Nunnery 4 ſhillings per an. as a quit-rent, and the 12th of Feb. follow- 
ing he made a purchaſe of (32) Urban Hall and Bekes Inn of the Priory of 
St. Frideſwyde, for which alſo the Founder covenanted and granted that 26 
ſhillings and 8d. per an. ſhould be paid to the ſaid Priory out of the Rectory 
of Wroughton in Wiltſhire. 

So that now all the ſite being clearly obtained, iſſued forth the foundation 
(33) Charter of the College, dated at the Caſtle of Wolveſhay by Wincheſ- 
ter, Cal. Mar. 1516; whereby the pious Founder doth to the praiſe and 
honour of God Almighty, the moſt holy body of Chriſt, and the Bleſſed Vir- 
gin Mary his Mother, as alſo of the Apoſtles Peter, Paul and Andrew, and 
of St. Cuthbert and St. Swythune, and St. Birin, patrons of the Churches 
of Exeter, Bath and Wells, Durham and Wincheſter (of which places he 
was ſucceſſively Biſhop) found and appoint this College (always to be called 
Coryvus Car1sT1 CoLLEGE) for one Preſident and thirty Scholars, or more 
or leſs, according to the ordinations and ſtatutes to be made and compoſed. 
In the ſaid Charter the Founder appoints Mr. John Claymond, Bachelor of 
Divinity, (one that had been intimately acquainted with him for thirty years) 
the Preſident Thom. Fox, his kinſman, Scholar of Arts, of the Dioceſe of 
London, John Garth, Maſter of A. of the dioceſe of Durham, Richard 
Clarkſon, M. of A. of the County of York, Rob. Tregyvilian, Bach. of Arts, 
of the Dioceſe of Exeter, Thomas Welſhe, Sophiſter, of the dioceſe of Win- 
cheſter, and Robert Hoole, Sophiſter, of the County of Lincoln, to be Scho- 
lars and Fellows of the ſaid College, by him elected. | | 

As for the reſt that were Scholars and Fellows (among whom Ludovicus 
Vives, (34) Nicholas Cratcher, a Bavarian, Edward Wotton, (35) Richard 
Pates fterward Biſhop of Worceſter, and Reynold Pole, afterward Arch- 
Canterbury, were of the number) were taken in by the Founder at 
the entreaty of noble perſons, even till the 2d of July 1324, being in all, be- 
ſides thoſe mentioned in the foundation Charter, ſix and forty.

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As for the Scholars, they were according to the ſaid Dioceſes and Coun- 
ties in like manner to be diſtinguiſhed ; only that whereas there were to be 
two Fellows of Kent he appointed but one Scholar of that place, and twa of 
the county of Lancaſter ; but theſe ſince were ſomewhat altered before the 
Founder's death. 

He inſtituted ( 39) alſo three Lectures to be performed by three of the ſaid 
Fellows every week in the College Hall, according as the Statutes require. 
To which Lectures the Students of the Univerſity, as alſo ſtrangers, were 
wont to repair. One was for Humanity, which Lud. Vives before men- 
tioned read; the ſecond for Greek, and the third for Divinity, As for the 
two laſt, whom at firſt they were performed I find not, unleſs by John 
Clement, or Edw, Wotton, or Rob. Morwent the firſt Vice-preſident. How- 
ſoever it was, ſure I am, that they were much frequented by the Academians, 
as were the Lectures about the ſame time of Cardinal Wolſey, as I have 


elſewhere told you. 


In ſuch an admirable condition was this College finiſhed, endowed with 
plentiful revenues, ſettled with good government, and repleniſhed with able 
men, that the fame thereof extended far and near. Eraſmus in an Epiſtle (40) 
of his, as I remember, written to John Claymond, the firſt Preſident, ſpeaks 
very honourably of it thus Egregiam illam prudentiam ſuam, qua ſemper 
publice famæ præconio —.— — fuit Ricardus Epiſcopus Winton. 
nullo certiore argumento nobis declaravit, quam quod Collegium magnifi- 
cum ſuis impendiis extructum, tribus præcipuis linguis, ac melioribus literis, 
vetuſtiſque authoribus proprie conſecravit. Ingenti Coloſſo Rhodus eſt ce- 
lebris: Caria Mauſoli ſepulchro: &c. Mihi præſagit animus futurum olim, ut

BENEF ACT ORS. 


Among many that have been Benefactors to this place, as well at its firſt 
erection as ſince, have been the following: | 

Hun OLpmam, or OwLDpHam, firſt Chaplain to Margaret Counteſs of 
Richmond, then Canon of Lincoln, and Preb. of Leighton Buzard, and at 
length through other preterments Biſhop of Exeter, gave towards the ſtruc- 
ture of the College ſix thouſand marks, beſides land for the founding and 
endowment thereof, as by ſeveral ſcripts it appears. He it ſeems had a mind 
to enlarge Exeter College, but being repulſed upon a deſire for a Scholar's 
place for one Atkins, (Simon Atkins, a Devonſhire man, I ſuppoſe) intended 
to have joined with Biſhop Smith, then founding Braſenoſe College, but 
—_—_ his mind allo for that intent, joined at length with Biſhop Fox. 

The ſaid Hugh Oldham built an houſe to be employed for a School join- 
ing to the College in Mancheſter on the weſt part, in which town I conceive 
he was born. He — Iams there a Maſter and an Uſher, who were to teach

ter the uſe, manner and form of the School at Banbury,

In the year 1630, the leads over Vives his 
ſtudy being pluckt up, their ſtall was taken, 
(Carol. Butter, in his His r. of Bees, num. 59 ) 
and with it an incredible maſs of honey Vos 
the bees, as preſaging their intended and im- 
minent deſtruction, (whereas they were never 
known to have ſwarmed before) did that 
ſpring (to preſerve their famous kind) ſend 


down a fair ſwarm into the Pieſident's gar- 
den: the which in the year 1633 yielded two 
ſwarms; one whereof pitched in the garden 
for the Preſident, the other they ſent up as a 
new colony into their old habitation, there 
to continue the memory of this melliftuous 
Doctor (Vives) as the Univerſity ſtiled him 
in a letter to Card. Wolſey. 

They continued there (as tis ſaid) till an. 
1648, at what time the generality of the mem- 
bers of this Coll. were expelled by the Parlia · 
ment» Viſitors, and then they removed them- 
ſelves; but no further than the eaſt end of the 
Cloiſter, where continuing for ſometime, 
came ſhortly after to nothing.

of this College for the time being to elect a Schoolmaſter and an Uſher ; the 
former to have 10l. per an. and the other 5l. The maſter was to teach freely 
without reward, or taking of Cock pennies, victor pennies, or potation pen- 
nies, &c. Whether this School withſtood the diſſolution of many in the time of 
K. Edw. VI, I cannot tell. Sure I am that Hugh Berwick, Clerk, and Joane 
Berwick, Widow, ſettled the ſaid School 10 Elizab. 

WiLL1aM FRosrT, of Yavington in Hampſhire, (a Steward or Bailiff to the 
Founder) gave the manor of Maplederwell in the ſame county 10 H. VIII, 
on condition that a Scholar of his kindred be ſucceſſively admitted. For 
which benefaction he had a commemoration performed for him and Julian 
his wife, at the Altar of the Holy Trinity in this Chapel, commonly called 
Froſt's Altar. He died in July 1529. (45) 

Joann CLaymond, beforementioned, gave lands in Eifley, Hedingdon, 
Cowley, Littlemore, Sandford and Merſton, near Oxford, beſides a ſum of 
money, with which (as is ſuppoſed) Rob. Morwent, his ſucceſſor in the Pre- 
ſidentſhip, bought Rewley Meads in the weſt ſuburbs of Oxford. Which 
gift being ſettled by Morwent 6 Edw. VI, Dom. 1552, 'twas then condi- 
tioned that 28. 4d. in houſhold bread ſhould be yearly diſtributed to ſuch poor 
people that have need of it. | 

RokERT MorwenrT gave lands in Cowley and Horſpath, and the Rectory 
of Heyford-Purcell in this county, as alſo lands in, with the Rectory of, 
Dunſbourne Militis in Glouceſterſhire, 

Ricnard Pare, Eſq. gave lands and tenements to the yearly value of 
fifty three pounds nineteen ſhillings and ſeven pence. Out of which the 
College is to pay to the Free-ſchool at Cheltenham in Glouceſterſhire, [and to 
the poor there 20]. per an. &c. ſettled 18 Elizab. He died in Octob. 1588, 
aged 73 years, and was buried in the Cathedral Church at Glouceſter : whoſe 
monument there being by time defaced, the Preſident and Fellows of this 
College did renew it 1688. 

RichARD Coss, Bac. of Divinity, ſometime Fellow, gave 20l. per an. out 
of a certain leaſe of his, for the ule of poor Scholars, beſides his books to 
the. ary, He died 1597. | 

 RozerT GATE of London, Vintner, gave an Exhibition to fix of the

I. Jonx CLaymonD, Bach. of Divinity, late Preſident of Magdalen College, 
admitted 5 March 1516-17, died the 19th Nov. 1537, and was buried 
in the College Chapel.

II. RonekT MorwenrT, Bach. of Div. born at Harpery in Glouceſterſhire, 
educated in Magdalen College, appointed by the Founder Sociis com- 
par, and perpetual Vice- preſident of this College, 4 July 1517; [and to 
ſucceed Claymond without election (47)]. was worn Preſident 26 Nov. 
1537, He died 16 Aug. 1558, and was buried in the Chapel next to 
Claymond. He was ſo great a Patron of learning, that he was ſtiled in 
2 preached before the Univerſity Pater patriæ literatæ Oxo- 
nienſis.“ | 

III. WiLLiam CREA DSE, born in Somerſetſh. [in Sept. 1510,](48) became 
Scholar an. 1528, Fellow 1533, and in an. 1546 proceeded Dr. of Di- 
vinity in this Univerſity. He was about that time, or ſoon after, Chap- 
lain to Dr. Bonner Biſhop of London, who having a ſpecial reſpect for 
him, his learning, and his zeal for the Catholic religion, made him 
Archdeacon of Middleſex, and Preb. of St. Paul's. Afterward he be- 
came Canon of Chriſt Church in Oxon, and of St. George's Chapel at 
Windſor, and at length Preſident of this College; to which office he 
was admitted 15 Sept. 1558, but the next year removed from it by the 
Commiſſioners ſent by Q. Elizabeth to viſit the Univerſity, He was 
by the Proteſtants accounted a very mutable and inconſtant man in his 
religion, but by the Roman Catholics to the contrary, and that he was 
a great ſtickler for their religion, and the chief prop in his time in the 
Univerſity for the cauſe; a token of which was expreſſed by his zealous 
oppoſition of Peter Martyr, and the three Biſhops that were burnt in

Toward the furniſh- 
ment of which with books, the Founder, Huch Ol DpHAu, and Jonx 
CLAYMOND, gave very liberally. Dr. Jonx RainoLDs alſo gave as many at 
the time of his death that were worth an hundred pounds. Mr. Rica, Coss 
beſtowed 101. yearly to buy books: Mr. HEN. Pax RV, ſometime Fell. gave 
divers in his lifetime, and in the year of his deceaſe, an. 1627, of which ſome 
were choice MSS. Dr. Joan BARcHAM alſo, and Mr. Ba. Twrywne muſt not 
be forgotten, they having by their wills enriched it with choice rarities, &c. 


Ca. being built by the Founder, he gave the Society licenſe to cele- 
brate divine offices therein 20 June 1517 : much about which time the Bi- 
ſhop of Linc. did for him{ ſelf ] and his ſucceſſors reſign all juriſdiction in the 
ſaid College. In the ſame year alſo (1517) Sept. 10, the Coll. by a compoſi- 
tion between it on the one part, and the Mertonians on the other, {patrons of 
the pariſh Church of St. John Baptiſt) was exempted from all parochial rites 
by paying yearly to Merton College 6s.

Much about which time the King, having occaſion to write to the Cardi- 
nal about various matters, thus tells him of the ſuppreſſion of the ſaid 
Monaſteries : | 

As touching the help of religious houſes to the building of your College, 
I would it were more, 5 it be lawfully; for my intent is none, but that it 
ſhould ſo appear to all the world, and the occaſion of all their mumbling 
might be ſecluded and put away; for ſurely there is great murmuring at it 
throughout all the realm, both good and bad. They ſay not, that all that is 
ill gotten is beſtowed on the College, but that the College is the cloke for 
covering all miſchiefs. This grieveth me I aſſure you, to hear it ſpoken of 
him which I fo entirely love. Wherefore methought I could do no leſs then 
thus friendly to admoniſh you.” And in another concerning the election 
of the Prioreſs of Wilton to be Abbeſs of that place, thus :=< And be- 
cauſe that I dare be bolder with you than a great many that mumble it abroad, 
and to the intent that the foundation by you meant and begun ſhould take 
felice and proſperous ſucceſs, I think it very fit you ſhould know theſe things. 
Surely it is reckoned, that much of the good that buildeth the fame ſhould not 
be the beſt acquiſite and gotten, reckoning it to come from many a religious 
houſe unlawfully, bearing the cloak of kindneſs towards the edifying of your 
College : which kindneſs cannot fink in many a man's heart, to be in them, 
ſince that thoſe ſame religious houſes would not grant to their Sovereign, in his 
neceſſity, not by a great deal ſo much as they have to you for the building of 
your College. Theſe things bear ſhrewd appearance; for except Oey have 
accuſtomed to have ſome benefit for it, they nor no other that ever 1 heard 
of, have uſed to ſhew it kindneſs; tam enim eſt aliena ab eis ipſa humanitas. 
But of this caſe your conſcience can be beſt judge, ſemora affectione, &c.“

So that he having got the ſaid Monaſteries into his hands, not only brought 
upon him by the men of his time, and their poſterity, the name of Sacrilegiſt, 
by depriving many poor creatures of that ſmall —_— they had left, and giv- 
ing or allowing them little or nothing to ſuſtain their poverty, ſave only 
ſome of the chiefeſt (eſpecially thoſe of St. Frideſwyde's Priory) whom he 
tranſlated to other Monaſteries, but alſo in ſo doing gave occaſion for the de- 
molition of the reſt within this kingdom. For if he, who ſhould be a patron 
and cheriſher of Religion and Religioniſts, ſhould utterly alien the manſions 
or nurſeries thereof from the intentions of their reſpective Founders, it can- 
not otherwiſe but be ſuppoſed that K. Hen. VIII, who had then, or at leaſt 
ſoon after, a deſign to abrogate the Pope's power, ſhould willingly lay hold 
on this example to put his deſign in execution. 

But concerning the diſſolving of the ſaid Monaſteries you ſhall hear what 
an author (35) at that time living ſaith— 

«© Wherefore ſodainly he (the Cardinal) entered by his Commiſſioners into

Canon and Civil Law, liberal Arts, Medicine and Humanity, or in other 
Studies. For whoſe ſuſtenance it was lawful for him to obtain and confer 
on the ſaid College, lands and revenues to the yearly value of two thouſand 
pounds beyond all burdens and repriſes : This being done, to conſecrate and 
dedicate it to the praiſe, glory and honour of the Holy Trinity, the moſt holy 
Virgin Mary, the bleſſed Virgin St. Frideſwyde, and All Saints. 


As for the College at Ipſwich, leave (38) was alſo given to him, 20 Hen. 
VIII, to found it on the ſite of St. Peter's Priory in the pariſh of St. Mathew 
within the ſaid Borough, for one Dean, twelve Prieſts, eight Clerks and eight 
Choriſters; as alſo a Grammar School for poor children, which were to be 
tranſlated to his College at Oxford, of which I am now further to ſpeak. 


The Priory of St. Frideſwyde, having ſuſtained fo many changes of new 
Maſters and inhabitants, after it had continued from its firſt erection to its 
ſuppreſſion, (which was about eight hundred and thirty years) and that alſo 
for the moſt part in great proſperity, was in the year 1524 ſurrendered, at the 
inſtance of the Cardinal, by the then Prior thereof, John Burton, together 
with the Convent, into the hands of the King ; who immediately upon the 
rece * thereof, gave it to the Cardinal for the erection of this his College, 
whi. made ſo great noiſe at this time throughout the learned world. 

To make room therefore for the foundation thereof, he pulled down the 
weſt part of the Priory Church, (the other part yet remains) containing al- 
moſt the length of half the body thereof, the whole weſt ſide of the Cloiſter, 
and alſo hot lodging rooms over and near it. 

Theſe things being done, he plucked down a certain Hoſtle for the ſtudy 
of the Civil Law, called London College, abutting on Civil School lane on 
the north ſide, St. Frideſwyde's lane on the ſouth, and upon the lands of this 
new College on the eaſt and weſt, Which College of London was afterward

Then did the Cardinal cauſe to be levelled thoſe tenements which be- 
longed to the Priory of St. Frideſwyde, to the end that more room might 
be made for this ſtructure. So that all things now being prepared to his 
hand, the day for laying the firſt ſtone was appointed; (13 July an. 1525} 
which day being come, all orders and degrees of the Univerſity aſſembled, 
and were conducted to this place; where alſo being preſent hundreds of 
people, the firſt ſtone was ſolemnly laid, (40) with the offering thereon divers 
ſums of money, according to the manner. Which being done, and a ſpeech 
alſo then delivered, the company retired to the Church of St. Frideſwyde; 
where they heard a Latin Sermon, (40*) preached on this occaſion by Dr. 
John Longland, Biſhop of Lincoln, beginning thus—“ Sapientia ædificavit 
ſibi domum &c.” Which Sermon, with two others made on ſeveral occaſions, 
the ſaid Biſhop dedicated to William Warham, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
as appears by a letter (41) from the latter. After ſermon was done, a ſump- 
tuous feaſt followed to the great content of thoſe preſent. The next day 
the artificers proceeded in their work, and the Kitchen being the firſt of all 
the buildings that was finiſhed, the learned Ralph Gualter (ſometime a ſtu- 
dent of this Univerſity, as by himſelf (42) is atteſted) ſaid of the Cardinal, 
comparing his project with his performance, Egregium opus! Cardinals 
iſte inſtituit Collegium et abſolvit Popinam*—Which words though they 
were ſpoken by way of reflection on what the Cardinal did, yet not fo biting, 
as a diſtich ſtuck upon the walls thereof about that time, running thus: 

H æc domus ex multis nuper conflata rapinis, 
Aut cadet, aut certe Dzmon habebit eam.” 


Or thus, as I have it from an obſcure place: | 
Non ſtabit illa domus, aliis fundata rapinis, 
Aut ruet, aut alter raptor habebit eam.“ 
Made by an Oxford Scholar, and according to his prediction fell, not to the 
ground, but into the King's hands, as anon ſhall be told you. 


After the Kitchen was finiſhed, with certain buildings adjoining, the ruins 
of the Town wall were pulled down to make room for the Hall, and lodg- 
ings on the ſame fide: Then the pariſh Church of St. Michael at fourth 
gate, which ſtood on the ſouth weſt corner of the great Quadrangle, and

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ſeveral tenements alſo for the weſt part of the Quadrangle (one of which be- 
longed to the Nunnery of Stodeley). From which, and four more on the 
ſame fide, the Proctors of St. Aldate's Church were wont to (43) receive 
yearly 28. 11d. About the ſame time alſo (17 Hen. VIII) the Maſters and 
Scholars of Balliol College, granted (44) to the Dean and Canons eight tofts 
and curtilages of land in Fiſh-ſtreet, upon which were ſometime ſtanding a 
public Inn called the Dolphin, and ſeven cottages, lying, and being between 
Fiſh-ſtreet on the weſt part, and the land of Cardinal College on the ſouth, 
north and eaſt parts. 4 

Which, with ſeveral other tenements, being procured, and certain lodgings 
by that time finiſhed, he ſettled in them a Dean and certain Canons, which 
he before had ſelected, and to which he had allowed annual penſions, inha- 
biting in the mean while either in St. Frideſwyde's Priory, or in certain 
Colleges. And though he intended this foundation of 186 perſons (or ra- 
ther 200) as anon ſhall be ſhewed, to be augmented or diminiſhed according 
as the revenues of the College riſe or fall, yet at firſt he ſettled but a Dean 
and eighteen Canons, whoſe names follow.

All which being Oxford men, he added afterward more that were of the 
junior claſs, from the number, I ſuppoſe, of thoſe Cantabrigians, men- 
tioned in the annals under the year 1525. For of ſet purpoſes he made cer- 
tain pauſes and delays, that he might make choice of the ſharpeſt (as tis re- 
ported) and quickeſt wits; among which William Tyndale was one, who 


before had been of Magdalen Hall. { 50*) Another alſo was John Taverner of 


Boſton, who became Organiſt of the College, but afterward turning Proteſ- 


rant, with ſome of the junior Canons, repented (51) very much that he had | 


compoſed leſſons to popiſh ditties, while he was a Catholic. | 

The Cardinal alſo placed at ſeveral times as many that made up a very 
conſiderable number (a note which J have ſeen faith only 30) before he died. 
For all the time of his life he kept perpetually in himſelf power to manage 
the lands of his College, not making any ſettled corporation, or ſtating them 
with any dotation in the time of his proſperity (notwithſtanding divers liber- 
ties were granted thereunto by the King) but „ towards his death 
to diſpoſe firmly and ſtrongly in law all things to their uſe. 

For the better government of theſe his Scholars he gave them (52) Sta- 
tutes, ſubſcribed and ſealed with his hand and ſeal; wherein he appoints a 
Dean, to be the chiefeſt of them, and to whom all the Canons of the firſt 


and ſecond order ſhould be obedient.

Engliſh, as the only means to root out Popes

many, and ſettling at Antwerp, immediately 
began his Tranſlation, which was firſt printed 


in 1526 in 8vo, He afterward tranſlated the 


Pentateuch, with a prologue prefixed to each 
book, printed in 1530; and the Prophecy of 
Jonas, with a prologue, publiſhed in 1531. He 
tranſlated other parts of the Old Teſtament, 
and wrote many treatiſes there, which being 
diſperſed in England, he was by order of the 
King and Council ſeized at Antwerp, and 
ſent to priſon.

Four Cenſors of manners and learning; of which two ſhould be Maſters 


of Arts, not graduated or exerciſed in Divinity, who ſhould govern and over- 
ſee the Canons that were converſant in Philoſophy, Logic and Humanity. 
The other two to be Doctors of Divinity, or at leaſt Bachelors or Students 
in that faculty; of whom one ſnould govern or overſee the Theologiſts, and 
the other the Juriſts and Phyſicians; and all four to help the Dean and Sub- 
dean in the due adminiſtration or government of the Houſe. 


Three Prefects or Maſters of the Treaſury. 
Four Collectors of the Rents. 
Twenty ſervants to attend the aforeſaid number. 


In all, one hundred and eighty- ſix. 


He aſſigned ſeveral ſums of money to be beſtowed yearly for the enter- 
tainment of ſtrangers, for charitable uſes, the maintaining horſes to expedite 


the College buſineſs, and the like. 


Thus far briefly, concerning the number which the Cardinal intended to 
ſett! the ſaid College, which, as alſo thoſe then preſent, he would have in 


time come, to be governed by the ſaid Statutes, &c. From theſe things 


therefore we may take notice of his worthy and moſt noble intentions : 
which, if not blaſted and cut off, he without doubt had made this College 
both for riches, buildings and government the moſt famous in the whole 
world, and have annexed thereunto a Library repleniſhed with Tranſcripts 
from that of the Pope called the Vatican. But the ſaid imperfe&t founda- 
tion, continuing only trom the year 1525 to an. 1529, (being but four years) 
when the indictment was found againſt him, fell, with its Maſter or Founder, 
into the King's hands (as being looſe and not by law eſtabliſhed) together 
with all the ſaid Cardinal's moveables, which he intended for this College. 
Among which goods was the furniture of his Gallery at Weſtminſter, the 
walls whereof on the one fide were then (53) hung with cloth of gold, cloth

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of tiſſue, cloth of ſilver, and rich cloth of bodkin of divers colours, and the 
other ſide with the richeſt ſuit of copes that were ever ſeen in England, in- 
tended for his Church at this place. | 

Ic will not now be impertinent, I ſuppoſe, to take a view of this imperfe& 
building, and to ſee what order the Cardinal took for the finiſhing of it, and 
what monies he beſtowed for its erection. Firſt therefore, for the better or- 
dering of it, and regulating the workmen, he appointed Robert Wilſon and 
Rowland Meſſynger, Maſters of Arts, (the laſt lately Fellow of Braſenoſe) to 
be Comptrollers of theſe his buildings, they being about the ſame time diſ- 
penſed (54) with from Scholaſtical Acts for that urpoſe; Mr. Nicholas 
Townley, Clerk, to be Maſter of the ſaid Works, who in the year 133 i was 
admitted Preb. of York ; Mr. John Smyth to be Auditor, Sir Davy Griffith, 
Prieſt, to be Overſeer for ſometime ; Thomas Cowper and Philip Lenthall 
to be Clerks of the ſaid Works; which two laſt, for their diligence, as well 
in caſting as trying all the books of accounts, from the firſt beginning to 
the fall of the Cardinal, were very conſiderably requited for their pains. 

Theſe officers, for the carrying on of the work, made uſe of divers quar- 
ries about Oxford, namely, Frydayes quarry, Coteſwold, Barrington, Burford, 
Stow on the Wold, Sherborne, Brokynton, 4 quarry at Taynton, Lam- 
bert's quarry, and Hedington near Oxon; for the uſe of the laſt of which, and 
others, the Society of Magdalen College, by their (55) Epiſtle, directed to 
= Cardinal for the compoſing certain differences in that houſe, granted him 
ree leave. | 

Beſides theſe quarries, were four lime-kilns continually in uſe for the pre- 
paration of lime to build withal, viz. one at Kyrtlington, another at Stanton 
St. John, a third at Bekeley, and a fourth at Hedington. Hundreds of 
workmen were continually employed, as Plummers, Maſons, Plaiſterers, 
Carvers, Carpenters, Smiths, Glaſiers, Painters for the windows, who ſet up 
47 of the Cardinal's arms in the windows of the common Hall, &c. All 
- which, beſides innumerable labourers, both in the College and abroad, were 
conſtantly paid at every fifteen days end, as by certain books of accounts it 
appears. 
"Now if any one would underſtand what this great and coſtly building did 
coſt, which was four years in building at leaſt, he might in ſome ſort be 
fatisfied, if he will or can judge of the expenſes for the three firſt years by 
the laſt; which if he can, (no other way being left, becauſe the books of 
accounts for the ſaid three years are wanting) then let him know, that the 
accounts for the laſt year, wanting three weeks, that is to ſay, from the firſt 
of Nov. 1528, to the jth of Oct. following, come to 78351. 75. 2d; ſo that 
ſeeing that ſo much money was expended on the ſaid building in leſs than an 


year (and not unlikely twice or thrice as much for the three years preceding) 


when as it was not thea finiſhed, neither the foundation of that ample and

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ſtately Church, which he intended to have built on the north ſide of the Qua- 
drangle, was but few feet erected from the ground, neither one ſtone of the 
embattled wall, to have encompaſſed the College, laid, neither the Alms 
houſe, and neceſſary or out- houſes finiſhed or began, we cannot to the con- 
trary but imagine, that the like ſtructure, either for religion or learning, was 
ſcarce before began in England. (56) 


Thus far may be ſaid of this work, which ſo much ſounded in the ears of 
all people in remote parts, eſpecially at Rome, and alſo of the noble inten- 
tions of the thrice worthy Cardinal, whoſe heroic ſpirit was ſuch for the pub- 
lic good, advancement of learning, and honour of this Univerſity, (the Scho- 
lars of which, continually (57) ſpake and wrote in his praiſe and commen- 
dation) that never was the like before known, nor poſſibly hereafrer will. 
The Univerſity, in an Epiſtle (58) to the Cardinal, ſtile this College tam 
inſigne, tam utile, et ſuper excellens, ut tandem Chriſti gratia abſolutum, 
cum reliqua Oxonia merito confe ratur Much more may be ſpoken from 
thoſe encomiums of him and his works at Oxon, and much of his Roman 
and heroic ſpirit, which ever and anon occurs in the Univerſity Book of 
Epiſtles, but being too many and large, I ſhall leave with you his character 
(different for the moſt part from that which the Academians attributed to 
him) delivered by an (59) author that lived ſoon after this time A man 
(faith he) undoubtedly born to . honour, rather ſome Prince's Baſtard than 
a Butcher's ſon, exceeding wiſe, fair-ſpoken, high minded, full of revenge, 
vitious of his body, lofty to his enemies were they never ſo bigge, to thoſe 
that accepted and ſought his friendſhip wonderful courteous, a ripe ſchool- 
man, thrall to affections, brought a bed with flattery, inſatiable to ger, and 
more princelike in beſtowing, as appeareth by his two Colleges at Ipſwich 
and Oxford, &c.” 

Having now ſaid what I can concerning ſo much of this foundation that the 
Cardinal made, I muſt proceed to ſpeak of it when it came into the King's 
hands, which was when the indictment was found againſt the ſaid Cardinal 
28 . 1529; and then whatſoever belonged to him either in ſpirituals or 
ten. vrals was lapſed, and among the reſt this his College and its appurte- 
nances, becauſe, as I have before ſaid, it was not ſettled by law. 

Divers letters of the Cardinal, written after his fall, to Tho. Cromwell, 
principal Secretary, I have ſeen; and in one (60) I find, that he doth very 


dolefully and with much heavineſs expreſs himſelf for the ſuppreſſing and 


diſmembering of his Colleges—In another alſo, he heartily and earneſtly ſol- 
licits the ſaid Cromwell and others to aid the ſaid Colleges, and that what

the Pope and the King have done and confirmed, may not be void: which 
thing, if done, is againſt all laws of God and man—In another to the King 
he doth humbly, and on his knees, with weeping eyes, recommend unto his 
excellent charity and goodneſs the poor College of Oxford—Which letter 
was at that time preſented by the Dean and Canons thereof; but what an- 
ſwer they received | find not as yet. In another from Cromwell to the Car- 
dinal thus—** As touching your Colleges, the King is determined to diſſolve 
them, and that new offices ſhall be found of all the lands belonging to them, 
newly to entitle his Highneſs, which be already done for this purpoſe. But 
whether his Highneſs, after the diſſolution of them, means to receive 
them againe, and found them in his own name, I know not. Where- 
fore, I entreat your Grace to be content, and let your Prince execute his 


pleaſure.” (61)

Calais; who took him in his retipue to that 
place, and upon his return to England recom - 
mended him to K. Hen. VII, ſo effectually, 
that the King made- him one of his Chap- 
lains, and ſent him Ambaſſador to the Empe- 
ror. In 1505 he was preſented to the Rec- 
tory of Redgrave in the dioceſe of Norwich. 
In 1508 this King gave him the Deanry of 
Lincoln ; to which was added, in the begin- 
ning of i 509, firſt the Preb, of Walton Brin- 
hold, and then that of Stow in the ſame 
Church. After the death of King Hen. VII, 
which happened on Apr. 22, that year, he 
quickly got into the favour of his ſucceſſor 
Hen. VIII, who made him his Almoner, and 
one of his Privy Council, and preſented him 
to the Rectory of Turrington in the dioceſe 
of Exeter Nov. 28, 1510, being then B. D.

On Feb. 17 following he was made Canon 
of Windſor, and about the ſame time Regi - 
ſtrary of the order of the Garter. In 1512 


he was collated to the Preb. of Bugthorp in 
the church of York, and in 1513, inſtalled 


Dean of the ſame Church. He was this year 
alſo made Dean of Hereford, and Chancellcr 
of the Order of the Garter. And being this 
ſame year with the King at the taking of 
Tournay in Flanders, he obtained the Bi- 
ſhopric of that city, which, though he m 
with great difficulties, he held till 1518.” In 
1514, he became Bp of Lincoln, [and alfo 
Dean of St. Stephen's, Weſtminſter ;] and in 
the ſame year Archb. of York. In 151; he 
was made Cardinal of S. Cecilia; the Pope's 
Legate a latere for the kingdom of England, 
and Ld. Chanc, of England. In 1518, Aug. 
28, he had the temporalities of the See of 
Bath and Wells conferred upon him, and held 
the ſame See, (being perpetual Commendatory 
thereof] with the Abbotſhip of St. Albans, 
(1521) and other eccleſiaſtical livings, in com- 
mendam with York. In 1523 he was made Bp 
of Durham; upon which he reſigned theadmi- 
niſtration of Bath and Wells. In 1529 he had 
the See of Wincheſter conferred upon him, 
when he reſigned that of Durham. But ſoon 
after falling into the King's diſpleaſure, his 
lands and goods were confiſcated. However, 
his Majeſty granted him, Feb. 12, 1530, a 
remarkably full and complete pardon for all 
offences, and reſtored part of his plate and 
furniture, as alſo the revenues of his Arch- 
biſhopric. At length, being commanded 
to live in his dioceſe of York, he retifed to 
his palace at Cawood ; where ſpending the

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After its lapſe, the King kept it in his poſſeſſion till 1532 (in which 
time moſt of the lands, tenements, revenues, &c. which belonged to the 
beforementioned Monaſteries, diſſolved for the erection of this College, 
were either ſold to, or begged away by, hungry Courtiers and others) 
and then upon the deſires of ſeveral well wiſhers to the Muſes, and eſpe- 
cially at the moſt humble requeſt of the diſperſed remnant of the Cardinal's 
Scholars (who wrote a very ſubmiſſive Epiſtle (62) to the King for the 
finiſhing and ſettling of this College) he, by his letters (63) patents, dated 
18 July the ſame year, which was in that of his reign the twenty fourth, did 
found, on the ſame fite, ground, and circuit, the ſaid College again, by the 
name of KING Henry THE EIGHTH HIs COLLEGE, to the praiſe and ho- 
nour of the holy and undivided Trinity, the moſt bleſſed Virgin St. Mary, 
and the holy Virgin S. Frideſwyde; endowing it then with 2000]. yearly be- 
yond all burdens and repriſes, for the maintenance of one Dean and twelve 
Canons ſecular, to make a full Chapter and body corporate, and no more. 
The names of the firſt are (as in the Charter) theſe : 

The Dean was Jonn Hycpen, Doctor of Div. who before had been 
Dean of the Cardinal's foundation.

In one thing he is to be commended, and that is 
this, that he carefully preſerved divers books of Greek and Hebrew at the ' 
diſſolution of religious houſes, and eſpecially ſome of thoſe in the Library of 
Ramſey Abbey, compoſed by Laurence Holbecke, Monk of that place, in 

the reign of Hen. IV. He died at London 8 Octob. 1537, leaving behind 
him the name of Polypus, as Leland is pleaſed to ſtile (70) him, noting that 

he was of a witty and crafty behaviour. | 

This foundation of K. Hen, VIII laſted from the year 1532 to 1545. In 
which year by a (71) commiſſion. dated 10 May, ſigned by Sir Edw. North, 
and directed to Sir John Williams, Sir Thom. Leigh, Knights, William Fer- 
mour, John Pollard, John Carleton, William Cavendiſh, John D'Oyly, Tho. 
mas Pigot and James Dyer, Gent. the ſaid perſons were authorized to take the 
ſurrender (according to the inſtructions annexed to their commiſſion) of the | 
Coll. of S. Frideſwyde, otherwiſe K. HENRY the VIIIth his College, and of A 
Oſeney in Oxford, from the reſpective Dean and Prebendaries of the faid 
places. By virtue of which commiſſion, John Oliver, Doctor of Law, Dean, 
together with the Chapter of this College, did by their inſtrument (72) un- 
der their common ſeal, bearing date 20 May 37 H. VIII, Dom. 1545, make 
a ſurrender of all their College, with its lands, revenues, &c. unto K. HENRY 
VIII. Which inſtrument, ſigned by the ſaid John Oliver, Dean, Richard 
Cremes, John Leland, Antiquary, Henry Williams, Owen Oglethorp and 
John Robyns, Canons, was delivered by the Dean to Sir John Leigh, one of 
the Maſters of the Chancery, for the King's uſe, and by him accepted 
the ſaid day. 

Fhe 18th of July following, the King, by his letters patents, (73) then 
bearing date, granted yearly penſions to the Dean and Canons then diſ- 
miſſed, (leſt ſome ſhould be left deſtitute of maintenance) to continue till 
ſuch time other proviſions were made for them.

In 
1544 he became Tutor for the Latin Tongue 
to Prince Edward ; by whom, when he came 
to the crown, he was appointed Provoſt of 
King's College, Cambridge, 1548, and in 
1550 chief Gentleman of the King's Privy 
Chamber; and, having received the honour 
of Knighthood, was made Chamberlain of 
the Exchequer for life, 1552; and in 1553 
Clerk of the Council, and ſoon after one of 
the Secretaries of State, and a Privy Coun- 
ſellor, and had conſiderable grants of land. 
After the ſaid King's death, the Lady Mary 
being ſettled in the throue, he was commit- 
ted to cuſtody July 27, 1553, ſtripped of the 
greateſt part of his honours, and of all his 
fortunes ; yet he was afterwards ſet at liberty 
and uv into Germany, either a forced or 
volun -xile, From thence he paſſed into 
Italy. At his return to Germany, he was 
kindly entertained at Straſburgh, where he 
was choſen public Profeſſor of the Greek 
tongue in that place, which was a treaſure 
that maintained him in his exile, For about 
two years he lived there in good repute; till 
at length going into Low Germany to fetch 
his wite, who had Jately come thither from 
England, he was, in his return from Bruſſels 
10 — 2 15 May, 1 $55, waylaid by the 
Provoſt Marſhal to K. Philip, and was with 
Sir Peter Carew, then in his company, beaten 
from their horſes, tied hand and foot to the 
bottom of a cart, and conveyed hood-winked 
to the next haven, where they were ſhipt un- 


der hatches, conveyed to the landing place 
near the Tower of London, and there com- 
mitted to cloſe priſon. Sir John was put to this 
miſerable choice, either to forego his life, or, 
what is more precious, his liberty of con- 
ſcience. At length he made a public abre- 
nuntation of that religion which he had long 
profeſſed, and ſtill believed. Afterward he 
was reſtored to his liberty, but never to his 
content, He died in London in the month 
of Sept. 1557, and was buried in the church 
of St. Alban in Wood-ſtreet. (ATH. Oxox. 
Vol. I, 101. and Strype's Lirz of Sir John 
Cheke.)

(88) [Our Author is certainly wrong in 
his account of the laſt Foundation of this 
Houſe, It is probable however that the 
Foundation, as deſcribed by him, was a plan 
intended, but not put into execution. The 
number of Students was originally 100. 
There is now in the poſſeſſion of the College 
a MS. work (mentioned by our Author in his 
ATaEnz Oxon. Vol. I, 571) by Leonard 
Hutten, Canon of this Ch. 1599, and many 
years Subdean of this Houſe. i contains an 
account of the ſeveral Deans and Canons, as 
far as his own time, very accurately and ele- 
gantly drawn up, with an account of the 
Foundation of the College prefixed. The 
number of Students on King Henry's laſt 
foundation he makes 100. This is farther 
confirmed by the Chapter books, in which 
there are complete liſts of the Students a few 
years after the foundation—the number be- 
ing in the year 1549, 90; in the year 1550, 
99; in the year 1551,92; in the year 1552, 
94. Their ages being mentioned, it is plain 
that the lower claſſes were not School-boys ; 
there being none under 15—moſt of them are 
from 16 to 20.

The number of ſervants, however, ad mit- 
ting of ſome variations in the different years. 

The ſame thing appears by a book in the 
Dean's poſſeſſion, containing liſts of all the 
members admitted into the College from the 
year of the foundation; continued to the 
preſeat time, with very little interruption ; 
but with more or leſs accuracy in different 
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times. By this book the number of Stu- 
dents admitted on Jan. 24, 1546-7 was 89 
— in the courſe of the firſt year, 105. 

Queen Elizabeth therefore could have done 
nothing more than ordain, that there ſhould 
be an annual election from Weſtminſter School 
to fill up ſome of the vacancies. 

The ſubſtance of Leonard Hutten's account 
is as follows: That about the year 1522 the 
Monaſtery or Priory of St. Frideſwid was 
ſurrendered into the hands of Henry VIII, at 
the inſtance of Cardinal Wolſey ; who on the 
ſame ſite, enlarging the precincts, erected his 
College, called Cardinal College, on July 15, 
1525—that it was meant to be a perpetual 
foundation for the ſtudy of the Sciences, Di- 
vinity, Canon and Civil Law, alſo of the 
Arts, Phyfic, and polite learning, and for the 
continual performance of divine ſervice—the 
College to conſiſt of a Dean and 60 ſecular 
Canons; (no mention here of the 40 Canons 
of the ſecond order, or other perſons beneath 
them) or more or fewer, according to the exi- 
gencies and eſtate of the College that he 
named himſelf 18 Secular Canons; with a 
Dean (the ſame with thoſe mentioned by our 
Author)—that he afterwards added others, 
purpoſely leaving intervals of nomination, 
that he might find out and appoint the ableſt 
perſons. Amongſt theſe are William Tyndale, 
abovementioned, Tranſlator of the Bible-— 
Jobn Frith, B. A. aſſiſtant to Tyndal in that 
work. He was of King's Coll. Cambridge, 
and incorporated here; but for publickly 


| avowing Luther's opinion, was impriſoned 


within the limits of this (the Cardinal) Col. 
lege. Obtaining his liberty, he went over to 
Germany, in 1528; where he continued 
about two years, and then returned to Eng- 
land: But endeavouring to gain proſelytes in 


London, he was ſent priſoner to the Tower,

The fabric of this Houſe, was, as I have told you before, left import by 
Card. Wols zv. The eaſt, ſouth, and moſt part of the weſt, fide of the great 
Quadrangle, called WoLsty's Quadrangle, was by him ſcarce finiſhed. As 
for the north ſide, which he did allot for a ſpacious Church, nothing of it 
was ſupplied with building, except with the foundation of the ſaid Church, 
which in ſome places, eſpecially at the weſt end, was three yards and above 
from the ground. Round the ſaid Quadrangle, within ſide, the. Cardinal did 
intend to erect a Cloiſter, but he falling, the building of it, with the reſt of 
the Quadrangle, remained as he left it, till about the year 1638, and then the 
north ſide being ſupplied with buildings, to the end, that out of them they 
might make Lodgings for two Canons, were in a manner as to their outlide 
finiſhed, and the timber laid for a roof, and as *twas then ſaid, did intend to 
add the Cloiſter. But wars falling out the ſaid building remained till im- 
perfect, and when a new Dean and Canons were put in, an. 1648, they were 
ſo far from finiſhing them, that they took away all the timber that was laid. 
for roof and floors, and converted it for their private uſe. At length, after 
the reſtoration of K. Charles II, when ſome of the old Canons were returned, 
and new ones put in, then did the building go forward, and the outſide was 
finiſhed in Jul: 1662, and all completely done by 1665. Towards which 
many benefactors gave, as this imperfect liſt will inform you.

In 1773 the north and eaſt ſides of this Court were taken down, Ricnu- 

ARD Rosinsow, D. D. Student, Baron Rookby in Ireland, the preſent 
Lord Primate of all Ireland, having given 1000l. towards rebuilding the- 
ſame, after a deſign of Mr. Wyatt. They were finiſhed in 1775,. when the 
Primate gave another 1000l. The remaining charges were defrayed by the 
Benefactions of the Dean, the Canons, the Students, and others who had. 
been Members of the Society.

M. D. Student, Reader in Chemiſtry in this Univerſity, Fellow of the Royal 
Society and of the College of Phylicians, London, and Phyſician to Queen 
Caroline; who died in 1728, and left to this Society 1cool. towards promot- 
ing the ſtudy of Anatomy ; and partly with:the monies ariſing from the do- 
nations of MaTTHew LIE, M. D. Student, Phyſician to K. George II; 
who, beſides leaving very conſiderable legacies to this Houſe for various 
purpoſes, appropriated 140l. a year for a Reader in Anatomy, &c. He died 
Sept. 26, 1755, aged 61, and was buried at Linford, Bucks. 

With the Benefaction alſo of the ſaid Dr. LE E, the Building on the ſouth fide 
of the Chaplains*Quadrangle, which was ſometime the Library, has been lately 
converted into Chambers, with two Lecture Rooms on the ground floor.] 


HALL or RefeQory on the ſouth ſide of the great Quadrangle, was built 
by Carpinal Worsey with the reſt of his College. It is reported by 
ſome (take it as a place of Refection) to be the beſt Hall in Europe. That 
fair Porch or avenue leading up to it, all moſt curiouſly vaulted and ſup- 
ported by one Pillar only, was built about the year 1630.

In the roof are the Arms of CAR DñINVAL WorLstry, and of the different Sees 
where he preſided; as well as a great variety of devices relating to the 
Cardinal. The Room is alſo ornamented with a large Collection of Portraits;

LIBER AR, ſometime (as it ſeems) an ancient Chapel belonging to St. Fri- 
deſwyde's Priory, dedicated formerly to St. Lucia, though ſome there be that 
rather take it to have been a place of Refection, belonging to the Canons of the 
ſaid Monaſtery. It now divides the Cloiſter and Area within it, (which are 
on the ſouth ſide of the body of the Church) and the Chaplains' Quadrangle, 
and before the reign of King James was in a very ſlender manner furniſhed 
with books; with no other, if I miſtake not, than what had been given by a 
few Benefactors that had been ſometime of this Houſe. At length Mr. OTao 
Nicholson, one of the Examiners of the Chancery, a younger ſon of Tho- 
mas Nicholſon of the county of Lancaſter, fon of William, ſon of Nicholas 
Nicholſon of Cumberland, ' beſtowed 800l. in repairing it, ſetting up new 
Repoſitories, and for the buying of books to ſupply them. Which being 
done, the EARL of Doxser, and ViscounT L'IsLE, gave 20l. apiece to buy 
books an. 1614. Joan Kync, Biſhop of London, [ſometime Dean, ] and 
Thon. EpwarDs, LL. D. his Chancellor, gave 46l. 13s. 4d. the ſame year. 
WiIII. Jauks, Biſhop of Durham, [ſometime pegs 201, The EARL of 
 CLANRICKARD gol. the ſame year, with divers others that gave ſmaller ſums, 

Furthermore that the ſaid Library ſhould have an annual Stock belonging

He made the ſame bequeſt to All Souls College, 
where he had been ſometime Chaplain; and alſo left a rent-charge of gl. per 
ann. to be given to a Maſter of Arts that ſhould make and ſpeak a ſpeech 
in praiſe of Sir Thomas Bodley, every year on the 8th of Nov. (on which 
day the Viſitation of his Library is commonly made) to be nominated by the 
Dean of this Houſe, and confirmed by the Vice-Chancellor for the time be- 
ing.

In 1716, a new Library was begun, ſituate on the ſouth ſide of Peckwa- 
ter Court, George Clarke, D, C. L. Fellow of All Souls College, gave the 
deſign. It was covered in about 1738, and the upper Apartments finiſhed 
under the direction of Dean Gregory, in 1761. In the original deſign, a 
Piazza was made in the lower part of this Building. But it has ſince been al- 
tered, by walling up the arches half way, and placing windows in the reſt of 
the ſpace : and apartments are now formed for the reſidue of the Books, which 
could not be placed in the Rooms above, and particularly for the reception 
of a large Collection of Paintings, left to the Society in 1765 by Brigadier 
General Joan Guis, ſometime a Member of this Houſe. 

PIII BAR Tro, D. D. Canon, bequeathed at his death in 1765, Books and a 
Collection of Saxon, Britiſh and Engliſh Coins: alſo RicnARD Brown, D. D. 
ſometime Fellow of Trinity College, Rector of Langton, Oxfordſhire, Lord 
Almoner's Prof. of Arabic, Regius Prof, of Hebrew, and Canon of this 
Church, left a Collection of Arabic Coins in 1780: both theſe Benefactors 
were buried in the Cathedral.

The old Library has lately been converted into Chambers, &c.; as men- 


tioned before, p. 456.] 
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Cavrcn. As for the Church, that is now ſtanding beyond the great 
Quadrangle on the eaſt ſide, is the ſame that belonged to the Priory of St. 
Frideſwyde, and the ſame wherein that Saint and her Parents lay buried. 
After it came into the hands of Cardinal Wolſey, the weſt end thereof, con- 
taining almoſt half the body of the Church, was by him pulled down, as *tis 
before mentioned, intending that the remaining part ſhould ſerve only for 
private prayers, and certain theological exerciſes. He cauſed alſo to be made 
over the Choir a fair carved roof of ſtone, and over the Church another of 
wood ; alſo the old ſteeple to be pulled down, and rebuilt lower, the Bell 
frame to be mended, and ſeveral places to be repaired within the Church, as 
it appears from part of the accounts for the building of Cardinal College. 
As for the ſolemaizing of greater ſervice, and the delivery of ſermons (pub- 
licly to the Univerſity, as it hath been commonly reported) the Cardinal in- 
tended to have them done in the large Church on the north fide of the Qua- 
drangle ; the foundation of which he had laid, as is before told you. 

But as for the inſide of this Church, it continued in the ſame condition 
that the Cardinal left it till an. 1630, or thereabouts, and then the Dean and 
Canons being minded to adorn it, did firſt take down all the old Stalls in the 
Choir, and in their places put up thoſe that now are; to make room for 
which, they removed (belide flat marble monuments) ſeveral that were 
erected between the pillars parting the Choir and ſide- ailes: Secondly, plucked 
up the old floor of the Choir, and paved it with black and white marble of 
a diamond ſquare : Thirdly, plucked up all the floor alſo of the Church, and 
paved it with hard white ſtone of the ſame ſquare; and laſtly, new floored 
the ſide ailes. In the doing of all which, the workmen took up many mo- 
numental ſtones of marble, having molt of them Saxon inſcriptions engraven 
on them. Which being looked upon by the Dean and Canons as old ſuper- 
fluous ſtuff, and unhandſome to be mixed with their new pavement, did 
cauſe them to be thrown out of the Church, as alſo thoſe out of the Cloiſter 
when that was new paved, being accounted then by ſome perſons a piece of 
impi Some of theſe ſtones they cauſed to plank a fink that conveyed 
wate: der ground from the pump in the great Quadrangle towards their 
houſe of eaſement, by Trillmill ſtream, and others they appointed for baſe _ 
uſes. Which Act of theirs, though it was for the decency of the Church, 
yet it cannot but be taken by many as ſacrilegious, and in no wiſe to have 
been done by Scholars, and eſpecially men of the Clergy. (170) 

Afterward they took down all the old windows (except four in the Divi- 
nity Chapel) which were ſet up anciently by the Canons of St. Frideſwyde's . 
Priory, containing ſeveral parts of that Saint's life, beſides the Arms of many 
Noblemen that had been Benefactors to that Monaſtery. Which being done, 
and the fine Architecture or Cruſtation of thoſe windows cut and ſawn away, 
they put up new painted windows with ſeveral ſcripture ſtories in them,

But theſe windows continuing no longer than till an. 1648, were then, 
as anti-chriſtian, diabolical, and popiſn, at firſt broken; and, to prevent their 
utter ruin by the reſtleſs and never to be ſatisfied Preſbyterians, all taken 
down.. So that poſſibly had the old windows remained till then they might 
have ſtood to this day.

and as ſcarce cieling next to the ſlates in ſome chambers. (57) About the ſame 


time he erected paper buildings near the old kitchen, at the north end of the 
Refectory, and not long after others alſo, as anon ſhall be ſhewed. (38) 

In this condition the College remained till 1643, at which time Dr. Ket- 
tell died: afterward, civil wars encreaſing, and variety of government follow- 
ing, the buildings rather ran to ruin than flouriſhed, notwithſtanding full of 
Scholars and ſome of note too. At length, when Dr. Bathurſt became Pre- 
ſident, (to which office he was admitted 15 Sept. 1664) he did the ſame year 
make great alterations and reparations on the Lodgings belonging to him, 
ſituate and being on the eaſt ſide of the Quadrangle. Which being done, 
and thoughts entertained of enlarging the College, they proceeded with the 
ſtock of money they had got among themſelves, and other ſums that were 
promiſed, to begin a new Quadrangle, in the Fellows' garden, on the north 
ſide, and beyond the old Quadrangle. So that the next year, in the ſummer, 
the firſt ſtone being laid by the Preſident, in the preſence of the Fellows, ſo 
much of it that they then deſigned, ſcil. the north ſide, was finiſhed in the 
year 1667, with a roof not fo ſteep as other buildings are, but more flat, ac- 
cording to a faſhion received into England about twenty years before, and 
never ſeen in Oxon till this was finiſhed. (59) Ar the ſame time was part of

I perceive the Name 
of a Quadrangle will carrie it with thoſe you 
ſay may poſſibly be your Benefactours, though 
it be much the worſe fituation for the Cham- 
bers, and the Beauty of the College, and the 
Beauty of the particular Pile of Building;

And if you reſolve upon the other way of 
ſetting it in the Garden [ Fellows* Garden), 
you Have two Deſigns for that way alſoe, nei- 
ther of which doe I know at preſent how to 
mend, I ſuppoſe the firſt of thoſe two in the 
books may pleaſe you beſt [that] to be ſet in 
the Garden, I meane the looſe paper, which 
contains a ground-plot only, with one bed- 
room and two ſtudies to each chamber, which 
Minchin cannot be at a loſs in: in this de- 
fign I intended the ſtories but ten feet high; 
and though I have not particularly expreſſed 
an Upright for that, I meant to have uſed the 
fame that is there glewed to the other ground- 
plot, changing only the highth of the ſtories. 
If you ſhew this part of the letter to Minchin, 
I know he will apprehend it. You need not 
uſe any apologies to me, for I muſt beg cf you 
to believe you may command me in things 
of greater moment, and that I love to ſerve 
you as your moſt faithful and affectionate 
friend and ſervant, 
CHRISTOPHER WRrEN.”

Much about the ſame time, 1665, was a Common-Chamber made up out 
of a lower room belonging to a Fellow, (66) between the common gate and 
ſouth end of the public Refectory; to the end that the Fellows might meet 
together (chiefly in the evenings after refection) partly about buſineſs, but 


moſtly for ſociety ſake, which before was at each chamber by turns. And 


this was done in imitation of other Colleges, that had began before, of which 
Merton College was the firſt, an. 1661. | 


What other buildings hath ſince been added, hath been a fair Kitchen, 


with a Cellar (67) under, and chambers over it, on the welt ſide of the pub- 
lic Refectory. All done (with the converting of the old kitchen into a cham- 
ber) at the College Charge, an. 1676. To make room for which, and a paſ- 

ge for carts and drays to come to the kitchen and cellar, the Society of this 
Houſe obtained a piece of ground of Balliol College, held by them of Chrift 
Church. For the finiſhing of which building, ſome of the legacy (100l.) 
of Dr. Gil B. SnhELDON, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, was, if I miltake not,

| HALL 
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HALL, or Refectory, on the weſt ſide of the Quacrengs was no other at 
firſt than the old Hall belonging ſometime to Durham College ; which being 
in great decay, and not able to contain the number of Scholars in Dr. Kettel's 
time, was pulled down, an. 1618; (69) and this now ſtanding in its place 
was built two years after, with chambers over, and a very fair cellar under 
it, by the College, (70) and benefaction of ſeveral perſons. I have been in- 
formed by ancient Scholars, that there were in the old windows, the effigies 
of ſeveral ſaints, (of whom St. Cuthbert was one), as alſo the Arms of divers 
benefactors, with inſcriptions, and other matters of antiquity ; but being bro- 
ken and pulled down with the Hall itſelf, were never preſerved, or care taken 
to diſpoſe of them in other places. 


LiBRaRy, on the eaſt ſide of the Quadrangle, between the Preſident's 
Lodgings, and eaſt end of the Chapel, being the ſame which belonged to Dur- 
ham College, and much in decay, was repaired by the FounpDeR, and by him 
furniſhed in good ſort with books, as is before ſaid. After him, the firſt and 
ſecond Preſident, and divers of the firſt Fellows, enlarged the number. For 
the reception of which, and others that were alſo given, Epward HIxDpuRER, 
ſometime Fellow, afterward an inhabitant of Aſcot near Wyng in Bucking- 
hamſhire, made eight new diviſions or Repoſitories, (71) about the latter end 
of Q. Elizabeth, at which time he plucked down the old that were too low 
and ruinous.

received ſome improvements from Sir Chriſ- 
topher Wren, and is ſaid to have been pro- 
feſſedly built in imitation of the Duke of De- 
vonſhire's at Chatſworth. (See a Plan for this 
Coll, Chapel among Sir Chriſtopher's Deſigns 
in All Souls College Library.) The moſt emi- 
nent artificers were procured to decorate this 
attic edifice, in the higheſt perfection; which 
yet, amidſt a multiplicity of the moſt exqui- 
ſite embelliſhments, maintains that ſimple 
elegance, which is agreeable to the character 
of the place, and conſiſtent with the juſt no- 
tions of true taſte, It was finiſhed within three 
years, and conſecrated, with the proper ſo- 
lemnities, by John Hough, Biſhop of Ox- 
ford, Apr. 12, 1694.

XV. ST. JOHN BAPTIST COLLEGE. 


Gi THOMAS WHYTE, Knight, Citizen and Alderman of London, 


being deſirous to erect and found ſome place for the encreaſe of learning 
within the Univerſity of Oxford (his intentions for that purpoſe at Reading, 
his native place, before quitted) (1) licenſe was granted to him by K. Phil. and 
Q. Mary, on the firſt day of May in the firſt and ſecond year of their reigns, 
Dom. 1555, that he might, to the praiſe and honour of God, the Virgin 
Mary, and St. John Baptiſt, ere& and found a certain College for the learn- 
ing of the Sciences, of holy Divinity, Philoſophy, and good Arts, for one 
Preſident, thirty Graduate or not Graduate Scholars, or more or leſs, according 
to the ordinations and ſtatutes to be made by the ſaid Sir Thou as, his heirs 
and ſucceſſors, in a certain capital Meſſuage, with its appurtenances, lately 
called Bernard College; in the pariſh of St. Mary Magdalen, without the 
north gate of the City of Oxford; (1*) and that the ſaid College fo erected, 
founded, and eſtabliſhed, might be called and written ST. Joan BayTisT 
COLLEGE IN THE UNIVERSITY OF.-OxFoORD, | 
Which licenſe being obtained, he got a (2) grant of the ſaid capital Meſ- 
ſuage on the 25th of the ſaid month, together with ſo much of the Grove 
that then belonged to it; of the Dean and Chapter of Chriſt Church, in Ox- 
tord, by paying twenty ſhillings yearly, for it; but wich this condition, that 
the ſaid Sir Tous or his Aſſigns, ſhould make choice of the firſt Head or 
Governor thereof from the number of the Canons or Students of Chriſt 
Church; and for ever after from time: to time, when the fatd Headſhip ſhould 
be void, either by death, deprivation, reſignation, or what way foever, elle, 
the Fellows of the ſaid College ſhould - chooſe another Head from among 
themſelves, or from the foundation of Chriſt Church. - And the ſaid Head 
afterward, whether choſen out of this College, or out of Chriſt Church, 
ſhould be admitted and eſtabliſned by the Dean and Chapter of that place, 
and in the abſence of the Dean, then by the Chapter, and in the abſence of 
the Dean and Chapter, then by the Chancellor or Vice Chancellor of the 
Univerſity of Oxtord, within ſeven days after his. nomination to the ſaid 
Headſhip by the Fellows. F 
T he ſaid Dean and Chapter would then have articled (3) with Sir THOMAsõ, 
that they and their ſucceſſors might be Viſitors of this his College, for the 
obſerving and interpretation of the Statutes but Sir Tous utterly rejected 
it, chooſing rather to found his College elſewhere than that ſuch a matter

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ſhould come to paſs; for what had been done already was much againſt his 
will, foreſeeing that in time a feud would be fomented between the Societies; 
but being over perſuaded by his old friend Mr. Belſire, and others, did with 


much ado yield to it. 


Nov, before I go any further, I muſt let the reader know, that the Founper 
had a dream to build a College near, or on, the place where he ſhould find 
two elms growing out of one root. Whereupon he went to Cambridge, and 
ſought for ſuch a tree, but found none. Afterward, upon further conſidera- 
tion, he went to Oxford, and diligently enquired after ſuch an elm. At 
length finding it out, he forthwith kneeled down, and gave great thanks to 
his Maker for ſuch a diſcovery. Of which paſſage, and his founding of this 
College, you ſhall have what an admired (4) Muſe by its contemporaries 


delivers.

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Therefore what is ſaid of the worthy Founpz by a certain (6) Author (who 
errs in moſt things relating to matters of antiquity) that he ſhould meet with 
ſomething near Gloceſter Hall that ſeemed to anſwer his dream, where ac- 
cordingly he erected a great deal of building, is utterly falſe ; for that place, 
then called Gloceſter College, did belong to another perſon, and the Founvzz 
beſtowed nothing on it till four years after this College was founded, at which 
time it was by him bought and converted into an Hall. | 

The 29th of the ſaid Month of May, in the ſame year before mentioned 
(viz. 1555) Sir Tromas, by virtue of the beforementioned licenſe, did build, 
appoint, and (7) eſtabliſh in the ſaid meſſi a perpetual College for one 
| Preſident, and three Graduate Scholars in name of more, to be added 
hereafter; appointing then alſo that the ſaid College ſhould be called and 
written ST, Joux BayTisT's Col LEH. Furthermore alſo he did make and 
create Alexander Belſire, Bach. of Div. and Canon of Chriſt-Church, the 
firſt Preſident ; Ralph Wyndon, Edw. Chambre, and Henry D'awbeney, 
Maſters of Arts, the firſt Scholars of the ſaid Houſe, giving them at that 
time the ſaid Capital Meſſuage with the whole ſite and precincts thereof, to- 
gether with his part of one virgult, commonly called the Grove, joining to 
the ſaid Meſſuage. For the maintenance alſo of the ſaid Preſident and Fel. 
lows he endowed the Houſe with ſix and thirty pound yearly rent, which was 
due to him from the Mayor and Commonalty of Coventry, and alſo with the 
manors of Long Wittenham, Fythyde alias Fyfelde, Comnor, Eton alias 
Eaton, Kynſtone-Bakepuze, Frylſham alias Frytſham alias Frylford, and Gar- 
ford, with all appurtenances in Berkſhire and Oxfordſhire, beſide other lands 
and advowſons of certain Churches. All which being done, the King and 
Queen, by their letters (8) — dated on the firſt of, May, 3 and 4 reg. did 
grant divers privileges and liberties thereunto, which I ſhall for brevity now 

aſs over. | 

q But the Founper ſoon after, having a deſire to encreaſe the revenues of 
his College, did appoint the Scholars thereof other ſtudies, and enlarge their 
number; cauſed the firſt Foundation-Charter to be laid aſide, and an- 
other (9) to be iſſued forth, dated 5 March, 4th and gth of Phil. and Mary, 
Dom. 1557. By which Charter he added a conſiderable enlargement of rents, 
iſſuing from ſeveral lands in Berkſhire, and elſewhere, founded his College 
for the learning of Theology, Philoſophy, Canon and Civil Law, as alſo for 
other good Arts, and ſettled the following Preſident and Scholars therein.

All theſe matters being afre, the Founptr gave them Statutes, whereby 
they and their ſucceſſors were to be duly governed, appointing (13) therein 
the number of one Preſident, fifty Fellows and Scholars (14) (of which 
twelve were to ſtudy the Civil and Canon Law) three ſacerdotal Miniſters or 
Chaplains, three Clerks not ſacerdotal, neither conjugal, and fix Choriſters. 
ch Chaplains, Clerks, and Choriſters, together with their places, were by 
a general (15) conſent of the Fellows, 12 Oct. 1577, removed and annulled, 
becauſe the revenues of the College were then decreafed, and not able there- 
fore to maintain them. Before the ſaid time he enlarged the ſite of the Col- 
lege, by adding three acres of arable land thereunto (parcel of the manor of

Thus far the Founpes, who in his will bequeathed to this his College 
three thouſand pounds to purchaſe more lands ; and thus far concerning the

Furthermore, that the College might have a walk before the Gate, and 
thereon erect a wall for the defence of the front thereof, the Society purchaſed 
a piece of ground of Sir Chriſtopher Brome, Knt. Lord of North-gate hun- 
dred, containing in length from north to ſouth 208 feet, and in breadth from 
eaſt to weſt 44 | hay hich piece of er being (22) paſſed away by him 
Apr. 5, 18 Elizab. the College not only encloſed it with a firm wall, but a 
row of Elms, as they ſo ſtand to this day.

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As for the Buildings or lodging rooms of this College, they were at firſt 
no other than What before did belong to the Monks of Bernard College, 
that is to ſay, the fore front of the great Quadrangle that now is, look ing to 
the weſt, and the ſouth and north ſides thereof. Thoſe buildings that have 
been added ſince, have been firſt the eaſt ſide of the faid Quadrangle (in the 
place of certain ruinous edifices) erected moſtly at the charges of the Houle, 
an.

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LiBRaRy, Which is on the ſouth ſide of the lefſer Quadrangle, was built 
an, 1596, chiefly with the ruins of the Carmelite or White Fryers, To the 
finiſhing of it divers Benefactors gave; viz. the Comp. of MERCHANT TAr- 
Loks 100l. RoperT BerKLey Eſq. iool. Roper Dow, WILLIAM CaA- 
ven, Merchant Taylors, and Ricyary Warren, Eſq. gave 5ol. apiece, be- 
ſides others. Dr. WyLLYs, ſometime Preſident, gave a window on the north 
ſide toward the upper end, and Dr. Cas, [ſometime Fellow], another on the 
ſouth ſide, being at this time the uppermoſt on that ſide, under which (on 
the outſide next to a Garden) is his name carved in ſtone. After the Library 
was finiſhed, thoſe books that the College had before (repoſed in a ruinous 
place on the eaſt ſide of the greater Quadrangle) were put therein. After- 
ward thoſe that Sir THomas TRESHAM and Sir WiLLIiam Pappy, Knights, 
gave, which were a very conſiderable number, were added. And after thoſe 
the Books which HENRY Paicz, Bac. of Div. (48) left in his will, ann. 
1599-1600, which were valued to be worth 1341. and upward. Theſe gifts 
being ſettled, a Keeper was appointed for the Library an. 1603; to receive 
for his wages 26s. 8d. yearly from the rent of the new Chambers adjoining, 
augmented afterward to 31. per an. by the will of Sir WiLLiaM Pappy, 
1634 and ſettled the year after. Joan SMITH, ſometime Fellow, gave St. 
Hierom's Works in three volumes, his Hebrew Concordance, Alphonſus de 
Caſtro, Tertullian, Cyprian and Auguſtine's works, being five volumes, be- 
ſides twenty ſhillings in money to make the Students a feaſt the next election 
day after his death, &c, by will, an. 1616. 

Jonx Buck ERIDOr, [Preſident, and afterward] Biſhop of Ely, gave 20 vo- 
lumes of books; whereof Corn. a Lapide in 5 vols. were part, an. 1631. 

At length Dr. Lav, [Preſident, and afterward] Archbiſhop of Cant. 
taking down the eaſt window and the upper on the ſouth ſide, did lengthen - 
the Library towards the eaſt twenty feet or thereabouts, and added another 
Library thereunto called the Inner Library (which, as I have ſaid before, 
taketh up the eaſt ſide of the leſſer Quadrangle) purpoſely to contain Manu- 
ſcripts (thoſe chiefly that he himſelf gave) all ſmaller books, which might 
otherwiſe be in danger of being loſt, any rarity that might be afterwards gi- 
ven, mathematical books and inſtruments, and other monuments of greater 
price. After the ſaid work was finiſhed, ſeveral Benefactors came in that 
gave books, or revenues to buy others yearly : among which was GroxoE 
Bensow, beforementioned, who allotted 40 ſhillings (49) of that 30l. per an. 
(that he gave to the College) for that purpoſe. LEWIS Pappy, Eſq. gave 
many books an. 1649.

Among others 
that have been Benefactors muſt not be forgotten Dr. WII I. Haywoop, 
ſometime Fellow. who gave 100l. that the Altar and ſteps leading thereunto 
ſhould be paved with black and white marble, an. 1663, which hath been 
ſince accordingly done. At length the Society being minded to adorn the

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HE next College in order, that I muſt proceed to ſpeak of, is that of 


Jesvs, oppoſite to Exeter College, and in the Pariſh of St. Michael: 


for the foundation of which I find Hvuer ar Rice (1) or Price, Doctor of 
the Civil Law, of this Univerſity, and Treaſurer of St. David's, to have been 
the chief inſtrument. For he being well ſtricken in years, entertained 
thoughts how he might beſtow his eſtate for ſome pious uſe : at length, 
after conſultation had with his friends concerning the matter, petitioned 
Queen EL1zaBETH, that ſhe would be pleaſed to found a College in Oxford, 
on which he might beſtow his ſaid eſtate for the maintenance of certain 
Scholars of Wales to be trained up in good letters | 

The Queen therefore upon his deſire grants her (2) Charter for that pur- 
poſe, dated 27 June, an. reg. 13, Dom. 1571 ; wherein I obſerved theſe things 

ollowing, viz. = i . 

I. That ſhe founded the ſaid College on the ſcite and precincts of an an- 
cient Hoſtle or Hall called Whyte Hall (ſometime belonging to the Priory 
of St. Frideſwyde) by the name of Jzsus Cor LZORE wiTHIN, THE CITIE AND 
UN1veERSITIE OF OXFORD or QUEEN ELIZABETH'S FOUNDATION. (3) 

II. That in the ſaid College there ſhould be a Principal, eight Fellows, 
and eight Scholars; the firſt of which were, by her appointment, (according to 
Dr. Price's mind) theſe following: | 

The PzincieaLt was David Lewes, Doctor of the Laws. 

The FELLows were Thomas Huycke LL. D. of Mert. Coll. John Lloyd, 
John Cottrell of New Coll. William Aubre ſometime: of All Souls, Rob. 
Lougher of the ſaid College, all Doctors of the Laws; Robert Johnſon 
Bach. of Divinity, Thomas Huyt, and John Higgenſon, Maſters of Arts.

This Charter being granted, the ſaid Dr. Px 1ce did, by his writing dated 
the laſt of the ſaid month of June, (5) convey to the faid Principal and Scho- 
lars divers lands, meſſuages and tenements in Brecknockſhire, that with the 
rents of them the ſaid Principal, Fellows, and Scholars, and their ſucceſſors 
for ever, might be maintained. The iflues of which being inconſiderable 
(brought fince to nothing as I have heard) the Fellows were no more than 
ordinary or titular, and the Houſe not inhabited by above two or three 
Fellows, beſides the Principal and certain Commoners, till Dr. WesTPHaa- 
LinG's gift came in, which, as I ſhall anon ſhew, was for two Fellows and

Soon after the endowment was made by Dr. Paicx, the building went 
forward, that is to ſay, the forefront that now is looking eaſtward, and half 
the ſouth ſide of the Quadrangle (began by Dr. Px icx, but finiſhed by the 
Commiſſioners) erected on a garden ground lying between Cheney lane on 
the ſouth, the garden of John of Whyte Hall on the north, the Buttery of 
Whyte Hall on the weſt, and the way leading from Exeter College to All 
Saints Church on the eaſt.

Which garden ground Richard Gunter, Alderman of Oxford, had by his 
indenture (6) dated 18 Nov. 6 Edw. 6, Anno Dom. 1552, demiſed to John 
Man, Bachelor of Law, lately Principal of Whyte Hall, for 21 years. Which 
leaſe, after it was expired, Richard Gunter, Gentleman, ſon and heir of the 
ſaid Alderman Gunter, did by his indented ſcript, (7) dated 4 June 22 Eliz, 
Dom.

The fore 
front therefore of the firſt Quadrangle, which looketh eaſtward, and the eaſt 
half of the ſouth fide of the ſaid Quadrangle, were built, as I have already 
mentioned, by Dr. Pz1ce, the Queen allowing moſt part of the timber to- 
wards it. The other half of the ſaid fouth fide was built by Sir EvsuLe 
THELWALL, about the year 1625, partly with the monies which Principal 
PowELL left, and partly with thoſe of Dr. Price. 

The Kitchen and Buttery, with the Chambers over them, were begun and 
brought to a conſiderable forwardneſs by the endeavours of Princ. PowELL ; 
who for that end and purpoſe obtained the benefaction of divers Perſons 
living in Oxford, in the county thereof, in London, Cheſhire, and Wales, 
an. 1618, or thereabouts. But he dying before they were quite finiſhed, were 
completed by the ſaid Sir Eubule. | 

The Principal's Lodgings between the Chapel and Hall were totally built 
by Sir EusuLe alſo; wherein he made a very fair dining room, adorned with 
wainſcot curiouſly engraven. 

The new buildings beyond the Quadrangle on the weſt ſide, which are 
now reducing to another quadrangle, were thus begun and finiſhed, More 
than half of the ſouth ſide, and as much of the north, were built by Dr. Max- 


' SELL, an. 1640, with monies which he procured abroad, and from Com- 


moners in the College; and being confident of benefactors to advance mo- 
nies to finiſh it, he took down the Library, which Sir Eubule Thelwall had 
built, and erected in its place the ſaid better half of the north ſide, with in- 
tentions that the weſt ſide of the ſaid Quadrangle ſhould be all (or the moſt 
part) for a Library. Towards which work, and completing of the ſaid Qua- 
drangle, Sir Lewes ManstLL, of Margam, Bt. his firſt couſin, gave gol. per 


an. for ſeveral years; Dr, Mox aN Owen, Bp of Landaff, gol. Sir Nicho-

years alſo; but wars coming on, and diſtraction thereupon following, the 
building was left imperfect, and the good Doctor refunded ſeveral ſums of 
the money back again. Yet in the year 1676 the jouth ſide of the ſaid Qua- 
drangle was finiſhed at the charge of Sir LEOLINE Jenkins, Knt. which be- 
ing done, a Library was erected on the weſt fide, as I ſhall tell you anon.

HALL, or RextcTory, which ſtands on the weſt fide of the firſt Qua- 
drangle (and is the greater part of the caſt ſide of the new buildings) was 
erected in Principal PowtLL's time, about the year 1617, with the _—

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of divers perſons; that is to ſay, with the 3ool, that was then remaining of 
Dr. Price's bequeſt, the hundred marks which Rich. Parxy, Biſhop of St. 
Aſaph gave, the hundred pounds which Mrs. Anne Lroyp [before men- 
tioned] (relict of Dr. Griffith Lloyd, and daughter of Dr, Rob. Lougher) 
beſtowed, and with other ſums collected of divers perſons in thoſe counties 
before mentioned, that contributed towards the Buttery, Kitchen, and Cham- 
bers over them. But all the ſaid ſums ſo collected being not enough to per- 
fect it, was completed by that moſt bountiful perſon Sir Eun, THELWALL, 
who left nothing undone which might conduce to the | 30s of the College. 
I have heard his ſucceſſor, Dr. Manlell, fay, that the College was near g00ol. 
the better for him, and that he would have ſettled his whole eſtate on it, 
which was very conſiderable, if he had not been diſobliged by ſome perſons, 
who were very active in oppoling his intentions to place his ſucceſſor.

L18BRARY, which ſtood in the place where the north ſide of the new Qua- 
drangle now is, was firſt began by Sir Eubule Thelwall an. 1626, but car- 
ried on by the benefaction of others, of whom the moſt conſiderable was the 
Lady Anne BROMuLEY, late the wife of Sir Henry Bromley, Knt. who 
gave an hundred pounds. Which being finiſhed, with a walk under, and 
chambers over it for Servitors, the manuſcripts that Sir JohN Prise of 
Portham in Herefordſhire, Kt. had before given, were put therein. Afterward 
divers gave books, among whom were Mr. WiLLiam PRicnaRD, before 
mentioned, beſides an hundred pounds, of which part was employed to buy 
others. Dr. OLIVER LLovp, who died at London about 17 March, an. 
1632-3, alſo gave all his Law Books after the death of his nephew Oliver 
Lloyd, Fellow of All Souls College. Epward HERBERT, Lord Catr- 
BURY, gave his London Library an. 1648. Dr. MANSELL his whole ſtudy, 
which was very conſiderable, beſides many other books. So that the ſaid 
Library, continuing no longer than to the year 1639, was then pulled down 
by Dr. Manſell, with a deſign that it ſhould be built on the weſt ſide of the 
Quadrangle, then intended to be built; but civil wars approaching, the work 
ceaſed, and no Library was built, no not ſo much as a ſtone laid ; fo that the 
books which were to be put therein, were laid in an upper room or loft-over 
thoſe chambers that are above the Buttery and Kitchen. Ar length two or 
three tenements being bought in, that ſtood in Cheney lane, a fair Library 
was erected in an. 1677, on the weſt fide of the new Quadrangle, all done at 
the charge of Sir LeoLineg JENKINS, Knt. ſometime Principal, of this Col- 
lege, then Judge of the Prerogative Court, and in an. 1679 the aforemen- 
tioned Library of Books was removed into it.

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HE Priory of the Auſten Fryers without Smyth-gate in the north ſub- 
urbs of Oxford, being among, other religious places diſſolved, the fire 
thereof (part of which was parcel of the poſſeſſions of the Priory of Clatter- 
cote in this county) was by King Henry VIIL (1) demifed by indenture, 
dated 20 Decemb. an. reg. 33, to Thomas Cawarden (commonly called Car- 
den) Eſq. for the term of one and twenty years. In his hands it continued 
(as it ſeems) till 6 Edw. VI, Dom. 1552,-by paying yearly for it three 
pounds, (that is to ſay, for the houſe and ſite fix and forty ſhillings, and for 
a tenement laying in Long-rew, and a ſhop adjoining, thirteen ſhillings and 
fourpence) and then the King being minded to ſhift his hands of it, granted 
it by. his letters patent, dated May 16, in the aforeſaid year, to Henry Duke 
of Suffolk, and to Thomas Duport, Gentleman; but they keeping it no 
longer than till the 23d of the ſaid month, did then (2) convey the ſaid ſite 
and tenement to Henry Baylie, Doctor of Phyſic, lately Fellow of New - 
College, by paying to the ſaid Duke, and his heirs, five and forty ſhillings 
and eightpence, nomine decime et decimæ partis inde, From the ſaig Raylie it 
came by (3) ſale 16 Aug. in the firſt of Q. Mary, Dom. 1553, to ths father- 
in-law Edward Freere, of Oxford, Eſq. who leaving it to his ſon William 
Freere, was by him on the 20 Sept. 29 Elizab. (he having before made ſeve- 
ral leaſes of it to the City, to the end that the fair yearly kept there before 
the common gate might not be prejudicial to them) fold (4) to the Mayor, 
Bailliffs, and Commonalty thereof for the ſum of about 430l. So that they 
being in full poſſeſſion of it, ſold it ſoon after to the Founpress of Wad- 
ham College, as I am about to tell you. \ ; 


The paſſage being now made clear, in order to the ſpeaking of this Houſe 
of Learning, I ſhall proceed, according to the method that I have hitherto 
uſed, to make ſuch relation of it, as I have done for other Houſes of Learn- 
ing: which being concluded, I ſhall ſpeak of the next, and ſo make an 
end of the Colleges. Bur firft you may be pleaſed to take this ſhort pedigree 
of the Founpt (for a longer and larger, which I have by me, I thought ra- 
ther to omit than inſert), to the end that you may — yourſelf of ſome 
part of his relations. (49

Nicholas WApHAM of Merefeild or Meryfeild in the county of Somer- 


ſet, Eſq. (ſometime a Commoner of Corpus Chriſti College, or of Chriſt 


Church,) with Dok orn his wife, daughter of Sir William Petre, Knt. one 
of Queen Elizabeth's privy council, (5) having by their frugality raiſed fro 
their eſtate, valued at three thouſand pounds per an. about fourteen thouſand 
pounds in money, and had purchaſed-eight hundred pounds yearly in lands 
and other revenues, reſolved between them to beſtow their frugality on ſome 
pious uſe. At length entertaining thoughts of building and endowing a 
College at Venice for the reception of certain Engliſh Scholars of the Roman 
Catholic religion (they themſelves being of that perſuaſion) it was oppor- 
tunely propoſed to them by a friend, that, inſtead of performing their bene- 
nn at that place, they would do it at Oxford, that ſo the Church of Eng- 
1...4 might reap benefit thereby. Which — they forthwith embracing, 
Mr. WapHam made enquiry for a plot of ground at Oxford to put his reſo- 
lutions in execution, and ſo in order to go on with the work; but he dying 
in the mean time, the buſineſs for the preſent was laid aſide, Afterward it 
was found in his will, that his deſign ſhould go forward according to what he 
had intended in his lifetime, and that DorRoTHyY his wife, executrix of his 
laſt will, ſhould ſee it performed with the aſſiſtance of certain Feoffees in truſt, 
of which ſome were their kindred, others their ſervants, 

This being therefore the ultimate reſolution of Mr, Wapnan, they pro- 
ceeded to obtain the ſite of Glouceſter Hall, being the place which the Foun- 
DER had before deſigned ; but Dr. Hawley, the then Principal, denying to

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deliver up his intereſt therein, unleſs the FouNDnESSs would make him the 
firſt Warden or Governor of the College intended, they quitted that pro- 
jet, and made certain propoſals to the City of Oxford of purchaling the 
ſite of the Auſten Fryery beforementioned. Concerning which propoſals, 
the Citizens having had ſeveral counſels and meetings to give anſwer to them, 
did at length agree to ſell it; but with this condition, (6) that they might 
for that time and no more, have the nomination and election of one F low 
and two Scholars into the College that was about to be bnilt. This being 
granted by the Founpksss and Feoffees, they accordingly had afterwards 
their deſire by electing Thomas Harrys, ſon of Francis Harrys, Vintner, of 
Oxford, Fellow; and William Potter, ſon of William Potter, Woollen- 
draper, and Iſaac Smyth, ſon of Richard Smyth, Taylor, of Oxford, 
Scholars. | 

The ſaid ſite therefore being (7) conveyed to Mrs. DoRorur Wanmart 
by the Citizens of Oxford, 29 May, 8 Jac. Dom. 1610, for the ſum of ſix 
hundred pounds, and all the ruinous buildings of the ſaid Fryery or Priory 
(which chiefly ſtood on the ſouth part of the College, and ſouthward from 
it) pulled down and levelled with the ground, the day for laying the firſt 
ſtone was appointed; which day (the laſt of July) appearing, the Vice- 
Chancellor, Doctors, Proctors, and others, met in St. Mary's Church; from 
whence going ſolemnly to the place where the ſtone was to be laid (there 
being then preſent Alderman Thomas Harrys, the Mayor of the City, with 
his brethren) certain inging men and Chorifters ſung Te Deum. Which 
being done, Dr. Ryves, Warden of New College, made an elegant Oration 
in praiſe of the work and its Founptrs. After he had concluded, a folemn 
Anthem was ſung, in the doing of which the firft ſtone was laid in the eaſt 
part of the College (where the Chapel was afterwards builr) by the Vice- 
Chancellor and others, and monies then offered thereon by them according 
to cuſtom, N | 

The work after this going cheerfully forward, the Founpxess obtained 
of the King a licenſe (8) dated 20 Dec. in the aforeſaid year, whereby ſhe 
was enabled 


I. To found a College of Divinity, Civil and Canon Law, Phyſic, good 
Arts and Sciences, and the Tongues. | 

II. That in the faid College ſhe might place a Warden, ſixteen Fellows, 
and thirty Scholars, Graduates or not Graduates, or more or leſs, accordin 
to the ordinations and ſtatutes of the ſaid College to be made and -ſtabliſhed' 

III. That for their maintenance ſhe might ſettle on the College ſufficient 
revenues, &c. - 

The 16th Aug. 1612, the College being not then finiſhed, the Foun- 
DRESS, by virtue of the aforeſaid licenſe, iſſued out her foundation Charter,

and body of ſtatutes, whereby ſhe founded and eſtabliſhed her College on 
the north part of the city of Oxford, in a place commonly called the Auſten 
Fryers, by the name of WADRAM ColLEOE, for one Warden, fifteen Fel- 
lows, fifteen Scholars, two Chaplains, two Clerks, a Manciple, two Cooks, 
two Butlers, and one Porter. As for the Warden, he is to be no Biſhop, 
while he bears his office, or ſtranger, but born in Britain, Maſter of Arts at 
leaſt, and not married, &c. The Fellows are to profeſs what faculty they 
pleaſe, and to leave their Fellowſhips at eighteen years' end after their re- 
ncy of their Maſterſhip is completed. As for the Scholars alſo, from 
whom the Fellows are to be ſupplied, three of them are to be of the County 
of Somerſet, and as many of Eſſex, and the reſt of any County within the 
Kingdom of Great Britain. 
- The 20th of April 1613, the Founpress having before made an election 
of a Warden, Fellows, Scholars, and Chaplains, [they] were then admitted; 
which being the firſt that ever entered the College, I ſhall give you their 
names, as they follow. 9 —

Rector of Sunning in Berkſhire, (10) Treaſurer of the Cathedral of 
Wells, and Canon Reſidentiary there [Dec. 21, 1601], was by letters 
from Dame DoroTay the Founpress, ſworn and admitted the firſt 
Warden of this College by the Vice-Chancellor, ſeveral Heads of 

Aouſes, and the Proctors of the Univerſity, in the Chapel ſituate on 
the north ſide of St. Mary's Church, 20 Apr. 1613. He ſoon after 
reſigned (being not permitted by the Founpress to marry) and 
became Biſhop of Briſtol, (to which See he was conſecrated March 23 
1622) and at length of Lichfield and Coventry.

CHAPEL, on the eaſt fide of the Quadrangle, joining to the Hall, was 
built alſo and furniſhed by the ſaid Founpaess ; the conſecration of which, 
I find, (23) was after this manner. The 29th Apr. 1613, the Heads of 
Houſes, and Doctors of the Univerſity, meeting Dr. John Bridges, Biſhop of 
Oxford, at his houſe or lodging near St. Mary's Church, went with him to 
this College ; where being received at the gate by the Warden and Fellows, 
was conducted to the Chapel (the muſic Loch vocal and inſtrumental then 
ſounding) and being ſettled in the Warden's place, Mr. James Harryngton, 
Fellow of the Houſe, made an Oration in Latin to the Biſhop and the com- 
pany : Which being done, the ſaid Biſhop dedicated and conſecrated it to 
the memory of Sf. Nicholas. Afterward preaching a ſermon on the 22d verſe 
of the roth chap. of St. John, he conſecrated the Cloiſter and Cemitery join- 
ing to it on the ſouth ſide. The high Altar was paved with black and white 
le an. 1677, and the reſt of the inner Chapel the year following, with 
the money that Gentlemen Commoners gave at their entrance into the Col- 
lege, inſtead of Plate or Books, and with what Inceptors were to expend on 
Ac-ſuppers : ſo that what was done as to that, is to be imputed to the fru-

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XVII. PEMBROKE COLLEGE. 


EING now about to ſpeak of Pembroke College, I think it not unfit 
B if I ſhould give you my obſervations which I have made concerning 
Broadgates Hall, on the ſite of which the ſaid College was founded. 

Firſt, therefore, I find, that in times moſt ancient, there was a large Tene- 
ment in the corner of St. Aldate's Churchyard, which did belong to the 
Priory of St. Frideſwyde; from which the Canons thereof having received 
a certain quit rent beyond all record, it hath cauſed me to ſuppoſe, that it 
was a place before (and perhaps after) the Norman Conqueſt, wherein che 
Novices of that Priory received their firſt or juvenile learning ; and for this 
reaſon alſo, that St. Aldate's Church adjoining (a moiety of which belonged 
anciently to the ſaid Priory) is in (1) Scripts, written in the time of King 
. I, ſtiled . a Monaſtery (2) conſecrated to the memory of St. Aldate, 
Biſhop.” pa. 

Secondly, that the ſaid large Tenement being held by the Segryms of 
Oxford, that is to ſay, by Mr. Richard Segrym, ſon (3) of Richard Segrym, 
a Burgher of Oxford, ſon, as it ſeems, or grandſon to Segrym, (4) a Clerk, 
who lived an. 1138, ſon (5) of Roberi or Robelot; (as he is ſometimes ſtiled) 
was by the ſaid Mr. Richard (6) given, about the 38ch of Henry III, by the 
name of a great meſſuage in the corner of St. Aldate's Churchyard, to St. 
Frideſwyde's Priory, before mentioned (he having before as 'tis ſaid held it 
of them) conditionally, that after his death, the ſaid Priory ſhould find a 
Chaplain, that is a Canon of their Houie, that ſhould celebrate ſervice yearly 
for his ſoul, the ſouls of his father and mother, and for the ſoul of Chriſtiana 
Pady. 

Thirdly, that from the ſaid Segryms the ſaid large Tenement was called 
Segrym Hall, it being inhabited by Clerks in the time of the ſaid Mr. Ri- 
ard Segrym, if not before: which place, continuing by that name till 

ut the beginning of Henry VI, came to be called Broadyates (from a large 
entrance made into it about that time) and in writings Broadgates, alias 
Segrym, (corruptly afterward Segreve) Hall. 

Fourthly, that for the enlargement of the ſaid Hall, a certain tenement 
adjoining (on the eaſt ſide as it ſeems) which anciently belonged to the 
Monks of Abendon Abbey (7) (owners of the other Moiety of St. Aldate's

(8) belonged to New College, and was rented by the Principal of Broad- 
gates in the reign of Hen. VII for 6s. 8d. yearly. 

Fifthly, that the ſaid Hall was always for the moſt part a nurſery for Stu- 
dents in the Civil and Canon Law, as from our Regiſters and other (9) places 
is apparent, | 

Sixthly, that among the Heads or Principals thereof (an imperfect cata- 
logue of which I have) I find divers conſiderable perſons, that is to ſay, 
1. BRIAN Hycepen, LL. B. Principal, (10) in the year 1505, afterward 
Dean of York, and a perſon of note in his time; he died g June 1539, and 
was buried in the Cathedral of York. 2. Joan SrokIE, LL. B. Principal (11) 
in the year 1537; of whom you may ſee more among the Civil Law Lec- 
turers, and in the book of Acts and Monuments of the Church written by 
Mafter John Foxe. 3. Twomas Yoxncs, LL. Bac. Principal (12) an. 1542 
afterward Archbiſhop of York, He was a Welchman born, or at leaſt of 
Welch extraction; the ſon of John Yong, the ſon of Brian Yong of Pem- 
brokeſhire. He died at Sheffield in Yorkſhire, and was buried in his own 
Cathedral, with this Epitaph afterwards put over his grave:

rented (21) in the year 1517 (9 Hen. VIII) at thirty ſhillings per an. 
(John Noble, LL. Bac. nw, then Principal) but if *twas kept in repara- 
tions by the Principal, then he paid but 20 ſhillings yearly. Which rent 
continuing till the diſſolution of Religious houſes or thereabouts (at what 
time were but few Scholars in the Univerſity) it fell (22) to 13 ſhillings and 
fourpence, and ſo it continued till the ſaid Hall was given to Chriſt-Church 


_ by K. Hen. VIII. 


Having now done with BroapcaTts HALL, I ſhall ſpeak of PeMBroOKe 
CoLLEGe, ſituated near the Church, and in the pariſh of St. Aldate; of 
the Foundation of which, Benefactors, and other matters, I ſhall deliver 
what I have to ſay, and ſo proceed. 

Tromas TEspALE, Eſq. 111 ect this life at Glympton, near Wood- 
ſtock in this County, 13 June 1610, did by his ultimate (23) will and teſta- 
ment, dated the laſt of May the ſame year, bequcath five thouſand pounds to 
purchaſe lands, tenements, and hereditaments for the maintenance and ſup- 


port of divers Fellows and Scholars, to be elected from the Free Grammar 


School in Abendon into any College within the Univerſity of Oxford. 
Upon which bequeſt Dr. George Abbot, Archbp of Canterbury, and other 
conſiderable perſons, together with the chief men of Abendon, to whoſe truſt 
the execution of the teſtator's will was left, intended to have joined with 
Balliol College to make an addition to the Society there. But that deſign 
taking not effect, as it ſhall be anon ſhewed, {notwithſtanding ſeveral articles 
- © agreement were made between the Mayor, Bailiffs and Burghers of 
-.vendon, and the Maſter and Scholars of the ſaid College, concerning the 


incorporating therein ſeven Fellows and fix Scholars of Mr. TespAlz's 


foundation) they with the promiſe of the charity of one Mr. RichARD 
W1icaTWIck, Bac. of Divinity, ſometime of Billiol College [and afterward 
Rector of Eaſt Ildeſley, Berks] (who alſo had intentions to name and elect cer- 
tain other Fellows and Scholars from the ſaid School into ſome certain Col- 
lege in the Univerſity, for the maintenance of whom he did endeavour to 
tettle lands and tenements) pitched upon Broadgates Hall, intending to 
found therein a new College of itſelf.

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In the mean time Sir Nicholas Kempe, and William Baker Eſq. did with 
the ſaid five thouſand pounds purchaſe certain lands and. tenements, with 
their appurtenances, in Berkſhire and Wiltſhire, with confidence had that 
they wouid perform the will of the Teſtator, ſo far as to convey all their 
right and intereſt in the ſaid lands and tenements, to the uſe of Mr. Tezs- 
DALE's Fellows and Scholars. Theſe things being done, the ſaid Mayor, 
Bailliffs and Burghers of Abendon ſupplicated the King, that he would 
grant (William, Earl of Pembroke, Chancellor of the Univerſity, having 
given his conſent) that © within Broadgates Hall, and on the ſite, circuit and 


precinct thereof, he would conſtitute a College, conſiſting of a Maſter, Fel- 


lows, and Scholars, and that by his letters patent he would grant to the 
ſaid Maſter and Fellows, that they might be made capable to receive lands, 
tenements and hereditaments for their maintenance. 

The King therefore promiſing to do theſe things, did by his letters (24) 
pat. dated 29 June in the 22d year of his reign, Dom. 1624, ordain, grant, 
and conſtitute, that within the ſaid Hall of Broadgates ſhould. be one per- 
petual College of Divinity, Civil and Canon Law, Arts, Medicine, and other 
Sciences. That it ſhould confiſt of one Maſter or Governor, ten Fellows 
and ten Graduat or not Graduat Scholars, or more or leſs according to the 
Statutes and Ordinances of the ſaid College to be made. That the faid 


College ſhould be a body politick, and known by the name of THE MASTER, 


FELLOWS AND SCHOLARS OF THE COLLEGE OF PEMBROKE IN THE UNIVER- 
SITY OF OXFORD, OF THE FOUNDATION OF K. JAMES, AT THE COST AND 
CHARGES OF THOMAS TESDALE AND RICHARD WIGHTWICK, That for the 
better execution of the Benefactor's will, he aſſigned, nominated and conſti- 
tuted the Maſter, Fellows, and Scholars following, to live and be main- 
tained in the ſaid College, viz. | 

Tromas CLAvrox, Dr. of Phyſick, the King's Profeſſor of that faculty, 
to be Mas TER, who on the 14th of June 1620 had been admitted Principal 
of Broadgates Hall. (25)

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being, Walter Darrell Eſq. Recorder of Abendon, and the aforeſaid Rich- 
ard Wightwick, Clerk, or any four or more of them, make and conſtitute 
wholeſome Statutes for the good government of the Houſe, and act in mat- 
ters relating to the welfare of it, &c. | 

The faid letters pat. being granted, together with a licence of Mortmain, 
which did enable the College to be endowed with ſeven hundred pounds per 
ahn. the Maſter, Fellows and Scholars took poſſeſſion of the ſaid Hall of 
Broadgates, and lived therein. (26) To which about that time was an en- 
largement of building made for their whole number. | 

Three years after were Statutes made, to the end that the members there- 
of might be well governed, and within the ſpace of an your following were 
ſubſcribed, ſealed, and publiſhed, Dr. Frewen of Magdalen College being 
then Vice-Chancellor. In the ſaid Statutes (27) I find that four of Tes- 
DALE's Fellows are to be of his kindred, and all ſeven of them, when Maſ- 
ters of Arts, to be Divines. As for the ſix Scholars, who are to receive 
maintenance alſo from his bounty, are to be (28) elected from the Free ſchool 
of Abendon in Berkſhire : two of which, to be of the poorer kindred of 
him the ſaid TzsDaALz, from the ſaid School, if ſuch might be found; if 
not, then two of his poorer kindred from any other School. The other four 
are to be of the poorer natives of Abendon, and of the Scholars of William 
Bennet Eſq. educated in the ſame School. As for thoſe of Ricuary 
Wiourwiek, viz. three Fellows and four Scholars (for the maintenance of 
of which he gave lands, to the value of tool. per an.) two of each were to be 
either of his (29) name or conſanguinity, whereſoever they were born or 
bred, and the other three to be of the Free-School of Abendon : Who, to- 
gether with TzsDpaLE's Scholars, that are to come from the ſaid School, are 
to be elected thence on the [monday] after the firſt ſunday in Auguſt by 
the Maſter of this College, two of the ſenior Fellows of TzsDALE, the Maſ- 
ter of Chriſt's Hoſpital in Abendon, two of the ſenior Governors thereof, 
and the School Maſter of the School. | 

Now as concerning the ſaid liberality of Mr. TzsDaLz, honourable men- 
t s made by certain of our Chroniclers in their reſpective books; viz. by 
the Continuator of (30) Stow, and by Sir Richard Baker, Knt. (31) but they 
withall tell us that the ſaid liberality for fix Fellows and ſeven Scholars was 
ſettled in Balliol College, without any notice taken of Broadgates Hall; the

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which, that it was in ſome, part ſettled in the ſaid College we all know to 
be true; but how it was ſo done, and by what means all things were not 
finiſhed there (of which many perhaps are ignorant) you ſhall hear. 

The Mayor, Bailliffs, and Burgeſſes of Abendon, being appointed the 
chief perſons to execute Mr. TzsDaLz's will, ſo far as it concerned Oxford, 
made certain terms with Balliol College, (ſuch that were thought fit and al- 
lowed by George, Archbiſhop of Canterbury) for the reception of the ſaid 
Scholars: which being done, though not drawn up, they put 300l. of Tes- 
DALE's money into the hands of the College. With which and 4ol. more 
were purchaſed certain lodgings beyond and on the north ſide of the Col- 
lege (almoſt oppoſite to the eaſt end of Magdalen pariſh Church) called Cæ- 
ſar's Lodgings, with all the houſes and appurtenances adjoining, to the end 
that they might ſerve as an habitation for the ſix Scholars of TzsDaLE, as 
they afterward for ſome time did. At length the ſaid terms or articles, ſuch 
as they deſired, were agreed on by the College, and ſubſcribed by the Maſ- 
ter and Fellows thereof. (32) | 

But whilſt theſe things were pending, the ſaid Mayor, Bailliffs and Burgh- 
ers of Abendon, inſtead of purſuing the intent of TESsDALE, which was to 
make his Fellows and Scholars an additional part of a foundation, conceived 
thoughts (upon promiſe of WicaTwick's bounty) of founding a College of 
itſelf, as is before told you; which deſign they at length eldeting by the 
authority of Parliament then ſitting, withdrew themſelves from Balliol, and 
made the Hall of Broadgates a College : Which foundation, that they might 
the better ſtrengthen and make it there. immoveable, made the Earl of 
Pembroke, then Chancellor of the Univerſity, the Godfather of it, and King 
James the Founder, but at the coſt and charges of TzsDaie and Wicnt- 
wick, allowing them only the privileges of foſter-fathers. 

This Society of PEMBROKEs was no ſooner ſettled, but the Maſter and 
Fellows thereof brought the Maſter and Fellows of Balko] College into 
Chancery for the es of the aforeſaid 3ool, that bought Cæſar's 
Lodgings; but the Fellows for the moſt part inclining to demur, and the 
rather becauſe that Coventry, then Lord Keeper, ſometime of Balliol Col- 
lege, had promiſed them a gracious hearing, it was in the end (for he was 
not faithful to them) x 8. to George, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, ſome- 
time of the ſaid College alſo; who knowing very well that the Society was 
not able at that time to repay the ſaid ſum, bade the Fellows go home, be 
obedient to their Governor, and Jehovah Jireh, i. e. God, ſhall provide for 
them. Whrereupon he paid zol, of the ſaid 3ool. preſently, and for the other 
250l. the College gave bond to be paid yearly by ſeveral ſums, till the full 
was ſatisfied. The which ſums as they grew due, did the faid Archbiſhop 
likewiſe pay; ſo that for them, and an hundred pounds more upon ano- 
ther occaſion, the ſaid Society owe to the bounty of that moſt reverend 
Archprelate. 5 |

ſame a quarter of an year, &c. given 6 Febr. 4 Car. I, Dom. 1628, but not 
ſettled till after the death of her the ſaid Juliana, and her huſband. 

KING CHARLES I, gave the Patronage of Aldate's Church adjoining, and 
out of his mere good will ſettled maintenance for another Fellow, who is to 
be a native either of the Ifle of Jerſey or Guernſey an. 1636. 

Fran. Rovse, [B. A. of this Coll. (32*)] one of O. Cromwell's Lords, did 
by will, made 18 March 1657, give 40l. yearly, out of the parſonage or 
tithe of Great Bookham in Surrey, for the maintenance of two Scholars. 
Alſo 20l. yearly unto one Scholar more in the ſame College, to ariſe out of 
a tenement in the manor of Mutton in Cornwall, during two lives of two 
Bigfords : but after the deceaſe of them, then out of a tenement in Cowk- 
bury in Devonſhire for ever. The Scholars to be choſen are to be poor, 
not having 10l. per an. apt to learn, and to be of the poſterity of the Bene- 
factor, or of his brother Robert, Richard, or Arthur, Rous ; or of his ſiſter 
Nicoll, or ſiſter Upton. And if no ſuch ſhould be tendered, then they are 
to be choſen out of the two higheſt forms of Eaton School. They are to 
be of -good converſation, to ſtudy Divinity, and ſometime before they are 
Bachelors of Arts to make good proof thereof. That they continue in their 
ſeveral places but ſeven years, and then others to be choſen in their rooms.

After his .ecjefion by the King's Com- 
miſſioners be receded ta Tubney near Beſills Lee, and Abendon in Berks, where 
dying about Sept. 10, 1679, was buried at Abendon, in the Church ef 
St. Helen.

ALL the Buildings or lodging rooms that the Society had, at its firſt 
foundation, were only thoſe of Broadgates, with others adjoining, called 
Abendon Chambers, New College, and Cambye's Lodgings, rented by the 
Principal thereof. But divers of the ſaid Buildings (the fore front of which 
was repaired when made a College) eſpecially thoſe of Broadgates Hall, that 
lay ſouthward, next to Slaying lane, being pulled down, the ſouth and weſt 
ſides of the Quadrangle that now is, with part of the eaſt, were erected with 
th onies of TespaLE and Wionwick, and of divers Benefactors. The 
Oc. part of the eaſt fide was built an. 1670. And a little after half almoſt 
of the forefront looking towards the north being alſo pulled down, a fair 
fabric of free-ſtone was built in its place, an. 1673. Towards which work, as 
alſo the finiſhing of the eaſt ſide, Sir Jou BENET, Knight of the Bath, 
JAMES Howasp, the younger, Eſq. Controller of the Mint (both ſometime 
Gentlemen Commoners of this College) and Joun Morr1s, a wealthy Citi- 
zen of London, gave each of them an hundred pounds. As for the other

But notwithſtanding the ſaid buildings of TESDALE and WicuTwick 
(which were made on the ſite of Broadgates) the limits of the College being 
too ſmall, and chambers too few, to hold the number of Students, were theſe 
additions laid to it. | 

I. Cambye's Lodgings, ſo called from one Mr. John Cambye, who (41) 
held them of St. Frideſwyde's Priory an. 1517, and who alſo about that time 
did build them anew, to the end that the Scholars of Broadgates might live 
in them. After St. Frideſwyde's Priory, alias Cardinal College, came into 
the hands of K. Henry VIII, theſe Lodgings were ſold to a lay perſon. At 
length, being got (42) into the poſſeſſion of Mr. George Summaſter, Prin- 
cipal of Broadgates, 38 Elizab. Dom. 1596, were by him for the moſt part 
new built, Afterward coming into the hands of Mr. John Rouſe, of Oriel 
College, from Dr. Thomas Clayton, were by him fold (43) to the Maſter and 
Fellows of Pembroke College, 19 Apr. 1626: who repairing, and making 
ſome alteration on them, were appointed to be the Lodgings of the Maſter, 
as they are to this day, being ſituated between the Common Gate of the 
College, that now is, on the fouth, and the end of Beef hall lane on the 
north. Theſe Lodgings were pulled down in the beginning of 1695, and a 
fair pile of free-ſtone (ſuch as we now ſee) was built in its place, with ſome 
encroachment at the north end on Beef hall lane; the outſide of which 
lodgings were finiſhed about Michaelmas the ſame year; [chiefly at the ex- 
penſe of Joan HALL, D. D. then Maſter, and alſo Biſhop of Briſtol.] 

II. A Tenement of Magdalen College, laying on the weſt ſide of Cam- 
bye's Lodgings, anciently called Minote Hall, now Summaſter's Lodgings. 
The reaſon, becauſe Mr. Summaſter, beforementioned, was the firſt that 
converted them into Chambers for the Scholars of Broadgates. The leaſe 
of which tenement being in the hands of one Richard Evans, Barber and 
Innholder, was by him (44) conveyed to Pembroke College an. 1629. 

III. Another Tenement belonging to All Souls College, the leaſe of 
which was conveyed (45) to this Houſe by Thomas Ray of New Woodſtock 
an. 1629. The ſaid tenement in ancient time was divided into two, the one 
called Durham, afterward St, Michael's Hall, and the other St. James's Hall, 
both ſituated between Minote Hall, on the eaſt, and Beef Hall, on the weſt. 
On the ground of the firſt of which Halls (namely Durham) is now the 
common houſe of eaſement for this College, and on the other, Chambers 
for the Students thereof, 

IV. A tenement called Beef Hall, the leaſe of which being in the hands

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of one John Glover of New Woodſtock, was by him (46) conveyed to this'

All which tenements and parcels of lands, except Cambye's Lodgings, 
are ſituated and do lay between Pembroke College and the ſaid Lodgings on 
the eaſt, the ſaid ſtreet that leadeth from St. Ebbs to Littlegate on the 
weſt, Beef-hall lane on the north, and the Town wall on the ſouth. As for 
Abendon and New College Chambers, which did lay on the eaſt fide of 
Broadgates (on part of which the eaſt ſide of the Quadrangle is built) hav- 


ing made mention of them before, I ſhall paſs forward. 


Hall, or RerzcToRry, which joins to the entrance of the Common Gate, 
and to Cambye's Lodgings, which are on the north ſide, was the ſame that 
belonged to Broadgates Hall. Which being too little to receive the Stu- 
dents, Dr. CLayTon, [the firſt Maſter of the College] built the upper end 
thereof; by which addition the ſaid Hall is made in the faſhion of the letter 
T. In the windows are no Arms, only thoſe of the Univerſity of Oxon.

Aldate's Church, was furniſhed and repaired by ſeveral Benefactors (having 
been, ſome years before the Grand Rebellion broke out, partly employed for 
Chambers) among whom was Dr. CLarTon, the firſt Maſter, who gave 20l, 


for its reparation, and for the ſetting up of four pews or repoſitories, beſides 


| ſeveral books, as well printed as written. WILLIAM GaRDINER, of Linton, 
ſometime of this Univerſity, gave moſt of, if not all, his Study of books, at 
the firſt reparation or reſtoration of the Library. Sir RoBexT Hanson of Lon- 
don, Knt. and Dr. Joun Wall, ſometime [Student, and afterward Canon 
of Chriſt Church, and] Rector of St. Aldate's Church, did give divers others. 
FR. Rousx, beforementioned, did alſo intend to give his whole Study, but 
being diſſuaded to the contrary, gave only his own works, and ſome few 
others, This Library was anciently a Civil Law School, and had divers 
books therein of that profeſſion, locked up in cheſts, for the uſe of the Scho- 
lars of Broadgates, and other Halls adjoining, moſtly converſant in the Ci- 
vil and Canon Law; but when the Univerſity was in a manner left deſolate, 
in the _ of K. Edw. VI, the ſaid School went to ruin, and the books 
were loſt, a 

[In 1709, Jonv HALL, D. D. Maſter, and alſo Biſhop of Briſtol, having 
bequeathed his Collection of Books to the Society, their Library has ſince 
been removed from St. Aldate's Church, to a large Room, built for that 
purpoſe, over the Hall.] 


CHAPEL, being no other than the ſouth Aile of St. Aldate's Church, I 
ſhall ſpeak of it as a member of that Church in my Antiquities of the City.

Here lyeth the body of MAUD TESDALE {the reli& of Thomas Teſdale, of this pariſh 
of Glympton, Eſq.) which faid Maud left this vale of miſerie, and finiſhed her dayes of 
mortality in the true faith and feare of the Lord Jeſus, with fingular patience, peace of 
conſcience, and contentment, 19 June an. ſal, 1616. Whoſe true and ſincere love unto 
religion, whoſe charitable devotion towards the poore, whoſe reſpective care and kindneſs * 
to ſundry bordering townes, St. Marie's church in the famous Univerſity of Oxon, 
Henly upon Thames, where ſhe was borne, and hath ſhewed her bounty moſt liberally, 
Abingdon where ſhee ſometimes lived, and bath left a perpetuall remembrance of her 
love, Glympton, Charlbury, Aſcot (in all which places ſhe hath lovingly aunointed 
Chriſt Jeſus in his poore members) ſhall for ever teſtify and declare her never dying 
faith and loyaltie to her above mentioned moſt religious and worthy huſband, fo farr 
as mortality could provide to ſtrengthen the ſame. This monument erected purpoſely 
by her owne command and charge upon her death bed to propagate his memory, rather 
than her owne, may and doth fully witneſs and convince,

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Tromas TzspALE was fon of Thomas Teſdale of Fitzharris Farme in 
the town of Sandford, called alſo Stanford-Dingley, Berks, who dying 
in Decemb. an. 1556, he, the ſaid Thomas, being then about 9 years of 
age, was brought up by his Uncle, Richard Teſdale of Abendon, 

Sadler; and when the Free-School there was founded by John Royce, 
Citizen and Mercer of London, an. 1563, he was admitted into the 
School by the Founder, aged 16, or thereabouts. Soon after he mar- 
ried Maud, daughter of Edw. Little of Abendon, and trading in mak- 
ing of malt, he was in a fair way of getting an eſtate, ſo that in an. 
1569, being then about 23 years of age, he was choſen one of the 
Common Council of that Borough. In an. 1571, he was elefted one 
| of the Baillives, and again in 1574. Three years after (1577) he was 
\ choſen Governour of the Hoſpital at Abendon, Maſter of the ſame 
1579, Principal Burgeſs of Abendon 1580, and the year following 

Mayor. 

But being delighted in a country life, freed himſelf from ſerving in the 
office of Mayor again, by paying a fine to the Corporation. He ſettled 
afterwards at Glympton, before mentioned, where he traded in wool, 
till ge and graſing, and at length attained to a very great eſtate, Moſt 
of the time that he lived there, he maintained at his own charge a Lec- 
ture every Sunday in the Church, He was very liberal to the poor, 
and his houſe was never ſhut againſt them, He gave to the Hol. - 
pital of Chriſt in Abendon, for the perpetual maintenance of an Uſher 
in the Free-School at Abendon, all his glebe lands, being parcel of 
the Rectory of Ratley, and tithes in Upton, in com, Warwic, worth 

above 100. per annum.

N the weſt ſide of Stocwell-ſtreet, in the pariſh of St. Nicholas, alias 
St, Thomas the Martyr, in the ſuburbs of Oxford, was ſtanding, and 
is [partly] ſtill, an ancient houſe of learning called GLoucesTer ColLEOE, 
[afterward] GLoucesTEeR HALL, begun at firſt to be built by, and for the 
Monks of Glouceſter, of the Order of St. Bennet; to the- end that their 
Novices might be educated in academical literature; afterwards continued 
and enlarged by ſeveral other religious places of the ſame order, and for the 
ſame purpoſe alſo. At the diſſolution of it (among other Colleges and Mo- 
naſteries) it came into the hands of K. Hen. VIII; who retaining it till the 
34th year of his reign, at what time he erected the Biſhopric of Oxford, he 
(1) granted it to Dr. Robert Kyng, the firſt Biſhop, for an habitation or pa- 
lace for him and his ſucceſſors; with a proviſo, that the ſaid grant ſhould not 
be prejudicial to the Chancellor and Scholars of the Univerſity of Oxford, 
nor any Head of Houſe, nor their ſucceſſors, in any reſpe& whatſoever, but 
that they may enjoy all privileges, juriſdictions, exemptions, franchiſes, and 

all other rights and commodities whatſoever. 

The College therefore continued for the Biſhop's uſe all the time that his. 
See was at Oſney; and when the King tranſlated it to his College within the 
City wall (commonly then called Cardinal Collge) he granted (2) it alſo again 
thereunto with other revenues, 4 Nov. 28 reg. yet before that foundation 
or tranſlation could be completed or perfected, the King died. 

After his death, which happened 28 Jan. following, K. Edw. VI, by a 
tripartite (3) indenture between himſelf on the one part, Edward Duke of 
Somerſet, one of the Executors of K. Hen. VIII, on the ſecond part, and 
the ſaid Robert Kyng, Biſhop of Oxford, on the third part, dated 15 June 
1 Edw. VI, reciting the intention of K. Henry VIII to endow the Biſhopric 
of Oxford, and in particular with what lands it was covenanted to perfect 
that endowment under the great ſeal before Michaelmas then wg wn Lo 
I find this place of GLocesTeR CoLLEGE not mentioned therein, becauſe, 
as it ſhould ſeem, it was intended to remain in the Crown, to be beſtowed 
on ſome other uſe, y 


The 28th of July following, the ſaid Biſhop, by his deed under his hand

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and ſeal, did give, grant, and confirm to the King all the lands of the Bi- 
ſhopric, (afterwards confirmed by the Dean and Chapter) fo that he having 
them in his hands did by his letters patent, (4) dated the 13th of September 
following, endow the Biſhopric of Oxford according to the ſaid tripartine 
indenture. In which endowment GLovczsTER CoLLEGE is left out, as not 
parcel of the poſſeſſions. 

This College therefore remaining in the Crown till 2 Jan. 2 Eliz. the 
Queen then (5) granted it, inter alia, to one William Doddington in fee, ex- 
tending them to the yearly value of 45s. 

The 23d of March following, which was in an. 1559, the ſaid Dodding- 
ton paſſed the ſaid College to the Preſident and Scholars of St, Johx Bae- 
TsT's COLLEGE in Oxford for a ſum of money paid by Sir T”womas Warr, 
the Founder, So that it being in the poſſeſſion of the ſaid College, the ſaid 
Sir Thomas did for the better advancement of learning, convert it into an 
Hall for Academical Students, by the name of Taz PrxincieaL AND Scho- 
LARS OF Sr. Joan BaPTisT's HALL &c. appointing then that the govern- 
ment thereof ſhould belong to one of the Fellows of his College, ſucceſſive- 
ly, to be elected thereunto by the Society, and admitted by the Chancellor, 
or his Deputy, of the Univerſity. | 

For ſome years it did continue ſo, but the patronage thereof with other 
Halls being paſſed away to Robert Dudley, Earl of Leiceſter, Chancellor of 
the Univerſity, and his ſucceſſors in that office for ever, they have beſtowed 
it upon other Academians, and fo it continues to this day. 

About the ſame time that it was purchaſed, Sir Tvomas WarTE made 
great feparations upon it, and ſoon after ſettled therein a Principal and an 
hundred Scholars or more, ſome living upon their own charges, but moſt 
by his benefaction. Which Principal and Scholars (6) took their firſt com- 
mons in the public Refectory (formerly belonging to the Monks) on the 


day of St. John Baptiſt, an. 1560, 


We ſhall now proceed to give an account of the Incorporation of this 
Hall. In 1701, June 8, Sir Tnouas Cooks of Bentley in the pariſh of 
7 _ebigg, in the county of Worceſter, Baronet, died, and left by will the 
© jum of 10,0001). in the diſpoſal and management of the Archbp of Canter- 
bury, the Biſhops of Worceſter, Oxford, Lichfield, and Glouceſter, the Vice- 
Chancellor, and all the Heads of the Colleges and Halls in the Univerſity 
of Oxford, for the time being; for the erecting and building an ornamental 

ile of building in Oxford, and thereto adding, raiſing, creating or endow- 
ing ſuch, and ſo many Scholars“ places, and Fellowſhips, as they ſhould 
think the product or yearly revenue of that ſum of 10,0007. and lands there- 
with purchaſed, would ſupport and maintain; or otherwiſe, for the adding 
to, creating, railing or endowing ſuch other College or Hall in Oxford,

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with ſuch and ſo many Fellowſhips and Scholars' places, as they ſhould think 
moſt fit and convenient; with preference to ſuch as are bred in and educated 
at his ſchools of Bromſgrove and Feckenham in the county of Worceſter, as 
for their learning ſhould be thought fit for the Univerſity, and ſuch of them 
principally as ſhould be of his relations; and for want of fit boys in thoſe 
ſchools, then ſuch boys as are bred in and educated at the Free ſchools in 
Worceſter, Hartlebury, and Kidderminſter, and other Free ſchools in the 
county of Worceſter, He alſo appointed the Biſhops of Worceſter and 
Oxford, and the Vice-chancellor of the Univerſity of Oxford, for the time 
being, and their ſucceſſors for ever, to be eſpecial Viſitors.” 

Some years elapſed, before this ſum was applied to the purpoſes above 
mentioned; during which time it was placed out at intereſt, according to 
the directions of the will, whereby it accumulated to the ſum of 15,00c/, 
At length, this (Glouceſter) Hall bemg thought a proper place to receive 
the Bencfaction, and the Truſtees having made a purchaſe of the ſaid Hall 
of St. John's College, and alſo of other lands, and framed a body of Sta- 
tutes, (7) her Majeſty Q. Anne granted her Royal Letters patent, dated 
July 14, 1714, in the 13th year of her reign; for erecting this Hall into a 
College by the name of WorczsTEeR COLLEGE IN THE UNIVERSITY OF 
Oxrox d, to conliſt of a Provoſt, ſix Fellows and fix Scholars; incorporat- 
ing them by the name of TI PrRovosT, FELLOWS, AND SCHOLARS or WoR- 
CESTER COLLEGE IN THE UNIVERSITY oF OxFoRD; and conſtituting and 
appointing the firſt PxovosT of the ſaid College to be 

Richard Blechynden, Doctor of Laws, and Principal of Glouceſter Hall. 
The firſt ſix FeLLows of the ſaid College to be 

Roger Bourchier of Glouceſter Hall, and Thomas Clymer of All Souls 
College, M. A. Robert Burd of St. John's College, M. A. (afterward Dr. of 
Phyſic of this, Worceſter, College); William Bradley of New Inn Hall, 
M. A. (afterward B. D. of this, Worceſter, College); Joleph Penn of Wad- 
ham College, M. A. and Samuel Creſwicke of Pembroke College, B. A. 
(afterward D. D. of this, Worceſter, College, and Dean of the Cathedral 
church of Wells). 

The Charter of Incorporation paſſed the great ſeal July 29 in the ſame 
year, only two days before the death of her Majeſty. (8) | 


Sir Thomas Cooks, Bart. deſcended of an ancient family in Worceſter- 
ſhire, (as the following pedigree ſhews) died in 1702, and was buried in a 
chancel built on purpoſe adjoining to the old pariſh church of Tardebigg in 
the county of Worceſter ; where there was a monument erected to his me- 
mory, which is to be placed in the new church that is building.

BENEFACTOR Ss. 


In June 1717, Mrs. MaxcGareT ALcokng, a widow gentlewoman in St. 
Giles's, Oxford, bequeathed by will to Worceſter College one half of her 
eſtate real and perſonal. After a long conteſt at law, it was adjudged, that 
the real eſtate was in another; and that ſhe had no intereſt in it after her 
own life. By this deciſion a moiety of the perſonalty only came to the Col- 
lege; which amounted to ſeven hundred ninety eight pounds and three 
pence: which ſum by decree in Chancery was appointed to be laid out in

: Lady ELIZABETH HoLrorD of the pariſh of All Hallows Steyning in the 
city of London, widow and reli& of Sir William Holford of Welham in the 
county of Leiceſter, Baronet, founded two Exhibitions in this College of 
201. a year each for eight years, and appropriated them to ſuch Scholars of 
the Charter Houſe (Sutton's Hoſpital) as ſhalt enjoy the yearly penfion al- 
lowed by the Governors of the ſame to their Scholars. Her will bears date 
Nov. 19, 1717. She alfo left Exhibitions to three other Houſes in this Uni- 
verſity ; five to Chriſt Church, two to Pembroke College, and two to Hert 
Hall. ; 

In 1727, Jamzs Finney, D. D. Prebendary of Durham, and Rector of 
Ryton in the county of Durham, left by will to this College 250ol. to por- 
chaſe a freehold eſtate or eſtates of the value of 100). per annum, to found 
two Fellowſhips of 40l. a year each, and two Scholarſhips of 10l. a year each. 
The validity of this benefaction was long difputed by Dr. Finney's heir at 
law ; but at laſt ſettled by adecree in Chancery, bearing date Jan. 25, 1738, 
that this charity ſhould be eſtabliſhed. | 

Dr. Finney's benefaction is confined in the firſt place to that part of Staf- 
fordſhire called the Moorlands ; if no candidates offer from thenee, to the 
county in general; in caſe of a deficiency in the county, then Scholars from 
the biſhopric of Durham have a claim. | 

GeorGsE CLARKE, D. C. L. Fellow of All Souls Coll. and one of the Re- 
preſentatives in Parliament for the Univerſity of Oxford, by his laſt will and 
teſtament, bearing date Nov. 12, 1734, gave to this College his eſtates at 
Purton and Hill Marton in the county of Wilts, upon truſt, for the endow- 
ment of ſix Fellowſhips, each of them 451. per annum, and three Scholar- 
ſhips, eacl. of 251. per annum. The Scholars are to be born of Engliſh pa- 
rents, within the provinces of Canterbury and York. Their endowment 
took place May 7, 1759. He left alſo one large filver cup, double gilt, by 
way of Grace- cup; and a portrait of Richard Blechynden D. D. Provoſt, 
to be hung up in the Provoſt's Lodgings. He died Oct. 22, 1736, and was 
buried in All Souls College Chapel.

its buildings; but ſome of them falling to ruin ſoon after, Sir GzorGE 
Pecknam, Kt. a Student ſometime of this Hall, gave about 1ool. towards 
their reparations an. 1573; and WILLIaM GENT another hundred pound; 
beſides others that gave ſmaller gifts. 
Furthermore, leaſt the Students ſhould be deſtitute of a place wherein 
they might celebrate divine ſervice, Dr. HawLey, the Principal, obtained 
contributions from ST.

[The firſt Buildings begun to be erected, after this Hall received Incorpo- 
ration, and became a College, were the Chapel, Hall and Library, June 8, 
1720, by means of Mrs. MaROGARET ALcoRNE's Benefaction, amounting 
to ſeven hundred, ninety eight pounds and three pence, according to a de- 
cree in Chancery, as mentioned before. They are modern Buildings in the 

light Ionic ſtyle. 

Sept. 10, 1720, RoperT Cooke, M. A. Rector of Little Wittenham, 
Berks, Preb. of Glouceſter, and afterward Archdeacon of Oxford, gave the 
College five guineas towards their Buildings. And Dec. 26, in the ſame 
year, EDWwARD Cooke of Highnam near Glouceſter, Eſq. preſented the So- 
ciety the like ſum, for the ſame purpoſe. 

In 1753, part of the old Building on the north ſide was pulled down, and 
a new wing begun, by Dr. CLarKkE's Truſtees, containing nine ſets of 
Rooms, for the reception of his Fellows and Scholars. They were finiſhed 
'-2ut the year 1759, when his eſtabliſhment took place. | 

The remainder of the old Building on the north fide being taken down, the 
new wing was extended weſtward by Mrs. EaTon's Truſtees, and twelve 
ſets of Apartments added for the accommodation of her Fellows and Scho- 
lars. They were begun in 1773, when her endowment took place, and were 
completed in 1776. | 

At the weſt end of this wing, new Lodgings were erected for the Provoſt, 
at the ſame time.

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HALL, ſituated on the ſouth ſide of the College, and forming the left ſide 
of the entrance into it from the eaſt, was begun at the ſame time with 
the Chapel and Library, with Mrs. ALcorwne's money. It was finiſhed in 
1784, and is now in uſe, Its dimenſions 60 feet long, 30 feet 6 inches in 
breadth, and 3o feet 4 inches in heighth ; with a handſome ſcreen of Co- 
rinthian fluted columns, 25 feet high, at the weſt end. RoszrT Burp 
GABRIEL, D. D. Fellow upon Dr. Clarke's foundation, and now Rector of 
Hanworth in Middleſex, gave a handſome Grate for the uſe of this Hall 


in 1784. 


LiBrRaRy. In Nov. 1714, Samver Cooke, M. A. Wor- 
ceſterſhire, gave to this College, in his lifetime, a Study of Books, con- 
ſiſting of more than 400 volumes. He was the firſt Benefactor to the Col- 
lege after its Incorporation, The new Library, fituated on the back of the 
Chapel and Hall, and forming the eaſt ſide of the inner Court, with a Cloiſter 
under it, 120 feet long, fronting to the weſt, was begun with Mrs. Al- 
cORNE's money, at the ſame time as the Chapel and Hall, and was com- 
pleted by Dr. CLARK E“‘Ss Benefaction of 1oool, bequeathed for that purpoſe 
in 1736. He alſo added a large and choice collection of Books and MSS, 
for the uſe of the College. Joan Lop ER, M. A. before mentioned (p. 633.) 
left part of his Study of Books by will, dated 1742. In 1761, Mr. DANIEL 
Gopwyne of che city of London, bequeathed by will his Books and Papers, 
and ſeveral Mathematical Inſtruments to the Provoſt and Fellows of this 
College. WILLIAM Gower, D. D, Provoſt, left alſo a very valuable and 
well choſen collection ot Books in 1777. 


CHaPeL, which ſtands on the north, and forms the right ſide of the en- 
trance into the College, was begun with Mrs. ALcorne's money, at the ſame 
time as the Hall and Library.

1312, to Walter Stapledon, Doctor of the Canon Law, and Biſhop of Exe- 
and to Richard de Wydeſlade, Clerk, and at the fame time another

of John de Staunton. Both which being obtained, the ſaid Richard de 
Wydeflade, Chantor of Crediton (in Devonſhire) remitted his intereſt in

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The Biſhop then proceeding in his intention, which he before had enter- 
tained, concerning the founding an Houſe for Students in Oxford, obtained 
the King's licenſe (7) the 10th of May following, to grant the ſaid two meſ- 
ſuages to twelve Scholars ſtudying in the Univerſity of Oxford. The fame 
year alſo (1314) he (8) had leave from the Prior and Convent of St. Fri- 
deſwyde to do the like, ſo that he pay yearly for Hert Hall to them and 
their ſucceſſors 28, becauſe as tis ſaid, they were capital Lords thereof. With- 
in the ſaid place therefore of Hert Hall, which ſtood where the common 
Refectory now is, the ſaid Biſhop ſettled his Scholars; wherein for ſome time 
they remained, till a larger place was obtained; which accordingly bei 
procured ſoon after, and the buildings thereof repaired (which place at 
was ſtiled Stapledon, then Exeter, Hall) the ſaid twelve Scholars were tranſ-

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ESIDES the Colleges, that have been already mentioned, have been 
theſe following, within the precincts of the Univerſity of Oxford. f 
I. A College founded by HENRY de Lacy, Earl of Lincoln, about the 
latter end of Edw. I; [1305] but in what pariſh I find not as yet. All the 
mention that occurs of it is in the letters patents (1) of Edw. II, dated at 
Berkhamſted 1 Nov. an. reg. I, Dom. 1307, In which letters *tis ſaid, that 
whereas the ſaid Earl had obtained licenſe (2) of Edward I, dat. 22 July, 
reg. 34, to give and aſſign the advowſon of the churches of Waddyngton, 
Wyvelingham, Thoreſby, and Halton upon Trent in Lincolnſhire, and allo 
of Buckley in Northamptonſhire, to thirteen Scholars, in a certam Houſe in 
the Univerſity of Oxford, to be by him new built; licenſe was then granted 
to him by the ſaid K. Edw. II, that inſtead of the advowſon of Wyveling- 
ham, he might give to the ſaid Scholars the advowſon of the church of Wa- 
denham in the ſaid county of Northampton. (3) Certainly this College was 
ſettled by the ſaid Earl, or elſe inſtead of it became a Benefactor to the Uni- 
verſity ; for that his anniverſary was ſolemnly obſerved every year by the 
Academians on the 17 Dec. 1s evident from our books. (4) 

II. A College in the Caſtle, called ST, GSORGE's CoLLEece, (5) founded 
within few years after the Conqueſt by RoßExRT D'O1LLY, the firſt of that 
name in England, for a Prior or Dean, and divers ſecular Canons. But they 
being afterward tranſlated to Oſney, and then made Regular, this College 
came to be inhabited for the moſt part by ſecular Scholars of the Univerſity, 
vn and written by the name of TE WARDEN AND SCHOLARS OF THE 
COLLEGE OF S. GEORGE IN THE CASTLE OF OXFORD, &c. The Statutes of 
which College I have. 1 

III. Another, in the north Suburbs of Oxford, called DuRHAu ColLEOE, 
built (6) by the Pr1or and Monks of Dux HAM, an. 1290. Which College, 
though they appointed it chiefly to be a nurſery for Novices of that Priory, of 
the order of St. Benedict, yet were divers ſecular Scholars mixed with them.

A fourth, in S. Aldate's pariſh, called Lox bon ColLecs, from one 
RIcHARD CLirrox o, Biſhop of London, who dying 1421, left (7) a thouſand 
marks to his poor Scholars, as well to thoſe that were preſent or to come, 
living or to live in his Inn, called Burnell's Inn. See more among the 
Schools, in that called the Jews' School.

V. A College of White Monks or Canons, to be founded by the executors 
of Sir PETER Bes1Ls of Beſils-Lee in Berkſhire, Knight; for he dying an. 
1424, left to them in his will all his tenements, lands, reverſions, &c. in 
Oxford for that purpoſe. Whether they performed his will in that particu- 
lar I know not. 

VI. A College, in the north Suburbs, called GLoczsTzr CoLLtoce, firſt 
founded (8) by Joun G1FFaRD, Baron of Brimsfield, an. 1283; which be- 
ing poſſeſt by the Monks of St. Peter's Priory in Gloceſter, of the order of 
S. Benedict, were ſeveral additions afterward made for the reception of the 
Novices of other religious places in England of that Order. [See before in 
St. John Baptiſt and Worceſter Colleges. ] 

VII. A College, in the pariſhes of S. Edward, and S. Frideſwyde, called 
CanTERBURY.COLLEGE, founded (9) by SMO IsLIr, Archbiſhop of Canter- 
bury, an. 1363, for the Monks of Canterbury, of St. Benedi&'s order, with 
whom were mixed divers ſecular Scholars. [See before in Chriſt Church 
College. | 

vill. = BernarD's COLLEGE, in the north ſuburbs, in the pariſh of 
S. Marie Magdalen, (10) founded by HENRY Caicxele, Archbiſhop of 
Canterbury, an. 1437, for the training up of the Novices of the Ciſtertian 
order in England in Academical literature.

IX. ST. Maz1e's CoLLEGE, in the pariſhes of St. Peter in the Bailly, and 
St. Michael, founded (11) by Two. HorbEx Eſq. and ELizaBeTH his wife, 
an, 1435, for the reception of the Novices of the order of St, Auguſtine, to 
be alſo trained up in literature: the Statutes of which College I have.

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Ax the great number of Halls and Hoſtles, that have been in this Uni- 
verſity, are now but theſe following remaining, that are inhabited by 
Scholars under the government of Principals, viz.

All which, except the laſt, have anciently been no other at firſt than Te- 
nements, belonging to lay- people, who demiſing them to Scholars, have 
ſince been inhabited by them. And certainly, had not the ſaid Halls come 
into the hands of the Colleges, before mentioned, (the Fellows of which did 
for the moſt part ſucceſſively preſide in them) they would have decayed as 
other Halls did in the reign of Hen. VII and VIII. 

The ancient name of an Houſe, or place inhabited by Clerks of Oxford, 
is Hoſpitium, an Inn, inhabited ſometimes by lay, as well as clerical perſons, 
Afterwards it came more vulgarly to be called Aula, i. e. an Hall, as a Col- 
lege formerly was, (namely Merton Hall, Balliol Hall, Oriel Hall, &c.) 
Both which names, being mentioned in the Conſtitution (1) of Thom. Arun- 
del, Archbiſhop of Canterbury, wherein caution 1s taken, that none of Wy- 
cleve's books or treatiſes ſhould at any time be read © in Scholis, Aulis, Hoſ- 
pitiis, five ahis locis quibuſcunque in Univerſitate Oxbn, &c.* are commented 
upon (2) by Linwode thus“ Aulis, id eſt, habitaculis Scholarium in Uni- 

catibus: Hoſpitiis, quæ proprie ſunt Scholarium, ſed domus Burgenſium 
ſecundum Januenſem : et de hujuſmodi Hoſpitiis fir mentio extra: de locato 
et conducts. C. 1. et Aula et Hoſpitium in hoc loco ſupponunt pro eiſdem. 
Aliis locis : quæ ſcil. aliis vocabulis nuncupantur, ut puta, Cameris, Introi- 
tibus ; et hujuſmodi.“ Thus Linwode; who alſo makes further mention of 
theſe matters in his comments on the Conſtitution de Hereticis, which I 
{hall now let paſs. 

The word Aula, or Hala, is (3) ſaid by J. Becanus Goropius, to be de- 
rived from a German word All or Hall, which ſignifies a place to keep any 
thing in, or a ſtore-houſe. Which derivation, though I cannot altogether al- 
low, becauſe it hath its original from the Greek, yet it doth not diſpleaſe

me, 
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me, in regard that our Halls have been places to keep wares in, as well as 
men themſelves, not that Oxford hath been a Staple Town (being not at all 
mentioned ſo to be among thoſe Staple Towns in an act of parliament 28 
Edw. II) but a place of much trading through the great concourſe of Scho- 
lars thereto, But of this matter I ſhall ſpeak no more, having ſaid enough 
in my Latin Copy, but more in the Antiquity of the City of Oxford. All 
that T ſhall obſerve of theſe Halls now, is | 

I. That the Governors or Principals of them (as alfo anciently of all Halls, 
Entries, Chambers, &c. in the Univerſity) have been choſen by the majority 
of ſuffrages from the Students of the ſaid Halls, and admitted by the Chan- 
cellor * deputy, with caution firſt given in, that they pay the rent due to 
the Lords of them. But ſince, much about the year 1570, Robert Dudley, 
Earl of Leiceſter, Chancellor of the Univerſity, procuring, through the ab- 
ſolute potency he had, the nomination of the Principals of all thoſe then 
remaining, Broadgates being then one, except Edmund Hall (Queen's Col- 
lege, the proprietartes thereof, then denying their right as to the nomination 
or election of the Principal thereof) to be ſettled on him, and his ſucceſſors 
in the Chancellorſhip of the Univerſity of Oxford, hath ever fince remained 
ſo, and are to this day nominated by them, and admitted by his Deputy. 

IT. That the Principals and Scholars of the ſaid Halls are governed by 
Statutes (commonly called Aulary Statutes) made and given by the Chan- 
cellor and Scholars of the Univerſity in old time, but fince, in divers ages 
have been reformed and much altered, | 

ITI. That by the faid Statutes, the faid Principals and Scholars are bound 
to celebrate ſervice in their reſpective pariſh Churches every ſurplice day, 
viz. the Principal and Scholars of St. Albans Hall in the Collegiate pariſh 
Church of St. John Baptiſt, Merton : Edmund, and Magdalen Hall, in the 
Church of St. Peter's in the eaſt; St. Mary's Hall in St. Mary's Church; 
and New Inn in St. Peter's in the Bailey. 

IV. That the ſaid Halls are not endowed, neither do their Students re- 
ceive any ſettled allowance from them, only ſome, where Exhibitions are 
founded. Every perſon in them that wears a gown, lives either upon his 
own eſtate, or curteſy of friends (or otherwiſe, if Servitors) and have not fo 
much as chamber-room allowed them, but what they pay for to the 
Principal. ' 

V. That the ſaid Halls have educated many worthy perſons in Church and 
State, the names of whom I ſhould in their reſpective places inſert, but re- 
cord being deficient (little or no memory of them being preſerved) I muſt 
ſtand ſilent. 
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T HE ancienteſt Hall, that is now in being, and inhabited by Scholars 
of the Univerſity under the government of a Principal, is that in St. 
John Baptiſt's pariſh, called St. Albans' Hall, fituated on the eaſt fide of 
Merton College. The reaſon of its name, all writers hitherto have attri- 
buted to the Abbey of St. Alban; as if the Monks thereof had formerly 
built or inſtituted it for their Novices to be trained up therein; when as it 
very well appears, that the ſaid Monks had nothing to do with, or challenge, 
it for their uſe, having had a manſion elſewhere in Oxford, as I [have be- 
fore ſhewn. ] | 

This place being no other anciently than a Tenement, or Meſſuage, be- 
longing to a Burgher of Oxford, named Robertus de Santo Albano, who 


lived in K. John's time, and after, was by the name of his tenement, with 


another on the weſt ſide thereof (called afterward Nunne Hall) (1) given by 
him to the Nuns of Littlemore, near, and in the county of, Oxford, about 
the beginning of the reign of K. Hen. III. (as he about the ſame time had 
given (2) to the Nuns of Stodeley in the ſaid county his eight tenements in 
St. Aldate's pariſh in Oxford) both which tenements being afterwards poſ- 
ſeſſed by Clerks, were called, the one, St. Albans' Hall, the other, Nunne Hall; 
the firſt (3) occurring by that name about the latter end of Edw. I, Dom. 
1305, and the other (4) about the foundation of Merton College, at what 
time it was by the Members thereof appointed to educate the Kindred of 


their Founder in Trivialls and other learning, they having then a leaſe let 


to them by the [aid Nuns. 

For ſeveral years both Halls flouriſhed (eſpecially the laſt) under diſtinct 
Principals, till the beginning of the reign of Hen. VI, and then in the third 
year of that King's reign or thereabouts, when the Collegiate Church of St. 
h Baptiſt was rebuilt, and thereupon a ſurvey of the pariſh belongin 
Lt cuntowas taken, I (5) find that Nunn Hall (Aula Monalium, ſo it is ſtiled 
was united with St, Albans' Hall, denoting to us, that the Scholars belong- 
ing to them lived under one and the fame Principal and diſcipline. 

Whether it continued united always after, Lam in doubt, foraſmuch as 
from the year 1445 to the reign of Edw. IV, I find (5*) them under ſeveral 
Principals. But yet howloever it was, Merton College had long leaſes of them

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from Littlemore Nunnery in the reign of Hen. VI, and before, appointing” 
one or two of their Fellows, with the conſent of the Univerſity, to be ſuc- 
ceſſively Principals of them. One (7) dimiſſion, which I have ſeen, dated 
2 Edw. IV. Dom. 1462, tells me, that Chriſtina, Prioreſs of Littlemore, de- 
miſed to the Warden and Scholars of Merton College, two Halls, one called 
Albon Hall, and another Noone Hall for the term of 99 years, together 
with two gardens belonging to them, extending from the ſaid Halls on the 
north ſide, to the Town Wall almoſt, on the ſouth. Another alſo I (8) find, 
dated 15 Dec. 12 Hen. VII. Dom. 1496, whereby the ſaid Nunnery demiſ- 
ed to the ſaid College, Alban Hall ex antiquo vocat. Nonne Hall,“ with a 
garden joining to i ſouth ſide of it, having Merton College on the welt 
part, and a garden belonging to Balliol College on the eaſt, for 67 vears, 
by paying 13s. 4d. yearly, By which it appears, that the ſaid Halls were ſe- 
veral in the reign of Edw. IV, and united in the reign of Hen. V1I, as be- 
ing then made and framed in one entire building. 

So that the ſaid College having long leaſes let to them, the Halls conti- 
nued for their uſe, till Littlemore Nunnery was diſſolved by the power of 
Cardinal Wolſey (as before in Chriſt Church) and then they coming into his 
hands, the revenues alſo continued to him till his fall. After which K. Hen. 
VIII being ſeiſed of, granted, them, by the name of Alban Hall, about the 
latter end of his reign to Dr. George Owen, his phyſician, ſometime Fellow 
of Merton College, who ſoon after (9) conveying it to Sir John Willyams 
(afterward Lord Willyams of Thame) and Sir John Greſham, Knights ; was 
by them, with licenſe (10) obtained from K. Edw. VI, Dec. 3, reg. 2, [1548] 
conveyed (11) to John Pollard and Rob. Perrott Eſquires;z and by them the 
year following, June 16, to the Warden, (12) and Fellows of Merton Col- 
lege, who from that time are the real and ſole Lords thereof. 


As for the Principals of this Hall, I find none that occur (though dili- 
gently have fought after them) till 1437 ; a little before which time the Uni- 
verſity Regiſter of Admiſſions begin. Neither do I find any of Nunn Hall 
till 1445. A catalogue of both which, whether perfect or imperfect, ſol- 
lows, collected from various regiſters and many writings.

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4 HE next Hall according to antiquity to be mentioned, is Edmund 
| | Hall; oppoſite to Queen's College, in the pariſh of St. Peter's in the 
Eaſt. The reaſon of whoſe name all writers have hitherto attributed to St. 
Edmund, who was Archbiſhop of Canterbury in the reign of Hen. III; as 
if he, while a Student in Oxford, had made it from a Meſſuage to be a 
place of learning, or that he had read to his Scholars therein; but all, who- 
ſoever they have been, that have ſpoken concerning that matter have erred ; 
for from record it appears, that it was anciently no more than an ordinary 
Tenement, and that it was poſſeſt by one Edmund, an inhabitant or Burgher 
of Oxford in the beginning of Hen. III; and after his death by his ſon 
Ralph, who, in an (1) evidence (whereby John Curteis gave to Andrew 
Halegod a mark, yearly rent, iſſuing from Brondeſhall in St. Peter's near 
to this place) is written © Radulphus filius Edmundi,“ Adam Feteplace bein g 
then Mayor, and Jeffry de Hencſey and Thom. le Eſpycer Provoſts, of Ox- 
ford; which was about 44 Hen. III. The faid Edmund (fon of whom I 
know not) had another Tenement alſo near to this, joining, as I conceive, to 
the Churchyard of St. Peter, who giving it to his four ſons, was written and 

called Aula quatuor filiorum Edmundi, as anon it ſhall be ſhewed. 

As for this Meſſuage or Hall of Edmund, of which we are to make fur- 
ther mention, it doth partly appear, that it came from the ſaid Ralph, the 
ſon of Edmund, to one Sir Brian de Bermingham, Knt. who keeping his 
right therein not long, (2) fold it to one Thom. de Malmſbury, Chaplain, 
for twelve marks ſterling, by paying to the ſaid Sir Brian and his heirs for 
it 2s. per an. This bargain was made when Nich. de Kyngeſton was Mayor, 
Will. de Ew and Joh. Pady Provoſts of Oxford, about the 48th of Hen. III; 
Being then alſo (3) confirmed to the ſaid Thomas by Sir Roger de Berming- 

n, Clerk, Rector of the Church of Ebenefeud, brother to the ſaid 
Sir Brian. | 

The ſaid Meſſuage therefore being in the hands of Thom. de Malmſbury, 
who was a Scholar, it may be doubtful whether he made it an houſe of learn- 
ing or no, for before his time I find not the leaſt mention that maketh it ſo. 
Yet howſoever it was, he by the name of Thom. de Malmſbury, Chaplain, 
and perperual Vicar of Cowley, near Oxford, gave it (4) by the title of a Meſ- 
ſuage with buildings to the Canons of Oſney, an. 1269 (54 Hen. III) lying 
then in length between the Churchyard of St. Peter's, and the land which

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belonged to Geffry, the ſon of Simeon, and in breadth from the ſtreet which 
leadeth from the great ſtreet (that is the High ſtreet) of Oxford to the 
Church of St. Peter in the Eaſt, and the houſe which the Prior and Canons 
of Wroxton in Oxfordſhire held. For which gift the Canons of Olney were 
to give him ſo long as he lived one mark by the year, and to Elizabeth the 
daughter of Adam de Oclee, a Nun of Littlemore, 8s. yearly. | 
Ihe Canons of Oſney having it then in their hands, made ſeveral repara- 
tions on it : and. becaule they were to pay an annual rent for it for certain 

ears, made the beſt advantage of it by demiling it to Clerks, and making 
it, with the Univerſity's conſent, an Houſe of learning, as they did before, 
and after of moſt, if not all, their Tenements in Oxford. For by that way 
they made a very great improvement of their eſtate they had in Oxford, eſ- 
pecially in thoſe. times, when the Univerſity had many thouſands of Stu- 
dents within her limits, | 

As for the particular time when this place was. by them made an Houſe 

of learning, I cannot (though diligently I have ſought after it) find out, yet 
by tracing the (5) Rentrolls of Oſney, which were made for their tenements 
in Oxford, I find no mention of it till the beginning of Edw. Il ; for in one 
written in the [year] 1275 (4 Edw. I.) not a word occurs, neither in two or 
three that immediately follow. As for the reſt that ſhould come after to the 
. reign of Edw. II, are wanting and gone. In a Rentroll made 11 Edw. II, 
Dom. 1317, 1 find it thus mentioned among the Halls and. Tenements in. 
St. Peter's pariſh in the Eaſt:

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tenements ſtanding in or near the Churchyard of St. Peter's, as this his tene- 
ment, called after his name, doth. There was alſo one (6) Edmundus Ca- 
pellarius, commonly called Edmund le Chapelier, who lived in St. Peter's 
pariſh alſo about the beginning of Hen. III, and equal in time with the 
aforeſaid Edmund, but whether the ſame I know not. I find (7) alſo one 
Mr. Walter de S. Eadmundo, Official to the Archdeacon of Oxon, 25 Hen.

But to proceed; this Hall remained in Oſney right, (ſometimes flouriſhing 
and at other times in decay) till the Diſſolution, and then by Statute of Mo- 
naſteries, it came as parcel of their poſſeſſions to K. Hen. VIII; who keep- 
ing it fome years, did by his let. (9) pat. dated 22 Nov. an. reg. 38, Domi- 
ni, 1546, grant it (10) to one John Bellow and Robert Bygott. But 
they keeping it not long, was by them conveyed (11) to William Burnell, 
Gent, 7 Edw. VI, who (12) ſelling it for 40 marks the ſame year to Will. 
Denyſe, Clerk, came (13) from him to Queen's Coll. (of which he was then 
Provoſt) 28 July 1557. The ſaid Hall therefore reſting in their poſſeſſion, the 
Members thereof did ſoon after rededicate it (having for ſome ycars laid 
void) to learning, but with this condition, that they, with the Provoſt, might 
elect, nominate and preſent to the Chancellor or his Commiſſary ſome fit 
Principal, as it appears by a (14) compoſition dat.

THE fite of this Hall at firſt took up no more ground than that whereon 
part of the Refectory and Chambers at the north end thereof now ſtand. 
Which continuing no more or leſs, as I conceive, till 29 Hen. VI, Dom. 
1451, was then, or ſoon after, enlarged : for at that time the Abbeſs and 
Convent of Godſtow (29) granting to Oſney an houſe ſlated, on the ſouth 
ſide of the ground whereon the ſaid Refectory ſtands, containing 15 foot in 
length, and 17 in breadth, by yielding 28. 6d. yearly for it, the ſaid houſe 
was forthwith added to Edmund Hall. About the ſame time alſo another 
tenement was annexed, which looked into St. Peter's Churchyard, ſituated 
as *tis ſaid between the land of Thomas, ſometime Vicar of Cowley, called 
Edmund Hall, on the weſt fide, and the land of St. John's Hoſpital on the 
eaſt, on which afterward were buildings erected by Oſney Abbey. 

As for the Buildings, I can ſay no more of them than that the front oppo- 
to Queen's College, containing a Refectory and certain Chambers on the 
ſouth ſide thereof, was built, within few years after the Hall was enlarged 
with Godſtow land, by the ABBaT and ConvenT of Osxnzty. Which Cham- 
bers being very ruinous, were pulled down by Dr. Alx Av, Principal, and 
thoſe Edifices, now ſtanding in their place (which are on the ſouth ſide of, 
and over, the common entrance into the Hall) were by him, at his own 
charges built, and finiſhed about 1635. The Refectory alſo, which looked 
very old and ruinous, was pulled down, an. 1659, and this now ſtanding in its 
place (the firſt ſtone of which was laid 30 May 1659) with Chambers over it, 
on the north ſide of the common entrance or gate, were finiſhed the year fol- 
lowing by the contribution of ſeveral perſons. (30)

HE next Hall to be mentioned is that of Sr. MARY THE Vigtciw in 

Schydyard ſtreet, which being anciently no other than a tenement was 
inhabited by burgeſſes of Oxford ſucceſſively ; among whom Henry Kelpe 
being one, who had tenements alſo in St. Michael's pariſh at Northgate and 
elſewhere, (1) gave it by the name of a meſſuage, about the 24 Hen. III, to 
Mr. Peter Rector of St. Mary's Church in Oxford, for the uſe of 
him and his ſucceſſors in the ſaid Church. In which tenement Agnes the 
wife of John Halegod having intereſt, releaſed (2) or quitted it to the ſaid 
Mr. Peter about that time. Afterwards it was uſed by his ſucceſſors in the 
ſaid Church as an habitation or Parſonage houſe, continuing for that uſe till 
St. Mary's Church with its appurtenances were (3) given by K. Edw. II to 
the College or Hall of St. Mary the Virgin 19 of his reign, Dom. 1325 : and 
then this place being accounted a glebe belonging to the ſaid Church, came 
with five ſhops adjoining on the north ſide (after there had been a long ſuit 
of law about them) to the Scholars of the ſaid College or Hall. Which be- 
ing at length in their poſſeſſion, they converted the Parſonage houſe into a 
place of learning {but the year when I find not) and demiſed the ſhops to 
Laicks, who in proceſs of time made them tenements, being the ſame now 
that are oppoſite to St. Mary's Church. And becauſe the ſaid houſe did be- 
long to that Church, and afterwards to the College of St. Mary the Virgin 
(commonly called Oriel or the King's Hall) it was therefore called ST. M. -

THE ſite of this Hall was no more at firſt than the north half of the 
fore · front that now is, with the Buildings behind it: the inſquare of which 
contained 53 feet or thereabouts from north to ſouth, and about 25 feet from 
eaſt to weſt; which ſo continued till Bedell Hall was united to it, about the 
reign (as I gueſs) of Edw. WV ũñ; ; 

The Fabric of this Hall was originally built by the Houſe or College of 
St. Mary the Virgin, at what time it was conſecrated to learning (of which 
building nothing is remaining but the old Refectory on the north ſide of the 
Court, and certain Chambers on the eaſt ſide, ſome of which were pulled 
down an. 1664) but the fore front of it next to Schydiard ſtreet being pulled 
down in 1447 (containing in length from north to ſouth more than 40 paces) 
this that now ſtands in its place was ſoon after built by Ox IEL CoLLect ; 
Joux CarPenTER, then Biſhop of Worceſter, contributing towards the 
building. As for the other part of the fore-front, which is the ſouth half 
of the whole, was, with the buildings on the eaſt fide thereof, reaching to 
the new Refectory, built and erected upon the ground where Bedell Hall 
ſtood (after it had been united to St. Mary's Hall) partly at the charges of 
Or1eL CoLLEGE, and partly by Benefactors. 

The RertcTory that is now uſed, with a Cellar under, and a CHaper. 
over, it; as alſo, a Buttery, and Chambers over it, at the weſt end of them; 
were built in the time of Dr. SaunpeRs, Principal, an. 1639 and 40, partly 
at his own, but chiefly at the expenſes of Benefactors, that had been formerly 
of this Hall. | 

As for the Principal's Lodgings, which join to the north ſide of the ſaid 
Refectory and Chapel, they were built, as I conceive, by Principal B avpyr. 

Over the Chimney in the Refectory is a Table hanging, having depicted 
thereon the arms of the Lord Hatton; viz. _ 


Azure, a Chevron between three Garbes Or, quartering 13 other coats, 


[The Principal's Lodgings, abovementioned, were converted into private 
Rooms by Dr. Jonx Hupson, Principal, who built the preſent Lodgings 


upon the ſite of the old Refectory. | 
Dr. WILLIAu Kino, Principal, aſſiſted by the generous contributions of 


ſeveral Noblemen and Gentlemen, who were educated under his care, rebuilt 


the eaſt ſide of the Quadrangle in its preſent form, and added a new Room 
to the Principal's Lodgings. 3 

Part of the welt ſide of the Quadrangle, which was very irregular, and in 
a ruinous ſtate, was taken down, and rebuilt by Dr. THOMAS NowELI, 
Principal, who, by the liberal contributions of the Members, has likewiſe 
been enabled to make conſiderable alterations and improvements in the 
whole ſtructure of the Hall, TIN 


CHAPEL, 
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Cuarrtl. Jonx OswaLD, who was a Member of this Hall, where he 


proceeded to the degree of B. C. L. in 1743, and was afterward Bp of Raphoe 
in Ireland, with a pious liberality gave one hundred pounds, to be laid out 


in repairing and ornamenting the Chapel, abovementioned, in the year 1777.

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IV. NEW INN, ALIAS TRILLECK'S INN. 


HIS Houle, ſituated on the weſt fide of the North Baylie, or the place 

ſometime. called The ſeven deadly fins, leading from Woodſtreet to 
the Church of St. Peter in the Baylie, was anciently inhabited by the Pen- 
nards, Burghers of Oxford, of which name and family Frideſwyde, the 
daughter and heireſs of William Pennard, the laſt of her line, being one, 
gave (1) and granted it (being then divided into ſeveral tenements) to John 
Trilleck, Biſhop of Hereford, and Thomas Trilleck his brother, lying be- 
tween a tenement of Godſtow Nunnery on the one part, and the tenement 
of John Bybury on the other, Apr. 11, 23 Edw. III, Dom. 1349. 

John Trilleck dying inteſtate, an. 1360, his intereſt in the ſaid tenements 
came to Thomas his brother; who, ſix years after, (he being then Biſhop of 
Rocheſter) conveyed (2) them to Mr. Hugh Penbrigge, Mr. Roger Oterey, 
and Walter Brown, Parſon of the Church of St. Magnus in London; and they 
(Hugh Penbrigge excepted) to William de Wykeham, (3) Biſhop of Win- 
cheſter, and others: In whoſe deed of conveyance dat. 7 Nov. 43 Edw. III, 
Dom. 1 369, they are written Trilleck's Inns. The ſaid Biſhop then being 
poſſeſſed of them, did, with the King's licenſe, (4) give the ſaid Inns (being 
in number two) with three gardens adjoining on the weſt fide, as alſo a 
meſſuage called Roſe Hall, and a garden adjoining, to the Warden and 
Scholars of New College, 8 June 15 Rich. II, Dom. 1391. 

As for the time when the ſaid Inns were demiſed to Scholars, and dedi- 
cated to'the uſe of learning, it ſeems to have been while the Trillecks owned 
them, becaule in the conveyance of Otery and Browne, Clerks, to William 
Wykeham, they are ſtiled Hoſpitia, i. e. Inns, and not before, in the former 
conveyances. At firſt they were chiefly (5) inhabited by white Monks, called 
ernardines, who continued here till the College of St. Bernard in Magda- 
en pariſh was built; to which, afterwards, they for the moſt part retiring, it 
was (6) ordered by the Aſſembly of Regents and non Regents, an. 1455, that 
this place might be free notwithſtanding for religious or any honeſt perſons 
to inhabit in. According to which leave it was repleniſhed with Civilians and 
Canoniſts, and continuing fo till the reign of Edw. VI (during which time 
were conſtantly many admirable lectures made by the men of thoſe faculties 
in order to their degrees) produced many that were eminent, of whom not a 
tew were of the Welch nation,

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In the time of Q. Mary, and eſpecially in that of Q. Elizabeth, this place 
lay much unfrequented, and not above ſix Students at a time, if ſo many, 
were reſident. About the year 1571, when Felix Lewis was Principal, here 
were ſix Students, a Servitor, poor Scholar, and three Servants, that had 
names in the Buttery book; but whether all reſident at one time I cannot 
tell. In the reign alſo of K. James, except towards his latter end, were few 
alſo, and in Principal Lodington's time, were ſcarce more than ten that had 
names in the book. But as ſoon as Principal Rogers was ſettled, who was 
looked upon as a noted Puritan, it did very much flouriſh, and yielded forty 
Students yearly for ſome years of his Principality, to be remitted into the 
Album or Matriculation book of the Univerſity. Magdalen Hall having 
ſuch another Governor, and enjoying the like number, or rather more, the 
ſaid two places were therefore commonly ſtiled the two neſts of Preciſians 
and Puritans, In the time of the war, freak 1642 to 1646, this place be- 
mg the Minr Office for K. Charles I, there was no Scholar, and though every 
College and Hall ſent their plate to this place to have it melted down for his 
Majelly's uſe, yet ſome there were that preſerved moſt, if not all, of it. (7) 
After the garriſon was ſurrendered, and Rogers returned, then was it full 
again of ſuch that were called Seekers, i. e. ſuch that laid in wait till the 
bleſſed Viſitation ſhould begin to turn out Loyaliſts, and put theſe Seekers 
in their places. After the Viſitation was done, this Hall was ſeldom without 
20 or 30 Students; and after the King's Reſtoration, when Mr. Stone became

BUILDINGS. 
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THE ſite of this place was never more than it now containeth, having had 
thereon the ſaid Inns, called Trilleck's Inns, ſometimes ſtanding, as alſo Roſe 
Fall, ſituated on the north fide of them, and on or near the place where the 
common entrance into this Hall is. The fabrick of which Inns, being very 
ruinous, notwithſtanding conſiderable ſums of n1oney were (24) laid out upon 
their reparations by New College, 8 Hen. IV, were pulled down about the 
latter end of K. Hen. VI, or beginning (25) of Edw. IV, and then they were 
new built and made one entire fabric by the ſaid College. Which bein 
ſo done, hath been the reaſon that ever fince it hath been written and called 
the New Inn, alias Trilleck's Inn, as it is alſo noted by John Rouſe, the An- 
tiquary of Warwick, a Student then or before in the Univerſity, in one of 
his (26) works thus; Tryllock Inne quod nunc dicitur Novum Hoſpi- 
tium, qui noviter ædificatum, pro legiſtis eſt.” | 

Among the Buildings of this Inn, which I find often repaired by New 
College, and ſeveral additions made by them to the original buildings, I muſt 
take notice of the Chapel; for ſuch a fabric was here once (27) ſtanding ; 
particularly, as 1 conceive, on the weſt fide of the Court. It ſeems to have 
been firſt made by the Bernardines, purpoſely to celebrate ſervice, and com- 
memorate the Founder of, and Benefactors to, their Order. When it went 
to decay I know not : the laſt mention that I find of it, was about the time 
that the Bernardines departed hence. They had alſo a large Chamber (28) 
or Dormitory here, where they all for the moſt part ſlept together; of which 
place finding nothing memorable, than that it was ſeveral times repaired by 
New College, I ſhall proceed to the next Houſe of learning.

WILLIAM WaynrLieTe, Biſhop of Wincheſter, having finiſhed and ſet- 
tled his College of St. Mary Magdalen, proceeded to the foundation of this 
place; begun (1) in the month of Augult 1480. For he being minded to 
extend his Charity farther, to the end that all people, eſpecially the youth of 
his College, might be inſtructed freely, and without reward, built a Gram- 
mar School near it, with certain Chambers over and a Kitchen adjoining, 
neceſſary for the Officers of the ſaid School. Which being done, he tranſ- 
lated the Grammar School, together with its Maſter and Uſher from a lower 
room, or hall, on the ſouth fide of the College Chapel, formerly belonging to 
the Hoſpital of St. John. (in Which room, from the paſſover 1480 a Matter 
and Uſher had taught gratis at the charge of the Founder) to this that he 
had then almoſt finiſhed; allowing the ſaid Maſter and Uſher Lodgings over 
itz and the Maſter alſo, John Anwykyll, 10l. per an. ſettled (2) by the Col- 
lege the ſame year that the Founder died, which was 2 Hen, VII. So that 
the ſaid Chambers being filled with Scholars, other Lodgings ſome years 
after were added to the School, on the weſt fide (being the ſame now that 
are over the common gate) and became known by the name firſt of Gram- 
mar Hall, then MacDALEN HaLr, whereas before only by the name of a 
School. From which time it hath flouriſhed for the moſt part with Scholars 

erned from the firſt foundation, till Dr. Huffee*s time, by Magdalen

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THE ſite of this Hall having been no more at firſt, than that place 
whereon the School ſtandeth, with the Refectory and Chambers over it, was 
enlarged with a parcel of ground by the Society of MacpaLen CorLzcs, 
belonging to them from the Hoſpital. On which ground, joining to the weſt 
ſide of this School, the ſaid College erected a pile of building (at what time, 
as I gueſs, the row of freeſtone houſes reaching from this Hall to the Grey- 
hound Inn was (15) built 10 Hen.

rooms under it, and took care to have them ſupplied. 


To this Library very many have contributed ; among which hath been 
Joan LisLe, one of the Commiſſioners of the great ſeal to Cromwell, ſome- 
time a Gentleman Commoner of this Hall, an.
